to talk to the farmers of Lou- 

isiana on registered swine breed- 
ing, for there is need in this state 
for better hogs. We must face the 
fact that Louisiana is lagging far 
behind our neighboring states in the 
production of pure bred hogs and 
also in the quality of the common 
hog. This means that we are failing 
to get the revenue that this business 
brings and more important still, by 
not having the right type of pure 
bred hogs in sufficient numbers, or 
the right kind of boars in use to 
bring our hogs up to easy feeding 
standards. We have an enormous 
loss in the feed crops raised. 

First, I want to tell you the 
difference between. registered and 
non-registered hogs. Because a hog 
is registered it does not always mean 
that it is a superior animal. There 
are hundreds of registered hogs in 
this state, no better than scrubs. I 
mean the dumpy, slow growing, hard 
feeding, unprofitable kind. Registra- 
tion papers do not make a good hog 
alone; with it they must have size for 
age, be easy feeders, quick growing 
and prolific. If you have these 
qualities in an animal and then in the 
pedigree have the blood of the big 
type, prolific families of today, you 
have the right foundation for breed- 
ing registered hogs.

tion in this state and so have been 
in close touch with conditions and 
many instances of success and failure. 
I believe I can point out some of 
the past and present mistakes and 
we can profit by avoiding them. 


Pay More Attention to Size 


In the first place, too little atten- 
tion has been given to individuality, 
especially in regard to size. Many 
men I know have been willing to 
start with anything that had papers, 
the cheapest they could get, and they 
did not iast long in the hog business. 
The law of breeding ‘ ‘like produces 
like,” holds true with hogs and no 
matter how highly bred an individual, 
if it has not the size and type, it is 
not a good breeding animal, for it 
can only transmit some of the 
characteristics of its ancestors, no 
matter how illustrious they were. 
Most of us have a limited amount of 
money to buy foundation stock but 
put that money in one or a few excel- 
lent animals instead of many not so 
good and years in time can be saved. 


Essentials to Success 


There are four really essential 
things that make a successful breed- 
er. First comes the man, his liking 
for his work and his willingness to 
look after the details in all weather, 
night or day. Second in importance 
is the feed and care he gives the 
hogs, for the best hogs can soon be 
ruined with improper care or feeding

Don’t Breed Animals Too Young 


The most common mistake, and 
one that is keeping the type small, 
is to breed gilts and use boars too 
young. We seldom get inquiries for 
yearling breeding g its. Those who 
start usually want gilts bred to far- 
row at one year old or younger and 
boars for service at seven months and 
younger. Only recently we had an 
inquiry for a weanling pig ready for 
service. A year old gilt weighing 350 
pounds or better can raise a good 
litter and make a good big brood 
sow with proper food and care, but 
very few of the registered hogs in 
this state weigh over 200 pounds by 
the time they are yearlings. A gilt 
farrowing at this weight cannot 
have a good litter or grow into a 
big sow. A yearling gilt bred to far- 
row at eighteen months old _ is 
cheaper at twice the cost of the year 
old gilt. She has the size and de- 
velopment to manufacture the unborn 
litter, to furnish plenty of milk and 
to grow some after the pigs are 
weaned. The gilts we save for our 
own use are seldom or never bred to 
farrow under eighteen months of age. 

A boar used at seven months old at 
all heavily cannot grow into a big 
type animal. A year old is the young- 
est he should be used and the older 
he is up to two years old, the larger 
and better sire he will make. Show 
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men realize this and a boar that is 
to be shown is seldom used at all 
under eighteen months old. 


Don’t Wean Pigs Too Early 


Again our inquiries are for six and 
eight weeks old pigs. This is young- 
er than a pig should be weaned 
which is to be a. futuré breeder. 
There are conditions such as where 
one has an unlimited amount of milk 
where weaning so early might do. 
We get better results and fewer pot 
bellied pigs by allowing them to stay 
with the mother twelve weeks, when 
the pigs having been on full feed since 
they started to eat, will weigh 50 to 
75 pounds. A man weaning pigs 
under this age or starting a _ herd 


with these kind and who is not a 
skillful feeder, is courting disaster at 
the start. 


Equipment Needed in South 


Breeding registered hogs in the 
South does not need an elaborate 
equipment in buildings, tho the be- 
lief that hogs need little or no shel- 
ter in the South is wrong. Hogs 
suffer just as much here during the 
wet cold weather of our winters as 
in the more severe climates. The 
losses from improper shelter, in pigs, 
retarded growth and disease is as 
great as anywhere. And good shelter 
will pay big dividends. The best 
house I have seen adapted to. our 
climate, and one which we will use in 
the future, is an individual combina- 
tion farrowing house with wallow for 
summer. This house can be built 
“A” shaped, any size, with the roof or 
sides which can be raised, such as 
are now in ordinary use. But in ad- 
dition this house, has a concrete floor 
with a six or eight-inch depression, 
or a concrete floor with the concrete 
wall extended up this height. This 
house, closed tight and bedded, makes 
ideal winter quarters for a sow and 
litter, or growing stock. Then in 
summer, with the sides raised and the 
depression filled with water or sand 
and crude oil, makes a_ splendid, 
shaded summer wallow. 


One Must Like the Work 


Some one has truly said that the 
most important part of the herd is 
not the boar nor the sows, but the 
man. For successful swine breeding 
a man must like the work as well as 
the money to be made from it. This 
work consists of many details the 
year round, with no slack season. It 
takes some one who has an interest 
in the hogs to see after sows that 
farrow night or day, for the extra 
pigs saved are profit. There is the 
continual fight against lice, worms 
and disease—and mineral tonics to 
supply. The proper feeds and. pas- 
tures, innoculation, herd records and 
cost records, combined with adver- 
tisements, correspondence and show- 
ing; all this rightly done is a man’s 
sized job even on a moderate scale. 


One Must Be a Student 


‘A man in the breeding business 
must be a student of pedigree and 
should know the prominent families 
or strains of his breed and have at 
his finger’s end the crosses that have 
made and are making the best indi- 
viduals. Very much also depends on 
his judgment of type. The most 
successful breeders today are those 
who can

not all; the individual must be able 
to transmit that type to its offspring. 


Pure Bred Herd Must Be Pork 
Producing Herd 


I believe that a pure bred herd 
should also be a pork producing herd. 
I mean it should be on a large enough 
scale to make market hogs produce a 
good part of the revenue. For not 
half of the pure breds raised are fit 
to be breeding animals. If a farmer 
has his pastures and food planted, so 
that he can cull his pigs closely and 
market them at a profit, he will not 
be selling inferior ‘hogs as breeders 
and not be dependent entirely on the 
sale of breeders. 

We must increase the size of our 
pure bred hogs. The $10 twenty- 
pound pig is doing most to keep us 
in the small type class. A ten or 
twelve weeks old weanling pig that 
can not weigh 50 pounds and still not 
be excessively fat, is not up to to- 
day’s standard, and they can be 
grown weighing 80 pounds and better 


at this age. Boars and sows that 
produce this kind of pigs cost 
money, especially, now. No. man 


who has this kind of a boar or sow, 
and who grows out the pigs well, can 
sell the pigs under $25 in this sec- 
tion and make any money. 
to produce this kind of a pig, it has 
not only been fed since it was three 
weeks old all it could eat of the 
proper growing foods but’ the dam 
was carefully fed and cared for over 
three months before the pigs were 
born. 
Southern Advantages 


In the south we have several great 
advantages, which should give us our 
share of the country’s. breeding busi- 
ness. One of the chief of these, our 
year round pastures, allows us to 
raise the fall crop of pigs as well and 
as cheaply as the spring pigs. In the 
corn belt by the time the fall pigs 
are weaned, cold weather is upon 
them, so they have no pastures and 
little exercise. They must be hand fed 
or self-fed entirely and they are sub- 
ject to more conditions which stunt

them and make fall pigs more costly. 
Here in the South by the time Sep- 
tember pigs are eating in October 
and November we can have good 
pastures of oats, rye, wheat, barley 
and the clovers. This combined with 
mild days when the pigs are out 
foraging every day on pasture cheap- 
ens the ration, as well as gives the 
necessary outdoor exercise. 


Advantage of Big Hogs 


The feeding of breeding hogs is 
different from the usual custom of 
feeding pork hogs. With the pork 
hogs it is sometimes an advantage 
to grow them for periods on grass 
alone. With the producing hogs, 
size and weight for age is everything. 
The breeder today who is producing 
the biggest hogs, no matter where 
he lives, has a path of buyers beaten 
to his farm. So the pigs to be 
breeders must be kept growing from 
the start and unless they are hog- 
ging down some crop, they must be 
fed in addition to pasture all the 
time. 

Feeding 

We are using self feeders success- 
fully on pasture, but if corn is being 
fed and the hogs are getting too fat 
it must be omitted in the self feeder 
and only enough to balance the. 
ration. Excessive fat so that the hog 
can not handle itself well is undesir- 
able. An overfat pig is usually 
stunted and a pregnant sow very fat 
does not farrow a strong litter. 

Exercise is of paramount impor- 
tance with breeding hogs at all times. 
This can be accomplished by having 
the feed at one side of the field and 
the water at the other... Or if they 
are being. hand fed, feeding them at 
different sides of the field. he te 


Showing and Advertising 


If you are raising good registered 
hogs, let other folks know you have 
them by advertising and showing. 
Showing is the best method of learn- 
ing type. One common fault with 
many is that they can’t see any better 
hogs than they raise themselves. A 
man does love an exceptionally good 
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animal he has developed himself, 
and it is hard sometimes to see it 
defeated in the ring, and be broad 
enough to see your own animal’s de- 
fects. But whatever your breed, it is 
being improved all the time and 
there is always some one who can 
do our work a little better than we 
can. Find out where these better 
hogs are and get some of this kind in 
your herd from time to time, to keep 
up with the procession. A _ success- 
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ful hog herd cannot stand still these 
days. 

Feeding and developing registered 
hogs, the knowledge of mating 
and showing can be learned by any 
wide awake farmer. However some 
costly mistakes can be made, if one 
who does not know the business goes 
in on a large scale at once. It is 
best to start with a few outstanding 
sows, the best you can afford, and 
learn as the herd increases. 
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We are as yet compartively young 
in the breeding business, and it is to 
be hoped we can profit by the mis- 
takes of other sections, those that 
have caused dissatisfaction among 
breeders and those that now exist to 
the detriment of the hogs. As for 
instance the excessive fat piled on 
show. animals and _ sale animals, 
exaggeration in advertising, both as 
to weights and prices.

Put Those Words in Your Sale Catalog 


HAT has been published in these columns recently 

regarding apparent looseness in settlements in 

many of our swine sales is only an iota of what 
is going to be said, written and published on that very 
serious question which affects the very life and stability of 
our business. 


Two things we urge every man to do who is to hold 
a sale this fall or winter: First, put into your sale catalog 
in the proper place these simple, pregnant words, “Terms 
Cash or Its Equivalent.” Second, live up to the announce- 
ment. 


Concerted action by Duroc sellers is needed right at 
this time and maintaining our operations on a cash busi- 
ness means continued good business and means stability 
of business. We cannot afford to let the looseness of 
past years creep into our selling and buying operations. 


Nothing is more plentiful at this time than money— 
excepting credit, and credit overused means false stand- 
ards and false prices. Both of these false standards and 
false prices must be avoided if we are to continue increas- 
ing our prcfits in the selling of breeding stock. 

Selling on a strictly cash basis does not mean you are 
not to accommodate your neighbor or friend when he 
wants time for settlement. In every sale there are a few

the public auction, but you must assume with almost cer- 
tainty of being correct that buyers in your sales who 
come from without your community to buy high priced 
breeding stock are not entitled to credit if their home 
bank won’t extend it to them. 


Unusual changes have been wrought among bankers 
the country over as’ regards the pure bred hog business. 
For years only feeding cattle appealed to their loaning 
ability, but there are few bankers now who would turn 
down a patron on a reasonable amount with which to buy 
any kind of hogs. Hogs have become staple and every 
banker realizes that pure bred breeding stock is the foun- 
dation of the staple product. 

Buyers of foundation breeding stock need to consult 
their bankers if cash is not available, and be able at these 
sales to write a check for the amount of their purchases. 
There is no use to dodge the issue. The man who holds 
a sale must have money to continue his business, and he 
needs it sale day. 

Let us put the pure bred business on the same cash 
basis as the market hog business, where 95 per cent of the 
immense amount paid for hogs on foot is settled within 


24 hours after the sale is made. ROBT. J. EVANS.

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South Dakota Duroc Show Breaks Rec “ord 


One of the Greatest Red Hog Shows of Year 


Fairs at Huron, South Dakota, 

but never have they shown such 
a lot of quality hogs as was shown 
there this year. There were 613 head 
of Durocs on exhibition, among these 
some of the most prominent herds of 
North Dakota, Minnesota, Iowa and 
Nebraska. I was unable to get the 
number of men that showed, but will 
comment on the show as I saw (eos 

Never in all my experience as a 
fieldman have I seen exhibited such 
size, quality and individuals as were 
brought out to this fair. Every class 
was exceptionally strong, and prac- 
tically all of the winnings, with the 
exception of the grand champion boar, 
went to South Dakota breeders. The 
Fourhouse Farms of Tyler, Minne- 
sota, showed a remarkable lot. This 
firm was exceptionally strong in the 
spring pig class. In the aged boar 
class there were 9 driven out, C. R. 
Steele of Ireton, Iowa, winning first 
on his wonderful 2-year-old boar, 
Paul Orion by Ovion Cherry King. 
He was a great big massive fellow, 
exceptionally heavy bone, good 
footed, with one of the strongest 
backs one ever saw. 

In the senior yearling class, one of 
the strongest shows I ever saw, Muelt- 
ler Bros., of Cumberland, Iowa, stood 
first on Orion Sensation. Later this 
boar was made grand champion. He 
is a litter brother to Great Orion’s 
Sensation, the boar which sired the 
junior champion of Minnesota and 
grand champion of Nebraska. 

In the junior yearling class, which 
was the hottest contested class of the 
show, A. K. Bates of Letcher,. S. 
D., won first on the Big Challenger. 
This boar was grand champion of 
North Dakota, sired by Pathfinder’s 
Disturber out of Orion Crimson Rose, 
one of the best producing sows ever 
owned on the Ames Bros. farms at 
Weaver, Minn. He was a large hog 
for his age, very evenly balanced and 
comes from one of the most promi- 
nent lines of breeding in the North- 
west. 

In the senior pigs C. P. Dexheimer, 
of Spencer, S. D., and Wood & Hodg- 
son of Rushmore, Minn., won first 
and junior champion on a son of 
Pathfinder’s Giant. This was a 
mighty good individual; this is the 
second year in succession that one 
of Pathfinder Giant’s sons was made 
junior champion. 

In the under 6 months class there 
were 44 drive out. It was one of 
the strongest pig classes I ever saw 
at any state fair. I have seen larger 
numbers shown, but never so much 
quality in this number of pigs. Van- 
derham Bros., were first on Great 
Orion’s Sensation Jr. 

There were 11 aged sows driven 
out, the equals of which were never 
before seen by the public in any show 
in the northwest. Dr. M. W. Myler of 
Mitchell, South Dakota, won first on 
Helen Deferder. This is a remark- 
able sow and showed a lot of quality 
and is a good individual. 

In the senior yearling sow class— 
one of the smallest of the show—

tho it was the aim of every breeder 
in the state of South Dakota to lead 
in this great enterprise, and there are 
few states in America which display 
more intelligence in breeding, feeding 
and developing big type Durocs. The 
Duroc breeders at the fair were will- 
ing to lay down good prices for good 
individuals without a murmur. Never 
has the Duroc business been in such 
a healthy condition in the territory 
over which I have charge than at 
the present time. As I notice in the 
Bulletin a write-up of Mr. DeVore 
states there is considerable paper 
floating around, but so far as I know 
in the northwest the only paper that 
is on exhibition at these sales is some 
of paper stamped with the United 
States Government and looks mighty 
good to us fellows up here. This ends 
one of the greatest fairs that South 
Dakota has ever had an opportunity 
of atteading —H. A. S.

Interesting results in hog feeding 
were reported recently by R.'C. Mar- 
riott at a demonstration meeting on 
his. farm near Pleasant Hill, Mo. He 
fed his hogs corn, gluten feed, tank- 
age, and the University of Missouri 
hog remedy in four self feeders, and 
allowed them the run of a bluegrass 
pasture. When ready for the mar- 
ket, Mr. Marriott’s ‘records showed 
that he had produced his pork at a 
cost of eleven cents a pound. © His 
neighbor, just across the road, had 
fed a similar lot of hogs in dry lot, 
using corn and oats, and had pro- 
duced his pork at a cost of a little 
more than sixteen cents a pound. 
The county agent reports that ten 
out of thirteen Cass County farmers 
who started hog-feeding demonstra- 
tions are continuing to keep proper 
records of their work and more in- 
teresting data should result.

Dear Sir:— 

I received your Setter in regard to 
my Pig and also sample copy of 
Duroc Bulletin for which I wish to 
thank you. 

In response to your request asking 
me to tell you something of “Queen 
Defender of Shively” and my connec- 
tions with the boys pig club, I will 
try to give you a brief history as 
follows: 

I started last year in the junior 
class with a pig from the same sire 
and dam, but unfortunately it took 
k suffering hrd shrd hrdlu cmfwypp 
sick setting it back so that I was com- 
pelled to forego the pleasure of plac- 
ing it on exhibition. 

Last Fall I made arrangements for 
the first pick of a pig which I received 
May 3rd, weighing 33 pounds, far- 
rowed March 6th. sire, The Prince, 
Dam, Queen of Shively, both tracing 
back to blood such as Instructor, De- 
fender. Girl, Piolat Defender and 
Good E Nuff. 

I placed it immediately in % acre 
orchard in sod, where it had plenty 
of shade and fresh water. In thirty 
days I weighed it, showing an aver- 
age daily gain of 154 pounds. 

On August 12th, I weighed it again 
before taking it to the Jefferson 
County Fair, tipping the beam at 
196% thus showing a gain of 163% 
pounds in 100 days. 

I have learned that plenty of good 
pasture, shade, and fresh water keeps 
down the feed bill, the above supple- 
mented with good growing feed com- 
posed of tankage, some middlings and 
meal, not much of each). My pig has 
made the above gain at a very low 
cost the actual cost of grain up to 
August 12th, was $3.64 supplemented 
with 500 pounds hotel garbage at a 
cost of 50c per 100 pounds. 

My stationary pen cost very little 


as the lumber was second hand floor- 
ing bought at $1.00 per 2-horse-wagon 
load. I have also a portable house 
which I can move when I desire. 
In front of the stationary house I 
have a fenced-in ~un, the floor being 
made of second hand bricks where I 
can feed and keep it clean by flushing 
it out daily. 

I oil and trim up my pig once a 
week, keeping off the lice and nits. 
I use Pratts animai regulator to keep 
it in condition which I find very good 

am having a picture taken of 
Queen Defender of Shively and also 
its house which I will be glad to mail 
to you as soon as J receive it. I in- 
tend to show my pig at the State 
Fair next month, where I hope to 
take another prize. 

Trusting my experience in handling 
my pig, as related above, will be of 
value to anyone contemplating the 
feeding cf pigs,

HOW I RAISED MY PIG 


Princeton, Bureau County, Illinois 
Winner State Pig Club Championship 
Contest for 1918 


The tenth of May, which was the 
last day of our school my daddy and 
my oldest brother, Carl, went to 
Tiskilwa to a program which was 
supposed to get the children to join 
the Hampshire Association and aiso 
to get them to join the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Clubs. When they came home 
my brother Carl said that he was go- 
ing to be a Club member. He had a 
card that he was going to fill out and 
send to Mrs. Hight of Bureau. He 
said, “I am going to have a pig and 
get him nice and fat and when I sell 
him I will be rich and you will not 
be rich.” Now I am almost three 
years older than Carl (he is ten and 
I am thirteen), and I was not going 
to Wet” him =set ahead sor men son) 
made up my mind that I was going 
to have a pig too. But I did not have 
a card so I thought I was up against 
it, but I tried to think of something 
I could do, finally I thought I would 
write a letter to Mrs. Hight (district 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club leader) and tell 
her I wanted to join the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Pig Club and then after I had 
written it I took it way out in the 
field where daddy was working and 
showed it to him. He said I could 
send it, and I did. Just after the mail 
man had gone, Mr. J. W. Coddington 
of Princeton came down to see daddy. 
Daddy told him I wanted to be a Pig 
Club member so he gave me a card 
and I mailed that. In about two 
weeks I received some reading mat- 
ter and some blanks to fill out and 
send back to Mr. Codington. And 
that is the way I came to enroll as a 
Pig Club member. 

Then the next thing to do was to 
get started. Daddy had some good 
pigs, Duroc Jerseys and Hampshires. 
Carl was going to have a Hampshire 
so I thought I would have a Duroc 
Jersey. I chose what I though was 
a good pig and shut her in the pen 
where Carl had his; daddy said two 
pigs together would do better than 
one alone. I had quite a little trouble 
in buying my pig. Every time 1] 
would say anything about wanting 
to buy a pig. everybody laughed at 
me because I 
pigs. But I did not lose courage. I 
was going to have a nice fat pig to 
help feed the soldiers in France. But 
at last I bought my pig for ten dol- 
lars and a nice Duroc pig it was. 

Then I had to buy some corn and 
ground feed. There was a Red Cross 
sale to be held in Bureau. I thought 
T covrld buy some good corn there. 
Daddy said he would buy the corn if 
I wanted him to. I was glad that he 
could buy it for me because I could 
not get up and buy anything at a sale, 
I bought three bushels at one dollar 
and a quarter a bushel. Then when 


was green at buying. 
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I got home I bought fifty-seven and 
one-half pounds of oats of daddy at 
sixty-nine cents a bushel. Then the 
next day Carl and I drove to town 
in a wagon and had some corn and 
oats ground into meal. Then I 
bought fifty pounds of oil-meal to mix 
in with the corn and oats to make it 
better. (Mixture 62% corn, 28% oats 
and 10% oilmeal.) With that mixed 
in with the skimmed milk they liked 
it just fine and went after it like hun- 
gry pigs (soaked ccrn fed in addition 
to slop). 

There was a lot to do to get 
started. I took my pig up to one of 


‘my neighbors and had it weighed. It 


weighed exactly fifty pounds. I 
thought that was pretty good for a 
spring pig and everybody thought so. 

I sprinkled the pen once a month 
for June and July but in August I 
sprinkled it twice so far. I used one 
ounce of Zenoleum to one gallon of 
water. I did not like to do that very 
well because when I. turned the 
sprayer toward the wall it would 
come back in my face and did not 
feel so very good. But I stood that 
all right. 

When it got so hot, my poor Betsy 
Ross was so hot that I asked daddy if 
he would haul in a load of sand, he 
said he would, after the sand was in 
the pen I carried in a lot of water and 
made a big muddy place for her to 
lie in. Then I.gave her plenty of 
fresh water to drink. I threw cold 
water in the hole almost every day. 
With all that mud in there she got so 
muddy that every time I expected 
anyone to see her I had to give her 
a good scrubbing. I think that is 
where I had my most fun. Most peo- 
ple would not think that very much 
fun but I did. 

I had a few difficulties but not 
many. One was to get good corn. I 
bought some corn one place but it 
was no good at all, so Daddy traded 
me his good corn for the bad I had 
bought. My other difficulty was to 
have the visitors put down their re- 
marks. I had every-visitor I had put 
down remarks. Some made the ex- 
cuses that they did not know any- 
thing about pigs. But I made them 
write something anyway. I got very 
encouraging remarks from them all, 
especially from W. W. Wilson, as- 
sistant to Mr. J. C. Mann, County 
Advisor, Bureau county. All these 
remarks made me work all the harder. 

We had some very interesting club 
meetings and I enjoyed every one of 
them, each one beiter than the other. 
The ‘second meeting we had was a 
bad night so we didn’t have a very 
good crowd and we had made a 
whole lat of ice cream. We -took 
home what was left and-took it up 
to one of our neighbors’and gave it 
to them. The most interesting things 
in the club meetings is the talks 
that Mrs. Edna Clark gives. (Mrs. 
Clark is now the Bureau County 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club Leader.) 

My pig gained one hundred and 
thirty-five pounds in two and one- 
half months at the cost of $18.25 for _ 
the feed (13% cents per pound). I 
would like to be in this club next 
year if I do good this year. If I do 
not get a prize the responsibility has 
helped me a great deal. This is my

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The Raising of Fall Pigs 


By H. A. Sexsmith 


E FIND that this is one of 
W the most difficult problems 
that the breeders of good Du- 
rocs have to contend with. In the 
first place a great many of them try 
to raise too many, and in the second 
place they try to run their fall pigs, 
the old sows and their yearlings all 
in the same yard. This was one of 
their first and greatest mistakes. 
Fall pigs, coming when they do when 
the flies bite the deepest and _ the 
weather conditions are ideal—I have 
found as high as eighty head all in 
one yard. This is a great mistake, for 
ust as much care and attention should 
be given these as the early spring 
litters. Not more than two_ litters 
should be allowed to run together and 
these the same age as near as pos- 
sible. Keep them in separate yards 
until weaning time. Just after this 
period we hear the most complaints, 
generally “I am losing some of my 
fall pigs, some are not doing well.” 
Invariably this is the fault of the 
breeder, for there is not a pig that you 
can raise with as little expense or with 
less trouble if you are fixed for it 
than you can a lot of September pigs 
that are started off right. 
Immediately after weaning instead 
of taking the pigs away from the 
brood sows and putting them in 
strange quarters take the brood sows 
away from the pigs, the little fellows 
will be more contented in their regular 
home than they would be in a strange 
place. If you find a few of them that 
are not doing well, have a specially 
prepared place where you can give 
them special attention until you get 
them coming along in good shape. 
Before the early winter starts in I 
would advise the use of a good ver- 
mifuge or worm expeller before going 
into winter quarters. At that time do 
not run more than twenty in the same 
sleeping quarters, ten to twelve, would 
be much better. -Be sure that they 
have nice, dry, warm baths with good 
nutritious feed. It might be well, if 
possible to obtain some of the last 
cutting of alfalfa and feed them a 
good feed of hay at least once a day. 
This is not only good protein feed but 
is one of the best regulators that can 
be found. How often we go out to 
the farm to look over a herd of hogs 
and the first thing we run across is 
about forty or fifty fall pigs, sleeping 
around an old decayed, wet, sour, ill 
smelling straw stack or worse—yet 
get over on the south or east side of 
the barn and see them buried in a ma- 
nure pile. This is very unsanitary 
and is the cause of a great deal of 
loss in the early winter. We all know 
a pig which is not feeling well or do- 
ing well is easily satisfied, is the first 
fellow to hunt his bed; later on the 
larger, stronger pigs after eating their 
fill come in and pile on top of him. 
After considerable time has passed the 
heat from the body and the damp bed 
causes a vapor or steam to rise which 
is inhaled by the strong, healthy pigs 
at the top of the pile. After the poor, 
run down. pig has stood the pressure 
and weight of the others as long as 
possible he begins to squirm and twist 
to get out of his place, finally landing 
on top of the pile. His hair is wet 


from the steam and his hide is moist, 
and in the course of a short time he 
begins to chill. This is where your 
worst trouble commences. How often 
about the first of January you will 
find your fall pigs with a hacking 
cough, watery eyes, snuffling around, 
don’t eat well; in ninety-nine cases out 
of 100, the cause is the lack of proper 
attention. It would not be healthy for 
fifteen or twenty people to sleep in 
one room with no air; neither is it 
healthy for seventy-five or eighty fal! 
pigs to sleep in 2 manure pile, breath- 
ing the fumes of ammonia and stench 
that accumulate from it. Nor is it 
healthy for man or beast to sleep in 
a damp, wet, foul bed of any _ kind. 
In the number of years that I was 
raising pure bred hogs I never found 
anything that absorbed moisture bet- 
ter than shredded corn fodder. This 
seems not only to absorb all moistures 
but is sweet smelling, keeping dry 
and clean and something they cannot 
pile up. 

The hog house should be cleaned at 
least every other day with new bed- 
ding replaced. If you fellows who 
breed Durocs will try this method you 
will find that you can save about fifty 
per cent of your troubles and develop 
a much growthier, stronger, healthier 
bunch of. pigs. After cleaning out 
their bed on a nice, warm day in the 
winter, I would suggest that you use 
plenty of air slaked lime or, better 
still, a good dip disinfectant. If you 
will have a runt pen for your fall pigs 
the same-as we suggested for you.

spring pigs, give them a little extra 
attention. -There is no animal that 
will respond quicker or give you bet- 
ter results for the time spent in tak- 
ing care of them. I would like to 
see some of the breeders try this out, 
especially in my territory. Be sure 
and feed these pigs with a light, nu- 
tritious feed that is easily digested, as 
they have very little chance to get the 
roots and herbs that are so beneficial 
to them in the summer season.

“light,” and purchased, in 1916, 1,900 
acres, which has been named Broad 
Acre Ranch. 

One of the most illuminating articles 
on the world’s decreasing food supply 
was from Mr. Potter’s pen and appeared 
in the Manufacturers’ Record early in 
1918. 

Forty-five thousand acres additional 
has been purchased wnrch is_ being 
drained, fenced and cleared for selling 
in smaller farms. To show that his hog 
proposition is carried on with intent to 
reap profit, it may be recorded here that 
an average of over 7 pigs each to 100 
sows were weaned last spring. This is 
some average for the total number of

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Why the Jews Do Not Eat Pork 
Reply to Article Recently Published 
By George A. Lane, Phoenix, Ariz. 


I cannot allow to go unchallenged 
an article under the above title in 
Tue Duroc Butietin of August 1. 
The writer goes on with a lengthy 
explanation about totems and toboos 
and tribal superstitions. 

It needs only a few short state- 
ments to refute his wise essay. 

The eleventh chapter of Leviticus 
begins: “And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and Aaron, saying’—then he 
gives the laws of clean and unclean 
beasts. The writer tries to make this 
out to be the record of an ignorant 
superstition. But Jesus Christ’ held 
the old Scriptures as absolutely au- 
thentic, as we see by the fact that he 
quoted them as authority hundreds 
of times. So did the Apostles. Paul 
was a profound scholar, and prob- 
ably as able a logician as the world 
has ever produced. And he said that, 
“All Scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for correction, for reproof, for in- 
struction in righteousness, that the 
man of God may be perfect, thoroly 
furnished unto every good work.” 

But Paul explained that the law 
concerning clean and unclean meats, 
etc., were done away with at the 


opening of the new dispensation. 
Probably our wise friend, in order 

to prove his point, will now try to 

throw doubt on the Gospels, and the

writings of the Apostles. The waked 
up and God-fearing soul needs no 
external proof. Yet there is abun- 
dance of proof in early history and 
literature. One of the most recent 
testimonies comes from Archaeolog- 
ical discoveries in the Fayum, an an- 
cient irrigated region in the Nile Val- 
ley, where many towns, long ago 
covered over with drifting sands, have 
lately been unearthed. Here were 
found tons of literature, and many 
dozens of copies of the New Testa- 
ment, copied about the second or 
third century, on papyrus rolls.

The writer even calls one of the 
ten commandments (“Thou shalt not 
take the name of the Lord thy God 
iff Vain), ae taboo, wit 1s Justssuch 
contemptible, self-righteous higher 
criticism as this of which Germany 
has been the leading promulgator, and 
which has led to her spiritual, moral 
and financial ruin. History is full of 
such instances. Just so surely as a 
nation universally despises God’s word 
and tramples the laws of righteous- 
ness under foot, so surely does swift 
and terrible destruction come upon 
it. And so will it be with our na- 
tion if we persist in such ungodliness.

around $5.00 spread while one day 
saw a range of $2.75 between the top 
and average price. At this time the 
packing grades were selling rather 
slowly at weakest prices while the 
better grades, being scarce, enjoyed 
the freest call, causing a strong tone 
of prices to rule. 

The market reacted and for a full 
week prices enjoyed an uninterrupted 
series of advances but it was a pecul- 
iar affair. At the end of the week 
the average price showed 50c gain 
while the top price showed 10c loss. 
This was due to a narrowing up of 
the-price range. 

While the packing grades were 
moving freely prices were hammered 
down to a relatively low basis. But 
later on when the supplies dimin- 
ished the d2mand improved. During 


‘recent days the proportion of packing 


hogs has been rather small and all 
buyers have wanted them, Eastern 
packers have been buyers of hogs 
suitable for lard purposes, while this 
coupled with the local call caused 
packing classes to advance while the 
better grades held unchanged and in 
some instances weakened. 

For a while the quality of hogs was 
very poor. Only a small percentage 
of the arrivals classes as good to 
choice while packing grades were 
forming bulk arrivals. The average 
weight of all hogs during this period 
was 256 pounds or the heaviest since 
1910. This was due to the liquidation 
of heavy hogs, many being discarded 
brood sows while - large share were 
better grades that owners had fed for 
big weights as they had confidence in 
the trade at this time. 

But during recent weeks the qual- 
ity has improved greatly. The new 
crop of hogs have started to move to 
market and they are running lighter 
to weight. Recent average weight 
of hogs was down to 249 pounds or 
the lightest in several weeks. It is 
figured that the weight will deminish 
from now on as the proportion of 
light weights and pigs increases. 

“The sharp break in prices that re- 
cently forced in the trade was un- 
looked for. It is usual to see fairly 
good markets during the month of 
September. But this year the demand 
did not run true to form and the mar- 
ket was dropped tc a low level de- 
spite the receipts of hogs. The arriv-

als of hogs at all markets have not 

been very large but the agitation was 
against the trade and it had its effect. 

Cost of living agitation was the 
main factor in breaking prices from 
the record level. The government 
agents figured that the meat price was 
the working source of other. values. 
They worked under the influence that 
with cheap meat, other food com- 
modities would work lower. But this 
has not been a fact. Regardless of 
circumstances the price of hogs was 
dropped sharply each day and within 
a week about $5.00 was eliminated 
from the price range. From the high 
to low point some grades showed 25 
to 30 per cent decline, being a sharper 
reaction than noted in the market for 
other food supplies. 

The foreign situation has been a 
bearish factor in the trade. The 
dropping of money standards to lev-

els sharply below the pre-war basis 
shut out foreign countries from our 
markets. Sellers here refused to deal 
with their money at such a low ebb 
and naturally the buying had to stop. 

Elimination of Germany and other 
foreign countries from the food mar- 
kets of this country was soon felt. 
The prices for provisions for future 
delivery fell sharply and with all 
the pressure being centered on the 
hog market live values were bound 
to act in accordance. Some action is 
expected to be taken that will create 
a stabilized condition in the foreign 
exchange business. There is talk of 
working out a credit system that 
would allow foreign nations to par- 
take of out food stocks. This would 
put more competition and strengthen 
the undertone to the trade. 

Hog feeders fully realized that 
prices could not remain at the high 
figure to which they advanced a few 
months ago. They looked for values 
to work lower but they did not ex- 
pect to see prices dropped practically 
all within a week. They expected a 
gradual adjustment of conditions. It 
was supposed that cost of production 
would be taken into consideration be- 
fore very large declines were forced 
in the market. But regardless of the 
cost necessary to produce the hogs, 
prices were declined. The arrivals 
made no difference but it was the idea 
of packers to get prices down to a 
low level. 

The corn market has declined 
sharply from the high level. The 
break following the decline in hog 
values. With corn at a better work- 
ing price it should te an incentive for 
feeders to hold their hogs and the 
markets may not get the large sup- 
plies that they have been looking for 
in the near future.

may be below other years which will 
ofiset the slackening up of the 
demand. 


Barley vs. Corn As a Hog Feed 


With corn at the present high price 
hog feeders are trying to find a good 
feed which can be purchased more 
cheaply. Barley costs less per pound 
and hence is being used by a large 
number of feeders. The University of 
Missouri College of Agriculture has 
results from a recent feeding trial 
which indicate that barley makes a 
very satisfactory corn substitute. 

Twenty hogs, averaging in weight 
about 130 pounds, were divided into 
two lots of ten hogs each and full fed 
for forty-nine days. Lot 1 received 
ground corn, nine parts, shorts two 
parts and tankage one part, while lot 
2 was fed this same ration except that 
ground barley was substituted for the 
corn. 

At the end of the feeding period the 
hogs fed corn had gained an average 
of 1.93 pounds per day, while the hogs 
fed barley gained an average of 1.85 
Thus the hogs getting corn 
gained more rapidly, but they also 
consumed more ieed. 

Lot 1 (corn, shorts and _tankage) 
gained 100 pounds on each 409.9 
pounds of feed, while lot 2 (barley, 
shorts and tankage) required 426.6 
pounds of feed for 100 pounds gain. 
In other words, for each 100 pounds 
of pork produced about four per cent 
more of the barley ration was required 
than of the ration containing corn. 

These results are inside the allow- 
ance usually made, namely, that 
ground barley has about ten per cent 
less value than corn as a swine feed. 

Owing to its hard flinty covering

barley should be ground or rolled for 
hog feeding purposes. Since its com- 
position is very similar to corn, like 
corn it should be supplemented with 
feeds like shorts, tankage, linseed oil 
meal or milk by products.

A Community With a Vision 
A Pennsylvania Community Takes Up Duroc Breeding

the community a member arose and 
placed before the meeting a motion 
which caused the more conservative 
members to gasp and stare in won- 
derment. The motion was’ repeated 
by the chairman: “It has been moved 
and seconded that this gathering of 
farmers go on record to the effect 
that they believe in purebred hogs, 
and it is further agreed that the mem- 
bers present are willing to allow a 
majority vote of the association de- 
cide what breed of hogs shall be 
chosen.” One member said he would 
be in favor of the motion if it were 
specified what breed of hogs would 
be selected. This amendment failed 
to carry. The members were, there- 
fore, going to* vote without knowing 
the breed of hogs which would be 
finally decided upon. A man to vote 
“ves” on this motion does not mis- 
trust the judgment of his neighbors 
—he is a man with a real vision for 
his community, and a man who has 
a real conception of tne possibilities 
of a common community interest. 
The chairman called for the vote. 
The hands went up and the motion 
carried with only a few against when 
the opposing vote was called for. In 
future years the boys of this com- 
munity will at some time honor in a 
fitting manner the men present in 
this meeting in order that the mem- 
ory of the “men of vision” might not 
be entirely forgotten. 

Of course, such occurrences do not 
just happen to happen. There is 
usually one or two men who are al- 
ways pushing, who are helping to 
crystallize the sentiment in the com- 
munity.

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berland county certainly deserve hon- 
orable mention, but also there was 
another man involved in the affairs 
of the community. It would not be 
hard for one to guess who this man 
was—a county agent is usually closely 
allied with community building. To 
J. M. Fry, county agent of Northum- 
berland county, Pennsylvania, should 
go the credit for a big share of the 
real organization work and commun- 
ity development of the Plum Creek 
Section. 

The flames spread rapidly after the 
fire had been kindled. A representa- 
tive group of these men went on an 
auto trip to adjoining counties to 
visit the farms of the men breeding 
purebred hogs. The prospective 
breeders also visited the Pennsyl- 
vania State College farms and when 
the party reached home, the men 
were ready to vote as to what breed 
of hogs should be selected. Yes, you 
have surmised correctly. In this case 
Duroc-Jerseys were decided upon. 
Duroc men will be pleased, of course, 
at the decision, but it might have 
been Polands, Berkshires, or Chester 
Whites with equal success if the 
community builded with the right in- 
dividuals of the best blood lines. 

The first purchase made by the 
Sunbury District Duroc Breeders’ 
Association was in the fall of 1918 
when a consignment of seven sows 
and a yearling boar was contracted 
for. This was the beginning. At the 
present time a most careful canvass 
of Northumberland county indicates 
that not less than 225 purebred Du- 
roc-Jerseys are being held for breed- 
ing purposes. The purebred hog 
business has not confined itself just 
to the Plum Creek District in Nor- 
thumberland county. The Kline 
Grove Section organized a Boys’ and 
Girls’ Pig Club this spring, and have 
recently purchased a mature boar of 
popular blood lines. ‘the Dalmatia 
Section also started a Duroc Com- 
munity with a Boys’ and Girls’ Club. 

One year in the purebred hog busi- 
ness has allayed all fear of a lack of 
demand for good hogs. This spring 
an arrangement had been made to 
dispose of a part of the pig crop in an

Concerning Pig Chow put out by 
the Ralston Purina Company, would 
say that it is pretty hard to give an 
estimate of a feed without definite 
experimental evidence covering that 
feed. Pig Chow is guaranteed to con- 
tain hominy feed, corn feed meal, 
molasses, alfalfa, digester tankage, 
charcoal and 1 per cent salt.’ Ac- 
cording to an analysis sent to me re- 
cently by the Purina people it will 
analyze actually in practice about 17 
per cent protein, 4 per cent fat and 9 
per cent fiber. This given in round 
numbers with moisture content of 
13 per cent. The ash is given as ap-

proximately as 8 per cent and the 
starches 52 per cent. 

On the basis of feed represented in 
this mixture I would judge that the 
feed is pretty good feed, inasmuch as 
hominy feed, corn feed meal, alfalfa 
and tankage, particularly salt are all 
good feeds. A limited amount of» 
molasses in this feed should also 
make it show up well. 

We are running a test this year on 
some commercial feeds, but haven’t 
had an opportunity yet to get any 
results, because they have not been 
on test long enough. We invited the 
Purina people to come into this test, 
but they did not care to enter, giving 
various good reasons from their view- 
point why they did not enter just 
now. 

The following feeds, however, are 
represented: Bicorn, put out by 
Chapin & Co., Chicago; Three-In- 
One, put out by Corn Products Re- 
fining Company, New York; Happy

of standard feeds would be a mixture 
of equal parts ground corn, ground 
barley and ground oats to which is 
added about 10 per cent of tankage. 
This could either be fed dry or 
siopped or dry one day and slopped 
the next. 

If in making this slop it could be 
mixed with milk so much the better. 

If the boar shows a tendency to 
want shelled corn or whole corn it 
would be all right to give it to him. 

Peanuts are certainly a very good 
feed for breeding stock fed in limited 
quantities. Of course, when it comes 
to fattening hogs, peanuts are liable 
to produce a soft pork, unfortunately, 
of course, because peanuts are such 
a good feed. 

Soft* coal is supposed to be good 
for hogs. Experiment tests have not 
been very favorable, but they have 
not been unfavorable either. If the 
hogs have worms, then it is a good 
thing in the ration. If the hogs eat 
it readily I think it is a good sign to 
give it to them. On some feed ra- 
tions they will eat the soft coal and 
on others they don’t care for it—

Beans are considered a _ splendid 
feed for hogs, but to get the best re- 
sults they should be cooked with a 
little salt. 

At the Michigan Station a mixture 
of beans and corn meal was found 
better than the straight beans. We 
would suggest that in addition that 
the beans be thoroly cooked, that is, 
boiled down soft.

Beans are full of hemi-cellulose 
which causes them to liberate much 
gas in the alimentary tract. These 
hemi-cellulose are acted on by the 
micro-organisms in the intestine tract 
and causes some putrifaction which 
is undesirable.

N the range the law, “the sur- 

vival of the fittest,” is most 

rigidly enforced. All ranchmen 
whether feeding horses, hogs, cattle 
or sheep, are demanding pure bred 
sires. 

The corn belt farmer raises more 
hog feed than can be consumed by 
the hogs which are farrowed on the 
farms. Where does he go for his 
stocker and feeder pigs? Either to 
the stock yards or to the original 
home of these pigs, the western 
range. 

Recently we bought five car-loads 
of pigs from a Mr. Eaton of Isma, 
Montana. These pigs represented 
all breeds and crosses but the out- 
standing color was red. Also the 
outstanding pigs as to size and con- 
dition and type were red pigs. It 
was also noticeable that whenever 
there was a boar in the carload, he 
was a big pure bred boar, usually a 
Duroc. The sows were of inferior 
breeding but carrying more or less 
of the red color. 

A great many of the pigs carried a 
brand on their hip. (It used to be 
that the shipper always carried 
something on his hip also but now 
it is not so conspicuous.) The pigs 
are allowed to run at large and 
where there are others within fif- 
teen miles it is necessary to brand or 
mark them in such a way that they 
can be easily distinguished. 

Mr. Eaton says that he “lumps” 
the pigs off or “dollars” them off. 
They seldom weigh 
them. Some farm- 
ers have scales and 
want to weigh 
them but the pig 
crop is usually 
contracted for sev- 
eral months in ad- 
,vance of shipping 
time. Mr. Eaton 
said that if one 
has been weighing 
red pigs and then 
mtries sto ‘dollar 
off’ a bunch of 
black or white 
ones, he has to be 
careful or he will 
get let down be- 
cause the red ones

are “heavier for their size” than any 
of the other breeds. 

The farmers carry their 
through the winter on alfalfa hay 
and wheat or barley. in the spring 
they turn them out and let them 
care for themselves until fall, when 
the pigs are shipped to the corn belt 
to be fattened. The Duroc is tme 
most popular ranger. The only grain 
they get during the summer is wheat 
they glean from the stubble field. 
While it costs the western farmer 
but little to grow these pigs it is 
unprofitable for him to try to fatten 
them because the concentrates would 
have to be shipped too far and it 
would be too long a haul for the fat 
hogs when they were ready for 
market. Mr. Eaton said he was on 
the road six days enroute from 
Isma, Montana, to Sioux City, Iowa. 

The western farmer does not know 
what hog cholera is and never vac- 
cinates. For that reason his pigs are 
in great demand by the serum com- 
panies to be used in making virus 
and anti hog cholera serum. 

It is to the interest of the corn 
belt farmer to see that the ranchman 
is supplied with pure bred sires as 
that will mean better pigs for the 
feed lot. Since the best and most 
popular breed of hogs for the range 
is the Duroc, it is up to the Duroc 
breeder and to their advantage to 
see that the ranchmen are supplied 
with right type and breed. They

out the show gave general satis- 
faction but there was some criticism 
of his awards in the aged and senior 
yearling sow classes. 

The disagreeable feature of judging 
live stock is that the awards repre- 
sent the opinion of a single individual. 
Therefore in the larger shows where 
the classes are close and there is 
little difference in the type and value 
of many of the animals, it is impera- 
tive that the judge be a man who not 
only possesses a superior knowledge 
of hogs, but one whose judgment is 
respected by breeders and exhibitcrs 
and whose honesty 1s unquestioned. 
Chas. Marker was selected to judge 
the Durocs this year because he fills 
the above requirements. 

It should be remembered that in 
this Duroc show Marker tackled the 
most difficult job that a judge ever 
faced, and we believe no man could 
have done a more satisfactory job. 
There are many different ways in 
which three or four animals can be 
placed and we believe the first few 
winners in each of the aged and senior 
yearling sow classes were so nearly 
equal in merit that a dozen different 
judges all recognized as first class, 
might have placed them in as many 
different ways and one would have 
been as near correct as the other. The 
quartette of sows which headed these 
two classes represented several differ- 
ent lines of breeding, and it is safe 
to assert that the criticism of Mark- 
er’s judging, more than anything else, 
grew out of partisanship for blood- 
lines, an ever growing danger in the 
Duroc breed.

A remarkable array of grand cha‘n- 
pions faced the judge in the aged boar 
class. All of the nine were good, big 
type boars—remarkable specimens of 
the breed and representative of the 
products of many states. Mentioning 
the boars (as they appeared in the 
catalog) and their winnings we have: 
King Orion, Jr., a hero of many show 
ring battles. He was the first prize 
junior yearling boar at Iowa and Ne- 
braska state fairs back in 1917 and 
he also won first prize in the aged 
class at Nebraska this year. Royal 
Pathfinder was the first prize aged 
boar at the Iowa State Fair this year 
in the strongest Duroc show of the 
year outside of the National. Tax- 
payer’s Col. 2d was the grand cham- 
pion boar at Ohio this year in the 
best Duroc show ever held at Col- 
umbus. Taxpayer’s Model, another 
show ring hero that has probably 
gone through more shows and landed 
higher in the awards than any Duroc 
boar living. He was grand champion 
this year at the Wisconsin State Fair. 
Perfect Defender was grand cham- 
pion at the Indiana State Fair last 
year. Pathfinder’s Prince was grand 
champion at the recent district fair 
at Peoria in one of the biggest and 
best district fair hog shows of the 
year. Valley Col. was the grand 
champion at the Illinois State Fair 
this year and Willetta’s Monarch was 
the grand champion at the Kentucky 
State Fair this season. 

Marker deliberated on this class for 
some time before he placed Royal 
Pathfinder in the first pen. This boar, 
the first prize aged hog at Iowa this 
year, is a remarkable boar in many 
ways. With a wonderful arched back, 
great height, splendid bone and feet, 
this boar is a true big type Duroc and 
worthy of standing at the head of 
this great class of aged boars. Royal 
Pathfinder would be criticized by the 
conservative breeder for lack of mid- 
dle but he showed a good deal more 
body than at the Iowa show. King 
Orion, Jr., none the worse apparently 
for three years of campaigning, was 
placed second in this class. Here is 
a remarkably large boar and a hog 
that would have stood higher in nine 
shows out of ten. Pathfinder’s Prince, 
the Peoria champion, landed in the 
third pen, and Valley Col. fourth, the 
two Illinois boars being worthy rep- 
resentatives of a great Duroc state. 
Fifth and sixth places went to Ohio 
and Kentucky champions, both boars 
of immense size and admirable type.

The poorest sow in the 
class, if there was any poorest, would 
have been an outstanding sow at many 
Duroc shows. From the start it was 
a toss up between the first six. Later 
the number sifted to four. My Lady 
Friend, the grand champion at Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin this year, was a 
favorite for first place. Qteen of 
Pathfinders, the grand champion at 
Iowa this year, had hundreds of 


friends on the sidelines. Jackson’s 
wonderful, big sow, Joe’s Orion 
Nellie, was right there with every- 
thing a good big sow should have; 
one couldn’t get away from _ her. 
And then Long Gano, grand cham- 
pion at Iowa, Nebraska and the Na- 
tional last year, one of the most re- 
markable sows that ever stepped in 
a show ring, was there and in excel- 
lent form. It was nip and tuck be- 
tween the lot. Putman & Sons had 
another good Pathfinder sow in the 
ring besides Queen of Pathfinders, 
and the Texas breeders from Vernon 
County had a model lady out. Van 
Meter’s pair of sows were to be con- 
tenders for some money. The judge 
had a most difficult job and the ring- 
side were extending their sympathy 
from all sides. Marker finally placed 
Queen of Pathfinders in the first pen 
and much applause followed. Just as 
much cheering would have greeted 
the placing of My Lady Friend in 
first; this sow was second, and Long 
Gano third. Jackson’s sow was fourth.

Review of the National Swine Show 
By Fred DeVore 


HERE is no question but what 
AP the 1919 National Swine Show 

was by far the best exhibition of 
Durocs that has ever been shown at 
the National. While the numbers were 
not so large, yet the animals shown 
were of a higher class than at any 
previous show. 

We have seen some shows where 
certain classes were stronger, but, 
taken as a whole, it was the best show 
of Durocs, I believe, ever staged in 
America. It brought out many of 
the most prominent showmen with 
their herds from both the east and 
west, and the competition was un- 
usually keen. 

Chas. A. Marker of Auburn, IIL, 
no doubt the leading judge of swine in 
America, made the awards. I have 
never seen a cleaner, better or more 
impartial job of judging done. His 
work was above criticism, and he 
stuck to his ideal type all the way 
through. Marker likes the big ones. 
He wants the tall, long, clean cut 
type. He cut the fat ones severely, 
seeming to want them nearer breed- 
ing condition. He surely laid down 
on any individual that showed a bad 
back. His awards were highly satis- 
factory to both breeders and ring- 
side. 

This was a show where Big Type 
Durocs came into their own. When 
you look over this list of winners you 
can be assured that the big ones were 
winners. He wanted smoothness and 
type combined with plenty of size. 

The first prize winners were with- 
out a question the best lot of Durocs 
as a whole we have ever seen. Tre- 
mendous big ones, true Duroc type, 
models to build by. 

The first aged boar, Royal Path- 
finder, was a wonder. He is the best 
aged boar of the year. This son of 
Pathfinder has tremendous height, a 
wonderful arched back, is smooth and 
straight legged. He is one of the 
greatest Durocs of all time. 

The first prize senior yearling boar, 


Great Orion’s Sensation, was a reve-~- 


_lation to Duroc breeders. He came 
to the show with a great reputation, 
and he easily upheld it in the strong 
competition he met there. Great 


Orion’s Sensation is sired by Great 
Sensation and is out of a dam by 
Cherry King Orion, second dam by 
High Model II. He was the largest 
senior yearling boar ever shown. He 
was not at all fat, as Kern has used 
him until just before the show. His 
tremendous length and height made 
him an outstanding winner, and he 
was made senior grand champion. He 
was a popular winner. 

The junior yearling boar class as a 
whole was not so strong, yet brought 
out a number of good ones. The 
winner was Van Meter’s entry, a big, 
husky grandson of Joe Orion I], Dex- 
heimer’s boar, Top Sensation’s Col., 
made a strong bid for first honors. 

The under year boar class was the 
best we have ever seen. Major Sen- 
sation, the winner, was the best 
under year boar we have ever seen. 
He was a wonder for type and size. 
He was a son of the champion, Great 
Orion’s Sensation, and was out of a 
Big Sensation dam. He was easily 
winner of junior championship. The 
second, third and fourth boars were 
all outstanding good ones. Every 
one a state fair junior champion at 
Illinois, Nebraska and Ohio. 

The spring boar class was simply 
immense. A lot of good type, big, 
stretchy boars. The judge finally 
placed first on the Bader boar, a big, 
long, high backed sow of Great 
Orion’s Sensation.

The winner was 
finally selected in Putman’s daugh- 
ter of Pathfinder, a May two-year- 
old, a wonderful sow, the best sow 
we have ever seen. 
the wonderful daughter of Orion 
Cherry King, was second, and Long 
Gano, the last year’s world’s cham- 
pion, was third. She had farrowed a 
litter in August and was not shown to 
best advantage. Every winner in this 
class was an outstanding sow. The 
aged sow was afterward made grand 
champion. She is a model to build by. 

The senior yearling class was 
mighty strong and competition was 
very close. Ringside opinion was di- 
vided among a number of sows, but 
the judge made no mistake when he 
selected the Putman sow by Path- 
finder to head the class. Every sow 
that got a place here was a wonder. 

Jackson began to hit it up when he 
hit the junior yearling class, winning 
first and second on _ splendid big 
daughters of Jackson’s Orion King. 
These were outstanding sows, good 
type, high backs and right all over. 
He also cleaned up in the under year 
class, winning first, second and fourth 
on daughters of Jackson’s Orion King. 
This class was next to the aged sow 
class the strongest in the show. 

They had the size and type. The 
winner in this class easily won junior 
champion sow. There wasn’t any- 
thing to the under six months gilt 
class but the famous Briggs’ litter by 
Big Bone Giant, Jr. They won first, 
second, third and fourth, and were 
outstanding winners. Such gilts as 
these have never before been shown. 
They were everything one could ask 
for. This litter also cleaned up the 
futurity. Adams & Swain won second 
futurity litter and Van Meter third 
and Farley & Harney fourth. 

Taken in all it was the best Duroc 
show ever staged, more high class 
bears and sows being shown than 
ever in history.

Hanks & Bishop of New London, 
Iowa, were elated over the Pathfinder 
winnings. The remarkable lot of good 
ones by Pathfinder was the sensation 
of the show. First and third aged 
boar, second senior boar, seventh 
junior yearling boar, second, third, 
fourth, fifth and eighth spring boars, 
first and fifth aged sows, first, senior 
‘yearling sow, fifth and eighth spring 
gilts, second and fourth futurity lit- 
ters, first futurity boar, grand cham- 
pion sow, first aged herd, and that 
coveted prize, first get of sire. Perry 
Hanks covered himself with glory as 
a showman, as he was always helping 
the boys who had Pathfinders. “Bish” 
stood around in a white collar and 
looked wise. 

W. H. Van Meter & Sons made a 
strong showing. They certainly had 
out a classy lot of Durocs with the 
size. They won first junior yearling 
boar, second under year boar, sixth 
and seventh on spring boars, seventh 
and eighth on aged sows, eighth on 
junior sows, third and sixth on under 
year sows, fourth on spring gilts, 
third futurity litter.

and Its Lessons 


Doing Things the Wiseacres Said Couldn’t Be Done 


By Robt. J. Evans, President of The National Swine Growers Association 


HREE characteristics of the 

T Fourtt Annual Swine Show 
stand out more prominently than 
any other things connected with the 
show, as_ indicating advancement 
Over previous events. The first is 
the fact that so many winners of 
purple ribbons in our other great 
fairs of the -hog belt were shown 
in the upper classes; the second 
naturally follows as the result of the 
first; more quality in every breed 
than in any show we have held; and 
the third is the unusual and un- 
precedented interest manifested over 
such a wide territory and the attend- 
ance from a distance. At the 
annual banquet where there were 
about 600 breeders and their friends 
there were thirty-three states repre- 
sented and we found at least repre- 
sentatives of three other states who 
were at the show and were not at 
the banquet. Canada, Brazil, Argen- 
tine and Denmark were also repre- 
sented either by officials or residents. 
Of these three things we place the 
first as the most important for the 
Doubting Thomases said it couldn’t 
be done. They said the time never 
would come when breeders would 
be so foolish as to take their state 
fair grand champions to the National 
Show and run the chance of getting 
them defeated. There were seven 
grand champions in one class in the 
Duroc division and other divisions 
in other breeds came almost up to 
that number. The owners of these 
animals have made more friends for 
themselves and their herds by com- 
ing out to the show and standing 
the test, than any other thing they 
could have done. Breeders have 
begun to realize that a seventh or 
eighth prize in this great roundup of 
the big shows of the year is better 
and far more reaching than the 
championship in many of our state 
shows. Then it is the spirit in which 
it is done that counts in the long 
run. It shows the faith the breeders 
have in the management and conduct 
of the show and in the class of 
judges that tie the ribbons, and they 
realize that more people from a 
greater 


area get to see the animals, 


and they are relying on this to make 
it worth while. They have shown 
the right spirit in being willing to 
drive these grand champions out be- 
fore the world, and have not taken 
the selfish way of hiding them out 
from the rank and file of the breed- 
ing fraternity who come up to this 
show from so many states and from 
sister countries. Many had disap- 
pointments of course, but they were 
not bitter. The exhibitors went 
home determined to come back next 
year and pit their best against their 
fellow breeder. It is this spirit the 
National Show has engendered that 
means so much to the business. As 
E. Z. Russell said in the students 
banquet Monday evening, “too many 
who go into the pure bred hog busi- 
ness call it a ‘game’ and conduct 
their affairs along those iines instead 
of making it a life’s business and 
conducting it as a business and not 
a ‘game.’ That word has no place 
in the legitimate pure bred business, 
for if the business is conducted on a 
sound financial and rational basis, 
there is no gamble in it.” 

The co-operation spirit that has 
grown up between the rank and file 
of breeders of the several breeds is 
doing more for good hogs than we 
can imagine. There are no deadly 
comparisons, no selfish slurs, for the 
devotees of each breed stood by and 
had words of praise only for the 
good specimens of other breeds they 
saw being placed. This universal 
“brotherhood of breeders” (if I may 
be pardoned for using the expres- 
sion) means faster advancement and 
a greater spread of pure bred swine 
business. 

Our only disappointment was in 
the attendance. The weather man 
is more to blame for that than any 
other influence for the roads around 
Des Moines were practically impas- 
sible. But the attendance locally has 
always been a disappointment so it 
is nothing new. The National will, 
of necessity, be compelled to finance 
the show and forget the gate re- 
ceipts. We believe this should be 
done anyway. It is an _ educational 
institution, and if we get the assist- 


ance from the Department of Agri- 
culture that we hope to, we will be 
able to throw the gates open and 
invite the world to come in and be 
our guests. We believe this will 
attract to our show many more of 
the rank and file of the men who are 
farming and feeding, and on whom 
we depend to keep up the interest 
in pure bred breeding animals. Fifty 
cents will keep no one away who 
may be interested, but advertising it 
as an educational week’s show will 
have much to do with enlarging the 
attendance. 

In the list of judges were some of 
the world’s best swine men, and we 
are keeping on a high plane this 
part of the show, and it is the one 


vital point if we are to make and 


keep this annual event as the great 
“court of last resort” for the year 
in swine husbandry. 

One other thing seenis to me to 
have been’ conclusively proved. 
People who attend the National 
Show go there to see hogs. We were 
unable to get more than a corporal’s 
guard to any of the side attractions, 
the visitors seeming to be satisfied 
only to see the placing of the ani- 
mals in spite of the fact that the 
show pavilion was most of the week 
a veritable sweltering enclosure and 
as warm as in the hottest days of 
July or August. This includes the 
wives and families of the breeders 
for there were usually about as 
many women on the benches watch- 
ing the progress of events as there 
were men. 

The housing at Des Moines is 
almost perfect for the show; the 
people of Des Moines looked after 
the visitors in excellent shape and 
the hotels are in a class by them- 
selves when it comes io caring for 
strangers in their city. There was 
ample room ior all, and we _ heard 
not one word of complaint about 
hotel facilities and courtesies. The 
visitors at the show certainly went 
home feeling they had spent a week 
in a real city, and that Des Moines 


was glad she had the national and - 


her people to entertain.

The Corn Show at Des Moines 


Quality was the dominant feature 
of the Corn Show, which was an 
auxiliary of the National Swine 
Show. No stockman could pass the 
long rows of golden yellow or snowy 
white ears without picturing in his 
mind the waving fields, thick bul- 
locks, and fat hogs upon which the 
prosperity of the cornbelt has been 
founded. Possibly the slight atten- 
tion given the corn show by the 
swine breeders was due in part to 
their habit of considering corn a 
means to an end (well finished mar- 
ket hogs). Many of them, uncon- 
sciously possibly, are like Professor 
Weaver of Missouri. One day he 
Saide- to me Atter all #1im- notea 
farmer—I’m just a stockman. When 
I see a beautiful crop of clover or a 
magnificent field of corn, 1 do not

think of stacks of hay or cribs of 
corn; instead I think of good hogs 
and fat steers—and rich manure to 
go back on the land.” And, really, 
isn’t that largely the attitude of every 
stockman whose heart is in his busi- 
ness? 

But going back to the corn show, 
it was a pity four times as much 
corn was not shown at Des Moines 
and that more states were not repre- 
sented. With two exceptions, all the 
prizes went to lowa exhibitors, as the 
following reports of awards indi- 
cates:

Whether the Corn Show should be 
continued next year is a problem for 
the directors of the National Swine 
Show to settle. No one is more in- 
terested in good corn than are the 
hog men, but whether they or the 
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general attendance at the Swine 
Show are interested in corn shows 
as such is another proposition. Pos- 
sibly the recent demonstration (by 
several experiment stations) that 
there is no relation between yield and 
excellence of show-type has lessened 
our enthusiasm for corn shows as we 
knew them a few years ago. 

On the other hand, never before 
has the feeder needed to know as 
much about the industrial uses to 
which corn is put and the resultant 
by-products which come upon the 
market without number and which 
the stockman is asked to buy and 
feed in place of all or part of his 
farm grown grains. If the Corn 
Show be continued, why not add this 
additional feature and enable all of 
us to get thoroughly acquainted with 
this phase of the feed situation?

Missouri College Wins Judging Contest 


Kansas Second, Iowa Third, Nebraska Fourth in National 
Swine S how Contest 


lege of Agriculture of the Uni- 

versity of Missouri won the 
College Students’ Judging Contest, 
the big feature of the first day of the 
fourth National Swine Show held at 
Des Moines, Iowa, the first week in 
October. The team from the Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College won 
second place, Iowa finished third and 
Nebraska was fourth. The respective 
scores were Missouri 83252, Kansas 
3055, Iowa 3053.5 and Nebraska 2872. 
The team from the “Show-Me” state 
had four of the six high men, P. M. 
Vandiver of Missouri being high man 
with a score of 699 out of a possible 
875; E. J. Moore, Missouri, won sec- 
ond place with a score of 693. Third 
place went to W. E. Wiedeburg of 
Nebraska, who scored 691. The next 
three men were N. F. Scott, Mis- 
souri, 689, J. D. Montague, Kansas, 
677, and H. F. Messich, Missour1, 
646. The team prizes were first $125, 
second $100, third $80, fourth $60; 
the prizes for individuals were first 
$50, second $40, third $35, and fourth 
$25. 

Teams from six different colleges 
were expected by the swine show 
Management but on account of cir- 
cumstances which could not be pre- 
vented the boys from Indiana and 
Minnesota did not show up for the 
contest. This is the second Students’ 
Judging Contest which has been held 
in connection with the National 
Swine Show. the other one being 
held at Omaha when the swine show 
‘was there in 1917. The contest was 
called off last year on account of 
the war conditions. 

The committee which acted as 
judges of the contest consisted of 
Professor H. W. Mumford, Univer- 
sity of Illinois, J. E. Meharry, To- 
lono, Ill., and F. F. Silver, Cantril, 


Tee judging team from the Col- 


Towa. This committee placed the 
classes along with the boys and later 
each of the students came before the 
judging committee and gave his rea- 
sons for his placing of the animals. 

A banquet was held by the swine 
show for the students the evening of 
the contest at the Hotel Savery in 
Des Moines when the results of the 
contest were announced and inter- 
esting talks were made by Robert J. 
Evans, president of the National 
Swine Show, E. Z. Russell, special 
representative of the National Swine 
Growers’ Association at Washington, 
W. J. Carmichael, secretary of the 
National Swine Show and Professor 
Mumford. President Evans urged 
the young men to enter the purebred 
swine business, stating that the pure- 
bred swine interests needed young 
blood and men with the _ proper 
vision of the purebred industry and 
its mission. Mr. Evans told of the 
opportunities which the business of- 
fers to the young men possessing 
push and integrity. 

Mr. Russell talked enthusiastic- 
ally about the future which the busi- 
ness offered and emphasized the fact 
that the raising of purebred hogs 


WAS A BUSINESS rather than a 
“game” which is the word commonly 
used nowadays by breeders. He said 
that it was NOT A “GAME” but a 
business which required business 
methods, common every day horse 
sense and a world of industry. “As 
long as we refer to this business as 
a ‘game’,” Mr. Russell said, ‘we 
shall give the impression to outsid- 
ers and prospective breeders that it 
is a game of chance and a hazardous 
proposition. What we want to do is 
to eliminate those who are making 
‘game’ out of our business and ad- 
vertise the industry as a real business 
for business farmers.” 

Prof. Mumford, the chairman of 
the committee of judges, told the 
students how the comniittee placed 
each of the classes. He warned the 
winners of the contest not to lose 
their heads. He said that the poorest 
assistant he ever had at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois was the winner of a 
Judging Contest. “It is often the 
case,” said Prof. Mumford, “that the 
winners of a contest lose their heads 
after their initial success and stop 
work. The best genius is the genius 
of hard work; the next is good old- 
fashioned honesty. Learn those two 
things and you will win in the con- 
quest of life.” Professor Mumford 
made a remarkably sensible talk to 
the students; it was full of meat and 
sound advice.

V. A. Briggs & Son of 


Over Five Hundred Attend Swine Banquet 


Thirty-three States Represented 


ERHAPS the most remarkable 
P sathering of hog men that ever as- 

sembled were present at the Na- 
tional Swine Growers’Association ban- 
quet held at the Ft. Des Moines Hotel 
in Des Moines, Iowa, on Tuesday, 
October 1st, the second day of the Na- 
_tional Swine Show. Well over 500 peo- 
ple, representing 33 states and Canada, 
gathered together in the Ivory Room of 
the hotel and it was the largest affair 
of its kind ever held in the history of 
pure bred swine.

Chamber of Commerce of Des Moines 
delivered the address of welcome to the 
visitors and told of the real pride which 
the citizens of Des Moines felt in hav- 
ing the great swine classic in their city, 
and he stated that the Chamber of Com- 
merce would do its part to induce the 
swine show officials to make Des Moines 
the permanent home or tne show. 

W. M. McFadden, Secretary of the 
American Poland China Record and 
former president of The National Swine 
Growers’ Association, responded to Mr. 
Weaver’s welcome and told of some in- 
teresting things in connection with the 
inception of the association, the rapid 
growth it has made and the unbelievable 
things it had achieved. 

E. Z. Russell, the association’s repre- 
sentative in Washington and the man 
who is acting as connecting link be- 
tween the hog breeder and the govern- 
ment told of the work that he is doing 
and urged the swine breeders to :all 
upon him for assistance and info..na- 
tion at any time. One of the principle 
things that Mr. Russell has under way at 
present is a number of experiments de- 
signed to shed light on the perplexing 
problem of soft pork in the south. 
The solution of this problem alone 
would mean millions of dollars added to 
the coffers of swine growers annually, 
as well as augmenting th enation’s sup- 
ply of saleable pork enormously. 

Mr. Lorenz Harris of Aberdeen, S. 
Dak., spoke on “pigs in clover,” and 
Henry C. Wallace of Wallace’s Farmer 
in a talk on hog prices stated that what- 
ever the price of hogsmight go to, farm- 
ers could, if necessary, afford to raise 
hogs at $12 per hundredweight. 

Secretary W. J. Carmichael told of 
the significance of the association, what 
they were doing and what it is possible 
to do if every breeder lends a helping 
hand. Mr. Carmichael stressed the fact 
that membership was the thing most 
needed at present and urged every man 
at the banquet to not only become a 
member himself, but to make it his per- 
sonal business to see that breeders of 
pure breds and also pork hogs in his 
neighborhood send in their memberships 
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and take an active part in the work of 
the association. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the evening was the roll-call of states 
when representatives from 33 different 
States responded. The states which an- 
swered the roll-call were, Arizona, 
Arkansas, California, Florida, Georgia, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Connecticut, Mis- 
sissippi, Nebraska, New York, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania, South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Texas, Washington, Wiscon- 
a, The District of Columbia, and Can- 
ada. 

The gathering together of the clans, 
as were, from the 33 different states of 
this Union of ours furnishes conclusive 
Proof that our big swine show is a na- 
tional affair and that it attracts men 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from Canada to the Gulf.

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Making Honest Men and Making Men Honest 


One Requires Generations of Time—The Other Sometimes Impossible, Difficult at Best 


OMEONE has said that in order 
S to produce a great man, you 
must go back 200 years and lay 
the foundation and keep building up. 
It required a good many thousand 
generations to bring man to _ his 
present intellectual and social stand- 
ing from the so called ‘“‘stone age” 
and there is no doubt that it takes 
many generations to breed out incor- 
rect and degrading impulses and re- 
place with good impulses and right 
intent, until those good tendencies 
become as second and controlling 
nature, and predominate just as ten- 
dencies to wage war predominated in 
our forebears of the stone age. 
Breeders and builders of better 
live stock know too well how diffi- 
cult it is to breed out certain char- 
acteristics and breed in others that 
make the animal more valuable. We 
can easily get a “nick” that will pro- 
duce one or two animals to our lik- 
ing but to get rid of the backward 
tendencies and get animals to pro- 
duce evenly the good points we wish 


to) retain, “is ‘a°° work “of many 
lifetimes. 
The men who first knew Durocs 


in their embryo state have nearly all 
passed to their fathers, and third gen- 
erations of their sons are engaged in 
breeding better Durocs. This breed 
is still in a plastic stage and we find 
many instances when they throw 
back to white feet and black-flecks 
to other blood that formed a part of 


their early crossing and improve- 
ment. Our work is only fairly well 
begun and although the Duroc 
breeds more evenly and comes to 


maturity more uniformly under ordi- 
nary farm conditions than any other 
breed, we still have a great work to 
do and we ought to be big and broad 
enough to do it as our fathers in 
the business did and not let the craze 
for sudden and unsound returns

swerve us from the path of breed im- 
provement. 

But, we digress. The thing upper- 
most in the mind of the writer at this 
moment is the unscrupulous methods 
that are becoming too prevalent in 
many of our shows. I am just on 
my way home from one of our great 
Duroc shows where it was common 
talk that in at least four classes, 
animals much out of age were being 
shown. At this show an auctioneer 
said to me, “Why, you know these 
things have been done ever since you 
have known anything about hogs and 


will be done long after somebody 
else takes up your work.” True 
enough, maybe, but is that any 


reason for grinning at it and passing 
it up as a thing that cannot be cured? 
Suppose I pass your home at the 
midnight hour and see a_ burglar 
breaking in and give no alarm and 
say to myself “Oh, there’ll always 
be burglars and second-story men. 
It’s none of my affair.” There has 
been a growing false modesty and a 
general undercurrent of  ‘‘Shsh, 
you'll hurt the business.” No expose 
of this dishonesty can hurt the breed 
one hundredth part as much as these 
“porch-climbers” are hurting you 
and your business with their dis- 
honest showing and dishonest issu- 
ing of pedigrees. 

These things have not been con- 
fined to a few state fairs but have 
gone into our great National show. 
For three years the under-year sow 
and boar classes have been tainted 
with entries that made the breeders 
of other breeds on the “side-lines” 
grin with that wisdom-like leer that 
bespoke the dangerous boards the 
breed was treading with this grow- 
ing tendency. Men, on mature 
reasoning, do not condemn a church 
or religious sect because a “black 
sheep” gets into the fold under false 
confession and pretentions, but they 
do condemn when the church or sect 
condones the waywardness of the 
member and makes no attempt to re- 
form or renounce him. 

Recording associations have failed 
to do their whole duty in these mat- 
teres and when standards are loose, 
members and patrons are more in- 
clined to less watchfulness. The fact 
that our breed has had two Asso- 
ciations, each afraid to draw the reins 
tight, has been onc of the most de- 
moralizing features of our business. 
Those breeders and leaders at whose 
doors can be laid the fault of failure 
io unite the two associations during 
the past two years have a load of guilt 
on their shoulders that will in time 
become a burden to them and when the 
rank and file of the members of the 
Associations learn where this blame 
really belongs, new history will be 
rapidly written. 

It is a much debated question as 
to whether the show management or 
the judge should decide as to the 
eligibility of entries. It puts a serious 
matter up to the judge to single out 
and refuse to consider them. It is 


up to the record associations amd fair 
boards to instruct the judges to 
throw out animals over age and to 
back them to the limit when they 
take such action. And we will not 
get very far until this is accom- 
plished. 

Rules, rules, and more rules, may 
be passed but until we back rules up 
with action, little may be expected in 
reform. The hue and cry for bigger 
hogs has cast its blight on our 
shows and has increased this tend- 
ency to pass the lie into our records. 
We are wont to blame a few men for 
this growing evil. Possibly their 
example had some bad influence but 
if a man has the right breeding in 
him and values integrity, he will not 
try so readily to imitate, as many 
young breeders and showmen are 
doing. 

Who does it hurt? 
you an instance. In one of our early 
National Shows, a man of some 
means attracted by the profit as wel 
as the pleasure evident in the pure 
bred hog business, saw these “won- 
derful” senior pigs and purchased 
some sows of same breeding. He had 
the best herdsmen money could get 
and plenty of feed. 


Let me give 


pigs they weighed 150 pounds less 
than the ones that he saw at the 
show. He purchased others but with 
best feed and care couid not attain 
the thing that had been his ideal. He 
began inquiry. He first suspicioned 
the seller had sold him animals of 
another blood line. Further inquiry 
proved that a false ideal had been 
set before him toward which to 
build and as _an honest man _ with 
honest principles controlling his life, 
he got out as quickly as he got in 
the business. ;

Durocs of all ages developed by old 
breeders, and new. Why not be true 
to ourselves and our fellow men? 
I. saw a sow shown as a senior 
pig in last year’s National appear as 
a senior yearling this year and only 
about 100 pounds heavier. Why? 
Because she was a junior last year 
and had made most of her growth 
before the 1918 show. Do showmen 
think speculators and “rail-birds” 
are a lot of simps? More good hog 
growers can be found along the side 
lines in our big shows than can be 
counted as exhibitors. When show- 
men drive in these kind they put a 
brand on themselves and their goods 
that is as plain to the experienced 
onlooker as the sickly paleness that 
attaches to the face of the convict 
just out of solitary confinement. 
Sooner or later they will reap the 
wind they are sowing. They may 
“set by” now but—who cares to just 
“set by’? If a man is a true sport 
he plays the game square. If he is 
a sneak, cards will be found up his 
sleeve and the breeder who cheats in 
the showing is worse than the “pro- 
fessional” gambler who hides cards 
under the waistband of his coat, for 
he not only takes money and re- 
nown from his competitors in the 
ring but does the breed and business 
untold harm.

Interesting Comment on Breeders 
Principles 


To Rob’t. J. Evans: 

For nine years or a little more, I 
held the position as Manager of dif- 
ferent departments, also buyer in 
one of the largest wholesale and re- 


‘ 


tail dry goods houses in Ohio, then + 


fifteen years in business for myself, 
retiring four years ago. 

In the meantime, I took up at the 
Ohio State University and Cornell, 
Horticulture,.Agriculture and Flori- 
culture, putting into actual practice 
modern methods on my own lands. 
Have also established a herd of Hol- 
steins, and am now engaged in es: 
tablishing a herd of Durocs, which 
I hope to have second in quality and 
size to none in Ohio. 


Since I have been engaged in the 
latter I have come in contact with 
a set of business men in a class by 
themselves, 95 per cent of them be- 
longing to one firm, namely, isaac 
Catcham & Uriah Cheatham. The 
officers of the firm are the King 
Pins. I am personally acquainted 
with some of them. Observations 
bring these conclusions. These men 
are known-as great breeders. No 
doubt they understand the art and 
science of the breeding business. But 
I find that they are greater jobbers 
of hogs than breeders. When buyers 
attend their sales they think that 
the animals were bred by them and 
have faith in getting wliat they buy, 
thinking it was bred and raised on 
the premises. When the purchaser 
gets his pedigree, anywhere from 
one week to two years after paying 
for the’ hog, he finds that the pig 
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was bred by John Wailhoop up in 
Hungry Hollow, that it was bought 
by Cherry King of Kings or some 
such other name for 50c and resold 
for $50,000 after being catalogued 
and advertised as being the finest 
bred show prospect in existence, also 
that it has been double immuned by 
the new system, and latest serum- 
tobacco juice and whiskey, that this 
makes the pig in question water 
proof, disease proof, rust proof, 
damp proof, contrary proof, all but 
fool proof. 

At any rate, my dear Mr. Evans, 
my humble opinion is that Mr. 
;DeVore sounded the keynote. I 
have been watching Duroc breeders 
methods of doing business for more 
than two years. If these same prin- 
ciples were applied to any other high 
grade mercantile or manufacturing 
business it would be wrecked in a 
short time. Small breeders who are 
incompetent to market their own 
goods should insist upon a reason- 
able price for their pigs if they are 
good enough to be catalogued by 
the larger breeders and their names 
attached to the pedigree in the 
catalog; so that purchaser could see 
whose goods they were buying. If 
the tub of Duroc fame is to remain 
standing upon its own bottom differ- 
ent principles must be applied.

Excellent Duroc Show at Pueblo 


Colorado Breeders Bring Out Creditable Exhibit and Perfect Plans for Aggressive Developmen 


counted in France and it counts 

now in America. For that reason 
the Duroc-Jersey fraternity is fortu- 
nate in the type of men who are 
handling the interests of the red hog 
in Colorado. Not only are they a 
splendid lot of men individually, but 
they know how to work together and 
are co-operating more and more with 
each other. 

Two days at Pueblo (the. writer’s 
first visit) permitted acquaintance 
with only those breeders who were in 
attendance at the State Fair, but if 
Caldwell Martin, C. F. Burke, Prof. 
Morton, Kibbe of the A. B. S. Co, 
W. L. Stone, J. W. Brauer, E. D. 
Hardman, and the others are repre- 
sentative, he is willing to bet on 
Duroc developments in Colorado. 

In the middle west we think of 
Colorado as a mining and _ grazing 
state, yet it is said on good authority 
that her annual live stock production 
fully equals the revenue from her 
mines while the total agricultural in- 
come would surpass by many times 
the total mineral wealth annually pro- 
duced. As yet Colorado scarcely con- 
siders herself a natural hog state and 
there is much enducational and dem- 
onstrational work to be done. For- 
tunately the breeders and the agri- 
cultural college are working in ex- 
cellent harmony to this end. It is 
their combined task to prove that a 
few hogs are a real asset to every 
Colorado farm, however small or 
large, and that the better the hogs 
the larger the return they make. For 
this purpose nothing equals the Pig 
Club Work, while strong barrow 
shows at Denver each winter will in- 
terest the rank and file of farmers 
and stockmen. 

One hundred and seventy-five Du- 
roc-Jerseys might seem a small show 
in older states, but everything con- 
sidered, it was an excellent exhibit 
in any newer commonwealth and but 
indicates what may be expected later. 
Polands were next with 81 head. 
While some of the classes were 
rather uneven and many individual 
hogs were lacking in growth and fin- 
ish, the type was usually of the most 
approved sort and the tops of all 
classes were good. Several individ- 
uals were very high class. Two aged 
boars, a junior yearling, several spring 
boars, the aged sows, a couple of 
junior yearling sows, the top fall sows 
and the spring gilts were decidedly 
good. 

In the aged boars it was a rub 
between Martin and the American 
Beet Sugar Co., and the former won 
deservedly on a stretchy boar with 
good underpinning, a_ strong top, 
smoothness, quality and bloom. Yet 
the Sugar Co.’s older boar is an aw- 
fully good sort and would be chosen 
today by many constructive breeders 
in preference to several boars that 
have sold at long prices. Burke’s 
Good E Nuff Again showed very well. 
Two Sensation boars topped the 
junior yearlings—both good boars— 
but Burke’s boar was very thin in

flesh. The junior boar pigs put on a 
classy show. American Beet Sugar 
Co. had a very toppy pig, a straight 
legged, good footed, straight lined pig 
of the rugged sort, but very much out 
of condition that day. Brauer placed 
first on a very growthy, masculine 
pig of Pathfinder breeding and an 
excellent pig save a slight tendency 
to prominence in the shoulder. The 
2nd and 38rd place pigs carried slightly 
less bone and were not so large for 
age but have plenty of stretch and 
smoothness, promising to develop 
mighty well. 

In the aged sows Martin showed 
three former winners, one a former 
grand champion. His younger sow 
was placed first on length, depth of 
body, strength of bagk, feet and legs 
and type. She might be a bit wider. 
All are regular producers and real 
herd sows. The junior yearlings were 
one of the good sow classes, though 
not grown out as large as some might 
wish. Burke’s senior sow pig is sure 
one of the good ones and should 
develop into a valuable sow to mate

Her competitors were not far behind. 
The junior sow pigs produced the best 
show for the breed and Prof. Weaver 
worked over them longer than with 
any other class, finally placing Prof. 
Morton’s smooth and very typy gilt 
Ist, a stretchy gilt of Van Scoy’s 2nd 
and quality gilts of Hardman’s 3rd and 
4th.

A Neshoba County Club Pig’s Story 


I joined the Neshoba County Pig 
Club in January, 1918. I ordered a 
registered Duroc sow pig from a 
neighboring county because it was 
near home. I selected a Duroc be- 
cause they are well suited to the 
south and are very popular. They 
are also very prolific, hardy, and fast 
growing. I built a small lot about 
20x20 with a small house in it to 
be ready for her when she arrived. 
I received my pig March 9, 1919. 
She was ten weeks’ old and weighed 
only 23 pounds. Her name was The 
Pride of Stallo 249196. I placed her 
in the lot and began to feed her 
wheat shorts 2-3 and corn meal 1-3, 
also fed her green rape, a patch of 
which I already had grown. 

Club Meeting 

There was a club meeting held at 
Philadelphia, the county seat, March 
15th and 16th, 1918, which I attended. 
We were taught how to judge hogs, 
corn, etc., also had several speeches 
made by State Club Agents on bal- 
anced rations for hogs and pastures 


for same. I consider Club Work one 
of the farm boy’s best helpers, as it 
teaches him how to grow field crops 
and how to grow and feed livestock. 
The Contest 

About May 1st, I enlarged my lot 
to about 1-3 acre in size and built a 
sand wallow for my pig. I fed her 
the mixture of corn, shorts and rape 
until July 15th, when I began to 
feed corn, green cowpeas and pea- 
nuts, also fed charcoal, salt and lime 
and I gave plenty of water. I con- 
tinued this ration until the close of - 
the contest, October 1st, when we 
intended to have a club meeting at 
Philadelphia and have our, pigs 
judged by State Agent. But on ac- 
count of Spanish Influenza we did 
not have the meeting and our pigs 
were judged from our record books. 
Some time after I sent in my report. 
I was informed by my county agent, 
Mr. O. C. Bottoms, that I had won 
second prize in my district. 

Management After the Contest 


After the Contest was over I 
moved my gilt to a 3-acre lot in 
which I had built a portable hog 
house 6x8 feet and planted one-half 
acre of oats Sept. 15th, which were 
then about 6 inches high. I bred her 
Novy. 20th to a registered Duroc boar. 
[ fed her ear corn and shorts. She 
also ran on the oat pasture. I kept 
her in good growing condition but 
not too fat. 

About 112 days after she was bred 
I placed fenders in the house about 
8 inches wide and 6 inches from the 
floor and watched her close. 

On the 115th day she farrowed 9 
very fine pigs: 2 sows, 7 boars and 
saved them everyone. They aver-

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aged 2 2-5 pounds each at birth. I 
fed the sow lightly for about one 
week on shorts slop, but increased 
the feed until I had her on full feed 
of ear corn and shorts by the time 
the pigs were two weeks old. 


Feeding Sow and Litter 


I fed the sow about what she 
would clean up three times per day 
of ear corn and shorts. She also ran

on the oats, had plenty of water, 
salt, charcoal, etc. When the pigs 
were three weeks old they began to 
eat. I fed them corn meal and shorts 
made into a thick slop, a very little 
at first, gradually increasing the feed 
until I gave them about what they 
would clean up of shorts and soaked 
corn three times per day, after they 
were four weeks old. I continued 
this ration until they were weaned 
at 8 weeks old, when they averaged 
35 pounds each in weight.

Several of my friends have asked 
me the question, “Why are you a 
pig club member?” My answer is 
this: My father raises Durocs and 
each spring and fall some unlucky 
pig or pigs find themselves without 
a home, and it falls to my lot to care 
for and raise these pigs. I enjoy this 
work and thought it would be of in- 
terest to know how much it costs to 
raise these pigs, and the club is a 

fine way to find out. 

I have been raising pets for sev- 
eral years, and last fall secured 
enough money to buy a brood sow. 
This spring at weaning time I had 
nine pigs, and it was one of these 
nine I traded for the pig I am show- 
ing at the Indiana State Fair. 

I have fed two pigs this summer. 
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I kept them in a lot where there was 
a blue grass pasture and plenty of 
burdock for shade. During dry 
weather the grass fell short. This 
was bad as a pig’s system requires 
green food stuffs. Green food stuffs 
furnish material for bone produc- 
tion. 

I fed the pigs corn, shorts, bran, 
tankage and milk. I fed this feed in 
the form of slop three times a day 
since the contest started. It was im- 
possible to keep dry feed before 
them on account of the chickens. 

The pigs were vaccinated July 17, 
and this perhaps set them back five 
to eight pounds in weight. 

I spent about twenty minutes a 
day working with the pigs. This 
was spent by mixing slop and in car- 
rying six to eight buckets of water 
a day. 

I did not try to make pets of the 
pigs, but still they were not afraid 
of me, but as sure as a man went 
near they hid under the burdock, and 
it took coaxing to get them out. 

The pigs had several visitors, but 
they always came when I was at 
town or at my sister’s, and in this 
way I did not get any outside ad- 
vice, except from E. K. Morris, who 
left word to put more straw in the 
hog house. I had put in half a bale 
the morning before he came in the 
afternoon. 

At the beginning of the contest 
the pigs weighed forty-seven pounds, 
and August twenty-fifth one weighed 
one sixty-seven and the other, one 
sixty-four.

I could not spend much time with 
my pigs this year, as I also had to 
work on the farm. I made a self- 
feeder with a corn planter wheel and 
a barrel. First we built a platform 
and then fastened the wheel to it 
and then we fastened the barrel to 
the wheel. This made a very good 
feeder without any expense but my 


time. At feeding time 1 measured 
their milk and poured it in the 
trough. 


I washed my pigs three times dur- 
ing the contest with soap and water, 
and I find if they are not washed and 
rinsed thoroly, it is worse for 
them than if they are not washed 
at all. The soap I used was home- 
made soap, and I think that it was 
too strong with lye, for it caused the 
skin to become rough. 

At the beginning of the contest our 
County Agent, Mr. Gerard, came out 
and weighed the pigs. We used a 
feed sack and his scales, but when 
we weighed them on the 25th inst., 
we had to weigh them on the steel- 
yards in a hog crate, as they had 
outgrown Mr. Gerard’s scales. We 
put a chain around each end of the 
crate and raised the crate with a 
small pair of wire stretchers. 

I had no hog house when I began 
to feed them, so I made a partition 
in a feed room out in a small lot 
near the house and made room for 
my pigs. These pigs made the best 
pets I have ever had, and I have 
had a bunch of pigs every summer 
for six years, and I like to feed bet- 
ter every year. I think it is great to 
watch them grow and ‘to learn how 
and what to feed. 

I have enjoyed this summer’s 
work more than ever, as I think I 
have three of our best pigs to work 
with, and I am hoping I do some 
winning, but if I do not I am well 
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paid for my effort this summer in 
what I have learned.

MINNESOTA’S GOOD 
DUROC PIG 


Estelle Schwarz of Le Sueur Tells 
How She Developed Him 


I was a pig club member last year 
and was somewhat. disappointed 
when I only succeeded in winning 
second prize at our county fair and 
thereby losing the chance to go to 
the state fair. Thinking the matter 
over later, I decided to be guided 
by the old adage “If at first you 
don’t succeed, try, try again” and 
prove to myself that I could do bet- 
ter with the knowledge I had gained 
and profiting by what I had made. 

But there is another reason and it 
is quite as important as I am a 
daughter of the soil. As I often 
heard the farm discussed, I felt that 
I wanted to know and be able as 
well to\discuss the points that go 
to make up a good pig and the reason 
why so many fail on account of feed- 
ing. I thought by caring for, feed- 
ing and studying, I would gain the 
real experience that lasts. I had to 
endure a great deal of teasing at 
first from my brothers, but now Sis’s 
opinion and judgment of a hog are 
always asked for. 

I bought a good type purebred 
registered Duroc Jersey, when he was 
2 months and 12 days old from our 
leading Duroc Jersey breeder for 
$100. His sire, Gold Seal, is from 
the famous Principal 11th and Pros- 
pect’s Queen. His dam, Lady Kern’s 
A, is from the well known Lady 
Kern and the famous Principal 11th. 
Gold Seal Bob carries many of the 
traits of merit that made his grand- 
sires famous, among them is the 
proud carriage of himself, the firm 
setting of his feet, the slight swing 
in of his right foot as he raises it 
and the perfect rolling curve in his 
back. 

Gold Seal Bob has the honor of 
having a name perfectly suited to 
himself. Gold Seal had to be part 
of it because it was his sire’s name, 
but what was to be his own remained 
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The 


a mystery only a short time. 
breeder 1 bought him from has lit- 
tle sun rooms for his pigs. One day 
as he was passing he noticed that 
the door was open. Not wanting the 


pigs chilled he slammed it shut, 
catching Gold Seal Bob’s tail and 
cutting it off, leaving but a little stub. 
I decided then that Bob would suit 
him, 

I selected a Duroc Jersey because 
they seem so full of spirit, therefore 
they are good hustlers. Also they 
have more friends than any other 
breed. 

In raising a healthy strong pig, 
green crops as well as a pasture play 
an important part. The green crops 
give them something free and the 
pasture gives them a chance to take 
exercise. My pasture was quite large, 
but after the first month there was 
nothing new for Gold Seal Bob to 
discover, so he did not walk enough. 
I knew he needed more exercise so 
I took him out for a walk every 
evening, allowing him to stop and 
eat a mouthful of grass now and 
then, but most of the time keeping 
him walking fast. This helped to 
make his legs strong as well as 
straight. 

I began feeding Gold Seal Bob the 
first of May. He then weighed 58 
pounds. I was particular to give him 
growing and _ strengthening feed 
rather than fattening. I gave him 1% 
pounds of ground oats which had 
been sifted to remove the hulls, made 
into a mash and two pints of skim 
milk per day for the first two 
months. I gradually increased the 
amount by adding sifted ground bar- 
ley. Now he is getting a little soaked

corn with the other feed. I always 
feed my pig five times a day as this 
kept his pouch normal. As he is fond 
of water, I kept plenty of fresh clean 
water in his trough. Up to date he 
has never refused a single feeding or 
left any feed. As soon as he finishes 
his meal, he throws over his trough 
and hangs it on a stump that is in 
his yard. That is the way he washes 
his dishes. 

I made a pet of my pig because I 
think that is the only way to get the 
best results. I gave him a bath every 
week using luke warm water, plenty 
of soap suds and a scrul brush. Then 
I rubbed him dry with a cloth and 
oiled him. This loosened his skin 
as well as kept it free trom disease. 

Well bred hogs have more vitality 
and energy as well as eat less than 
scrubs, which is very important now 
when feed is so expensive. 

Mr. W. B. Perrin and Fred Tom- 
linson, two of our leading hog breed- 
ers, have visited Gold Seal Bob. The 
Only criticism they gave was that he 
was a little too fat. I immediately 
took their advice and saw that he 
came down to standard. Bob has had 
as Many as ten visitors at one time. 
Many have come miles to see him. 

The right kind of feed given at 
certain times, cleanliness always, 
plenty of fresh clean water, natural 
liking and patience I have found in 
my work to be the most important 
points to observe. 

_P. S. It was unfortunate that this 
pig received a slight fracture on left 
front leg after it had been put into 
the pen. As a result it was disquali- 
fied although the judge stated that 
if it had been able to walk that it 
was the best conformation Duroc 
shown in the pig club class. The 
breeders made up a purse of $30 and 
gave this to her to recompense her 
partially for not being able to com- 
pete for state prizes.

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IT WAS WORTH WHILE 


-\ Hawkeye Lad Tells About His 
Trip to Chicago 


Audubon, Ia., 
August 24, 1919.

I was one of the Iowa Pig Club 
members and fed a Duroc Jersey- 
Poland China pig. He weighed sixty- 
seven pounds at the beginning of 
the contest, and made a daily gain 
of 2.22 pounds and at end of contest 
weighed three hundred and ten (310) 
pounds, being fed one hundred twen- 
ty (120) days. 

It was fed by a self-feeder, rations 
being milk, shelled corn, middlings, 
oilmeal and tankage. I kept plenty 
of fresh water and salt for him, kept 
him in a bluegrass pasture, with 
plenty of shade and good dry shed, 
and dipped him twice a week. — 

I left Audubon on Monday morn- 
ing and got in Ames at noon, where 
we all met and started to Chicago 
Tuesday a little after noon and got 
there about midnight. 

We then went to the Y. M.«C. A. 
and spent the rest of the night. 

Next day we visited Armour & 
Co.’s packing house, then the stock- 
yards, which interested me _ very 
much. We then visited the Marshall 
Field building. 

At evening we took the steamship 
to Milwaukee, Wis. 

We went to the Historical build- 
ing and then visted the creamery. I 
was very much surprised to see how 
they made creamery butter. 

We then took the train back to 
Chicago and went to look at® the 
Naval Training Station. 


Then went to Lincoln Park and to 
the Art building. 

Among these things we took boat 
rides, visited a dance hall built out 
on Lake Michigan, and went to a 
show and several other things.

PIG CLUB EXHIBIT AT 
IOWA STATE FAIR 


One of the very interesting ex- 
hibits at the Iowa Fair was that made 
by the boys and girls, members of 
the pig club. Sixty-four pigs were 
shown in the classes and there were 
in addition seven pigs owned by the 
boys and girls on the grounds which 
were not shown, making a total of 
71 exhibited. 

The largest class was the purebred 
sow class in which there were 36 
pigs. The Duroc Jersey breed was 
represented by 20 pigs, the greatest 
number of any breed. 

One of the important things about 
the show which will undoubtedly 
have some bearing on the distribu- 
tion of the prize money another year 
was the small showing in the fat pig 
division. Heretofore this class has 
been the largest but owing to the 
high prices realized from purebred 
stock the club members have recog- 
nized it is more profitable for them 
to feed dad purebred gilt or boar, 
which they can sell at the fair, (if it 
is a good individual) for four or five 
times the price they would receive 
for the fat pig. Furthermore the fair 
comes a trifle early for a real good 
showing of fat pigs. 

This year the boars and gilts of 
the Poland China breed competed 
against each other in the same class 
which was also true of the Chester 
Whites. It is hoped that another 
year there will be classes for boars 
and for all the breeds. In fact, the 
Chester White Record Association at 
their meeting in Des Moines voted 
to so divide the white classes for an- 
other year, and have agreed to give 
$100.00 as prize money for each class, 
or a total of $200.00. It is hoped the 
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other breed associations may take 
similar action. 

Wherever a_ pig club member 
wished to sell a purebred animal 
there were plenty of buyers, prices 
received ruled from $125.00 to $400.00 
on the purebred stuff. The fat pigs 
were most all sold to the Iowa Pack- 
ing Co. at $19.50 per hundred weight. 

Prof. Kildee, head of the Animal 
Husbandry Department, Ames, Iowa, 
did the judging in a manner very 
satisfactory to tke club members.

Prime Requisite of Amateur Stock-

Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs Stimulate 
This and Give Foundation for

The two most valuable assets for 
the amateur stockman to possess in

“Both theoretical training and 
practical experience are necessary 
for the best success. Especially, is 
this true at present—a time when 
feed, labor and stock are high. There 
has never been a time when the live- 
stock industry demanded a more 
thoro. knowledge of proper feeding, 
breeding, handling, and _ selecting 
than at present. 

“The objects sought through the 
boys’ and girls’ clubs include the 
above essentials for success and in 
addition they endeavor to teach the 
members that the work is enjoyable, 
profitable, instructive and offers an 
incentive for securing an agricultural 
education. Boys as well as men are 
looking for practical training and 
there is no better way for them to 
secure it than through the clubs. 

“Every farmer and _ stockman 
should be more than anxious for his 
son to get into some kind of live- 
stock club. He should not only ad- 
vise his boy to enter a club but 
should encourage and urge others 
to join by offering prizes and stock 
at reasonable prices in order to pro- 
mote the work and further the “Bet- 
ter livestock” movement. Purebred 
breeders can well afford to sell club 
members stock at reduced prices in 
order to build up an interest in these 
young stockmen for raising regis- 
tered stock. Increased interest means 
greater demand for purebreds and 
the better the demand the better will 
be the future sales.”

A Plan to Take Hogs to South America 


Representative From Brazil Puts Plan Before Swine Growers 
Association 


view herd of American purebred 

hogs in South America which has 
been entertained for a long time by 
several men who have an active in- 
terest in present day swine affairs, 
will come true in the course of a 
year or so, if not sooner. 

A special meeting of the executives 
of the National Swine Growers As- 
sociation was held during the Na- 
tional Swine Show for the purpose 
of meeting Mr. B. H. Hunnicutt, the 
director of Lavras Agricultural Col- 
lege, Lavras, Minas, Brazil, who for 
the past twelve years has been in 
close touch with the livestock affairs 
in that country, as well as in other 
states of South America and who is 
at present in the United States with 
a view to getting better livestock 
into Brazil. 

Mr. Hunnicutt gave out some in- 
teresting information pertaining to 
the livestock industry in South 
America. He said that the industry 
in Brazil is growing very rapidly and 
that the people are taking hold of 
the purebreds as fast as they prove 
their efficiency under the conditions 
which prevail in that country. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Hunnicutt Armour & 
Company is building a _ $5,000,000 
packing plant in Brazil and Wilson 
& Co. are also erecting a large plant. 
Brazil is a wonderful corn country, 
Mr. Hunnicutt said, and it has the 
_ best climate in the world. There are 
20,000,000 hogs in the province but 
very few of them of the improved 
species. The Brazilian government 
has appropriated $500,000 to buy 
purebred livestock in foreign coun- 
tries to import into Brazil for im- 
proving the native stock. Most of 
the cattle will be bought in England, 
but all of the hogs will be bought 
in the United States. 

Mr. Hunnicutt is quite enthusias- 
tic about the opportunity which is 
offered to swine breeders in the 
United States for the sale of pure- 
bred hogs in the far south. He sug- 
gested that a large shipment with 
representatives from a number of 
the breeds be sent to Brazil next 
spring by the National Swine Grow- 
ers Association. His idea is to have 


[* is possible that the dream of a 


the shipment arrive in Brazil when 
the fair season starts and to make 
a tour of the fairs with the hogs, 
holding an auction sale at each fair. 
He says if the Swine Growers Asso- 
ciation will furnish the hogs and a 
man to take care of them, he is quite 
sure that arrangements can be made 
with the Brazilian government to pay 
the shipping charges from New York, 
as well as the freight on the show 
circuit and in addition to furnish the 
necessary advertising and expense 
of the auctions. In this way he 
thinks the plan can be put thru with- 
out any cost to the association. 

This looks like a magnificent op- 
portunity for swine breeders of the 
United States to capture South 
American trade in big volume and 
we believe that it is up to the execu- 
tives of the National Swine Growers 
Association to consider the sugges- 
tions of Mr. Hunnicutt and cooper- 
ating with the breed Record Asso- 
ciations formulate immediately a 
definite plan for the taking of a ship- 
ment of hogs to South America next 
spring.

I hurried away from Nebraska to 
see the Durocs at Minnesota, but did 
not reach Hamline before the judging 
was finished. It had been several 
years since I had attended the Min- 
nesota State Fair and I was delighted 
with the exhibit. What they need 
now in Minnesota is a hog barn—it is 
a disgrace to the state to ask the 
breeders to put up with the accommo- 


dations that they have for hogs. 
Nevertheless the Northern breeders 
are bringing their good ones out for 


the people to see. Mr. Atwater had 
the Coldstream herd on exhibit and 
got the Grand Championship on My 
Lady Friend and she is one of the 
six greatest sows of the breed that 
I ever saw. The Grand Champion- 
ship in the boars was taken by Dex- 
heimer on his Top Sensation yearling 
and I am saying to the northern 
breeders that there are few better 
yearlings than Top Sensation’s Col. 
Dexheimer should produce some Du- 
rocs that would improve the breed by 
crossing this boar on the Pathfinder’s 
Giant sows.

When the judge’s 
cane fell on the Kern boar the ap- 
plause from the spectators confirmed 
the decision that he was popular, but I 
believe just as hearty.an applause 
would have resounded had the Mc- 
Duff boar won. They are two great 
boars. It was amusing through the 
rest of the showing for Champion- 
ships as the senior pig and the junior 
pig were full brothers and sired by 
the senior champion. The Senior pig 
won the junior championship, and the 
Grand Championship. went to. the 
Senior Champion, but I advise the 
Grand Champion to stay at home next 
year or his son will defeat him. The 
sows that came out for the Cham- 
pionship were great sows and about 
all I-can say is that the Putman sow 
was awarded the greatest honor that 
can be bestowed on a Duroc sow, and 
I honestly believe she will do the 
breed credit with this honor in the re- 
production of her kind. 

The comments and criticisms con- 
tained in this article are as I saw the 
show as an individual spectator. I 
had no friends to serve and I hope 
no enemies to fight and I have said 
what I have said as I saw the hogs, 
entirely independent of owners or 
blood lines represented.

Before closing I want to commend 
the judge at the National and the 
judges at all the State Fairs I visited 
this fall as I think they tied the rib- 
bons on the hogs they thought should 
win and I think they showed good 
judgment. Our shows are of a class 
now that we will honestly differ in 
our selections, but with the class of 
animals that was exhibited this fall a 
judge should not feel hurt or should 
not be criticised if the decisions were 
changed about at the different shows 
where the same animals came in com- 
petition. 

Let us all start now for a greater 
exhibition of Durocs in 1920, as I am 
sure we can bring them out.

there is no limit to the amount of 
benefits that can be derived from 
these organizations. At the present 
time Minnesota has the Minnesota 
State Duroc Breeders’ Association, 
and I think it is one of the greatest 
associations I have ever seen formed 
and it has grown through the efforts 
of their chairman and secretary until 
it begins to appear like a new light 
on the sky line of Duroc history. 
South Dakota was not slow in appre- 
ciating what could be accomplished 
through the efforts of a state organi- 
zation that was built up on the 
square, and on the twelfth day of 
July, this year, they organized the 
South Dakota State Duroc Associa- 
tion which, in my estimation, 1s one 
of the greatest, one of the most es- 
sential moves that has ever been 
made in the state. There used to be 
an organization in the state of lowa, 
but in the last few years, through 
lack of interest, they have let it go 
by. At the National Swine Show 
this year there was a great deal of 
talk and a movement on foot to re- 
organize in Iowa. With the organt- 
zation of all of the states in the corn 
belt, they could select committees to 
go to Washington, appear before 
Congress, dictate a lot of the prices 
through an organization of this kind 
that in the past has been terribly 
abused. With an organization of 
this kind and committees appointed 
to take care of each line, we could 
raise the standard of the boars in the 
next five years to a comparison that 
is almost beyond belief. It is a fact 
and you breeders know it, that there 
are at least 50 per cent of the boars 
that are sold for breeding purposes 
that should have gone to the market 
at about the age they were sold for 
breeding purposes. This is one of 
the good things that co-operation 
could accomplish. There is a time 
coming, and I hope it is not far off, 
when every animal iff a sale will be 
looked over and classified by some 
good judge before they are allowed 
to be sold, thus eliminating a lot of 
those old griddle greaser kind that 
have fish backs, cat hams, open 
shoulders, that are found in a lot of 
the hogs. If the Duroc breeders of 
America would get together, say at 
the national meetings, talk over and 
formulate plans along the lines for 
better development, better breeding 
and better individuals, in less time 
than we take to tell it, the individual 
merits of the Duroc would be ad- 
vanced 100 per cent. You can easily 
see that organized labor, organized 
grocery salesmen, organized clothing 
salesmen, organized railroads and 
ship building have accomplished 
more the past three years than had 
been accomplished twenty-five years 
previous. 

Now, this same thing can be done 
for the Duroc breeders as it has been 
done in all other lines of business, 
and it would be impossible to 


definitely tell the great benefits that 
could be derived from organizations 
of this kind. Let all the breeders of 
good Durocs put their shoulders to 
the wheel and make an earnest effort 
to build up and co-operate with your 
neighbor and brother breeder in pro- 
ducing one of the greatest hogs of 
the Corn Belt. 


Pig Shows Not Up to Standard 


The pig shows held so far this 
year that I have had the opportunity 
to see have not been up to the usual 
Duroc standard. Just why this 
should be we are at a loss to know. 
There does not seem to be the qual- 
ity in the 1919 crop—at ieast it hasn’t 
appeared in our show rings. This 
need not worry Duroc breeders, for 
we are of the opinion that the more 
of our pigs that are kept at home 
and matured slowly and normally, 
the better boars and sows we will 
have to sell next year, and the more 
improvement the breed will make. 
Swine breeds would all improve 
more rapidly if pigs were excluded 
from show rings and by that method 
put a stop to over-growing and 
ruining proper development. R. J. E.

What Is Breeding? 

The following definitions have 
been adopted by the United States 
Department of Agriculture for use 
in the “Better Sires—Better Stock” 
campaign which it will conduct in 
cooperation with the various states, 
beginning October 1: 

Purebred: A pure-bred animal is 
one of pure breeding, representing 
a definite, recognized breed and both 
of whose parents were pure-bred 
animals of the same breed. To be 
considered pure-bred, live stock must 
be either registered, eligible to regis- 
tration, or (in the absence of public 
registry for that class) have such 
lineage that its pure breeding can be 
definitely proved. To be of good 
type and quality, the animal must be 
healthy, vigorous, and a creditable 
specimen of its breed. 

Thoroughbred: The term “thor- 
oughbred” applies accurately only to 
the breed of running horses eligible 
to registration in the General Stud 
Book of England, the American Stud 
Book, or affiliated stud books for 
thoroughbred horses in other coun- 
tries. - 
Standardbred: Applied to horses, 
this term refers to a distinct breed 
of American light horses, which in- 
cludes both trotters and _ pacers 
which are eligible to registration in 
the American Trotting Register. Ap- 
plied to poultry, the term includes 
all birds bred to conform to the 
standards of form, color, markings, 
weight, etc., for the various breeds 
under the standard of perfection of 
the American Poultry Association. 

Scrub: A scrub is an animal of 
mixed or unknown breeding without 
definite type or markings. Such 
terms as native, mongrel, razorback, 
dunghill, piney woods, cayuse, 
broncho, and mustang are somewhat 
synonymous with “scrub,” although 
many of the animals described by 
these terms have a certain fixity of 
type even though they present no 
evidence of systematic improved 
breeding. 
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Crossbred: This term applies to 
the progeny of pure-bred parents of 
different breeds, but of the same 
species. 

Grade: A grade is the offspring 
resulting from mating a _pure-bred 
with a scrub, or from mating ani- 
mals not pure-bred, but having close 
pure-bred ancestors. The offspring 
of a pure-bred and a grade is also a 
grade, but through progressive im- 
provement becomes a high grade. 


Profitable Fall Pigs 


I have been raising fall pigs for 
several years and find it a very prof- 
itable business. It is best to have 
them farrowed by the first of Sep- 
tember, or sooner, if possible. Fall 
pigs should be weaned and put on 
good feed before the bad weather 
sets in. I find that most fall pigs are 
inclined to be a little wormy. When 
I see any sign of worms I give each 
pig worm pills to knock the worms. 
I think pills are much better than 
other kinds of medicine, for with pills 
each pig gets the proper amount. 

I start slopping my fall pigs with 
middlings as soon as they will drink 
it. I wean them when about 10 weeks 
old and keep tankage and salt and 
ashes before them all the time. I 
give them about two and one-half 
pounds of corn per day until about 
seven months old and then all the 
corn they will eat. I wouldn’t think 
of doing without a hog waterer with — 
a heater in it. Fall pigs should never 
drink ice water. Pigs handled in this 
way, farrowed about September 1, 
will weigh from 225 to 250 pounds 
by the middle of April, which is

Iowa State Fair this year James M. 
Brockway & Co., of Homestead Farm, 
Letts, Iowa, had an exhibit in one of 
their pens which clearly demonstrated 
the superiority of the big type Durocs 
over the ordinary grade barrow which 
is raised by the average farmer. Ina 
pen the Brockways placed their first 
prize fall boar and a barrow of the 
same age, the two hogs having been 
fed together and given the same op- 
portunities to make growth since 
their birth. Reference was made to 
this exhibit in a recent number of the 
Bulletin. In regard to the exhibit Mr. 
Brockway writes: 

“The test I believe was more fair to 
the barrow than to the boar as the 
barrow had no particular interest in 
life but to eat and get fat, while the 
boar often had a lot of trips up and 
down the fence and interests on the 
other side of the fence that quite often 
seriously interfered with his appetite. 

“Of course the boar was a picked 
pig. He was the best prospect for a 


herd boar that we could find. 

“The barrow was one of our big- 
gest, thriftiest fall pigs and when put 
together there was probably ten to 
twenty pounds difference in weight, 
At the end of the 
test they were 10% months old, the 
barrow weighing 380 and the boar 
460, a difference of 80 pounds.

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During the past few weeks some 
sharp declines were forced in the 
market. On the low day top grades 
sold at $16.25, while the general av- 
erage price was down to $15.15 or 
the lowest in more than two years. 
On the low point the top was $7.35 
lower than the record while the av- 
erage price was $7.45 below that 
period.. This gives an idea of how 
the market has declined within a 
relatively short period, as the high 
day was July 31. 

But after the series of declines, a 
reaction took place which carried the 
market nearly $1.00 above the low 
point. However, the market was not 
very strong at the upturn as buyers 
maintained a bearish attitude and 
talked of further declines being 
forced. 

Opinions vary as to the future 
course of the hog market. In some 
circles traders talk of prices going 
down around $12.00@13.00 but on 
the other hand some look for prices 
to recover a large share of the recent 
decline although they do not look 
for values to react to the record 
level. Yet some think that with a 
foreign demand of a large size, the 
market may prove stronger than is 
generally expected. 

The foreign situation is still a fac- 
tor in holding down the demand for

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pork products. The money situation 
shows little improvement and _ the 
trade is convinced that an establish- 
ment of credit is needed to stabilize 
the demand and allow some of the 
surplus in this country to find its 
way to places where it is badly 
needed at this time. 

Men in the trade point out that 
delays in adjusting the exchange 
situation is a detriment to the trade. 
They claim that Canada is striving 
to rebuild its hog herds to place the 
country on an exporting basis so 
they will be able to take care of the 
demand from the mother country. 
Germany is badly in need of lara 
and other pork products and it is il- 
‘lustrated that they are working hard 
to restore their country to a normal 
basis and this country should take 
advantage of the urgent needs at 
this time. It is also figured that if 
other countries should get on a basis 
where they would be able to export 
product it would be a factor in cut- 
ting the demand in this country. 

With the receipts increasing stead- 
ily and the foreign demand rather 
small it is expected that the surplus 
of product in this country will soon 
begin to grow. Labor troubles have 
been a factor in cutting the demand 

to some extent but the settling of 
labor controversies for the present 
in England will help clear some of 
the product that has been on hand 
over there for several weeks. 

The country has taken the recent 
breaks in a good manner. They feel 

that while corn prices are declining 
‘they will be able to figure relatively 
as much profit at the lower hog 
prices. It is now indicated that the 
supply of spring pigs in the country 
is not as large as expected and the 
receipts in the future may be below 
expectations. At the same time with 

corn values sharply lower than the 
high time, the country will not be 
'inm any great hurry to market the 
hogs. But they may be tempted to 
feed for heavier weights and the 
shortage in numbers may be offset 
| by an increase in weight. 

The country seems satisfied to feed 
hogs at the present time. The in- 
quiry for feeding pigs at the market 
indicate that many feeders have not 
enough young stock to complete 
their program of feeding. At the 
northern markets the call has been 
increasing steadily while at the 
south and southwestern markets 
buyers have been seeking good stock 
and feeding pigs. 

However, the marketing of pigs 
at the northern markets has not been 
very liberal. Where pigs are in good 
health they are generally kept by 
the owner or disposed of at home to 
some other feeder who is short of 
stock. 

The range of hog prices has not 
‘changed much recently. The pack- 
ing grades continue to sell at rela- 
tively lowest prices but the spread 
between the common and best lots 
has contracted considerable from a 
\few weeks previous. With the com- 
ing of cooler weather, heavy cuts of 
pork become more popular in the 
consumptive demand while the call 
for lard improves. The price of but- 
ter has advanced sharply during re- 
cent days and in cooking lard is the 
first substitute which indicates that 
the call will be improved. 
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Reflections 


A Buckeye Breeder Talks About Present Day Type and 
Dishonest Showmen 


To the Bulletin: 

Really, I think I should apologize a 
little, right at the outset. Being 
trundled off to bed just in the midst of 
corn cutting is not a pleasant sensa- 
tion, but it does give one time to re- 
flect and meditate a little. 

Having only recently started in the 
breeding of registered Durocs, there 
are a number of things I have yet to 
learn. At the same time it is pos- 
sible that my observations in feeding 
market hogs have taught me some 
things to which, it seems, our older 
breeders are giving but scant atten- 
tion. What type of Duroc must I, asa 
beginner select in order to produce off- 
spring that will bring in the cash and 
improve the herds into which they are 
sold, be those herds either farmer or 
breeder. Of course one must bear in 
mind that our leading breeders sell 
largely to other breeders, these breed- 
ers to still other breeders, and they 
or others depend largely for their 
market upon the farmer who breeds 
and feeds for the market. Does there 


Gp! 
necessarily exist a different type 
which the leading breeders should 


produce from that which the farmer- 
breeder should produce? Or _ ex- 
pressed somewhat similarly, are the 
show winners the type that the farm- 
er should purchase? 

Now as to the kind of Durocs that 
will bring in the cash, it seems that 
type is not the only consideration, as 
certain well advertised bloodlines 
command prices out of proportion to 
their respective merits. Then grant- 
ing that one obtains the “popular” 
lines of- breeding in his herd, what 
type shall he select that will make for 
general improvement? 

Go back to the farmer’s viewpoint 
again, as I see it. He wants a type of 


breeding stock that will produce 
large, vigorous pigs, the more the 
merrier, provided they are strong 


chaps—pigs that will keep right on 
growing and putting on pounds until 
they are ready for the market, whicb 
usually means from 200 to 250 pounds. 
Haven’t you heard some of the farm-

of the farmer who self feeds or other- 
wise pushes his pigs, but my point 
is that he wants that easy feeding 
quality for which the Duroc has been 
noted. 

Now if the ability to produce pigs 
of this type is essential, should not 
the junior pig classes at our fairs 
be of considerable importance. The 
large entries commonly seen in these 
classes would indicate that they are 
of such importance, but are they as 
instructive as they should be? By 
which, I mean to say are they junior 
pigs or not? It seems that it is be- 
coming such a general practice to 
show pigs a month or two older in 
these classes that such procedure is 
lightly passed over as a part of the 
“game.” For instance, this year it was 
possible for me to spend but one day 
at our State Fair. It so happened that 
the judging of other breeds delayed 
the Duroc rings until the following 
day, so I did not get to see them, but 
feel that the criticism here offered 
does not rest alone with those which 
I happened to. be watching. As a 
friend of mine, who like myself, is 
just getting a nice start in the breed- 
ing business, and hopes to climb 
higher, said, as we were watching the 
judging of the junior pig classes in the 
breed of his selection: “This surely 
is no place for an honest man.” 

Again, to illustrate further, not long 
ago a Duroc breeder said, in casual 
conversation: ‘Why, yes, I think I 
saw So and So’s under year herd when 
I was up there in August.” And then 
the common utterance: ‘Well that 
litter I didn’t see until after such and 
such a date” is all too frequently 
heard. . 

Now, there are some breeders in 
this country of ours who are too con- 
scientious to stoop to this and other © 
similar practices, so why cannot our — 
Record Associations adopt steps to 
wipe out these disgraceful and. dis-_ 
honest doings and put the Durocs in 
the lead as to their morals, at least. 

Have you not considered, fellow- 
breeders, that much of the unrest and 
dissatisfaction in this world of ours is 
due to suspicion and distrust in our 
fellow men. Put a few of the Christ- 
ian ideals, like a little love for your 
fellow man, and common honesty, in 
the place of that all possessing love 
of the dollar and see what a change it 
will make. \ 

Now, to consider steps that might © 
encourage some breeders to show © 
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more at the fairs and at least to put 
a stop to that common remark: “Oh, 
what’s the use of my showing? I 
don’t stand any chance against that 
bunch.” 

I think there are various ways in 
which honest showing could be fos- 
tered. The Record Associations give 
liberally toward fair awards and it 
seems to me are in the position to 
safeguard the interests of the breed 
by taking such steps as might be 
worked out. 

For instance, they might say to the 
exhibitors at the fairs to which they 
contribute: “Give us the privilege of 
checking over your herd sows the first 
of March each year or we will with- 
hold our awards from your herd.” 
This may sound stupendous, but it 
would not mean the inspection of 
over thirty to forty herds, on the 
average, in each state. Or herds and 
individual sows might be nominated 
as in the Percheron futurities and 
these inspected by Association offi- 
cials. 

The chief consideration being that 
means be devised whereby suspicion 
and distrust no longer be engendered, 
but that the Associations adopt and 
stand for honesty and truth and be 
ready at all times to expose, by wide 
publicity, any dealings of a crooked 


nature.

Fall Pastures 

“One of the essential factors in 
keeping livestock in good condition 
thru the fall and early winter is good 
fall pasture,” says Andrew Boss, vice- 
director of the Minnesota experiment 
station. ‘Nothing excels the grasses 
for pasture, tho mixtures of the 
grasses and clover are better than 
either grasses or clover alone, and 
furnish the best kind of feed for all 
kinds of stock. Where an abundance 
of cultivated grasses can be obtained 
for pasture no further attention need 
be given to the subject. 

“Meadow aftermath containing clover, 
or timothy and clover, makes good 
fall feed. Clover growing in the stub- 
ble field is also an excellent fall pas- 
ture. Pasturing stock on clover often 
enables the farmer to pick up some 
of the wasted grain, and the drop- 
pings of the livestock are beneficial 
to the land. If there is an abun- 
dance of cultivated grass pasture, 
aftermath in the meadow, and clover 
in the grain field, there will be no 
shortage of fall feed.” 


Pneumonia in Hogs 


The following precautions against 
pneumonia are recommended by Pur- 
due University: 

1. To clean and spray interior of 
house with a strong solution of dis- 
infectant. 

2. To eliminate all drafts. 

3. To bed with plenty of straw and 
change frequently. 

3. To divide large herds, thus pre- 
venting piling up and the hoghs get- 
ting too hot.

Hogs Heaviest Grain Eaters—Cattle 
Consume Most Forage 

The various proportions. of the 
crops that are fed to the different 
classes of domestic animals on farms 
in this country have been determined 
by the Bureau of Crop Estimates 
with interesting results. Corn, of 
course, is fed to hogs much more 
than to any other class of animals 
—50 per cent to them, or fully one- 
half of the quantity fed to all anr- 
mals. Horses eat 24 per cent, cattle 
19 per cent, and poultry 5 per cent. 

Horses are the chief eaters of 
oats, their share being 68 per cent, 
that of cattle 13 per cent, of hogs 11 
per cent, and of poultry 6 per cent. 
Barley is chiefly eaten by hogs, 
whose consumption is 60 per cent 
of the quantity eaten by all animals, 
while horses eat 18 per cent, cattle 
12 per cent, and poultry 11 per cent. 
Of the small fraction of the wheat 
crop fed to animals, poultry gets 59 
per cent and hogs 29 per cent. Nearly 
all the hay goes to cattle and horses, 
51 and 45 per cent, respectively. 

Rye has been fed to animals as 
well as_used for bread and whisky, 
and more than one-half of this feed 
has gone to hogs, one-quarter to 
horses, and one-seventh to poultry. 
Nearly all the silage is eaten by 
cattle, and a little is consumed by 
hogs, horses, sheep, and even by 
poultry. Mill feed is especially for 
cattle and swine, which together con- 
sume 86 per cent of the whole quan- 
tity that is fed, in about equal pro- 
portions. 

The figures of the bureau indicate 
that hogs are the principal grain 
eaters, horses a close second, cattle 
third, poultry fourth, and that sheep 
consume a mere trace. Cattle are the 
greatest forage eaters, and they and 
horses consume the bulk of it, so 
that little is eaten by sheep and 
swine, as fractions of the total con- 
sumption by animals.

an offer to breed the sow again to the 
same boar free of charge. As we did 
not have a pure bred Duroc boar in 
the county at that time, I accepted 
his offer and shipped the sow in July 
to be bred. A few days later I re- 
ceived a letter from him stating that 
the sow had arrived in apparently 
good shape, that he had bred her the 
next day, and put her into a lot by 
herself. The following day she died. 
He stated that he did not know the 
cause of her death, but that he was 
willing to do anything I suggested 
to adjust the loss. My suggestion was 
that I could not see why he should 
shoulder the loss and to call the 
matter ended.

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Self-Feeders for Fattening Swine 


The man who is using the self- 
feeder for fattening hogs can peruse 
to advantage the following conclu- 
sions given in the Missouri station 
bulletin 144: ~ 

The results obtained and set forth 
in the preceding pages do not, in 
the opinion of the author, warrant 
definite conclusions regarding the 
use and limitations of self-feeders 
for swine. They indicate, however, 
the results which may be expected. 

(1) Fattening hogs fed with a 
self-feeder gain more rapidly than 
when hand-fed in the usual manner.

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(2) There is no difference in the 
economy of gain which can be ac- 
credited to the amount of feed 
necessary to produce a given amount 
of pork. If the self-feeder decreases 
the amount of labor involved, then it 
would be a factor in cheapening the 
cost of production. 

(3) When each feed is placed in a 
separate feeder the hogs will choose 
the different feeds, so that the gain 
will be both rapid and relatively 
economical. This will perhaps be 
true only when each feed is supplied 
in abundance. For example, if the 
feeds used were corn and tankage 
and the self-feeder containing corn 
was allowed to become empty the 
hogs would no doubt eat more tank- 
age than it would be profitable to 
feed them. 

It is apparent that the advantage 
which the self-feeder method will 
have in any specific instance over 
hand-feeding, in regard to rate of 
gain, will depend to a large degree 
upon the ability of the person doing 
the hand-feeding to feed so that the 
hogs. will consume a maximum 
amount of feed. In practically all 
cases, when the self-fed hogs gained 
more rapidly than those which were 
hand-fed, they also consumed more 
feed. 

In a similar manner the relative 
efficiency of the self-fed ration and 
the same feeds hand-fed, will depend 
upon the ability of the feeder to 
properly combine the feeds used. 

‘While the work carried on gives 
little basis for comparison it is the 


author’s opinion that self-feeders 
are more practical for well-grown 
stock hogs, that is, shotes which 


have grown large frames but are thin 
than for pigs weighing from 50. to 
75 pounds. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
this publication deals only with the 
use of self-feeders for fattening 
swine, that is, hogs which are on 
a full feed of grain. 


Feeding Wheat to Fattening 
Swine 
Bulletin 136 published by the Mis- 
souri Station and entitied “Feeding 
Wheat to Fattening Swine” contains 
the following summary: 


In this experiment, the hogs fed 


SEND FOR 
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wheat made more rapid gains than 
did the hogs fed corn. 

For the entire 120-day feeding 
period the wheat-fed hogs made an 
average daily gain of 1.25 pounds per 
head per day while the corn-fed hogs 
gained on the average of 100 pounds. 

In terms of pounds of grain re- 
quired to produce 100 pounds gain, 
the hogs fed wheat made more 
economical gains than did the hogs 
fed corn. 

It required 483 pounds of wheat to 
produce 100 pounds of gain as com- 
pared with 582 pounds of corn under 
similar conditions. 

A mixture of wheat and corn, 
equal parts, proved to be a more effi- 
cient ration, both as far as rate and 
economy of gains were concerned, 
than corn alone, but less efficient 
than wheat alone. 

A ration of corn 10 parts and tank- 
age 1 part produced more rapid gains 
than did corn alone.

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period 424 pounds of wheat and tank- 
age ration produced 100 pounds of 
gain while 455 pounds of wheat alone 
was required for each 100 pounds of 
gain, 

During the last 42 days of the trial 
the hogs fed tankage in addition to 
the wheat, again made more rapid 
gains, 1.53 pounds per head per day 
as compared with 1.26 pounds. The 
gain, however, was scarcely as eco- 
nomical. For this period it required 
543 pounds of wheat alone to pro- 
duce 100 pounds of the wheat gain 
and tankage ration. 

A ration of wheat 10 parts and 
tankage 1 part produced more rapid 
gains than either a ration of wheat 5 
parts, (conn “5. parts sand tankage 1 
part or a ration of corn 10 parts and 
tankage 1 part. The gain was also 
more economical. 

Likewise the ration of wheat 5, 
corn 5 and tankage 1 part proved 
more efficient than the ration of corn 
10 and tankage 1. 

Each 469 pounds of the wheat and 
tankage ration produced 100 pounds 
gain at the rate of 1.52 pounds per 
hog daily. It required 485 pounds of 


the wheat, corn and tankage ration to 
produce 100 pounds gain at the rate 
of 1.44 pounds per head daily. While 
498 pounds of the corn and tankage 
ration produced 100 pounds gain at the 
rate of 1.27 pounds per head daily.

stability until more is known about 
certain basic problems.

will be needed before there can be 
any real stability in live-stock pro- 
duction and methods of marketing. 
Only upon a substantial foundation of 
accurate knowledge is it possible to 
build enduring plans or policies which 
will have the respect of the public and 
become a real public service. 

"The protection of public health 
will always be of paramount interest, 
but aside from that, perhaps the most 
important activity which I can com- 
mend to your attention is the collec- 
tion of facts and figures relating to 
the live-stock industry. Federal meat 
inspection has resulted in important 
information leading to the control of 
animal disases. We know, for ex- 
ample, that tuberculosis and hog chol- 
era cause more than one-half of all 
condemnations in Federally inspected 
establishments. We need to know 
more about the condition of animals 
slaughtered under local inspection. 
We need to know the definite relation 
between the breeding of an animal and 
the value of different cuts of meat the 
carcass contains. I refer of course to 
the need for figures on large numbers 
of live stock. We need to know more 
about factors leading to rapid ma- 
turity, more about shrinkage, and 
more about the location of live stock 
and meat supplies in the country at 
any given time.” 


Dominant Live-Stock Breeds in 
Counties. To Be Listed 


In the nation-wide campaign to pro- 
mote the general use of purebred sires 
and better live stock, the United 
States Department of Agriculture will 
keep records of the agricultural coun- 
ties according to the breeds of live 
stock which predominate in them. 
Practical experience has demonstrated 
the desirability of communities con- 
centrating on the production of only 
a few breeds and types of the different 
classes of live stock. Such manage- 
ment not only enables the individual 
farmers to aid each other in improv- 
ing and upgrading their stock, but 
also gains for the communities wide 
reputations as centers for certain 
breeds. The raising of several domi- 
nant breeds in any community makes 
that locality the mecca for prospect- 
ive purchasers who are desirous of 
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buying animals of those breeds, and 
also makes it possible for buyers to 
obtain stock in large quantities. 


Records to Be Kept 


For the service of persons inter- 
ested in examining or selecting live 
stock, the department will keep a 
record of the dominant breeds and 
varieties of the different kinds of live 
stock in each county where such in- 
formation is obtained from accurate 
and dependable sources. Pending fu- 
ture developments in this work, a 
breed or variety will be considered 
dominant if 100 or more good pure- 
bred sires of that breed or variety are 
owned and used for breeding in a 
county. Sources of information con- 
cerning these farm animals will in- 
clude county agents, officers of State

The department requests that State 
and county livestock associations 
transmit figures and all data available 
on the purebred sires of their region 
to their local county agent or the 
State agricultural college. This ma- 
terial should include a statement of 
the number of purebred sires in the 
county, together with the date when 
the information was gathered. Initia- 
tive in collecting and reporting these 
data rests entirely with the county 
and State officials. 


Will Aid Purchasers 


Information gathered in this way by 
the Department of Agriculture will be 
available to the public. Thus persons 
wishing to purchase any kind of live 
stock may ascertain readily what 
counties in the United States, accord- 
ing to the records, have purebred sires 
of the various breeds in which they 
are interested. Naturally, where as 
many as 100 purebred sires are used 
in a community, these herd-headers 
will stamp their quality to a consid- 
erable extent on the live stock of that 
county and lead to the production of 
many desirable grade females, as well 
as purebred stock of both sexes. Fur- 
thermore, in counties where a certain 
breed is considered dominant, even 
though there are less than 100 pure- 
bred sires, such facts should be re- 
ported and will be kept as supple- 
mentary records.

Veterinary Column 


Give All the Symptoms in Asking 
for Remedies 


It is the earnest wish of those in 
charge of this department of the Bul- 
letin and Swine World, to give every 
inquirer direct and detailed informa- 
tion concerning that which they 
write about; after long years of ac- 
tive association with sick animals it 
is possible for the expert to group 
described symptoms and arrive at a 
fairly correct diagnosis of the trou- 
ble; that is, it is possible to make a 
diagnosis, from. the written descrip- 
tion of post mortem findings and tell 
the inquirer the nature of the dis- 
ease of which said animal died pro- 
vided the writer gives sufficient de- 
tail of his findings. Also, the same 
thing applies when the inquirer writes 
of sick hogs, provided said inquirer 
gives a sufficient detail of the various 
symptoms shown. 

However, it is not possible for us 
to give an intelligent opinion where 
the inquirer forgets to detail, and 
writes of only a single symptom or 
lesion. 

To illustrate, here is before us a 
letter from Florida about some sick 
pigs; the inquirer has made some post 
mortem examinations; yet in writing 
he only mentions that before the pigs 
die, the skin between the fore legs 
and over the stomach turns purple; 
also that the liver looks spotted. 

Now in this letter the writer might 
have stated that the pigs evidently 
had fever or had not fever; that they 
had a cough or had not a cough; 
that they discharged from the eyes 
or did not; that they were or were 
not constipated; also, having made a 
post mortem, one or more, he un- 
doubtedly had a look at the lungs, 
the heart, the spleen, the kidneys, the 
bladder, the bowels, etc.; it is likely 
that one or more of these organs 
showed to him certain changes from 
what would seem the normal; and 
these changes should be mentioned, 
so that the expert might group them 
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in such a way as_to make a diagnosis 


of the actual ailment. 

Let us all get all out of this column 
possible, and to that end we suggest 
that readers who write for informa- 
tion, kindly give all the evidence be- 


fore them; in this way the Veterinary 


Department of this paper can and 
will be made of considerable useful- 
ness. 


A Case of Mammitis 


From Hartselle, Ala, comes a 
query about a sow that shortly after 
farrowing swelled up in the udder 
and is suffering and does not give 
milk. 

This is clearly a case of Mammitis, 


‘inflammation of the udder or milk 


glands; it ‘is sometimes ‘a_ highly 
acute inflammation with high fever, 
sometimes only in a milder form af- 
fecting only one of the milk glands. 
When attacking the entire group of 
milk glands, it is a very serious and 
ofttimes fatal disease. It may de- 
velop at any stage after farrowing. 
caused either by an injury to the ud- 
der with infection, or aside from in- 
jury, may be the result of extreme 
milk flow, more than is taken by the 
pigs, the milk remaining in the ud- 
der undergoing changes that bring 
about congestion, to be followed by 
the acute inflammation. The sow 
will first show restlessness, disturbed 
when pigs attempt to nurse; will at 
times fight them, even sometimes de- 
stroy them. Always there is some 
general fever, the glands themselves 
hot, painful to the touch. . . usually 
there is constipation, which may be 
either a contributing cause of the dis- 
ease or only a symptom. The sow 
will usually show uneasy when lying 
down; will turn from side to side, and 
as the disease advances, the symp- 
toms become aggravated, the pain 
greater, the fever higher, and the 
udder becomes a bright red, changing 
gradually to a deep purple hue. 

As to taking pigs away, this varies; 
if sow is in pain, and the milk flow 
has entirely ceased, which it will in 
most fully developed cases, it is best 
to remove the pigs; in lighter cases, 


where only parts are involved, and 
since it is best to keep the udder 
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clear of milk, it is well’ to leave the 
pigs; the danger of this, however, be- 
ing that the pigs are very liable to 
develop scours. In any event, keep 
sow in darkened sanitary quarters, 
quiet as possible on clean litter. Give 
a good physic; some of the salts, 
like Epsom or Glauber salts being 
preferable to the oils, because these 
salts cool and thin the blood, lower- 
ing congestion and fever to a cer- 
tain extent. Twicé a day give either 
in slop or as a drench, two to four 
tablespoons of hyposulphite of soda, 
with about five drops fluid extra of 
Belladonna. The local treatment to 
the udder is heat in some form; some 
recommend alternating the hot and 
cold cloths. Bathe the udder with 
warm lard, hot as the hand will read- 
ily bear; to this melted lard, a small 
amount of turpentine may be added. 
Woolen cloths wrung from hot water 
frequently changed, may be the best 
possible manner of applying heat. 
Should pus develop in any part of 
udder, have the abscess lanced freely 
and wash out frequently with some - 
antiseptic solution; one teaspoonful 
of table salt (sodium chloridum) to 
one quart of water, makes a very 
good injection following lancing; or 
ordinary dips, in weak solution, may 
be used. 

Because constipation in brood sows 
leads to fever and fever interferes 
with the secretion of milk, this con- 
dition of constipation should be 
guarded against in the brood sow; 
see that the bowels are always open. 


Peculiar Pregnancy 


From Panola, Ala., comes an inter- 
esting query and is similar to a few 
that are annually received. 

This described sow farrowed her 
first pig that weighed about one-half 
pound, dead; the remaining pigs were 
about the size of a new-born kitten, 
dead, but without odor, of a brown 
color and hard as bone. 

The sow had run on excellent pas- 
ture, with access to tankage and mid- 
dlings and was given some corn; she 
had before her at all times a mixture 
of salt, sulphur, charcoal and cop- 


peras.

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Fattening Swine With Cane Molasses 


By F. P. Machado, Former Secretary of Agriculture of Cuba 


Many years ago when I attended a 
school in the New England states I 
undertook the task of feeding sugar 
cane molasses to the swine belonging 
to the farmer with whom I boarded. 

This molasses was shipped to me 
by a friend who operated a sugar mill 
in the West Indies. My host was a 
strange type. He kept secret from 
his neighbors, who envied the round- 
ness and gameness of his stock, the 
fact that they were molasses fed. 
How the secret leaked out I do not 
know, because before it did so I left 
him to return to Sagua, my’ native 
town. Nevertheless, I know that 
when I returned to visit my school- 
day associates I received a very sour 
welcome from my former host, who 
accused my sugar mill friend and my- 
self of conspiring to betray his secret. 
His neighbors’ Tamworth looked as 
good as his Berkshires. How they 
got the molasses idea I don’t know. 
I recall, however, that I left the 
farmer in a more morose mood than 
when I arrived at his place, because 
I remarked to him that good people 
passed on a good thing, instead of 
keeping it to themselves. 

This incident of many years ago 
was brought freshly to my memory 
here recently. The professor of one 
of the experimental stations in my 
neighborhood showed me a schedule 
prepared by Professor E. S. Savage 
of Cornell University, which showed 
the comparative value of standard 
feeds, based on the total digestible 
nutrients.

It has occurred to me that my 
many years of experience with sugar 
cane molasses as a feed for livestock, 
both in the United States, as well as 
in my own country, would be of in- 


terest to American breeders of live- 
stock, particularly swine breeders. 

Perhaps they might not meet with 
as great success as I did, because of 
lacking the intimate knowledge of 
Sugar and molasses it was my good 
fortune to possess. I was always able 
to select the right kind of sugar cane 
molasses to feed to my hogs. My 
molasses had to be more than pure. 
I always saw to it that it was rich in 
sugars, free from excessive ash or 
salts and of agreeable flavor. There 
are still many old-fashioned sugar 
mills in the West Indies that make 
this kind of molasses. Of course, it 
is a simple matter to get an analysis 
of molasses, and I would say that all 
ought to test at least 52% of sugar 
and not over 7% of ash. To appre- 
ciate the right flavor, however, re- 
quires more than a technical knowl- 
edge. That can only be gained by 
experience. 

I never made the mustake that 
many breeders have made of starting 
in with a rush. I found that it takes 
from two to seven days to accustom 
the animals to the new feed. In 
many cases I dipped an ear of corn 
in cane molasses and threw it to the 
hog that at first turned its nose up 
at it. Later on I found out that the 
same hog cared far more for cane 
molasses than he cared for corn, and 
that he surely liked to get a mixture 
of both, so I began to incorporate 
cane molasses in my ration, just the 
same as I would ground barley, dats, 
etc 

My early rations were made up of 
about 


30 lbs. corn meal, 
20 lbs. wheat, < 
30 Ibs. ground oats 


and about 15 lbs. of the best protein 
concentrate obtainable: 


5 lbs. of cane molasses in addi- 
tion to the regular amount of salt 
and charcoal that was thrown into 
the ration. 


The simplest way of feeding it was 
in the form of slop. What then 
amused me was to see the porkers 
clean up the outside of my can when 
there happened to be some drippings 
around it. If the trough hadn’t been 
made of hard wood I am afraid they 
would have eaten them up, so great 
was the appetite they displayed. 

I kept on increasing the amount of 
cane molasses in my ration until I 
reached 15 Ibs. to the 100, and then 
I decided that that was just about 
the proper quantity to give them. Of 
course, every time I added a pound 
of molasses I removed a pound of 
corn, barley or oats. Friends of mine 
who were sugar chemists analyzed 
my cane molasses and showed me 
that a ton of the molasses I used had 
about the same food vaiue as a ton 
of barley or corn. Since then I have 
learned that this was also found true 
at the Oregon State Experimental 
Station at Corvallis. 

There was but one slight disap- 
pointment that I experienced and that 
was when I used oil meal as a protein 
concentrate in the ration. Then, in- 
stead of my porkers remaining in 


their usual good condition, I found 
that it had a purgative instead of a. 
mild laxative effect whicii the addi- 
tion of cane molasses caused. I can 
say that I don’t recall a single in- 
stance before when my swine were 
troubled with indigestioa. It didn-r 
take me long to learn that oil meal 
was also a laxative and that it would 
be better policy to replace the oil 
meal with some other concentrate, 
such as alfalfa meal, tankage, velvet 
meal, soy beans or gluten, meal, all 
of which I tried out, often for experi- 


had no choice of available concen- 
trates. : 
I also tried it again with a small 


| quantity of oil meal, about 5% of the 


ration, and found that by increasing 
the amount of corn I could feed as 
much as 10% of oil meal and 15% 
of cane molasses with good results. 

In view of the high price of other 
feeds, it would seem to me that 
molasses should have an especial ap- 
peal now to owners of livestock in 
America. I have advocated its use 
in the ration even when it was higher 
than corn, for the reason that I found 
a variety in feeds very essential, and 
particularly such variety in flavor as 
cane molasses will give. By blending 
it with the other foods the total ration 
became more effective, and was 
always able to fatten my swine in the 
shortest possible period. Its palat- 
ability meant much to me. Many 
hundreds of times I have saved large 
sums by being able to use good feeds 
which for some reason had lost their 
palatability (I do not mean mouldy 
feeds) by the addition ot cane mo- 
lasses. 2 

Few people realize that the sweet- 
ness in fresh roughage is really what 
causes cows to produce more milk in 
the summer than in the winter. After 
all, cane molasses is notiing more 
than the concentrated juice of the 
sugar cane, with part of its sugars re- 
moved. When added to dry feeds it 
gives the animal the taste of succu- 
lent fresh feed, and as a rule I have 
found that tasteful feeds, altho per- 
haps lower in analysis will go fur- 
ther in producing milk, beef or pork 
than rich feeds eaten with less 
gusto. 

For several months I had occasion — 
to feed hogs in the southern part of 
the United States, principally in 
Georgia There I found the hog in- 


dustry very backward, and very few 


cared to take the trouble of feeding’ 
hogs at all. I now learn that a great 
change has taken place in the South, 
and that modern feeding methods are 
being adopted. In those times we 


. found the simplest method of feeding 


cane molasses was to mix it right 
with the drinking water. A hog of 
about 300 lbs. would receive daily in 
its drinking water about a pint (1% 
Ibs.) of cane molasses. The young 


porkers would receive a teacupful a —

body to assimilate, a change in the 
composition must take ulace. Sugar 
must be made from the starch. The 
mouth and stomach have the neces- 
sary machinery to turn the starches 
into sugars. I say “sugars” because 
there is more than one kind of sugar. 
For instance, the kind of sugar that 
we put into our coffee must go into 
the stomach sugar mill to be changed 
into another kind of sugar, usually 
called “invert.” The primary change 
takes place in the mouth. There is 
plenty of this invert sugar in mo- 
lasses, and that will throw a great 
deal of light upon the digestibility of 
the right kind of sugar cane mo- 
lasses. The sugar mill in the mouth 
and in the stomach cannot be oper- 
ated without steam—and that steam 
must be produced in some manner. 
This, of course, 
which in the case of starch feeds 
must be taxed on the feeds them- 
selves whereas in the case of cane 


molasses particularly no waste for

which to place the barrel of molasses, 
and had a local pipe-fitter make me 


_ one will appreciate its degree of con- 
centration when I mention that a 
pound of sugar cane molasses has a 
feed value about equal to three pints 
of oats or barley. 

I will confess that I would like to 
see cane molasses in every stock 
barn, although I did not have much 
experience feeding it to cattle, horses 
and other livestock, I understand 
from friends of mine that excellent 
results have been obtained. Surely a 
piece of stale bread cannot be com- 
pared to a piece of toasted bread for 
food value, altho their analysis may 
be alike. Cane molasses, in addition 
to its high standing as a food, has 
also appetizing and conditioning 
qualities which mean much. 

I am very glad, indeed, to see that 
lots of this old- fashioned sugar cane 
molasses is now being exported from 
my country for that purpose. T used 
to see quite a lot of it exported to 
make rum, but suppose that has come 
to an end with prohibition. 

The only fear I have is lack of in- 
teligence on the part ot breeders in 
selecting the right kind of molasses 
for the purpose. These same breed- 
ers have learned to distinguish the 
different values of hay, grains, etc., 
but they yet have to learn to select 
the molasses suitable ior livestock 
feed. 

Some people who own tivestock as 
a hobby rather than a business prop- 
osition may also resent the idea of 
feeding molasses, fully appreciating 
its value, but not caring to take the 
trouble to study the best methods of 
feeding it. My experience. has been 
that the owner of livestock who 
realizes its merits quickly adopted an 
established gen for feeding it. I

serum injected. Such protection is 
known as passive immunity because 
the animals so treated do not form 
protective substances of their own, 
thus the protection afforded by serum 
alone is necessarily of short dura- 
tion and will last only trom four to 
twelve weeks. ) 

Serum-virus or simultaneous treat- 
ment consists in the injection of 
Virus (defibrinated of clot-free blood 
derived from a cholera-sick pig), and 
at the same time, but with a separate 
syringe, a sufficient amouiit of Anti- 
hog-cholera serum to prevent the hog 
from contracting cholera ii: a severe 
form from the germs in the virus. 
The dosage is % to 2 c.c. Virus to 15 
c.c. of serum. The vaccinating should 
always be done by a trained veter- 
inarian. The large reliable firms will 
sell their product to licensed veter- 
inarians only. 

The double treatment causes a mild 
reaction in the body. In some cases 
stiffness, dullness and loss of ap- 


petite may be noticed; but these 


symptoms usually pass off rapidly 
and the hog soon recovers. Such an 
immunity is known as an “Active” 
immunity, this immunity lasts during 
the natural life of the animal. 

The best time to vaccinate is about 
two weeks after weaning time. It is 
not necessary to vaccinate suckling 
pigs because they are immune while 
feeding on the milk of an immune 
sow.

Millet Feed for Pigs 


“Kindly advise whether millet 
suitable feed for young pig and 
oblige.’—Tama county, Iowa, B. F. T. 

Millet was used in some of the 
tests at the South Dakota Station. 
Barley and wheat were compared 
with millet with pigs weighing about 
125 pounds. The millet meal pro- 
duced quite as good as did the barley 
or wheat. We did not expect it to 
show up to be as good as barley or 
wheat, but in this test which com- 
prised of two pigs in each group, the 
millet showed up better than did the 
wheat, but not so well as the barley. 

Millet runs as high as 10 per cent 
fiber and this militates against it for 
feeding purposes. 

Millet is generally lacking in fat 
soluble A carried by butter fat. 

Finely ground and used as 25 per 
cent of the ration it would be fine 
for young growing pigs, particularly 
if the ration contains milk tankage 
or fish meal and fed in conjunction 
with corn, barley or wheat middlings.

Control and eradication of animal 
diseases, Dr. Mohler asserted, are vi- 
tally important factors in ample pro- 
duction and of liberal consumption 
and proper nutrition as well. If the 
livestock men of the country, he said, 
on top of their other problems, had 
to contend with pleuro-pneumonia, 
foot-and-mouth disease, surra, rinder- 
pest and other animal scourges that 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture has succeeded in keeping

stop near the entrance to the grounds, 
or the townspeople for not attending the 
show in large numbers, or the other 
fairs for permitting disease to develop 
among hogs on exhibition there, result- 
ing in several herds being kept away 
from the show; or we might even criti- 
cize the winners at certain fairs for 
failure to appear at the National Swine 
Show with their champions, or we might 
criticize a multitude of things, but never 
get any place by so doing. If we are 
dissatisfied we should keep still unless 
we can offer a plausible or acceptable 
substitution better than that which pre-

Moines, it will most likely be held there 
October 4th to October 9th, 1920, some 
of the conditions prevailing this year 
will be changed—the first experience al- 
ways teaches some valuable lessons.

From the standpoint of the quality of 
the animals on exhibition, nothing could 
be desired. In fact almost if not quite 
every breed had out the best exhibit of 
animals ever driven in the show ring 
before the judges of that breed. The 


Poland China fans were enthusiastic 
about their showing; the Duroc-Jersey 
breeders pronounced their show the best 
they had ever made; likewise the ex- 
ponents of the Hampshires, Berkshires, 
Chester Whites, Spotted Poland Chinas, 
Tamworths and Yorkshires were of the 
opinion that the showing was the best 
they had ever made. Hogs on exhibition 
came from Arkansas, Connecticut, IIli- 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Ohio, Oklahoma, South 
Dakota, Texas and Wisconsin. Hogs 
shown in the various classes had won 
over 150 purple ribbons at state fairs in 
1919 prior to the National Swine Show. 
In several instances state fair grand 
champions were out of the money in the 
classes in which they were shown. On 
tha other hand one prominent grand 
champion at the National this year was 
a neophyte in the show ring.

One of the most gratifying features 
of the show was the absolute freedom 
from outbreaks of contagious or infec- 
tious diseases on the grounds. Several 
hogs were sick and temporarily off feed 
during the show, and two prominent 
boars died during the week, but veteri- 
narians reported that there was no sign 
of cholera, mixed infection, or other 
diseases which have been so common at

Associations 


Bulletin Suggests Plan For Leading Duroc States 


PERMANENT, paid secretary for the Indiana 
A Duroc Breeders’ Association—a man who will 
devote his entire time to the interests of the 
Duroc business in the Hoosier state; a practical man 
who knows the hog business and who will travel 


~ among Indiana Duroc breeders and disseminate in- 


formation about breeding and feeding; a man who 
will organize county Duroc breeders’ associations and 
put them in working order to achieve something; a 
man who will make the state association the strongest 
organization of its kind in the country; a man who 
will organize more Duroc pig clubs and who will 
interest new men in the Duroc hog and help them get 
a start in the business; in a nutshell, a man who will 
be on the job 365 days in the year promoting the 
Duroc industry in Indiana. 

The hiring of such a man was the suggestion 
made by THE BULLETIN at a recent meeting of the Ft. 
Wayne District Duroc Breeders’ Association. The 
idea struck a harmonious chord in that organization, 
many of the members expressing themselves as heart- 
ily in favor of the plan and manifesting a willingness 
to back the proposition and do their part in putting 
it into active operation this winter. 

THE BuLtetin believes that such an office should 
be created in every one of the leading Duroc states. 
The matter of putting this proposition into effect 
should not be difficult in states stuch as Indiana, IlIli- 
nois, Minnesota, South Dakota and others where 
strong. state breeders’ associations exist. There is 
such a tremendous amount of real promotion work 
that such a man could do we believe Duroc breeders 
will pass up the best possible opportunity to better 
their own businesses if this matter is overlooked. 

The hiring of a paid secretary for a live stock 
breeders’ association is not a new idea; the Wisconsin 
Holstein breeders have had such a man working for 
their interests for some time and they have proven 
that the proposition is intensely practical and one 


well worth the investment which it requires. 


There is evident at this time a nation-wide desire 
on the part of Duroc breeders to co-operate and 
organize themselves into county, district and state 
associations and work as a team in promoting the 
business. This should be encouraged; it should be 
fostered by the record associations, the breed papers, 


the National Swine Growers’ Association, and every 
man and organization interested in the business. For 
it will undoubtedly furnish a happy solution of the 
many perplexing problems which the industry con- 
stantly confronts. No one could do more to build 
efficient organizations out of these Duroc associa- 
tions than a state secretary who devoted all his time 
to organization and promotion work. 

The financing of such an office should not be diffi- 
cult. The Wisconsin Holstein Association, we under- 
stand, secures a considerable sum for the support of 
their secretary through a tax of ten cents on all ani- 
mals registered during the year from Wisconsin. This 
might be done by the Duroc associations and we are 
sure the breeders would gladly pay the tax. A large 
fund could be raised in addition through a consign- 
ment sale of bred sows held each year. It has been 
estimated that from seven to ten thousand dollars a 
year could be raised in this manner and this would be 
ample to cover the cost of the office. 

Tue BuL_LeTIN desires to call the attention of Duroc 
breeders of Indiana and Illinois in particular to this 
proposition. These two states are hotbeds of Duroc 
interests and they have live state Duroc associations 
officered by wide-awake, progressive men. The breed 
in these states has most active competition in the 
Poland Chinas, competition which is organized and 
which is getting a volume of the new business. We 
gain nothing by failing to admit this fact. Close co- 
operation of the red hog breeders, the appointment 
of live state secretaries and hard work are essential 
if the breed holds its own in these great hog pro- 
ducing states. : 

The appointment of permanent, salaried secretaries 
for state Duroc associations would be a tremendous 
step toward progress in the business. It would be a 
move new to the hog industry but one assured of suc- 
cess because of the value of the Duroc and the im- 
mense field there is open to him. 

Tue BULLETIN believes this plan to be a practicable 
one and would like to see some action taken by the 
breeders in the various states toward putting such a 
plan into active operation. Breeders are urged to give 
us their opinion of the plan with suggestions which 
would aid the movement. 


“Brood Sow Selection Demonstrations” 
Purdue College is Doing Most Valuable Extension Work Among 


Hog Breeders 


and many of them members of the 
Ft. Wayne District Duroc Breeders’ 
Association, were present. Mr. Vir- 
gil Mood, manager of Paragon 
Farms, furnished a number of good 
sows for the demonstration and the 


HERE is no more practical work 
T being done among the hog breed- 

ers of the country by our agri- 
cultural colleges than the “brood sow 
selection demonstrations” which are 
being conducted among the Indiana 
hog breeders by John W. Schwalb of 
the Animal Husbandry Extension De- 
partment of Purdue Agricultural Col- 
lege. Professor Schwalb is devoting 
all of his time this fall to such dem- 


onstrations, principally among the 
breeders of purebred hogs, and the 
work has been so well received that 
at present he has three times as many 
calls from hogmen all over the state 
as he can fill. 

The writer attended one of Profes- 
sor Schwalb’s recent demonstrations 
held on Paragon Farms, Ft. Wayne, 
Indiana, where more than _ thirty 


. breeders, most of them Duroc men 


breeders, many of them beginners in 
the business, manifested the keenest 
interest in the hogs and all that Prof. 
Schwalb had to say on brood sow 
selection and Duroc breed type. 

Prof. Schwalb has hada great deal 
of practical experience in the hog 
business and in addition has an agri- 
cultural college training; he also has 
spent a number of years in college 
experimental work. Furthermore, he 


12 
has made a thoro study of present- 
day breed type and consequently is 
eminently fitted to carry on this kind 
of work and to disseminate much in- 
formation that is sorely needed. 

Prof. Schwalb opened his demon- 
stration with an interesting discus- 
sion of the hog business and the 
brood sow. He called attention to the 
need of prolificacy, maintaining that 
the farmer these days just breaks 
even on the sow that raises six pigs, 
the pigs over six being the profit 
makers. He emphasized the para- 
mount need of good mothers which 
raise the majority of their pigs, stat- 
ing that invariably the good mother 
is the sow possessing femininity and 
motherly character thruout. Later 
Prof. Schwalb pointed out examples 
of the good mother and poor one 
and it is an interesting fact that the 
records of the two sows as given out 
by their owner, Mr. Mood, confirmed 
the Professor’s judgment. 

Mr. Schwalb picked out two men 
from the crowd and allowed them to 
choose sides (as in a baseball game) 
and the two groups were told to pick 
their choice from a lot containing 
fifteen brood sows. The groups did 
not choose the same sow and the two 
choice females were placed in a lot 
together and the leader of each group 
was asked to give his reasons for 
choosing his sow and to point out 
the good and bad features of each. 
Following, each man in the group 
was asked to give his ideas about 
the sows and this resulted in a warm 
and interesting discussion from which 
much was learned by all the breed- 
ers. Then Prof. Schwaib discussed 
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the two sows telling of his prefer- 
ence for one because of her feminine 
character, roominess, her develop- 
ment of udder, good feet and legs 
and substance thruout. A valuable 
lesson was learned from this class as 
one of the sows was extremely mas- 
culine in appearance and exceedingly 
“dumb” looking as one breeder aptly 
termed it. She displayed evidences 
of being the kind of sow that raises 
few pigs, which was an actual fact 
according to her owner’s records. 
Prof. Schwalb’s choice of the two 
sows displayed the true feminine 
character which is necessary in effi- 
cient females and her breeding record 
proved that appearance in this case 
was not misleading. 


_ The groups then picked their 
choice from the gilts in the lot and 
further interesting discussions en- 


sued. Later six of the best sows in 
the lot were picked out by the breed- 
ers and Prof. Schwalb selected two 
sows which furnished excellent illus- 
trations of the big type, prolific, high 
backed, deep sided brood sow and 
the contrast in the short legged, 
squatty type which he advised the 
breeders to avotd. The contrast,in 
the two types was so good that no 
man who witnessed the demonstra- 
tion went away from Paragon Farms 
without a proper conception of the 
right and wrong types in present-day 
Durocs. 

It is to be hoped that the Indiana 
college will continue this most val- 
uable work among the hog breeders 
and also that the Duroc breeders 
will avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to secure such practical demon- 
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strations in their communities. Three — 


men could be kept busy on such work 
the year round by, at least, our corn- 
belt colleges and the state’s money 
could not be spent more advantage- 
ously.

Baking Ham 


The better the cook the greater 
her interest in new or improved re- 
cipes. The following was distributed 
at the National Swine Show by Prof. 
Butler who had charge of the Mary- 
land Ham and Bacon exhibit. Com- 
pare it with your own system. 

Directions for Baking 12-lb. Ham 

Soak several hours and _ thoroly 
remove all mold and loose pieces and 
rinse well. 

Cover with cold water and heat to 
boiling. Add 2 tablespoons of vine- 
gar, % cup of brown sugar, 4 cloves 
and 1 bay leaf. Reduce the heat to 
a constant simmer and allow to cook 
at this temperature for about four 
hours for a twelve-pound ham. 

Remove from the fire, but keep 
the ham in the liquor in which it was 
cooked until cold. Remove from the 
container and allow to drain. 

Take off the skin and cover with 
a coating of brown sugar and crumbs. 
Stick with cloves one inch apart. 

Bake 45 minutes in a slow oven. 
Baste at intervals with % cup of 
water and 1 tablespoonful of vine- 
gar. 

Remove to hot platter and serve. 

Note:—The amount of cloves and 
bay leaf may be increased if desired, 
especially for larger hams.

Best Quality Show Ever Staged at Dallas 


ter indications set for Duroc ad- 

vancement in the next eighteen 
months than any of her Southern sis- 
ter states. For moie than two years 
a combination of adverse circum- 
stances drove farmers and feeders out 
of the hog business. Drought and 
resulting short feed crop made it 
obligatory for many kundreds to 
sacrifice breeding stock at the abat- 
toir, and sell immature stuff into 
other states, but her hog men have 
shown her ability to light “catlike” on 
their feet, and the strong show of 
Durocs on at the State Fair, indicate 
that our favorites are to be the real 
leadets in revivified pork production. 
Other breeds there are making spas- 
modic showing here and there, but 
the Duroc leads in about the same 
per cent as he led in this great show 
we have just seen—more Durocs than 
all other hogs combined, and better 
ones. True there were a few herds 
from out the state but the Texas 
showing was creditable. 

Leaders in Duroc production in 
Texas clung too long to the fatbacks, 
and grew too few of the real high 
backed, stretchy kind that bring 
prices and admiration in this day and 
age. They allowed the Ft. Worth 
stock show with packer judges to 
set the type, and they set it as they 
like to do on the moneymakers for 
the “Big Five,” not for the kind that 
makes the farmer and feeder the 
quickest money. 

Most of the Texas breeders are 

awakening to their error, and there 
‘were plenty of good up-to-date Du- 
rocs driven~before Judge Wyman 
Lovejoy in the show just closed. His 
work as judge was very satisfactory, 
“sidelines” differing with him only 
slightly in one or two classes. He is 
something of a Duroc man at heart 
and likes the big, stretchy, smooth 
kind. The pig classes were much the 
largest ever shown at Dallas and 
were about as good a bunch of Du- 
roc pigs as has been assembled this 
year. 
Lillard won Grand Champion boar 
on Reese’s Pathfinder, a boar he re- 
cently purchased from Carl Reese, 
altho he bred and sold the pig to Mr. 
Reese. This boar sold for $5,000 and 
is the highest priced boar ever de- 
veloped and sold in the South. Pine 
Crest Farm took Grand Champion 
sow, Lovejoy reversing the Morton 
decision at Memphis, tieing their 
senior over their junior sow. She 
had recovered from her lameness 
shown at the previous fair and is real 
championship material. Willis, of 
Temple, Texas, won first in class and 
Junior Championship with his under 
six months pig, a thing he is getting 
the habit of doing. His junior pig of 
last year came back this year in Mr. 
Robinson’s hands and stood second 
in a strong junior class, being beaten 
by the Oklahoma Grand Champion 
owned by Finnerty & Williams. The 
following is a list of the exhibitors 
and awards in detail:

Atlanta 


Southeastern Duroc show held 
at Atlanta made up that short- 
age in the quality of the sow show 
which was the best ever turned into 
the ring at this great meeting. We 
have not yet come to that point in 
construction of Duroc Jerseys that 
we can trot out regularly and in every 
show show a line of boars of which 
we are very proud. Many of our 
breeders have yet to learn just how 
to grow good show boars and at- 
tractive males, and until they take it 
up and make it a business, instead 
of trying to depend on the few, our 
breed will make slow progress. 
There were seven full herds at the 
Atlanta show and a few breeders with 
one, two or more in the pens. Prof.

The mare and cow can be handled 
easily by massaging thru wall of rec- 
tum. The sow is different. The 
ventral part of the belly has to be 
opened and ovaries examined. This

PROBLEMS OF THE CLUB 
BOY 
3. Growing Out Purebred Pigs 


As a result of the strong prices 
commanded by good purebred hogs, 
pig club members have rapidly 
adopted purebred pigs for their con- 
test work. A grade pig is worth only 
market price while a good registered 
pig often brings several times as 
much. It-is, therefore, well to con- 
sider the factors which most influ- 
ence the selling price of purebred 
pigs. These are briefly: 

1. The demand—how many people 
want to buy pigs? 

2. The pig’s breeding—whether its 
pedigree represents the bloodlines 
“that are most favored by breeders. 

3. The growing out of the pig— 
the kind of hog it promises to be at 
maturity. 

The third one is almost entirely in 
the control of the feeder—the pig 
club member—and his problem is to 
get rapid growth on the pig without 
sacrificing either its size or conforma- 
tion at maturity. Experienced and 
successful breeders differ as w we 
better plan—whether to push a pig 
rapidly and continuously from the 
time it is weaned, or to feed more 
slowly for the first six months, just 
keeping the pig growing steadily. 
There are plentiful examples of suc- 
cess for either plan but the latter is 
considered a bit surer and safer. De- 
pendable knowledge on this point is 
best secured by actual observation 
and later from your own experience. 

The mature breeding hog must be 
large, have a strong back, possess 
good bone, and stand well on its feet. 
Without these qualities it will not 
sell well, regardless of fashionable or 
popular breeding, nor will you be 
proud of such a hog in your own 
herd. 

Study this “growing-out” question, 
talk to breeders and thus get their 
methods and ideas, but above all miss 
no oportunity to observe such hogs 
as you are able to watch from pig- 
hood to maturity. At the recent 
shows and fairs you have received 
many ideas along this line. Use them 
and keep adding more.

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~ The Mating Season 


By J. R. Pfander 


The season is now at hand when 
the breeders are breeding their sows 
for next year’s crop of pigs. This is 
the planting season — corresponding 
to the time when the farmer places 
the grain seed in the ground for 
germination and every farmer con- 
cedes that this is a very important 
period and much of the success or 
failure of the crop is dependent on 
this period. 

In many instances I do not think 
that the breeder of purebred Durocs 
gives the serious consideration to this 
time that he should. He will have 
congregated together a splendid lot 
of sows headed by a good boar, but 
fail to give them the attention that 
he should at mating time.

Relative to feeding, keep the sows 
coming from the time they are bred 
and you will have to use your judg- 
ment as to the kind and amount of 
feed. I always liked to have the sows 
slopped at least once each day—twice 
is better, but sometimes not practical. 
Ground oats, mixed with wheat mid- 
dlings and ground corn makes a good 
slop and should be fed liberally. It 
is usually more practical to feed the 
corn on the ear during the fall and 
splendid results are obtained, but do 
not feed the sows on corn alone. 

Relative to care of the boar. First 
do not let him run with the sows, 
but keep him in an individual lot 
and for the best interests of the boar 
as much isolated from the sows as 
possible. This is particularly advis- 
able with a young boar that is a herd 
boar prospect. 

Have a good comfortable house for 
the boar, it need not be elaborate, but 
comfortable; and by: that I mean, 
clean and dry. Now the feed—noth- 
ing is too good for the young boar 
during breeding season. Milk thick- 
ened with oatmeal, oatmeal flour or 
finely ground oats is, in my estima- 
tion, about as good as anything. Some 
boars, but not all, will stand con- 
siderable corn during this season, so 
be careful if you feed the young boar 
much corn. If he gets off his. feed 
try him with a few 75 cents per 
dozen eggs. I know a breeder who 
ted eggs to his boar last season and 
from all indications he saved the life 
of his boar, so as a last resort to 
get the boar to eat feed give him 
to 6 eggs per feed. 

I would advise that all breeding be

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The Work of An Illinois Breeders Association 


The Co-operative Work Among These Illinois Livestock Men 


To Tue Duroc BULLETIN: 

We believe that we have found 
here in Warren County, Illinois, a 
happy solution of the consignment 
sales and sale pavilion equipment 
problem. Not every county is for- 
tunate enough to have a plow factory 
or other concern with as broad views 
and generous policies as the Mon- 
mouth Plow Factory, but many 
counties are forming breeders’ asso- 
ciations and holding consignment 
sales. If this is attempted, then their 
first question is one of housing and 
handling such sales. 

During the sale season of 1917-18 
the need of.a centrally located build- 
ing with facilities for holding pure 
bred hog sales was felt and discussed 
by both the breeders and the local 
newspaper men. Through their gen- 
eral building manager, Ralph Lukens, 
the plow factory sensed the situation 
and began an investigation of the 

_ proposition. Many of the breeders 
of Warren County and the surround- 
ing counties were approached on the 
subject. They all were interested and 
anxious to see something done. 

On July 1st the County Adviser, 
employed by the newly organized 
Farm Bureau, came on duty ‘and he 
‘soon found that there was splendid 
material in view for the formation of 
a swine breeders’ association. A few 
called a meeting and some driving 
for members easily put over an or- 
ganization of some fifty hog men. 
The plow factory then came forward 
with a proposal to build a modern 
sales pavilion on their grounds and 
turn it over to the direction of the 
Warren County Swine Breeders’ As- 
sociation during sale season, if the

breeders would subscribe the amount 
estimated as necessary to build the 
building to their Series B Common 
Stock. As plow factory stock is re- 
garded as a good investment in this 
section, it was only a short time until 
enough had been subscribed so that 
work was started on the pavilion. 
By the time the fall sales session 
came on Monmouth had one of the 
best equipped and most modern 
buildings of this kind in Illinois. 
Five or six sales were billed for the 
fall but the “flu” epidemic with the 
quarantine caused the splendid new 
building to stand idle, much to the 
regret of the men who had expected 
to sell there until the winter sale 
season opened. 

During the winter and spring of 
1918-1919 nine sales, including the 
distribution of the Warren County 
Shorthorn Calf Club calves, were 
held there. The season of 1919-20 
has been started off by the Illinois 
Hampshire Premium Fund _ Sale, 
where 62 head were dispersed by the 
Illinois Hampshire men. Secretary 
Stone voted it the most successful 
sale of that nature ever held. There 
are now 18 sales listed for the season 
with a few more to come in as soon 
as dates are set. 

The swine breeders had to call off 
two boar sales on account of the 
quarantine, but held two very suc- 
cessful bred sow sales of both Duroc 
and Polands last year and have five 
breeders’ sales docketed for this sea- 
son. 


The Building 


The building is 50 by 150 feet long, 
built of wood on a concrete founda- 


tion, and has a cinder floor with a 
raised roof and sky lights. The 
amphitheater and sale ring occupies 
one end of the building with the ring 
8 by 20 slightly raised above the floor 
level. Comfortable seats will ac- 
commodate 750 buyers and specta- 
tors. The south end opening on the 
street contains the pens so arranged 
that if necessary over 200 animals 
could be quickly handled. The sale 
ring and pens have a partition be- 
tween them with drop doors and runs 
so arranged that the hogs come into 
the ring at the right of the auctioneer 
through a drop door, and leave on the 
left. This shuts out all noise and 
confusion that is often so trouble- 
some to the, auctioneer holding his 
crowd. A modern hog bathroom 
completes the equipment. The build- 
ing is steam heated and electric 
lighted. It is only a few blocks from 
the depots and down town. This 
summer a depressed switch was run 
in along the front of the building so 
that the hogs* can be loaded and un- 
loaded on the ground level. 

As a co-operative enterprise the 
pavilion is an unqualified success. 
Our breeders have financed the prop- 
osition without any risk of depreciat- 
ing and is, paying good annual divi- 
dends. They have the place and the 
organization to offer their product at 
reasonable costs. It has been the 
means of inducing a number of men 
to take up the pure-bred business 
with a small beginning and has helped 
those already in the business to ex- 
pand. 

The plow factory is receiving every 
day dividends on its investment 
through the splendid advertising the

venture has given them and through 
the personal contact it makes with 
the thousands of buyers who will 
visit their plant while attending the 
sales. The removable pens are taken 
out through the summer and the fac- 
tory use the building as a storage 
warehouse. 

The Breeders’ Association must ap- 
prove every offering listed and have 
the right to prohibit unworthy ani- 
mals from going through the ring. 
A high standard will be maintained 
in this way. 

There is a great educational value 
in having high class stock presented 
to our local people at their most con- 
venient business center. There is a 
great financial value in such a well 
equipped building open to the use of 
our breeders. But the greatest value 
of all will be the improvement of 
Warren County stock through the 
dispersion of really good stock from 
such a center.

CONSTITUTION, BY-LAWS AND 
AMENDMENTS OF SWINE 
BREEDERS’ ASSOCIA- 
TION 


Article 1—Name 


The name of this association shall 
be the Warren County Swine Breed- 
ers’ Association. 


Article 2—Object 


The object of this association shall 
be to foster and encourage the pro- 
duction of swine in Warren county, 
by the use of purebred sires and suit- 
able dams, to advertise collectivély 
for the purpose of furnishing a mar- 
ket for the purebred swine of the 
county, to encourage friendly compe- 
tition and exhibitions by the mem- 
bers at state district and county fairs; 
to hold meetings for the proper and 
profitable conduct of the swine breed- 
ers’ business, for dissemination of 
information and for the education of 
swine producers within the county; 
and to transact any business that 
shall have for its object the advance- 
ment or betterment of the swine 
breeding interests of Warren county. 

Article 3—Membership 
Any Warren county breeder, hav- 


ing one or more registered females, 
interested in the objects of this as- 


sociation may become a member of 
this association on the payment of 
two dollars ($2.00) to the proper offi- 
cers. Membership may be retained 
except as hereinafter provided, by the 
payment of the annual dues of $2.00 
on or before the date of the annual 
meeting. 
Article 4—Officers 


Section 1—The officers of this asso- 
ciation shall consist of President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer 
and an Executive Committee consist- 
ing of one member chosen from each 
breed of registered swine represented 
by three or more owners who are 
members of the association. If a 
breed be represented by a lesser num- 
ber of owners these owners may com- 
bine with the owners of similar breeds 
until three or more members are in- 
cluded, in which case they will have 
power to choose a member of the 
Board of Directors. 


Article 5—Duties of Officers 


Section 1—The duties of the Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and Treasurer 
shall be such as usually devolve upon 
like officers in similar organizations. 
The Secretary in addition to keeping 
all records shall use his utmost en- 
deavors to promote the welfare of 
the association; he shall compile the 
directory and conduct the advertising 
of the association as advised by the 
Executive Committees. He shall take 
care of the correspondence of the as- 
sociation. 

Sec. 2—The Treasurer shall receive 
and receipt all moneys turned over 
to him by the Secretary and shall 


_ have custody’ of all moneys and se- 


curities of the association. -He shall 
pay out money of the association only 
on vouchers countersigned by the 
President and Secretary. He shall 
make an annual report and keep his 
book open to inspection by any offi- 
cers or members at any time. He 
shall give bond as determined and 
accepted by the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 3—The Executive Committee 
shall make arrangements for meet- 
ings, promote the enterprises of the 
association and perform all executive 
duties usually delegated to such com- 
mittees. Three members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 


Article 6—Vacancies 
The Executive Committee 


have power to fill all vacancies by ap- 
pointment for unexpired terms.

Section I—The annual meeting shall 


‘be held at such time and place as the 


Executive Committee shall designate. 

Sec 2—Special meetings of the as- 
sociation may be held at any time and 
place on the call of the President and 
Secretary or ten members. 


Article 8—Amendments 


Amendments to this Constitution 
may be made by a majority of the 
Executive Committee with the con- 
currence of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the association voting upon 
the question by mail within thirty 
days after the notice is mailed by the 
Secretary or by two-thirds vote of 
the active members present at the 
annual meeting. 


Mostly About Milk 


There are very few hog men who 
do not realize the advantage which 
is to be obtained by the mixing of 
two feeds over the feeding of either 
one separately. Balanced rations 
carry the proper proportion of the 
elements of nutrition essential to the 
proper development of animals and 
these rations are secured only by the 
mixing of feeds. Milk as it comes 
from the cow or sow is practically 
the only complete feed in itself and 
it is regrettable that more hog men 
haven’t access to an abundance of 
this great hog feed. Milk is rich in 
protein and ash, the elements neces- 
sary for the building of muscle and 
bone—the frame work of young ani- 
mals. Five to six pounds of skim- 
milk has the feeding value of one 
pound of corn. It should be fed in 
combination with feeds rich in car- 


-bonhydrates, such as corn and bar- 


ley, these feeds taking the place of 
the fat which is taken out of milk 
by the separator. 

Experiments have proven that three 
pounds of skimmilk fed with one 
pound of corn meal was the propor- 
tion from which best results could 
be secured. 

Grinding corn has been found to 
affect a.saving of six per cent, which 
is not sufficient to cover the cost of 
grinding. Pigs getting meal gain 
faster than those fed whole corn, but 
they also eat more feed in a given 
time. 

Experiments have proven 
cooking feed for hogs is a needless 
expense, as in most cases there is a 
loss in cooking. 


Early Litters Pay Best 


Breeding time is here so be sure 
to breed all the sows and remember 
that one litter farrowed the first 
week in March is worth two that 
come the latter part of April or the 
first part of May. Put a little extra 
effort in your work during the next 
few weeks and it will 
times over. 


Do It Now 


Be sure to give your yards a good 
cleaning before everything is covered 
with a blanket of snow. . Remember 
this will be your last chance before 
things dry off in the spring. Don’t 
put off until next spring the things 
you can do this fall.

Fall Pigs a Delusion Unless Care Is Used 


Timely Pointers for Pig Raisers 


There isn’t a much worse looking 
object than a fall pig that has had to 
shuffle and “dig in” for himself dur- 
ing the inclement weather of the win- 
ter. Whether it is in the cold blasts 
of the Northern winters or the cold 
damp rains of the climate further 
south in the United States, the effect 
is practically the same and he looks 
much like the “tail end of the world.” 
And he is, if profit is expected, for he 
cannot under any circumstances pro- 
duce profit without care during these 
trying months. 

Farmers and breeders ought to be 
prevented from having a fall pig pro- 
duced on their farms if they are not 
prepared to give him regular feed 
and comfortable quarters under ail 
conditions that are sure to come up 
between November and April. If he 
gets the proper feed and proper 
shelter during these months he is 
usually ready to step out onto grass 
and stretch out preparatory to the 
full feed that will come to him later 
in the season, and go into the fatten- 
ing pen and pay a big dividend on that 
care and shelter. 

Tailless scrubs, mangy, thin, long- 
legged and poorly developed fall pigs 
are about as disappointing a thing as 
you can put your feed into in spring 
and summer, and if they come through 
the winter without a 50 per cent loss 
of their “companions in sorrow” they 


are lucky, and their miserable coats ° 


made more horrible by having to 
burrow their own shelter under the 
edge of some old ‘straw stack, are 
anything but a help to their looks. 
They surely form a contrast to the 
new spring crop of pigs that appears 
about this time with their sleek 
mother coats, and the comparison 
makes the owner feel ashamed of 
what he has let them go through dur- 
ing the severe months, and no matter 
how sorry he is about it, it is too late, 
and the extra feed and care necessary 
to get anything out of them makes 
him pay a big price for his lack of 
preparedness and attention to their 
wants in their time of distress. 


If you have a bunch of fall pigs on . 


hand get ready now to look after them 
right. We think that there is no crop 
that will repay for their care as well 
as a bunch of early fall pigs, for there 
is always a good demand for yearling 
gilts for the coming winter’s sales, 
and good strong, well grown out fall 
boars next breeding season are each 
worth any three springs pigs for pro- 
ducing a good crop of pigs. Some of 
our breeders carry over too many fall 
boars and attempt to sell them all for 
breeding purposes, but this is as fool- 
ish as saving none, for you can get an 
augmented price for a few choice ones 
and get as much cash as you can out 
of a big bunch with less than half the 
feed, trouble and care. Common 
boars have so far been hard to sell 
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this fall at any price, and the demand 
has been for the best ones, and they 
have sold for good living prices. The 
poor ones have been a drag in every 
sale—and they ought to be. Seventy- 
five per cent of the boars that usually 
go in a sale ought to go in the fatten- 
ing pen and make money for the 
breeder instead of lose it in a public 
sale. Close selection should be the 
rule, and closer selection on the fall 
crop should obtain than on the spring 
crop, for as stated above, extra care is 
needed to bring them through and 
you ought not to load yourself with 
care and trouble that is not going to 
net you something. 

Good housing, plenty of good 
wholesome feed and regular care are 
the things that will make your fall 
crop pay, and there isn’t any use of 
your trying to make a profit out of 
these unless you make up your mind 
to give them these three attentions.

“Pig and Papers” 


There Are Sharks In the Business Who Need to Be Eliminated 
By Robt. J. Evans 


HERE are a lot of “hucksters” 

in the Duroc hog business, many 
of them parading under the high- 
sounding name of “breeders,” who 
don’t know the first principles of 
hog breeding, are not trying to pro- 
duce anything, but are making money 
buying the cheapest stuff they can 
get that will pass muster and can be 
recorded. They secure the “papers” 
and on their strength go out and dupe 
some man who would really like to 
buy some good breeding stock if he 
‘knew how. In the newer sections 
of the country, where hundreds are 
going into the pure bred business, 
this game is the easiest and many 
of them are thriving. The associa- 
tions ought to get together on some 


method of making life miserable and 


intolerable for these parasites. As a 
proof of the injury these “birds” do, 
et me give you an incident that re- 
cently occurred to me. 

I was watching the judging in a 
recent state show when a man came 
up to me, and, opening one of the 
American Association certificates, 
“much the worse for wear and tear by 
folding and refolding, pointed to the 
‘secretary’s signature and asked, “Is

said: “I was told you were here. 
Now this is the certificate of a boar 
I have on the grounds. Some of 
my neighbors (see how the old Adam 
crops out in us) advised me to bring 
him up here and I want to sell him 
and get home.” I told him I hadn’t 
been on the grounds but a couple of 
hours and hadn’t heard anybody in- 
quire for a boar. I was busy getting 
the show report and left promising 
to see him later. But I didn’t make 
my escape far enough or fast enough. 
He came to me again and offered me 
$5 if I would help him sell the boar. 
Five isn’t much but even now it will 
attract your attention for a second or 
two, at least. So I went over (old 
Adam ‘was again asserting himself) 
and took a look at the pig. He was 
over a year old and I am sure didn’t 
weigh 70 pounds. If ever I was em- 
barrassed on seeing my _ perfectly 
proper name on the bottom of a 
piece of paper, it was right at that 
moment and besides the $5 had taken 
wings. 

I told him frankly (if not freely) 
that the only way -to realize money 
on that kind of an animal -was to cas- 
trate him and feed him for market 
and try to make somewhat decent 
pork out of him, as no self-respect- 


ing hog man would use such a boar 
on any kind of sows. 

The owner of that pig was a man 
of more than average intelligence 
and education and ought to have 
known better than to offer this pig 
for sale at any price after seeing the 
splendid Durocs in those pens. some 
of them grown out by mere boys. 
What is the answer? 

Simply this. The “shark” who sold 
him that pig as a weanling had so 
expiated on the pig’s long line of 
noted ancestry (and he was a well 
bred one, too, according to those 
papers), and had exhibited this some- 
what flashy certificate, and by so do- 
ing he had passed on to an innocent 
party this worse than scrub pig. The 
buyer had so thoroughly “lapped up” 
his conversation about pedigree and 
“the papers” that he clean forgot that 
he had to be fed in order to make a 
hog. 

I sometimes believe the associa- 
tions are wrong in spending their 
good money for beautifully engraved 
certificates, but should put out their 
pedigrees on cheap paper, 3x6, and 
not be an aid to these “traders in 
hog papers.” 

There is not room enough in any 
one business in this world for all 
the “sharks” and I suppose the pure 
bred hog business must carry its 
share, but some drastic method of 
handling them ought to be devised, 
and safeguard the novice who wants 
to raise purebreds.

“A Most Valuable Suggestion” 
Says Illinois County Agent 
To N. M. Gordon, 
Editor Duroc BuLtetin : 


In reference to the article con- 
cerning paid secretaries for the 
different state Duroc associations, I 
think that you are making a most 
valuable suggestion. A considerable 
number of the other breeds of live- 
stock have either paid state secre- 
taries or have traveling field repre- 
sentatives of the association that do 
a very considerable amount of good 
in assisting, especially the younger 
breeders. 

_We may be wrong, but we are con- 
vinced in our own minds that the 
future success of any breed is de- 
pendent upon the interest taken and 
the work done by the smaller breed- 
ers and the beginners. As a rule, the 
men who have been in the Duroc 
business for a long time and are real 
progressive, are firmly established 
and know the Duroc business so 
thoroughly that a field man will not 
always be of large amount of assist- 
ance. The beginners and the smaller 
breeders, however, have not had an 
opportunity to acquire the knowledge 
of the larger men and very often 
are limited in their selling chances 
and are breeding the wrong type for 
their best success. 

Of course, in counties similar to 
this county in which we have a con- 
siderable number of Duroc breeders, 
a county association can take care of 
these newer men with a fair degree 
of success. Even here, however, a 
field secretary would be of consider- 
able assistance to us in getting the 
most money for our pigs and espe- 
cially assisting us in getting men 
to know the proper type to pro- 
duce. 

In regard to the financing of the 
proposition, Illinois should be able 
to work out some system by which 
the salary and the expenses of the 
field secretary would be paid. While, 
of course, 1 cannot answer person- 
ally for all of our Duroc breeders, I 
think that I can say that the majority 
of them will regard the suggestion 
as a good one and will be favorable 
towards putting it to work in some 
legitimate manner.

Carmichael Backs Salaried Secre- 
tary Plan 
To N. M. Gordon, 
Editor, THE Duroc BULLETIN: 


I haverread your article in the Nov. 
1 BuLteTIn relative to “Paid Secre- 
taries for State Duroc Associations.” 
My ideas along this line coincide ex- 
actly with yours. In order to prop- 
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erly finance such an office, it would 
be necessary to raise a fund of some- 
thing like $10,000 if the work is to 
be done as it should be. However, 
there is not one of the states men- 
tioned in the article but what could 
easily finance such an office through 
the strong breed association which 
already exists and it would grow very 
rapidly when it became known that 
the association was really con- 
templating some constructive work. 
There are those, of course, who would 
argue that the field men for the breed 
papers are the proper persons to 
handle this work; however, their 
work is very greatly limited. They 
really cannot logically do a very large 
amount of work except with the men 
who are advertising with them. They 
would, therefore, be subject to criti- 
cism, for pretending to be truly state 
representatives for that individual 
breed: .< 

At the present day and age breed 
promotion in a big way is possible 
only through organization and co- 
operation. The more closely the 
breeders are allied one to another 
within any given district, the greater 
will be their growth and influence in 
their section. The state secretary 
should work hand in hand with the 
County Agents, although he could 
not expect to get the County Agents 
to back the Duroc Jerseys to the ex- 
clusion of other breeds. If, however, 
the State Secretary will show the 
county agents that he can render the 
breeders in that county a distinct 
service, he will be able to get a very 
great amount of co-operation. 


State secretaries of swine growers 
associations in which all breeds are 
united, could not accomplish many 
things which a partisan secretary 
could effect. 

The National Swine Growers’ As- 
sociation is in favor of as many real 
active state associations as can be 
formed and will gladly assist to the 
fullest extent in the organization and 
activities of such associations.

To Tue BULLETIN: 


Now, there is just one serious objec- 
tion to the subject of paid State secre- 
taries for the State Associations. It 
tacks one more expense on the breeder, 
and he surely, in these days of high 
prices, has enough hung on him to keep 
him busy to meet the obligations. This 
would be another case of the fieldmen 
proposition; they would very likely take 
care of the men who, in the long run, 
can take care of themselves, and would’nt 
do the smaller breeder the amount of 
good commensurate with what each has 
to pay. There would be no way of al- 
lotting this except that each man pay so 
much. This is the only objection I see 
to it. 

I expect that a man could do a lot of 
good in that way, as our record office 
has more calls to attend meetings and 
make addresses and put the advantage

HOW I RAISED MY PIGS 


Me By Walter Briggs 


The fascination of the Pig Club 
Work and the attraction which the 
hog business has for me, was a great 
incentive toward my entering the 
work. Although I had had two years’ 
experience in the Pig Club before, I 
had become somewhat discouraged 
because of the high cost of feed. 

Early in May my father let me se- 
lect any litter of pigs on the place 
to have in the Pig Club. I chose a 
litter of ten, four boars and six gilts. 


Boys and Girls! 


You know of the great success 
achieved by Walter Briggs—how 
his pig club Duroc Jerseys 


cleaned up at both the Nebraska 
State Fair and the National Swine 
Show. 

Here he tells you how he raised 
those pigs. 
fully. 


Read his story care- 


Individually this litter was not better 
than another litter we had, but, be- 
cause of their breeding and _ uni- 
formity, I chose the litter I did. 

They were sired by Big Bone Giant 
Jr. and their dam was Lady Sensa- 
tion. They were of very popular 
breeding and of extremely large type 
ancestry. 

Before starting the contest with 
them I had them vaccinated with the 
double treatment. On May 30th, 
when they were twelve weeks old, Mr. 
Way, our county leader, weighed 


~ 
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them and at that time they weighed 
735 pounds. They had been eating 
slop and drinking milk since they 
were twelve weeks old. I had a very 
good start with them. 

I fed them a ration composed of 
ground corn, ground oats and wheat 
shorts, each one-third in bulk. To 
this was added a gallon of oilmeal 
and a half pound of salt to every 
hundred pounds. This was mixed in 
a thick slop and fed five times a 
day until Aug. 30th, after which time 
they were only fed three times a 
day. 

I thought it was a good plan to 
feed five times a day, especially dur- 
ing the hot weather. In this way 
they did not eat so much at one 
time and so could digest their feed 
better. Also, too much slop at one 
time when fed to a young pig will 
distend its stomach, making it 
paunchy. 

I gave them all the skimmilk we 
had which was only four gallons a 
day. They had the run ofan excellent 
rape pasture as long as it was avail- 
able. 

Every day I gave them a mile and 
a half of exercise, either in the morn- 
ing or the evening. I did this to 
keep them from getting too fat and 
also to build up their muscle and 
bone. It also learned them to drive 
and handle much easier in the show 
ring. 

They seemed to grow continually 
and have not had a set-back up to the 
present time. 

On the 20th of August I sold the 
entire litter to Mr. D. L. Wallace of 
Rising City, Neb., for $5,000, reserv- 
ing the privilege to show them 
wherever’ I cared to until the close 
of the National Swine Show. 

On the 23rd of September I closed 
the contest and my pigs were 
weighed by Mr. Rigdon, County 
Agent. The total weight at that 
time was 2,445 pounds. They had 
made a net gain of 1,710 pounds in 
116 days and were not by any means 


fat. This makes an average daily gain — 


of 1.474 pounds per pig. 
The feed for the litter,

of $.136 per pound. Even at this

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Problems of the Club Boy—No. 4 


Equipment for Raising Purebred 
Hogs 


Efficiency and success in any busi- 
ness depend largely upon two _ fac- 
tors which are: 1. Management, and 
2. Equipment. The latter term in- 
cludes hog houses, yards, fences, pas- 
tures, feeding floors, troughs, etc. 

At least in starting the person who 
raises purebred hogs will require no 
different equipment than the man 
who raises pork hogs—simply shelter 

to keep his hogs dry and comfortably 
warm, a sanitary place to feed, plenty 

_ of water, ample pasture in season, 
and most important of all, a plant 
that is started on the right plan. 

Two things are essential: first—a 
clear idea of how the plant is to be 
developed, so that it will never be 
necessary to back up, rebuild, or 
rearrange; second—not to tie up too 
much money at the start. Of all 
businesses the hog business is one 
that should pay its way as it goes 
_and that is a good plan to follow. 

If I were going upon a new farm 
today and it had no hog houses I 
should probably depend upon straw 
sheds for the first year or two unless 
I had plenty of ready capital avail- 
‘able. By straw sheds I mean sheds 
built of straw (possibly with frame 
fronts to allow a few windows), but 
the roof finished off with a cover of 


slough grass or coarse hay that 
would turn water well. In no case 
would I build an expensive hog 


house until the hogs had begun to 


- furnish the money. Then as perma- 


nent houses (of wood or cement or 
tile) are built, make them substan- 
tial and good enough for many years 
continuous service. 

A plan is especially important with 
respect to fences, for the permanent 
fence is the only satisfactory one and 
moving them is too expensive. If 
of woven wire, use only heavy 
weights for the smaller yards and 
nothing but quality fencing any- 
where. If boards, use sound lumber 
that is heavy enough to stand up. 

If feeding is done out of doors a 
good concrete feeding floor is an ex- 
cellent investment. Have troughs 

_that are durable, easy to handle and 

easily cleaned. Make economy of 
labor a first consideration thruout 
your entire proposition. 

Buildings and fences are overhead 
expense and earn money only as they 
enable you to raise better hogs and 
grow them more cheaply. Buyers 
will come to you not on account of 

_a fine hog barn, but because you pro-

duce the sort of hogs they want to 
use for breeding stock. A fine plant 
has a real advertising value but 
there is time for that after your busi- 
ness is well started. 


FIRST PRIZE LETTER— 
OCTOBER CONTEST 


Pig Club Department, 
THE Duroc BULLETIN: 

I joined the Pig Club because I 
wanted to learn how to feed and de- 
velop pigs. I am interested in pure- 
bred Duroc Jersey hogs and naturally 
I chose a pig of this breed. Not 
having any pigs at home of the right 
age, I went to my uncle’s herd of 
pure bred Duroc Jerseys and selected 
a pig. I believed a pig with a good 
pedigree would have the advantage so 
I picked one sired by Orion King T 
131419, by Orion Cherry King, and 
out of a sow by Reformer by Orion 
Cherry King. This fellow was one 
of the tallest among the whole lot 
of over 200 pigs, had light colored 
hair which was very straight and 
glossy, had a beautiful head, ear and 
eye, and was a pig showing extreme 
quality. He was farrowed Feb. 22, 
1919. 

I took him home Wednesday, May

14, 1919, and put him in a small 
clover lot, and immediately began to 
make his acquaintance. The next 
morning Prof. Wm. F. Bruce, organ- 
izer of the local pig club and Smith 
Hughes, Professor in the New 
Vienna High School, came out and 
weighed him. He tipped the scales 
at 46% pounds. 


I fed him tankage, milk, middlings 
and corn. He had the run of a clover 
and bluegrass lot. He could get 
tankage and salt whenever he wanted 
them. The other feeds were given at 
7 o'clock in the morning and 6 
o’clock in the evening. He received | 
about a half gallon of milk at a feed 
with a quart of middlings mixed in 
it. Three ears of solid Clarage corn 
were given at each feeding for the 
first half of the period of the contest, 
then the corn was gradually increased 
until he was on full feed, eating about 
seven-ears of corn at each feeding. 
My ‘idea in following this method 
was to develop frame and bone with- 
out an excess of fat. I believed this 
would produce a better and bigger 
breeding animal. 


_I considered the problem of sanita- 
tion very important. I found -lice 


’ on him, so I got some crude oil and 


oiled him with it. He was not 
bothered with them again. He also 
had symptoms of worms so I kept 
him off feed, for two feeds, then, I 
gave him» two worm capsules. He 
seemed to get better. I kept his skin 
clean at all times with a scrub brush 
and water. 

The pig and I soon became ac- 
quainted. He was admired by all who 
saw him. 

At the Ohio State Fair I won first 
premium on this pig. During the 
fair he was sold for $300. ; 

I am enclosing my pig’s picture 
and wish to thank you for the copy 
of The Bulletin sent me.

Total Expense $11.43 Per Member at 
Galesburg 


A summarized report by County 
Club Leader Sperry of Knox County, 
Illinois, says: 

“Seventy-four head of purebred 
gilts cost $3,700 and sold for $9,115. 


‘The-average expense for the two 
pigs for two months was $23 and the 
sale expenses, including advertising, 
catalogs, Pig Club sign, admission of 
members to the Fair, and help at Fair 
Grounds, averaged $11.43 per member. 
The interest on the pig loan was one 
dollar per member, making a total ex- 
pense of $35.43 for each member of 
the club. The total surplus per mem- 
ber, $146 less the $35.43 total expense, 
leaves a net gain of $110.57 per mem- 
ber.” 


PIG CLUB SHOW AND SALE 
AT GALESBURG 


On Sept. 4th the Knox County Pig 
Club members showed their pigs at 
the County Fair (Galesburg) and on 
September 5th the pig club pigs of all 
breeders were sold at public auction. 
Thirty-three gilts averaged $102 each 
while twenty-seven head were bid in 
by their boy owners at an average of 
$139 each. 


It was a good show and good sale 
and as a result of the club’s work this 
summer a sow and litter club is now 
being organized. Only purebred sows 
will be used and the boys»may keep 
the gilts they fed this summer or the

others. 

Holland R. Sperry, County Club 
leader, H. F. Peterson, W. A. Arm- 


strong, and the emembership at large 
of the County Swine Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation deserve much credit for the 
success of the Knox County Pig 
Club. 


The Club had a Mutual Insurance 
Company, but since there were no 
losses, there were no assessments on 
the members. The Knox County 
Swine Breeders’ Association had 
agreed to pay two-thirds of the total 
loss if the members would pay one- 
third. This is only one of the many 
offers that this organization has made 
to the club. 


There were only a few of the mem- 
bers who were disappointed in the 
amount they made from the gilts, but 
the real value was~not the dollars 
made, but the training that each mem- 
ber received who cared for the gilts.

State Secretary Will Aid Business 
of Breeders 
To the Duroc BULLETIN: 


I have read the article on “Paid Secre- 
taries for State Duroc Associations.” 

Just which is the most feasible way to. 
collect the funds with which to make 
this a permarient succe’s, I am not really 
in position to state; but would believe it 
should, come through the County Duroc 
Jersey Breeders’ organization. 

I think most of them are run like the 
Peoria County Association is. First a 
member must belong to the Peoria 
County Farm Bureau, which costs $10 a 
year. We charge $5 to join the Duroc 
County Association and there are no 
dues after that. Once in a while an 
assessment is necessary, but the rest of 
the expense is to obtain through public 
sales, at which we charge so much a head 
for selling animals. This raises the ex- 
pense almost entirely, and when it does 
not we make a general assessment on 
our members. Of course, Peoria County 
has more members than some have, 

As one of the members of the Peoria 
County Association, I see the vast im- 
provement that has been made in a 
short period of time and everybody is 
striving to better themselves which also 
betters the community. 

Now, if the County Associations will 
join a State Association, I think the 
proposition would be very feasible and 
certainly a Field Secretary could do a 
lot of good. It looks to me like the 
State would need to raise at least $5,000 
a year for this purpose. Get the Record 
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Association to work in conjunction with 
the proposition and collect a fee when a 
pedigree is recorded, on all willing and 
able to pay for it. 

There is no doubt in my mind, but that 
it is a good thing. The two main things 
are first, to raise the funds so that the 
permanence of the thing will not have 
to be worried about and just as im- 
portant is the second thing, to get the 
right man.

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the failures of young boars to breed 
are of a temporary character, as the 
Ohio breeder claims, and the re- 
moval of the cause will produce the 
desired results. Excessive fat with 
lack of exercise is often the cause 
and in such cases a temporary reduc- 
tion in the feed and compulsory exer- 
cise will remedy the trouble. 


In some cases, due ofttimes to ex- 
citement caused in shipping or being 
removed from one farm to another, 
the hog’s nervous system wiii be de- 
ranged and his generative organs 
will be affected which will result in 
his being a non-breeder for a short 
time, but this trouble will be relieved 
as soon as the animal has become ac- 
customed to its new surroundings, 
the new ration which it is receiving 
and the treatment of its new owner. 
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The nervous boar should be isolated 
for some time where no hogs can get 
near him and fed a ration consisting 
of a variety of feeds. His ration 
should be made up with a view to 
furnishing a laxative and at the same 
time build a good appetite. There is 
nothing better for this purpose dur- 
ing the growing season than alfalfa 
pasture and in winter alfalfa hay.

Bone Meal Builds Bone 


Breeding swine must have bone if they 
are to pass muster these days. Naturally 
breeders everywhere are interested in 
the best way to develop the sort of bone 
that is wanted. Careful selection of 
breeding stock is one means, but proper 
feeding is just as important.

As the litters come on, be sure that 
the sow has a good, clean and sani- 
tary bed. Be sure that the bedding 
is changed often and plenty of disin- 
fectant is used. Don’t allow the bed 
to become damp, for dampness 
breeds germs and disease. Use the 
spray pump often, and if not a spray 
pump, a good sprinkler, but be sure 
you do the job well. Get every nook 
and corner where the germs .are 
liable to have their nests. 

Carbolic acid solution or any of 
the cold tar dips are splendid disin- 
fectants. These solutions are eco- 
nomical to use.

_ How to Ship a Hog 


It requires experience and knowl- 
edge to determine the proper way of 
crating a pig or a hog to carry him 
You 
often hear of an animal reaching his 
destination lame or in bad condition, 
but most frequently it is lameness. 
There is not so much trouble in ship- 
ping a pig, but when you are called 
upon to ship a large hog it requires 
care and good judgment. They 
should be put in a large crate, so they 
will not be cramped, then nail a cof- 
fee sack on the floor of_the crate and 
stuff in under it straw, making a sort 
of cushion, 
animal slipping. 

It pays to take a good deal of care, 
as a valuable animal could very easily 
be injured and might be a great loss 
from poorly crating him for ship- 
ment. It is a careless, cruel and 
damaging practice for one to be 
shipped in a crate too small for the 
hog, requiring the animal to be in a 
cramped position during the trip. If 
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thereby preventing the _ 


it were only for an hour or two it 


would make no great difference, but 


when it is -for over twenty-four 
hours, and more, there is serious 
trouble sometimes caused by this un- 
comfortable position. 

Then, again the advantages of fix- 
ing the bottom of a crate with the 
cushion of straw made in this way 


can readily be seen by anyone who 


knows anything about the conditions. 
especially of a heavy hog being 
shipped in this way. 

This advice and instruction was 
sent by a purchaser to the seller to 
ship a large animal and we commend 
the same. The veteran breeders and 
shippers understand just how to do 
this in the right way, but there are a 
great many young men going into. 
the breeding business who have no 
practical knowledge of these things 
and will appreciate this information. 


Have a charcoal mixture before 
the pigs at all times. This furnishes 
needed mineral elements, keeps the 
bowels open and the pigs healthy: 


Keep your pigs gentle and always.

not fat. I allow them the run of a 
small pasture or a lot away from the 
sows and other hogs. I feed them 
a swill made of skimmilk, shorts, a 
little oil meal, some whole oats, and 
a little bit of corn. At all times I 


see that they are given plenty of - 


exercise; if they do not take this ex- 
ercise of their own accord I have 
one of the boys exercise them fifteen 
or twenty minutes twice daily.” 

The following advice comes from 
another who has been very success- 
ful in the breeding business: “I 
never use my boars under eight 
months old and would prefer -to have 
them older if possible. 
them at this age as I would an older 
animal. Two or three sows the first 
month is about right. After the hog 
is nine month old, I use him a lit- 
tle stronger, but always exercise care 
to keep him vigorous and growing 
without interruption. A young ani- 
mal can be injured very badly by 
breeding him too young and too 
often. I never allow my boars to 
run with the sow, always keeping 
them in good grass lots by them- 
selves. I feed the young boars, twice 
daily, a small amount of corn, with 
bran and shorts mixed with separated 
milk.” 

The majority of hog men breed 
their sows to farrow about the time 
they are 12 to 13 months old. It is 
better, especially in breeding animals 
where size is so important, if the 
females are a little older. But as 
February and March are the months 
when the litters come it is usually 
too late to let the sow get any older

It is always ad- 
visable to pick out the earliest and 
growthiest gilts for breeding pur- 
poses. 

It is advisable to place a sow ina 
pen by herself for two or three days 
after she is bred; do not let her run 
with the other animals until her heat 
period is over. Both old sows and 
gilts should be handled in this man- 
ner and little trouble will be had in 
getting them to settle. 


A Remedy for Hog Parasites 


Treatment of hogs for the kidney 
worm is usually of little or no avail. 
According to different reports, seven 
out of ten hogs slaughtered will be 
infested either in the region of the 
kidneys, lungs, the intestinal tract or

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circulatory system. For intestinal 
parasites a mixture like the following 
will give good results: 

Powdered nux vomica 1 part, pow- 
dered calcium sulpho-carbolate 1 part, 
powdered black antimony, % part, 
powdered charcoal 2 parts, common 
salt 2 parts, gentian 1 part, oil meal 
2 parts. 

Many cases of infestation by para- 
sites is charged up to hog cholera. 
Too little attention is paid to parasitic 
troubles. As to the arsenic treatment 
for kidney worms, there is much dis- 
pute about its efficiency. Many breed- 
ers use the straight arsenic, the form 
known as arsenous acid being now 
commonly employed. It is given in 
ten to twenty grain doses. A tea- 
spoonful of arsenic would be a suf- 
ficient dose for a half dozen average

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sized hogs. Care should be exercised 
in its use, and it ought to be stirred 
into the slop, or if mixed with mashes, 
care should be taken that the mixture 
is quite complete. This treatment 
is continued for eight or ten days at a 
time. Some.seem to think that where 
arsenic is beneficial, the parasites are 
not located in and around the kidneys, 
but rather on account of the purging 
and vomiting produced by large-sized 
doses of arsenic, the parasites are lo- 
cated in the stomach and intestines, 
or the bile ducts of the liver. Ex- 
cessive purging and vomiting would 
have a tendency to eliminate them. 
Turpentine is also thought to have a 
beneficial action. A teaspoonful of 
oil of turpentine for each hog, twice 
or three times daily, for a period of 
eight or ten days, should be given. 
The best method, however, of han- 
dliing conditions of this sort is to 
keep the animals away from infected 
feed and pens. If they feéd on acorns, 
keep plenty of copperas and charcoal, 
especially charcoal, convenient for 
them to eat. The above formula for 
parasites in general has given very 
good results.—W. P. Shuler, Depart- 
ment of Veterinary Medicine, Okla- 
homa A, and M. College, Stillwater.

The Schuler Methods of Curing 
Pork on the Farm 


Col. Chas. Schuler, State Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and Immigration 
of Louisiana, has, for years, em- 
ployed the following methods of 
curing pork on his farm with great 
success. This is published in Louisi- 
ana Bulletin No. 124. 

When hogs are fat, select any time 
during the month of December, Janu- 
ary or first half of February, when 
weather is clear, wind from the north 
to northwest, with the thermometer 
registering 35 at sunrise. Have your 
water hot and scald as soon as hog 
is dead. Hang up and disembowel 
the animal just as soon as it is 
cleaned. No butchered animal should 
ever be permitted to cool off until 
after it is disemboweled. Cut up the 
carcass as soon as it is through 
dripping. Saw or split the backbone. 
Let it and the spare rib remain on 
the side, and make them as long as 
you can. Hams and shoulders small. 
Hams, to sell readily, should weigh 
from fifteen to eighteen pounds. Jowl 
will mix very nicely with trimmings 
and shoulder in making sausage, 
either for house use or the market. 
Feet, when cleaned properly, and put, 
raw, in strong brine, will keep all 
right for several months. Spread the 
joints and sides in your smoke house,

each piece.’ Let it’ lay until next 
morning to cool, then pack away, 
using plenty of clean salt. 


To Sugar Cure Hams 


To half bushel fine salt add halt 
pound pulverized saltpeter, one 
pound finely ground black pepper, 
four pounds brown sugar, mix thor- 
oughly. Rub hams with mixture. 
Pack in box, skin side down. Apply 
double handful of mixture to flesh 
part of each ham. Then apply plenty 
of clean salt, never permitting the 
meat to touch, without salt being be- 
tween. Cover all parts and fill every 
crevice, and let them remain in the 
salt six weeks. 


How to Smoke Ham 


After being in salt six weeks, se- 
lect a clear day, string each ham, and 
dip in a boiling solution of one pound 
borax dissolved in fifteen gallons of 
water and hang up high in a dark 
smoke house (the higher the better) 
and smoke, using. green hickory 
wood. Smoke daily for two weeks 
or more, as preferred. By April 1, at 
latest, hams should again be dipped 
in boiling water, to cleanse them 
from all impurities, wrapped in paper, 
then cloth, and this painted with some 
cheap mineral paint. Hang up again 
and leave until used or sold. 


To Make Good Sausage 


Grind your meat as fine as pos- 
sible; don’t have it too lean. Season 


with salt, ground black pepper, a 
good supply of ‘pulverized soda 
crackers, not too much sage, and 


some red pepper tea. Well mix and 
stuff in sausage cases. Cases can be 
secured from packing houses.

Show Animals in Breeding Lot Condition 


This is Advocated By Missourian—He Also Talks of Long Legs 
and Fish Backs 


To the Duroc BULLETIN: 

I think the article in the October 
15th issue by Mr. Williams of Ohio, 
a very good one. It shows that the 
good spirit in man is not all dead. 
It also shows that more than Mr. 
Williams had their eyes open at the 
shows. 

Would Mr. Williams or his fellow 
associates go to the parties he refers 
to, to buy breeding stock? I don’t 
think so. Personally I have shown 
against parties in the show ring in 
the under 6 months class where I 
knew the pigs I was showing against 
were farrowed in January. Did I go 
to these men to buy breeders? No. 
Did I buy anything at their sales? 
No. 

Now I am and always have been 
opposed to the keeping up of a show 
herd. I do not think jit is a fair re- 
presentation of a man’s herd. ; 

My belief is that every man who is 
a breeder of purebred stock should 
grow the herd he expects to sell as 
breeders, as breeding animals should 
be grown. And that one week be- 
fore he wants to go to the fairs se- 
lect the herd he wants to show. They 
won’t be so much better than the 
ones left at home if he does top them 
at that time.

stock in the fall. Thus it can be seen 
that the best of my crop were not 
included in the load marketed. 


The pigs ran on alfalfa and blue- 
grass pasture until weaning time. 1 
fed their dams ear corn and shorts 
and the pigs soaked oats as soon as 
they would eat. After the pigs were 
weaned I put them after a few cattle 
that I had on feed, letting them run 
on clover pasture and feeding~-shorts 
and ear corn once a day.

I have heard of digging 
a pit and making cob charcoal by | 
starting a fire in the bottom, and fill- | 
ing up with cobs as the fire breaks |

I haves | 
no cobs. Can the wood be charred 


in much the same way as the cobs?—

A Missouri Feeder’s Methods of Making Real Porkers 
out of Razor Backs 


Hundreds of hogs range the open 
lands in Mississippi County, Mis- 
souri. There are 40,000 acres of these 
lands, and one man who ranges his 
hogs thereon is reputed to own more 
than a thousand head. Periodically, 
the owners of these wandering herds 
round up a bunch of the best animals, 
six to twelve months old, and mar- 
ket them. But where do they find 
the market?

ing these thin, grade range hogs, 
weighing from 100 to 125 pounds, 
place so well on the market after. a 
feeding period of from 50 to 70 days, 
is the interesting part of this story.

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This year the lots were seeded to 
Sudan grass. Mr. Cain says he had 
noticed that Sudan grass is a very 
sturdy plant and thought he would 
try it out this year as a forage in 
his hog lots. Altho being very heav- 
ily trampled and pastured thru the 
whole summer, and the summer was 
unusually dry, by-the-way, 
kept even with the hogs and in one 
lot gained a little. The test has not 
been carried far enough to determine 
whether this will prove a successful 
hog-forage crop or not, but it did 
what few other forage crops would 
do which was that it furnished ten- 
der fresh forage for the hogs all 
summer. The county agent doubts 
whether any other forage crop, 
legumes included, would have stood 
the punishment this grass did and 
keep such a constant supply of green 
forage available all the time. 

One of the things watched closest 
at this feeding plant is feed economy. 
The feeder who did not give it care- 
ful consideration last summer was 
undoubtedly permitting a leak to ab- 
sorb the greater part of his profits. 
Mr. Cain, by careful watching found 
that when corn rose to more than 
$1.60 a bushel it was more economi- 
cal to feed grain by-products, and 
grain not standard in our local mar- 
kets. He found that by substituting 
hominy feed, wheat middlings, and 
whole ground barley his gains were 
made more economically. The prac-

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period before whole ground barley 
was found an economical feed when 
corn was costing $2 a bushel. 

Another point in economy Mr. 
Cain has found by the use of the 
self-feeder. Nothing is fed by hand. 
Where more than one kind of grain 
is being fed each is supplied in a sep- 
arate feeder. However, while the 
hogs eat of all kinds of feed well 
they seem to prefer the hominy feed. 
Tankage, which takes an essential 
place in these rations, is also fed in a 
self-feeder. 

While Mr. Cain does not keep an 
itemized account of his feeding oper- 
ations, sufficient records are kept to 
show upon which side the balance 
rests. Records show the average daily 
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gains made by the hogs range from 
1% to 134 pounds. Approximately 3% 
pounds of grain is required to pro- 
duce one pound of gain. 

The hogs are at all times supplied 
fresh, clean water and shade, and are 
kept free from lice. The water sup- 
ply is no item and nothing is thought 
of water wasting, so this is advanta- 
geous to Mr. Porker, because he does 
love a wallow. At each feeding bunk 
is a driven well to supply the abun- 
dant amount of water required. Wa- 
ter is pumped into a square box 
trough of two sections, each section 
being about 14 feet long. A remov- 
able slatted top fits over the trough, 
permitting the feeder to clean the 
trough readily several times a day. 
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On the other side of the pump Mr. 
Cain has constructed a shed four feet 
high, sixty feet long and twelve feet 
wide. Under about one-third the 
length of the shed is a water-tight 
box ten feet wide and ten inches deep, 
which he keeps half filled with water 
to furnish the hogs a_ wallowing 
place. Occasionally crude oil is 
poured over the water, transforming 
the wallow into a self-oiler. When 
the hogs find a freshly oiled surface, 
Mr. Cain says their actions remind 
him of a bunch of boys at a picnic. 
As a practical way of oiling hogs to 
control lice it is a complete success.

The Last Two Weeks-‘on the Market

The hog market played the come- 
back act and showed its ability to 
recover despite severe hammering of 
prices. At the low time values were 
sharply below the record level and 
for a while it looked like there was 
no stopping of the declines. But it 
has been demonstrated that breaking 
markets are the surest means of 
shutting off the supply. 

When values reached the low level 
of $12.00@13.00 buyers realized that 
the offerings looked worth the 
money. And just about this time the 
country was realizing that it was not 


necessary to sacrifice the hogs at 
such levels. The result was supplies 
that proved relatively light. The low 
prices had attracted outside orders 
and to get hogs buyers competed 
rather keenly and caused a sharp ad- 
vance, 

Within a short period, prices ad- 
vanced $2.00@2.50 from the low time 
and made some men change their 
ideas that values were to remain on 
low levels for some time. It is the 
manipulation of supplies that worries 
the buyers. When they think they 
have the market on the run and have

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plans made for bargains, the runs 
become lighter and-a sharp reaction 
in prices results. 

This is the season of the year for 
liberal arrivals of hogs but the re- 
ceipts have been uncertain. Arrivals 
during recent weeks have been 
smaller than a year ago but the liqui- 
dation for the year to date stands 
larger than same period last year, 
supplies earlier in the year bringing 
up the total. The western markets 
have all been somewhat below 
normal for this period of the year, 
while eastern points have had rela- 
tively liberal supplies. However, it 
is natural for the latter markets to 
be well supplied at this time as 
feeders market their stock there at a 
lighter -weight. 

Light weight hogs have predomin- 
ated in the arrivals during recent 
weeks. However, the average weight 
of hogs is holding up with a year 
ago and stands heavier than the aver- 
age for the past eight years. During 
the recent declines, the light-weight 
hogs were the hardest hit while the 
heavier weights sold to relatively 
best advantage. This caused a very 
narrow price range, the spread be- 
ing the smallest of the season. 


The colder weather has stimulated 
the demand for lard, putting the 
heavier hogs in a more popular posi- 
tion. At this time of the year heavier 
pork cuts are also in demand, heavier 
hams can be handled now where they 
are less desirable during the warm 
weather. 


Despite the sharp declines forced 
in the market, owners have refrained 
from sacrificing their hogs at ex- 
tremely light weights. On the other 
hand corn prices have declined to a 


lavel which is an incentive for hold- . 


ing. This has been a factor in hold- 
ing down the receipts because feeders 
do not become panicky with a break 
in prices. 

Hogs have now maintained a level 
which makes them look worth the 
money. Cattle prices are ruling rela- 
tively high while lamb and veal are 
selling above hogs. It is this factor 
that leads men to the belief that hog 
prices have seen their low point and 
conditons in the future should be in 
favor of the market rather than 
against it. 

The export business is still lack- 
ing, but it is getting nearer the close 
of the year and the cold weather 
season. It is figured that some ar- 
rangements will soon be made to re-

a broader demand in this country. 

Labor conditions in this country 
have not been satisfactory during re- 
cent weeks but indications are for 
an early settlement of difficulties. 
With labor well employed and an ex- 
port demand to stimulate buying, 
hogs would be a popular article on the 
market. They furnish an ideal meat 
product for winter consumption which 
makes the cold weather an ally in 
working for higher prices. 

Quality of hogs has shown consid- 
erable improvement of late. The com- 
mon packing grades have been lack- 
ing in the supply. The heavy weight 
hogs have shown a good finish, mak- 
ing them popular for the demand at 
this time of the year. The light and 
medium weight hogs have been of 
good grade and finished in better 
shape than usual. However, the light 
weights have not found their usual 
good outlet. It is generally the eéast- 
ern demand that keeps this grade to 
the fore but as the east is being well 
supplied, killers there have been able 
to get their supplies nearer home. 

There has been some talk that the 
local demand would be insufficient to 
take care of the hogs that are likely 
to be marketed within the next few 
months, the bearish element insisting 
that a large foreign demand will be 
needed to stabilize conditions. But it 
must be remembered that this coun- 
try raised large crops of hogs before 
the war and before many foreign 
countries were looked upon as an out- 
let for the product and the hogs were 
taken care of. Prices have been ad- 
justed, the recent declines taking care 
of this: 
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Some reports from the country 
state that farmers being unable to 
secure help turned hogs into corn 
fields on a larger scale than usual. 
This undoubtedly will mean the delay 
in marketing of part of the crop. It 
appears that the later hogs move 
the better. It is glutted markets that 
must be guarded against as they have 
in the past proved the undoing of the 
market, giving buyers plenty of bear 
material upon which to break prices. 

Total cuts of pork product in stor- 
age at a recent date was only slightly 
larger than a year ago despite the 
fact that the demand has not been up 
to its largest since” The surplus of 
product on hand undoubtedly is the 
result of the lack of foreign demand 
at this time. So on this account any 
increase in demand will tend to cut 
the amount of meat on hand and work 
for better action in the market.

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A WORD WITH YOU, MR. DUROC BREEDER 


Some breeders of Duroc Jersey hogs are like the 
manufacturers of new automobiles. They get the 
different parts they want all over the country from 
Tom, Dick and Harry. They assemble them in one 
place and spend world’s of money advertising, then 
try to persuade the public to believe that their 
products are as good as the old, standard, reliable 
cars. Some of these assembled cars live only a 
short time; others fail after an up-hill fight; but 
none of them give the service, stand the strain of 
wear and tear, or are as reliable and dependable as 
the firms that make their cars stand out and have 
built up their business on honorable methods. 


The business of breeding good Durocs is just like 
the making of automobiles. If the hog business 
could be mastered in a year or two, so could the 
makers of new automobiles make the best cars in 
the world in a year or two. The public knows full 
well that such a thing is impossible. In the business 
world the get-rich-quick schemes are short-lived. 
Well, how about the hog business? 


A gentleman who has been successful in the busi- 
ness world suddenly decides that he has been des- 
tined by Divine Providence to be one of the real 
constructive breeders of Duroc Jerseys. He goes 
into the hog game because he believes in a year or 
two he will know it from A to Z. He-hires a hog 
man, who, as a rule, has not made a howling suc- 
cess of his own business. The successful man man- 
ages his own business and works for himself. 


He goes out and buys a high-priced boar. He may 
buy him privately before a sale at a fair price and 
have him run through the sale at a very high figure. 
In any event, he advertises the price he has paid. 
The higher the price, he believes, the stronger will 
be the argument for the value of his worth. He is 
now launched in the hog game. He does the same 
thing again in regard to the sows. He spreads print- 
ers’ ink galore. He gets out cuts of his hogs and 
spreads the bull. He believes with Barnum that the 
American public likes to be humbugged. He is work- 
ing the hog game for all there is in it. 


He next buys, barters or trades for a show herd. 
He has gotten ready for a killing in the show ring, 
for he has been playing politics in finding judges 
who have their orders before they arrive as to how 
to tie. Whether he wins honestly or not does not 
interest him so much as the fact that he must win 
or bust. He believes the hog business is a game. 
He runs in jokers and cold decks. He has bought 
his hogs from breeders who do the same thing 
themselves, and they tell him that he must get into 
the game.

Bob Evans Discusses Selling Methods; too Many Using Expensive Space to Advertise Scrubs; 
too Many Men Gambling in Breeding Stock 


By Robt. J. Evans 


Breeders who have been conducting their business 
on a safe and sane method, and by so doing have laid 
by_a little money, have been wondering how long. the 
excessive costs put on the business by others who are 
following unsafe methods, can be borne without some- 
thing giving way and the breeding of Durocs receive a 
serious jolt, They have been wondering how these latter 
men who add every expense imaginable to their business, 
can figure any sort of profits, and their books or bank 
accounts show any gain. 

One of the best articles we have seen recently any- 
where was a comment on unprofitable advertising, put 
out by one of the country’s advertising agencies. Atten- 
tion was called to the many hundreds of pages and double 
pages being carried in our leading magazines giving pub- 
licity. to hundreds of articles or methods, that from their 
very nature, could not make returns for this immense 
amount of money invested in advertising them. It oc- 
curred to me that in the hog business page after page 
is being used to advertise so-called breeding stock that 
cannot in any way possibly be sold either in sales or 
privately and bring enough money to pay advertising 
-added to pork prices. In the first place much of this 
stuff should go to the pork barrel where it can be of 
some use. A good deal of the balance to which we refer 
will always sell for a trifle above pork prices and no 
more, no matter how much time and money is spent on 
it—because it is worth just a little more than pork. Those 
who have breeding stock worthy of the name, and who 
have the reputation for square dealing that must go 
behind every successful business, cannot very easily 
overdo the advertising line, but it is the man with the 
common stuff that is spending useless money. He would 
make more money if he bred and raised for the market 


only.

There’s More Profit In Local Trade 


A man who is in closest touch with swine doings told me the other day 
that the breeders of pure bred swine were doing absolutely nothing towards 
proving the value of the pure bred to the average farmer 
were spending all their efforts in selling to one another. Isn’t it the truth ? 

The first thing a new breeder should do if he really must have a sale, 
is to spend part of his sale expense locally and get his neighbors interested 


in his pure breds. Get them out to the sale in some way. Instruct the auc- 
tioneer to appeal to his local crowd. A well established sale patronage 
founded on local interest will cost less to get, takes less effort to hold, and 


and satisfy the advertiser. It is the lack of backbone and 
real interest in the breed that keep these advertising 
writers from telling these so-called breeders the truth— 
tell them to get better stuff before they begin to spend 
money advertising. 

Hundreds of times during each year we meet men 
who have bought their first two, three, or four bred 
sows, and who have begun to lay plans for a bred sow 
sale or a boar sale the very next season. Unless a man 
has ample means to buy an offering to put into a sale 
just to get some publicity and start up an interest in 
purebreds in his own neighborhood, he ought not to 
think of a public sale until he has builded a herd and 
bred some real hogs. The next thing these new men 
mention is getting a big average at the first sale. Ap- 
parently they don’t plan on what the sale will clear them 
—the very thing that ought to be the inducement to go 
into the sale venture. But they want to out-do some 
other breeder in average whether any money is left in 
the bark when the sale is over or not. This new man 
engages all the newspaper men and three or four auction- 
eers, putting as much expense on his first sale as if he 
had been in the sale business forty years, and after the 
“whoop and hurrah” is all over he finds his bank ac- 
count suffering from shrinks instead of bulging with 
additional balance. 


Many Men Milking the Business 


During the past three or four years the sale of 
breeding stock has been on a high basis and numbers 
of men who have not the real interest of the breed at 
heart, have jumped into the “game,” as they call it, and 
have been milking the business instead of supplying it 
with additional sustenance and help. .t is a case of 
‘hit and. . run” 
with them, and

Boosting and Manipulating Sales 


Raising and selling pure bred 
Durocs is a business of the first 
magnitude. It not only requires 
brains but it requires steady and con- 
tinued attention, and there can be no 
permanent succes on any other than 
sound business dealings. Practically 
all of our Duroc auctions are con- 
ducted fairly and squarely but it is 
regrettable that there are a few ex- 
ceptions to this rule, the offenders 
always being the “milkers,” whose 
goal is frequently to “break the 
record,” 


Common Animals Will Go Begging 


Too much money is being spent on 
our pure bred sales. Possibly the 
breeders who do this cannot now see 
their error. The business has been 
good enough to pay all these excesses 
and leave something that looks like 
a. profit, but during the coming win- 
ter, some of these so-called. success- 
ful breeders are going to wake up 
with debts for sale expenses on their 
hands, besides a part of their offering 
which will be listed as not sold. Our 
private opinion is that the top indi- 
viduals offered for sale this winter 
will bring as high prices or possibly 
a trifle higher than they did last year, 
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but the mediocre and the common 
ones are going begging and the man 
who has a sale offering consisting of 
most of this kind, had better begin 
to draw a string around his expenses 
on his sale, or cull out closer and sell 
fewer. In many cases it will be the 
wise thing to market the cheaper l6ts 
and sell the real good ones privately 
where you haven’t enough for a sale. 
I do not believe any real calamity is 
going to strike the business, unless 
three or four hundred breeders who 
are loaded up with a lot of common 
breeding stock, still insist on adver- 
tising them as “killers” and still in- 
sist on selling them in sales instead 
of culling more closely and selling 
the few top ones. That will be the 
worst calamity that can happen. 
Buyers are each year becoming more 
exacting. That is one cause of slump 
in prices of common ones. This in- 
clination is indeed encouraging for it 
will result in added interest, increased 
profit to Duroc raisers and therefore, 
increased buying by farmers and 
feeders. 


Too Many Auctioneers—Too Many 
Ring Men 


Time and again in these columns 
we have warned against too much 
expense on sales, but the warning 
seems not to be heeded. New schemes 
come up and each breeder must try 
them out. Breeders cover the terri- 
tory with newspaper advertising three 
and four times; they hire three auc- 
tioneers and a couple of ring men, 
when one auctioneer worthy of the 
name, and a ring man is as much as 
any man needs in his sale—more are 
in the way. They hurt more than 
they help.. They spread out before 
the breeders of the country a cata- 
log replete with varied colors, 
abounding in high sounding phrases 
on the value of the stuff enumerated. 
If by this ¢amouflage they succeed in 
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attracting honest-to-goodness buyers, 
with hopes wafted high by much pub- 
licity and variegated inks, these 
hopes fall flat when they scan the 


pens containing nothing that willadd 


to their herd.

A Hint to Solve the H. G le: 


National Duroc Record Urges Housewife to Buy Fresh Pork Ham 
Rather Than Loin. 


To Tue Duroc BULLETIN: 

After a great war invariably there 
is presented to the people an unusual 
number of questions, touching the 
various phases of living, to be solved. 
To say the least the close of the world 
war finds conditions and living in all 
its aspects abnormal and changed and 
the master “minds of the world are 
now engaged in seeking sound and 
practical solutions to all these prob- 
lems, among which none is receiving 
more deserved attention than the high 
cost of living. To be particular we 
should say the high cost of food for 
human consumption. The question of 
feeding the peoples of the world is all 
important and in solving and con- 
trolling this question the one out- 
standing feature IS cost of food to the 
consumer. Our National Government 
is now making investigation to try 
and determine the reason why food- 
stuffs are so high and to devise ways 
and means to reduce prices to the 
consumer. Such a process is long and 
tedious and at best affords only a de- 
layed relief to the countless thousands 


who are justly complaining of the un- 
usual high cost of food. It therefore 
at once becomes an obligation resting 
upon each one of us to contribute our 
part to reduce the cost of food so that 
all may better be afforded an oppor- 
tunity to live. 

It is not our purpose to attempt to 
solve the high cost of living in this 
short article but to contribute our part 
towards this end by calling the atten- 
tion of the meat-buying public to the 
prices and food values of the various 
edible meats of the world’s greatest 
meat producing animal—the hog. A 
comparison of the prices of the various 
cuts of meat that the hogs give to the 
world is somewhat astonishing. As 
this is written fresh pork hams are 
offered wholesale on the Chicago mar- 
ket at prices ranging from 23 to 24c 
per pound, while fresh pork loins are 
selling at 33 to 35c per pound on the 
same market. It is not difficult to see 
or explain the wide difference in prices 
between fresh pork loins and other 
pork cuts as this spread in price is 
due to the continued good demand of 


the public for fresh pork loins while 
the other cuts of fresh pork, particu- 
larly hams, are being neglected. The 
difference in price is based on public 
demand but the point that we fail to 
understand is why does the public use 


stich an enormous amount of pork 


loins in preference to other fresh pork 
cuts particularly where there is such 
a wide difference in price and prac- 
tically no difference in food value? 
The relative price value of fresh hams 
as compared to the price value of 
fresh pork loins would certainly be 
a most powerful agency to help reduce 
the H.

What Is the Value of the Big Typer 


An Experiment Which Proved That the Upstanding, Long Bodied, Big Type Duroc Makes 
More Rapid Growth Than the Small, Blocky Type 


To Tue Duroc BULLETIN: 


I saw the question asked in THE 
Duroc BULLETIN, as to what type of 
Duroc is the largest and most eco- 
nomical pork producer—the high up, 


_ long legged stretchy, high arched back 


type, or the short legged. low down, 
blocky type. The answer given was, 
that there was no authentic informa- 
tion on the subject. 

I have a little information on the 
subject, which I secured in ‘four 
months feeding of three senior pigs, 
that I started to fit for show pur- 
poses. But on account of poor health 
and old age, I did not show them and 
will :pass on what I learned as it 
may help some beginner to decide 
which to raise. 

The pigs I used and the results 
secured are as follows: 

(1) Scion’s wonder 306939  far- 
rowed September 14, 1918, sire great 
Great Wonder I Am 194869, dam 
King’s Col. Lady 585554 by King the 
Col. 89533; second dam M. E.’s Lady 
Wonder 378140. He is the long 
bodied, high arched back, long legged 
type. I bought him on June 18th 
and reached me on June 25th. He 
weighed 225 pounds on June 26th; 
on uly 14th, 270 pounds (partly fill); 
on August 14th, 320 pounds; on Sep- 
tember 14th, 370 pounds; on October 
Measurements as 
given on June 18th, height 31 inches, 
length (from eyes to root of tail) 50 
inches, bone 8 inches. Measurements 
on October 14th, height 34 inches, 
length 62 inches with a full 9 inch 
bone. 

(2) Undergraduate II 303779 aor 
ire 
Undergraduate 170685, dam by All 
Col. II 73133, he by Perfect Col. 
151889; second ‘dam by Crimson Won- 
der IV 43655, he by Crimson Wonder 
_ III 76867; third dam a full sister to

ketta, the dam of Chief’s Col. He 
is the short, broad backed, broad 
hammed, stretchy type. On June 15th 
he weighed 220 pounds; on July 15th, 
255 pounds; on August 15th, 290 
pounds; on September 15th, 330 
pounds; on October 15th, 360 pounds. 
Measurements on June 15th, height 27 
inches, length 50 inches, bone 7% 
inches. Measurements on October 
15th, height 30 inches, length 60 
inches and bone 8% inches. 


(3)Un-named pig, farrowed Sep- 
tember 13th, 1918. Sire, Undergradu- 
ate 170685, dam (the small boned, 
small sow) Herries Royal 266062 by 
Crimson Wonder III 76867; second 
dam by Prince of Cols. 13571; third 
dam Ohio Belle 41182. This pig was 
the short legged, close to the ground, 
short, blocky type—an almost perfect 
specimen of this type. Weight on 
June 13th, 190 pounds; on July 13th, 
220 pounds; on August 13th, 255 
pounds; on September 13th, 295 
pounds; on October 13th, 330 pounds. 
We did not measure this pig in June. 
Measurements October 13th: height 
28 inches, length 53 inches, bone 7% 
inches. The second and third boars 
were raised together; the first was put 
in with them June 25th. All three 
have run together in a quarter acre 
lot, ate out of same trough and so far 
as I cduld see, about the same amount 
of feed. They had a good house, plenty 
of shade, pire water and a wallow- 
ing vat with crude oil poured in occa- 
sionally and commercial dip poured 
in about twice each month. 


The pigs were fed shorts—four meas- 
ured gallons each day—and a paddle 
full of condensed butter-milk (did 
not weigh but I think about two 
pounds per day) in a fairly thick 
slop. You can figure cost of gain 
according to the price of such feed 
at your home market. 


You will see that Scion’s Wonder, 
the first named pig, gained 175 pounds 
in four months, less the time from 
June 14th to June 25th, that Under- 
graduate II gained 140 pounds in the 
four months and that the smaller 
boar gained the same (140 pounds) 
in four months. 


So you can draw your own con- 
clusions as to which is the most eco- 
nomical pork producer. You must 
remember this was not a test to see 
how great a gain we could make but 
just to develop useful boars; also, that 
all three of these pigs are the cream 
of Duroc breeding. They possessed 
the best of feeding qualities. In addi- 
tion remember this was not a test 
between a high classed, big type pig, 
by mature sire and dam, against pigs 
such as the average farmer raises by 
miniature sire and dam. The sire 
of numbers (2) and 3) weighed 740 
pounds as a senior yearling and could 
have been made to weigh close to 
1,000 pounds at maturity. 


We will continue this test as long 
as we own all three. Neither Scion’s 
Wonder nor Undergraduate II has 
gained as much from the middle of 
September to date as in some former 
months, the reason being, both have 
been ranting some and spending their 
time chasing up and down the fence 
instead of eating and then resting. 
The little pig has not been restless 
and made his best gain from Septem- 
ber 13th to October 13th. We find 
periods in the life of most all boars 
when they do not develop one month 
as good as the month before or the 
month following. 

I hope this will shed a little light 
on the subject. The photographs are 
furnished so you can compare the 
type of the pigs.

HAT percentage of the average hog is represented 
W in the various cuts? This question was put up to 

provision experts at the stock yards to find out 
what ‘qualifications go to make a hog a better commer- 
cial commodity. By finding out the percentage of yield 
of the various cuts feeders can see what parts of the hog 
should be most highly developed to make them appear 
more attractive to the killer. 

The regular commercial cuts were taken into con- 
sideration, the kinds that go over the counter in the 
butche: shop to the regular trade. To obtain the figures, 
an average hog weighing 225 to 250 pounds was taken 
into consideration as this well represents the big end of 
the marketable 
type of hogs.

Demand for Lard Varies 


Lard, in its rendered state forms 8 per cent of the 
hog carcass. This is a product that varies in popularity 
from time to time. In seasons there is a keen demand 
for lard while during the warm weather the call ts slack 
and its value declines. This is noted in the hog market 
when the heavier weight hogs sell relatively strongest 
during the winter months and lowest during the ‘spring 
and summer. : 

When the export demand was on in full swing lard 
was a big factor in taking care of needs but at time 
proved a drug on the market when an outlet failed t 
materialize. To some extent lard is used as a substitut 
for butter, especially during recent years when butte 
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advanced to’ such high levels. It 


ranks as one of the principal prod- 
ucts of the hog, because it can be 
used in so many ways and at the

of the carcass. 
Lean Trimmings, the Head, Spare 
Ribs 

Lean trimmings are credited with 
2 per cent of the carcass weight. 
This product is produced in the trim- 
ming and shaping of the other cuts. 
Most of it is used for sausage pur- 
poses while the fat parts are used in 
lard making. Some are sold to the 
housewife but bulk are used in pro- 
ducing sausage and sausage meat. 

The head of a hog averages 4% per 
cent of the carcass. This is relatively 
a liberal quota for a product that 
ranks among the low priced offer- 
ings. The feet of a hog represent 1% 
per cent of the carcass and are also 
a low priced product. 

Spare ribs form only 1 per cent 
and are classes as economical, how- 
ever they sell rather freely. Part of 
the ribs are carried in the pork loin 


-as shown in the pork chops. 


Hog Yielding Good Ham and Belly 
: Most Desirable . 


After an observance of the table ~ 
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of percentages it leads one to the 
conclusion that the hog that will 
yield the largest percentage of the 
highest priced cuts is the best sort 
to handle. A hog that yields a good 
ham and a good belly for bacon pur- 
poses makes an ideal type to pro- 
duce. While these parts are being 
developed, an animal with a small 
head is desirous. The loins generally 
take care of themselves, because a 
hog that is of the type that yields 
good back, will generally carry a 
popular size loin, the light weight 
kinds being in greatest demand most 
of the time. 

This same type of hog will pro- 
duce just a medium or light fat back, 
not too much fat to make the sale 
slow, but will generally have a thin 
Era that is generally easiest to 
sell. 

Small Shoulders Desirable 


When a hog carries ‘weight and 
the shoulders and butts are small it 
leaves a larger percentage for the 
other cuts that can be cleared at a 
higher price. The feet form only a 
small percentage of the carcass so 
their consideration needs but little 
thought. The long shanked ham is 
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popular in most cases, so a tall, lean 
hog that is long of body makes a 
desirable type to produce the cuts 
that meet free call, 


Dressing Per Cents 


These figures represent the average 
yield of carcasses. A heavy hog that 
is _well finished, not to extreme 
weight, will produce a larger per- 
centage because their totaled dressed 
percentage is larger when compared 
with the live weight. Hogs that are 
hard and well finished for size and 
weight return the best figures while 
the soft hogs are deceiving and most 
likely will produce extreme percent- 
ages of one cut and be lacking in 
others, 

Uniformity 


It is the uniform hog that is most 
desired and the kinds that will dress 
out best in the aggregate and return 
the largest percentage of expensive 
cuts are generally the market top- 
pers, because their product is easiest 
to clear and the most money is avail- 
able at the same time allowing killers 
to sell the less desirable cuts at a 
discount and still realize as much 
for the whole carcass.

as 60 cents when sliced. This is proof 


while the hog that yields a good ham

a high price. 

Pork loins sell at 32 cents, this also 
being another product that varies in 
value according to the manner in 
which it is sold. The price quoted is 

_for the entire loin, if cut in half about 


| 2 cents per pound is added while if 
'-cup up, for pork chops, the price is 


advanced anywhere from 4 to 6 cents 
per pound, to take care of the waste. 
Loins form 10 per cent of the carcass 
and rank third in thé point of prices 
received from the consumer. 
Shoulders also form 10 per cent and 
‘sell at 25 cents per pound in the retail 
trade while Boston butts, forming 
Only 2 per cent of the carcass sell at 
28 cents per pound. The leanness, 
amount of bone and the size are 
taken into consideration in pricing 
these two cuts. In most instances a 
handy weight cut is desired, adding 
to the value of the product. In the 


| case of pork loins, it has an added

for steak and sells at least 20 cents 
above the pork loin price and in some 
cases as much as 30c premium is 
noted, , f 

Fat backs, or salt pork form 9 per 
cent of the carcass and sells at 30 
cents in the retail trade. As a rule 
there is not a very large demand but 
in the poorer neighborhoods this pro- 
duct is sold and used as a substitute 
for bacon, as the demand for the lat- 
ter has increased so much during re- 
cent years that the price has ad- 
vanced to a high level. 

Lard in its rendered form consti- 
tutes 8 per cent of the entire carcass. 
This product ranks among the high 
sellers. At retail it is quoted at 32 
cents, bringing as much as loins and 
more than hams. The demand for 
lard has also increased during fate 
years. Since butter has advanced to 
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such high levels, lard is used as a 
substitute to a c>nsiderable extent, in 
many cases being used entirely for 
cooking purposes, whereas a _ short 
while ago butter was used more freely. 

Spare ribs, forming only 1 per cent 
sell at 24 cents per pound while the 
feet or 1 % per cent sell at 11 cents. 
The head running 4% per cent is 
rather high in the percentage column 
yet the product sells for only 16 cents 
in the retail markets. That is one of 
the reasons why a hog with a small 
head is desired as both the packer 
and retail butcher is not able to 
realize very much money from the 
sale of the product. 

These prices show that the high per 
cent yielding products run into con- 
siderable money because of the rela- 
tively high retail prices secured for 
such lots. As the products forming 


the largest percentages of the hog 
carcass sell at the highest prices it 
explains why desirable hogs bring the 
best prices at the market.

THE WAY TO A BETTER PORK MARKET 


66 HAT’S the price of pork loin?” 

Several million folks of these United States 
walk into the retail butcher shops several times each 
week and ask that question, 

“From thirty to thirty-five cents a pound.” 

Thus Mr. Butcher has replied during the last few weeks 
and Mr. Average Pork Consumer has either dug down 
deep in his jeens for the price of a pound or two (and 
while so, cussing old man H. C. L.), or he has resorted 
to hamburger steak and endeavored to forget there is 
such a thing as juicy, pork loins. Just why Mr. Butcher 
doesn’t speak up and tell Mr. Consumer that he can 
buy fresh pork hams—meat just as juicy and palatable 
as loin—for from twenty to twenty-five cents—ten or 
twelve cents cheaper than loin—we do not know. All 
we know is that it is not done and as a consequence a 
lot of consumers are not consuming pork, which is help- 
ing put the price of market hogs where farmers can’t 
afford to produce them. 

Fresh pork loin is one of the most popular cuts which 
comes from the hog. For years and years this juicy 
cut from the back of the hog has tickled the palate and 
satisfied the hunger-of Mr. Average Consumer. It has 
a world wide reputation for quality and the demand for 
it is the cause of the high price-which it brings. The 
market for ham has been created for the cured product 
rather than fresh product. Perhaps the packer makes 
more profit from the cured ham than he does from the 
fresh ham. The fact that he has not advertised the 
fresh product makes us believe this is true. 

In emergencies such as hog men are facing at present 
with a low market, we are impressed more forcibly with 
the fact that there is an ever-growing need -for a big, 
strong national organization of hog growers—an organ- 
ization which is big enough and strong enough financially 
to put on a national campaign of publicity for pork 
products which will show the consumer among other 
things that a pound of pork has more real nourishment 
in it than any other staple meat food and that ten cents 
or more per pound can be saved by buying fresh hams 
rather than loin. 

We are not belittling the National Swine Growers’ 
Association; it is an infant organization and growing 
fast. On the other hand we want to stress the import- 
ance of every breeder of hogs allying himself with the 
national association as well as with the state and county 
organizations which the country is becoming dotted with. 
The hog growers have a product that is fundamental to 
the welfare of the nation and humanity and they should 
be organized so they can stabilize their markets and 
better their own businesses. The fruit growers on the 
west coast have been able to accomplish unbelievable 
things by organization and national advertising. 

If you are not a member of the N. S: G. A. become one.

NATIONAL RECORD DOES ITS BIT 


HE National Duroc Record Association saw the 

possibilities of improving the pork market by put- 
ting before the consumer the facts regarding the prices 
which the various cuts of the hog are bringing. Ac- 
cordingly this association outlined the proposition in a 
three page article which they sent to some twenty odd 
farm papers. The article was headed: “A Hint to Solve 
the H. C; L.” and it is published in this issue. 
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No doubt most of the papers receiving this article will 
publish it and we commend the association on this effort 
directed toward the. improvement of conditions in the 
hog business. But in order to exert any material effect 
on the markets of the country, such a message of ne- 
cessity must reach the centers of great populations as 
well as the rural communities, And it is much more 
important that it reach the city people because the city 
folks are small consumers of pork per capita, as com- 
pared with country people. Then to the man in the city 
buys his meat every day while the farmer cures a large ‘ 
part of the meat his family consumes. Figures com- 
piled by the government indicate that 71 per cent of 
the meat consumed by country people is pork and poul- 
try and only 48 per cent. by city people. Farm folk eat 
a great deal more hog meat per capita but the city man 
consumes nearly two-thirds more beef than the farmer. 
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He also eats more veal and mutton than the man in the 


country and thus we see the need for the development 
of the city market for pork meat. 

The only method by which we can reach the meat con- 
sumer with our pork message is thru national adver- 
tising campaigns. And there exists at present no organ- 
ization in the hog business strong enough financially 
to undertake such a campaign. If all the hog growers 
in the country would rally to the National Swine Growers’ 
flag, such an undertaking would be simple. And we’d . 
have better things in this hog business.

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DUROC SHOWS OF 1919 
BAS in the olden days when the foundation sires of the 
Duroc breed were getting in their work and Sam Mor- 
ton, Thos. Bennett, Bob Harding, Ira Jackson and others 
of that string of early day constructive breeders were mold- 
ing the red Duroc clay into a definite and efficient type of 
pork producer, one saw very few hogs of any kind at the 
shows. And these no doubt were stuck off in some isolated 
corner of the fair grounds with other minor attractions.

three banks in that prosperous little 
city of about fifteen hundred people. 
| Up to that date the principal crop 
Marketed at Groton was wheat anda 
large flour mill and seven large grain 
elevators located there still verify the 
reputation this town had for shipping 
to market more wheat than any other 
point in the state.

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What Must We Do in Order to Comply With 


the Law 


When Shipping Hogs Into Other States P 


By W. J. Carmichael, Secretary, National Swine Growers Association 


each state ¢an and does enact 

such legislation, or provide 
such regulations as it sees fit cover- 
ing the importation of animals into 
that state or interstate shipments, 
the destination of which is a point 
within that state, provided such reg- 
ulations or rulings do not conflict 
with those covering the entire United 
States. If we will carefully study the 
rulings of each of the forty-eight 
states on any point, as the rules’ un- 
der which purebred hogs can be 
shipped into the state by express, we 
will find almost as many different 
conditions to meet as there are 
states. Fortunately, from the stand- 
point of the shippers, all of the rules 
and regulations are not enforced. 
However, if a ruling or regulation is 
made it must have been made for 
cause and therefore should be en- 
forced. 

In making a survey of the regula- 
tions covering _the case just men- 
tioned—that of interstate shipment 
of purebred hogs in crates by ex- 
press—we find that there are 17 
states which will admit hogs upon 
proper affidavit of owner; 13 states 
require a health certificate from a 
duly qualified veterinarian, 4 others 
will accept them either with health 
certificate or affidavit of owner 
countersigned by state veterinarian, 
3 require affidavit of owner counter- 
signed by the state veterinarian, and 
12 states will accept them without 
any form of certificate or affidavit. 

There still exists the conditions as 
cited in the foregoing paragraph in 
spite of the fact that at the 21st an- 
nual meeting of the United States 
Live Stock Sanitary Association, held 
in Chicago, December 3, 4, and 5, 
1917, the following report of the 
Committee on Affidavits of Owners 
vs. Veterinarian’s Certificates was 
adopted: “That the interstate ship- 
ment of purebred swine by express 
in crates be permitted when accom- 
panied by an affidavit of the owner 
to the effect that said swine to the 
best of his knowledge and belief are 
not affected with cholera and that 
cholera has not existed upon the 
premises from which said swine 
have been removed for a period of 
not less than three months imme- 
diately prior to date of shipment. 
Also that said swine have not been 
subjected to the serum and virus 
treatment within thirty days imme- 
diately prior to the date of ship- 
ment.” Inasmuch as practically every 
State veterinarian is a member of 
the Association which adopted that 
report as their policy, it seems that 
within two years’ time more of the 
states would have conformed to the 
policy. 

There are a number of different 
_ points in which the state require- 
_ ments differ almost as widely as they 
mo in the case of necessary certifi- 
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cates or affidavits. For. instance, 
there are three states which require 
permits in advance before shipment 
can be made. Where health certifi- 
cates or affidavits are required, 15 
states require three copies to be fur- 
nished. One of these copies should 
accompany the waybill, one should 
be sent .to- the state verterinarian of 
the state of destination, and one copy 
should be mailed to the state veter- 
inarian of the state of origin. How- 
ever, there are 17 states which require 
but two copies, 3 states are satisfied 
with one, one requires affidavit of 
owner, but does not state the num- 
ber of copies or the disposition of 
them, 12 states do not require any 
in any form or quantity. 

There are 36 states which leave 
the matter of immunization to the 
owner of the hogs, whereas the other 
12 states require it in some form or 
other. Of these twelve, two will not 
permit the shipment of hogs which 
have been double treated, one will 
not permit them to enter the state 
unless they have been double treated, 
and the other nine leave the choice 
of the system to the owner. Some 
states will permit the entry of hogs, 
which have been double treated, 14 
days after immunization and others 
require that shipment cannot be made 
until‘after 30 days following immu- 
nization, and others have no time 
limits whatsoever. In the case of sin- 
gle treatment, some states will per- 
mit the shipment at any time, one 
requires that shipment must be 
made within five days after immuni. 
zation, by this method, and_ still 
others have varying time, up to 60 


. days, within which shipment must be 


made. 

With a variety of conditions such 
as has been described, it is easily 
seen that it is almost impossible for 


‘a breeder to so handle his herd that 


he is able at all times to ship to 
buyers in all states in the union, at 
the same time conforming with the 
requirements of the states in which 
the buyers may be located. The 
truth of the matter is that in a great 
many of the states the requirements 
are not enforced, but a shipper can- 
not tell when the lid may be clamped 
on. In the past there have been a 
good many shippers who have been 
caught with their hogs held up on 
the road because of the sudden and 
unexpected enforcement of regula- 
tions. 

When one is contemplating mak- 
ing a shipment he usually goes to 
the express agent to find out what 
requirements must be met Experi- 
ence, however, has taught us that 
the express agents do not as a rule 
know of the changes in-regulations 
until a year or two—or three years 
in one case which has come to our 
attention—after the change has been 
made. 


Swine breeders are willing to con- 
form to the rules if they can find out 
what the rules are. However, they 
cannot see any use of such a wide 
variation as that which exists at the 
present time. 

A list of the requirements of the 
various states, together with a list 
of the state officials of each of the 
states is given below:

Keep the Prolific Sow 


Next spring we predict that we 
shall see great numbers of pork pro- 
ducers who will seriously regret that 
they sent so many of their good sows 
to the shambles this past fall, when 
the pork market hit the toboggan. 
The wise hog man who is no “in and 
outer” in the business is the man who 
reduced his operations last fall, no 
doubt, but he kept the most prolific 
matrons in his herd. Prolificacy in 
breeding hogs is a first essential to 
success in the hog business. The 
statement was made recently by a 
representative of Purdue Agricultural 
College that in these days of high 
feed and labor costs, it requires a 
litter of six pigs to pay expenses, all 
over that number being the profit 
makers. We believe this estimate is 
a little too high, but nevertheless, it 
serves to stress the fact that the pro- 
lific brood sow—the matron which 
will farrow 8 or 10 good pigs and 
raise them—is the all-important fac- 
tor in making the hog business pay. 

Sows should be selected for their 


prolificacy just as we pick cows for 
their milk-producing ability. But with 
the prolificacy it is essential that the 
sow be a good mother, which means 
that she is the type which will care 
for and raise all the pigs that she 
farrows. 

A good producing brood sow is 
hard to replace. She is worth her 
weight in gold to the farmer these 
days. 

The age at which the sow ceases to 
bring forth good litters cannot be 
fixed, for some continue to be profit- 
able for many years, while others be- 
come just the reverse. Much depends 
of course on the feeding and care. A 
good producer will nearly always con- 
tinue so if properly fed and cared for. 

The proposition of securing a litter 
from gilts, then sending them to the 
market, may be a profitable one for 
some men, but the great majority of 
hog men who make money every year 
keep their sows after they once prove 
themselves good producers. There is 
no more valuable a factor than the 
sow once she has demonstrated she 
can farrow large litters and raise 
them.

Selling the Pigs 


A Kentucky Pig Club member 
writes: “The pigs are coming on fine 
but the only trouble is that I can’t 
sell them.” Other boys, not to say 
men, have sometimes faced the same 
problem. 

In joining a purebred pig club do 
not think that every purebred pig 
raised should be recorded or sold for 
breeding purposes. Not 1 per cent of 
the purebred swine herds of this 
country are good enough that more 
than 50 per cent of their annual pig 
crop should be sold for breeding use 
in purebred herds. Moreover, when 
introduced into” new territory, pure- 
bred hogs sometimes gain popularity 
slowly. How then may a better mar- 
ket be secured? Each individual must 
develop his own plan of sales, but 
these suggestions point in the right 
direction. 

As soon as you have some good 
pigs for sale, advertise them. And 
whenever you get hold of worth while 
information regarding the advantages 
of purebred hogs, see that it is used 
by your local newspapers and that 
your herd of purebred hogs is men- 
tioned in connection with it. 

Show your good animals’ at county 
fairs and at any other shows within 
your reach. Exhibt a pen of fat bar- 
rows along with your breeding stock 
and don’t be afraid to tell people 
what these pigs gained per day and 
how much feed was required per 
pound of gain. 


‘Maloney’s Cup 
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Sell only good animals. Fatten the 
rest and put them on the market. If 
of the right sort, they will be a good 
advertisement for you and your herd. 
Remember, it takes time to develop 
a real herd and earn a place for your- 
self as a constructive breeder.

20 days old. 

At the beginning I fed her skim 
milk and shorts. She was fed this 
tor two months, : 

The first month she gained 28% 
Ibs., the second, 35% lbs., and was no 
fatter at this time than at the start. 
The last month she was fed the same 
feeds with a little corn, barley and 
hominy and gained 45 lbs. and had 
fattened but a little. At this time 
she was weighed for the closing of 
the feeding period, which was Aug. 
25, and found the weight to be 165 
lbs. with a total gain in weight of 
109 lbs. The daily gain was 1.2 and 
the cost per pound of production 10 
cents. 

For the last two or three weeks

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Story of Sidney C. Buckaloo 


In 1918, a neighbor boy was going 
to enroll as a club member and 
wanted me to join also, but my father 
discouraged me, so he gave it up 
too. After the fall sale when the 
boys’ and girls’ pigs sold so well, my 
father said he wished I had enrolled 
that year. 

In the spring of 1919 I enrolled as 
a club member. Monday, June 2, was 
the day set for the pigs to be drawn, 
so we drove through the mud to Am- 
boy and we found that the drawing 
was postponed until Thursday, June 
5. I went again and drew pig No. 2, 
which was from C. G. Swegle’s herd 
of hogs. 

My pig weighed fifty-four pounds, 
which cost me twenty-seven dollars 
($27). I put her in a crate and 
brought her home. I then weighed 
her and she only weighed fifty 
pounds. I made a movable pen to 
put her in and kept her there for one 
month. I fed her oat meal and milk. 
On the fifth day of July she weighed 
ninety pounds, and then I put her in 
a lot which was sown to oats. On 
the fifth day of August she weighed 
one hundred forty-five pounds. I fed 
her oat meal, milk and corn up until 
this time, and then the pasture had 
dried up and father needed the woven 
wire, so I put her’in the straw yard 
and fed her ground oats and barley, 
milk and corn, until October 4. By 
that time she weighed 270 pounds. 
My pig did not gain as much the last 
month when I had no pasture and 
fed ground oats and barley, milk and 
corn.

Enclosed you will find a picture of 
my pig and I will give you some of 
my experiences. I raised some pure- 
bred bull pups this summer and it

It weighed 30 lbs. when 
I got him. How I got this pig so 
cheap was on account of doing a little 
advertising for the breed. I live in 
town and I raised this pig in our 
back yard. I had a new pen built for 
him and lots of room. I fed these 
feeds to him: Flour middlings, corn, 
oats, buttermilk, and some ground 
food of different kinds. I named my 
pig Col. Shamrock. 

This pig was bred by A, E. Cook 
& Son of this town. High Model’s 
King No. 241409 is the sire of Col. 
Shamrock and Arcadia D. D. No, 
737006 is his dam. > 

I fed my pig early in the morning 
before I would go to school and at 
supper time. This pig I surely can 
say was the tamest pig I ever saw 
around. I would take him out in the 
morning and at night for his exercise 
and he would be just as gentle about 
it as a trained one would be. He 
received this every day and he also 
received a lot of exercise in the pas- 
ture. : 

I named my pig this name because 
one day it happened that he broke 
out of the pen and he couldn’t find 
his mother (on a St. Patrick’s day).

MAKING A DUROC 


How I Won Second Prize at State 
Show

I selected my pig with a back that 
I liked, heavy bone, big ham and 
shoulders; as good conformation as 
I could get. 


named her “Top Notcher.” 
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I got. my pig from my father, a 
professional breeder. 

When she was four weeks old I 
I gave 
her this name because she was the 
best of the Notcher stock. 

I selected a Duroc Jersey pig be- 
cause they are the most popular hog 
and very easy keepers. ~ 

Green pastures are important be- 
cause they help build up the system 
and make muscle; pasture is the 
cheapest feed in the world. It also 
gives the pig the exercise necessary 
for its growth and health. 

I had fresh water in a trough all 
the time because when it is warm, 
pigs drink a great deal of water. 

I weighed my pig on a platform 
scale. A business man wants to 
know how he stands at different 
times in his business, so I weighed 
my pig each month to find out if I 
were gaining or losing in raising my 
pig. 

I fed Top Notcher regularly three 
times a day; soaked feed and then 
put it into a trough. I spent some 
time watching it eat and currying it. 

My pig became a great pet. She 
would came tagging me all over the 
farm. 

I learned in the hog show that you 
should have a pig wide through the 
back, good length, heavy bone and 
straight legs. I learned how a hog 
for breeding should be built and have 
the right conformation. 

Well bred hogs are better than 
scrubs, because they gain weight in 
less time and are much easier to sell 
and, therefore, bring a bigger profit. 
My pig’s mother was Agnes Notcher 
No. 451020, for I would not raise 
scrubs,

President of a Missouri Club Tells — 
7 About Their Plans . 
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Ross Salmon of McFall, Mo., is — 
president of the Ruralist Pig Club. 
Writing from Columbia, Mo., he tells 
as follows about their club: 


“The rules provide for the entrance 


_of a purebred sow of any breed. The 


feeding period extends from the 15th 
of March to the 1st of January. The 
prizes are awarded 40 points on 
pounds of pork produced, 40 on cost 
of feed and 20 on story of “How I. 
Fed and Cared for My Sow and 
Pigs.” Each breed has its officers 
and each county has its leader. The 
membership to each county was lim- 
ited to four members this year, but ~ 
next spring it is to be increased to 
ten. The county team that makes 
the best joint record wins a special 
prize and the leader that shows the 
most pep wins a silver trophy. The 
one that shows the most net profit 
also wins a profit trophy. The 
breeders have been cooperating by 
giving a pig worth $50 to the boy 
making the best record of his breed. 
I won third prize in the open-con- 
test and made the best Duroc record 
last year which won me the prize pig 
offered by A. S. Grable of Dearborn, 
Missouri, 

“T believe a club that requires the 
entrance of a sow and pigs is far 
better training for the ambitious. 
young boy than the one where only 
one pig is entered, as it trains him in 
the feeding of his sow from breeding 
time until the pigs are weaned and 
fed out ready for the market. It also” 
gives him selling experience, as a 
catalog of all of the pigs for sale as 
breeding stock is printed each fall 
and sent out by the breed club sec- 


_retaries to all interested. 


“T wouldn’t take a great deal for 
my experience, as I believe it will be 
invaluable to me when I get into the 
Duroc business on a large scale as 
I expect to do in the next few years 
and I believe I am voicing the senti- 
ments of many of the other boys 
when I say this. We expect in the 
next few years to make it the larg- 
est membered club in the country 
and draw to the state fair 1,000 club 
folks for the pep meeting which is 
held there each year as a get-to- 
gether and get-acquainted meeting.”

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Five Hundred Thousand Farmers Representing 33 States Formed Into National Body 


The first representative meeting of 
American farmers organized under 
the farm bureau plan was held No- 
vember 12 and 13, at the Hotel La 
Salle, Chicago, Ill. 

Men gathered there, represented 33 
states and over 500,000 farmers, which 
‘outdistances any other agricultural or- 
ganization by many thousands. The 
type of representatives was different 
from many representatives of previ- 
ous agricultural meetings, in that 
every one of them was a practical 
farmer, who owns and operates his 
own farm. 

The spirit of conservatism was ex- 
tremely prevalent and goes to show 
that this organization will not stand 
for radicalism, as has been expressed 
by many labor organizations. 

The future of agriculture—perhaps 
even the future of the nation itself— 
is entrusted to this strong, aggressive, 
nation-wide, farmer’s association. La- 
bor and capital are strongly organ- 
ized and in their struggle for suprem- 


acy and for greater returns for them- 


selves, conditions for the rest of the 
world are becoming more difficult to 
face. j 

The nation-wide demand for cheap 
food is making conditions unbearable 
When food 
prices are forced below the cost of 


| production, soil fertility cannot be 


maintained, farm equipment cannot be 
replenished and the boys and girls— 


' the leaders of our agriculture of to- 


morrow—cannot be induced to stay 
on the farm. When the nation eats 
food that is sold below the cost of 
production, it is mortgaging the food 
supply of the future. This strongly 
organized group of 33 states is “ded- 
icated to co-operate and construct,” 
but at the same time “to see that the 
farmers of this country get a square 
deal.” ; 

_ The movement for this organization 
started as a result of a meeting held 


/ at Ithaca, New York, February 12th 


of this year. At that meeting there 
were delegates from ten states pres- 
ent, all of whom were in favor of or- 
ganizing a national farmer’s associa- 
tion based on the county and state 
farm bureau plan. 

An organization of this nature will 
make it possible for the farmer to be 
heard. He will be represented by 
men who are acquainted with his diffi- 
culties because he, the representative, 
has had the same experiences that 
“every farmer has had. It marks the 
dawn of a better day for American 


agriculture, a step forward in the 


right direction, to eventually put 


_ agriculture on the plane with big busi- 


ness—that is as far as business meth- 
ods are concerned. It will also “help 
on the farm 
whereby the men will be as satisfied 
as they would in other occupations.” 
There is a lack of appreciation be- 
tween the people that live in the cities 
and those that live on farms in regard 
to the problems of each other. The 
newspapers play up the difficulties 
that the urban people have to face to 
such an extent that every farmer hears 
of them, but these same papers do not 
look at the other side of the story and

tell of the problems that the farmer is 
brought face to face with. One of 
the great ideals of this organization 
is of an educational nature, not only 
for the farmers of the country, but 
for the city folk as well. 

The organization committee ap- 
pointed at Ithaca last spring to draw 
up a tentative constitution were as 
follows:

Mr. O. E. Bradfute acted as the 
temporary chairman and Mr. Frank 
M. Smith as temporary secretary of 
the organization, until the temporary 
officers were elected. This was not 
done until near the close of the 
meeting. 

Mr. J. E. Howard of Iowa, one of 
the ablest and most efficient men 
connected with agriculture, was 
elected president. He is a real 
farmer, with no outside interests and 
has “his heart in the movement.” 
There is no doubt but what the or- 
ganization is fortunate in it’s selec- 
tion of an executive. 

Mr. S. L. Strivings of New York 
was elected vice president. He is 
also a very able and practical man. 
He is the president of the New York 
State Federation, which is composed 
of .70,000 members. 

The executive committee members 
from the Middle West are H. J. 
Sconce of Illinois, O. E. Bradfute of 
Ohio and Chester H. Gray of Mis- 
souri, all presidents of their respec- 
tive state organizations and all real 
farmers. These are men who have 
been in the state organization work 
almost from the start and who have 
had the experience necessary to 
handle the job efficiently. 

The Western members are W. H. 
Walker of California, W. G. Jamison 
of Colorado, and John F. Burton of 
Utah.. Those from the East are A. 
G. Taylor of New Jersey, E. B. Corn- 


wall of Vermont, and C. F. Richard- - 


son of Massachusetts. The Southern 
members are Gray Silver of West 
Virginia, Jas. W. Orton of Georgia 
and. Geo. Bishop of Oklahoma. 

These delegates are only tempor- 
ary, to hold office until March 3, 1920. 

The following is the constitution as 
it was adopted at the convention: 


Article 1 
The name of this organization shall 
be the American Farm Bureau Federa- 


tion. 
Article 2—Objects 

Sec. 1. The objects of this organiza- 
tion shall be to correlate and 
strengthen the state farm bureaus and 
similar state organizations of farmers 
of the several states in a national fed- 
eration to promote, protect and repre- 
sent the business, economic, social and 
educational interests of the farmers of 
the nation, and to develop agriculture. 


Article 3—Membership 

Sec. 1. The membership of this or- 
ganization shall consist of state farm 
bureau federations and state agricul- 
tural associations based on the farm 
bureau or similar plan when approved 
by the executive committee of this or- 
ganization. 


Sec. 2. All applicants for member- 
ship shall submit to the executive com- 
mittee’a copy of their constitution and 
by-laws. 


Sec. 3. Any member may withdraw 
from the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration by presenting to the secretary 
a written resignation, provided that 
all dues are paid to date of withdrawal. 


Article 4—Board of Directors 


Sec. 1. The governing body of this 
organization shall be composed of a 
board of directors, members of which 
shall be selected by each of their re- 
spective state federations, and_ shall 
meet once a year. Each staet organi- 
zation qualifying for membership shall 
be entitled to one director and an ad- 
ditional director for every 20,000 or 
major portion thereof, of paid-up mem- 
bers in the county organizations affili- 
ated with the state organizations. 


Sec. 2. The board of directors shall 
be composed of actual, bona fide farm- 
ers, and each director shall have one 
vote on each question. 


Article 5—Dues 


Sec. 1. The annual dues of each state 
association in the national organization 
shall be 10 per cent of the total indi- 
vidual farm bureau membership dues, 
provided that in states not having 
memberships, the minimum dues shall 
be $250 and the maximum $1,000, the 
basis and amount for such states shall 
be fixed by the executive committee. 
In said states without memberships, if 
four per cent of the total amount ex- 
pended annually for farm bureau work 
within the state exceeds said $1,000, the 
dues for such state shall be four per 
cent of such total expenditure or such 
portion thereof as deemed right by the 
executive committee. This section shall 
be applicable for one year. 

Sec. 2. The dues shall be payable 
quarterly in advance, January 1, April 
1, July 1 and October 1 of each year. 
The executive committee shall have the 
power to expel any state organization 
from the A, F. B. F. for non-payment 
of dues when six months in arrears. 

Sec. 3. Each state organization de- 
siring to become a member of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
shall present an application and if 
same shall be accepted by the execu- 
tive committee, it shall then forward 
its membership dues for that quarter, 
and on receipt of same shall be entitled 
to full. privileges of the organization. 

Sec. 4. A complete annual audit and 
report of the affairs of the organiza- 
tion shall be furnished each member; 
such audit to be made by a certified 
public accountant. 

Sec. 5. The executive committee shall 
approve and order to be paid such 
mileage, salaries and expenses as are 
in accord with the general plans 
adopted by the board of directors. Ex- 
penses of the board of directors attend- 
ing the annual meeting shall be paid 
by the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion. 

Article 6—Meetings 


Sec. 1. The annual meeting of the 
board of directors shall be held during 
the months of November or December, 
date and place to be set by the execu- 
tive committee, 

Sec, 2. A majority of the board of 
directors shall constitute a quorum, 
and no director shall vote by proxy. 


Sec. 3. Reports_of all executive and 
other committee meetings shall be filed 
with the secretary and copies furnished 
to each director of the organization, 
and to the director of the states rela- 
tion service of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

Sec. 4. Special meetings of the board 
of directors may be called by the presi-. 
dent with the approval of the execu- 
tive committee, and shall be called by 
him upon the request of 10 member 
states, 

Article 7—Officers 


Sec. 1. The officers of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation shall consist 
of president, vice-president, treasurer 
and secretary. 

Sec. 2. All officers, with the excep- 
tion of the secretary and treasurer, 
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shall be elected by the directors at 
each annual meeting and serve for one 
year or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 

Sec. 3. The president shall be the 
executive head of the organization and 
shall be paid such a salary as may be 
determined upon by the board of di- 
rectors. He shall preside at all meet- 
ings of the board of directors and the 
executive committee. He shall be an 
ex-officio member of all standing and 
special committees. 

Sec, 5. The treasurer shall be elected 
by the executive committee and shall 
receive all money from the secretary 
and shall disburse same by check only 
upon written orders signed by the sec- 
retary and countersigned by the presi- 
dent. He shall carefully account for all 
money and make a full/report to the 
board of directors annually or at other 
times upon the request of the presi- 
dent. The treasurer shall furnish a 
good and sufficient bond satisfactory to 
the executive committee and shall serve 
one year or until his successor is 
elected and shall have qualified. 

Sec. 6. The secretary shall be elected 
by the executive committee and his 
salary fixed by it. He shall receive all 
money and pay it to the treasurer, tak- 
ing his receipt therefor. He shall give 
a bond satisfactory to the executive 
committee. His further duties shall be 
outlined by the executive committee 
and he shall work under its direction. 

Sec. 7. The executive committee may 
employ such assistant secretaries, as- 
sistants and office help as it may deem 
necessary. 

Sec. 8. Any officer or director of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation who 
shall become a candidate for an elec- 
tive or appointive state or national 
office shall at once resign and be auto- 
matically dropped from his official posi- 
tion in the A. F. B. F. 


THE DUROC BULLETIN 


Article 8S—Executive Committee 


Sec. 1. The board of directors shall 
elect by majority vote at the annual 
meeting from among its membership an 
executive committee of 12 members, not 
more than one from any state, the 
members of which shall serve for one 
year, or until their successors are 
elected and shall have qualified. The 
executive committee shall have charge 
of the administrative affairs of the or- 
ganization. The membership of said 
committee shall consist of three mem- 
bers from the northeastern states, three 
from the middle western states, three 
from the southern states and three 
from the far western states. The pres- 
ident shall be a member ex-officio and 
chairman of the executive committee. 
The committee members from each re- 
gion shall be nominated by the direc- 
tors from said region. 

Sec. 2. The regions for the selection 
of the members of the executive com- 
mittee shall be as follows:

New York Pennsylvania 
New Jersey 
Central 

Ohio South Dakota

Actual Worth of the Pure Bred Sire 


Here Are Figures Which Show Conditions in South Dakota 


To Tue Duroc BULLETIN: 

Five representative counties of 
South Dakota were surveyed recently 
by the Farm Bureaus to secure defi- 
nite figures on the use of pure bred 
sires in the herds of hogs. The re- 
sults are very comparable to the 
whole state. 

Forty-eight per cent of all the boars 
used are either grades or scrubs, as 
shown by a compilation of the reports 
of the survey. It is a known fact 
that some of the pure bred boars used 
in grade herds are inferior. 

We estimate that the use of a good 
pure bred boar will increase the 


weight of 100 grade pigs, 30 pounds 
eacn, by the time they are ready for 
market, at about eight months old. 
At the present local price of hogs, of 
about fourteen cents per pound, this 
would mean an increased price of 
$4.20 on each hog. ‘The increased 
value on 100 hogs would be $420. 
The average farmer can well afford to 
pay at least $100 for a good pure bred 
boar to use in raising market hogs. 

The survey shows that there are 
about 354 grade boars used in the av- 
erage county east of the Missouri 
river, which represents forty-eight 
per cent of~all boars used. If the

grade sires could all be replaced by ; 


good pure bred sires, the value of the 


market pigs raised could be increased — 


in value by 354 herds at $420 each, 
or $148,680 in each county.

The Last Two Weeks on the Market 


Heavier Hogs Bringing Better Values; Carroll Urges Farmers Not to 
Flood Markets. 


By JOSEPH M. CARROLL 


HILE the hog market situa- 

tion has been somewhat un- 

even during recent weeks, the 

trade has held up well when all con- 

ditions are taken into consideration. 

Supplies have been seasonably large 

at all markets; however, at times a 

strong undertone has featured the 

trade which made it possible for 

values to maintain the level reached 

after the reaction from the low 
period. 

Advances and’ declines have been 


numerous, but no violent fluctuations 
have been noted. This has been to 
the liking of the feeders because they 
have been better able to keep a line 
on conditions and not find the mar- 
ket changed $1.00 or more from the 
time they leave home until the hogs 
are sold. 

The colder weather has acted as a 
stimulus to the hog market, the 
heavier grades especially feeling the 
call for heavier pork products at this 
time. There has been a better de- 


mand for lard and the big hogs have 
come into popularity on this account. 


Price of butter has advanced to a 
very high level.

eral, arrivals for recent weeks have 


been below the same period a year 
ago. Chicago and the eastern mar-— 
kets have been well supplied but the 


shortage is noted mostly at the Mis-— 


souri river points where hogs gener- 
ally move freely at this period of the. 
year. ? 
The weather has been ideal for 
feeding purposes. Owners-are taking 
advantage of this and feeding thei 
hogs for heavier weights and a larg 
number working this way has tended 
to hold the supplies down to a mor 
moderate size. The country has als 
refrained from glutting the market: 
with hogs. Farmers appear to ha 
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plenty of confidence in the trade and 
are satisfied to feed the corn and 
take chances that the low point in 
the trade has been reached. 

The conservative marketing of hogs 
at this time has been largely respon- 
sible for the well acting market. 
Buyers have not had a chance to 
pound values like they did in the past 
and when the country is able to con- 
trol receipts in such a manner it 
leads them to believe that the hogs 
are in strong hands and sharp price 
declines are not going to pry them 
loose and high prices will appear 
more attractive than a threatened de- 
moralization of affairs. 

Hogs arriving at the markets have 
been running to good weights, the 
general average being heavier than a 
year ago and sharply heavier than the 
average for this perioa of the year. 
Offerings have also been of good 
quality, the hogs showing plenty of 
‘corn feeding. Light weight offerings 
have been comparatively scarce in 
the supply while the movement of 
pigs to market has been smaller than 
usual for this time of the year. Not 
many extremely heavy weights are 
being offered but the receipts are 
carrying more medium weight offer- 
ings instead of light weights. 

At the same time there has been 
a very good demand for pigs. The 
country call has been a factor in 
causing pigs to sell at relatively high 


_ prices. Men from sections where 


feed is plentiful and hogs scarce and 
watching the market for desirable 


_ stocker and feeder pigs and anything 
that measures up to their standard 
_ finds free call at the prices. 


The markets have been flooded 
with a lot of cheap cattle during late

EDITOR’S NOTE 


The following paragraphs, which 
contain so much sound sense for 
the hog raiser, were written by 
the Secretary of the National 
Swine Growers’ Association, when 
he was a professor in the Agricul- 
tural College of the University of 
Illinois. We believe that these 
‘suggestions are so good that they 
are worth clipping from the paper 
and pasting in a convenient place 

or frequent reference. 
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naturally having its effects on general 
business conditions and reflecting 
back to the large stock markets. In 
some sources labor conditions show 
improvement while others still have 
a somewhat serious aspect, keeping 
affairs in an indifferent attitude. : 

The foreign exchange situation 
shows no change from recent weeks. 
Export business is still in a lull and 
with the continued lowering of values 
of foreign money, prospects of busi- 
ness with European nations do not 
look very bright. 

But since the market has gone 
through the period with these factors 
against it, some are of the opinion 
that prices have seen their low level 
for the season. It is clear that mat- 
ters have been of an adverse nature 
as regards the good of the trade and 
any improvement that may be made 
will be to the benefit of the situa- 
tion. 

The supplies during the next few 
months will undoubtedly be large, as 
it is customary for hogs to move 
freely during December and January. 
But with corn values on a relatively 
low basis, the country will be able 
to hold hogs. Cattle sent into the 
corn belt for feeding purposes this 
year total more than last year. Hogs 
will follow these cattle and as many 
feed lots were not filled until rather 
late in the season, a fair number of 
hogs will undoubtedly be delayed and 
the movement to market may not be 
as large as.many anticipated. 

Where there is nothing indicative 
of a bullish period in the trade, many 
are of the opinion that there is no 
reason to believe that very much 
lower selling will be the case. Pack- 
ers have found that sharp breaks dis- 
courage the feeders and to bolster up 
production profitable prices must be 
paid for the offerings. On that ac- 
count they are not expected to force 
values down to a level that would be 
damaging to production in _ this 
country. 

Conservative marketing in the near 
future is needed; the country should 
refrain from flooding the markets and 
in this manner will be making a move 
to prevent sharp breaks like recently 
put values down to the low level. 


SUCCESSFUL PORK PRODUCTION 


Here’s How in a Nutshell 


- By W. J. CARMICHAEL 


Secretary of The National Swine Growers’ Associat.on. 


Success depends on good manage- 
ment from the beginning and special 
attention during critical times. 


Use of breeding animals of the 
proper type will go a long way to- 
ward good results. 

Careless methods cause failures 
even though royal-blooded stock is 
selected. In fact, blood lines can 
mean nothing without good care. 


Cultivate an interest in the swine 
and give them more than passing at- 
tention. 
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Educate yourself to know whether 
they are doing well. See that they 
are active, eating regularly, and gain- 
ing properly. 


Study the sow and keep her bowels 
loose by exercise and laxative feeds. 


Strive to keep her free from para- 
sites, away from cattle and _ hofses, 
and see that she is comfortably 
housed. 


Fill the mineral feeder with char- 
coal 5 parts, ground limestone 2 
parts, and salt 1 part, to help her 
physical condition and furnish lime 
for bone growth in her and her pigs. 


Under ordinary conditions, this 
mixture will give good results when 
fed with a ration such as corn and 
oats, equal parts. 


Litters are usually stronger, 
though, if some skim milk, tankage, 
legume hay, or mill feed is also fed. 
In summer use pasture as much as 
possible. 


Put the sow by herself before she 
farrows and have her quarters clean, 
dry, and free from drafts. 


Ordinarily, the sow will have no 
trouble farrowing if her bowels are 
loose, but it is best to watch her 
closely and assist her if necessary. 


Right after the pigs come, give the 
sow all the water she wants, but keep 
feed away for at least one day, then 
begin feeding a thin middlings slop 
and get her on full feed in about 14 
days. 


Keep the sow and pigs exercising 
every day and don’t let the pigs get 
too fat or thumps will develop. 


Put only a small number of sows 
and litters together, keep them grow- 
ing, but don’t over-feed. Scours fre- 
quently follow in the path of a ration 
of poor-quality feeds or of sudden 
changes in feed. 


Refuse or garbage often causes 
pigs to scour. Therefore, it is better 
to feed such materials to shoats than 
to sows with litters. 


Often canker sore mouth develops, 
beginning with a dry scab around the 
sharp tushes, or wolf teeth, which the 
little pigs have at birth. The sharp 
teeth do not cause the canker. 


Don’t be afraid to remove the scab 
and paint the part freely with tincture 
of iodine or a strong solution of po- 
tassium permanganate (1% oz. to one 
gallon water). 


Unnecessary losses can be avoided 
by isolating affected litters and keep- 
ing up the treatment. Sanitation here 
is of prime importance. 


Certain parasites weaken the pigs 
and may cause death. Worms are 
among the worst, but may be well 
checked by the use of 2 grains of 
santonin and 2 grains of calomel in a 
capsule for each 50-pound pig, given 
to each pig separately after it has 
been without feed for a few hours.

Those little yellow specks on the 
hair behind the ears are nits from 
which lice hatch. Destroy lice by the 
use of crude oil as a dip or spray. 


In the third or fourth week the 
pigs will usually begin to eat from 
the trough. Give them a little milk 
or slop daily to supplement the sow’s 
milk; they will do bewer tor it. 


Only a few good swine producers 
wait until after weaning to castrate 
pigs. Better do it at least a week 
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before the sows and pigs are sepa- 
rated, and do it carefully. Disinfect 
thoroughly before and after making 
the incision. A 10 per cent solution 
of almost any animal dip is good for 
this purpose. 


Never let yourself think that the 
weaned pig is raised. He still needs 
attention other than being fed. Give 
him the minerals mentioned, worm 
treatment and crude oil, if needed; 
and above all, keep him growing with 
a good ration. He’ll pay for his feed.

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tained depends upon the owner's 
ability to analyze correctly his own 
particular problems, and his success 
in combining in one building those 
qualities which solve his problems in 
the most efficient and economical 
manner. Recognizing this fact, it is 
the policy of Tur Duroc BULLETIN to 
publish such plans of buildings as 
seem to offer definite advantages, af- 
fording opportunity to make note of 
those that suit. 

The accompanying cuts reproduce 
a plan that is recommended to its 
people by the Minnesota Experiment. 
Station. It is a loft type of house 
and stands north and south. An 
overhead mow is particularly valuable 
where the hog barn is somewhat re- 
moved from the main barns and has 
no straw storage near. It also affords 
storage for other materials as well 
as a workshop if required. 

Unless straw is at hand the hogs 
Ordinarily get about half as much 
bedding as is needed, while the pens 
are frequently cleaned to about the 
same extent. 

A house of this type is more even 
in temperature (day and night) than 
is either a half monitor or a sunlight 
type of house. Everything consid- 
ered, it is an economical building. 
Two ventilating flues, 12 in. by 12 in., 
should pierce the floor of the mow 
and pass up through the roof. While 
the plan calls for an 8 ft. clearance 
for the downstairs, a 7 ft. space is 
just as good where proper ventilation 
is provided.

Preparing for the Winter 


In getting the hogs ready for their 
winter quarters, one of the first 
things to be done is to get them clean 
both inside and out in order that they 
may be able to withstand the rigors 
of winter weather. Lice on the out- 
side and worms on the inside are 
the pests which are responsible for 
more hog losses than all other para- 
sites combined. In treating the pigs 
for worms it will be found advisable 
to shut them up and withhold their 
feed for 24 hours, thus emptying the 
stomach and intestines so the medi- 
cine will have a chance to work. 
Santonin is about as sure a remedy 
for worms as can be found but pres- 
ent prices are almost prohibitive. 
Sulphur of iron can be used with 
good results, but there is the danger 
of an overdose. Whatever remedy is 
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used, the main precaution to be kept 
in mind is to continue it for several 
treatments until the worms have been 
entirely eradicated. Keep the hog’s 
bowels in loose ‘condition with a 
laxative slop; a dose of Epsom salts 
or linseed oil make excellent laxa- 
tives. 

Crude oil is the most effective 
remedy for lice that we know of. It 
can be applied in several ways. Some 
men get good results with a hog 
oiler; some use a sprinkler and others 
the spray pump. In applying the oil 
it is essential that it be used every 
two weeks until you are rid of all 
the lice. 

This is the season when the 
houses should be gone over, cracks 
and crevices made tight, and assure 
yourself that the animals will be com- 
fortable during the cold weather. 
Make sure that the house is free of 
drafts, because of pneumonia. The 
hog is a thin skinned animal and 
very susceptible to ills when improp- 
erly cared for. 

You are familiar with the direction 
of the prevailing winds in your sec- 
tion and have located and built your 
hog house with this in mind. Fresh 
air ig most important but it should 
not be secured by the method used 
on most hog farms. there are many 
modern ventilators which are reliable 
and worth while. Readers who de- 
sire information relative to hog 
houses, ventilators, etc., should refer 
to the articles by Harley M. Ward 
which are running now in the BuL- 
LETIN. Mr. Ward will answer any of 
your hog house questions. 

Plenty of bedding during the cold 
months is highly desirable. Keep 
this bedding dry, and change it suffi- 
ciently often to stamp out the lice 
and disease germs.

Dust is Detrimental to Hog 
Profits 


During most any season of the year, 
if we happen to have a spell of dry 
weather, the inevitable result is that 
the hog houses and lots will become 
covered with a thick coat of dust. 
When the hogs’ feed is thrown out in 
this dust it is a particularly disagree- 
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able meal which Mr. Hog has to con- 
sume. And in the eating of the feed 
the hog takes a large amount of this 
dust into his mouth, windpipe and 
lungs, all of which has to be thrown 
off by the system, many times lead- 
ing to wheezing and other complica- 
tions which put a severe handicap on 
the animal. 


If you have followed a threshing 
machine or a clover huller, you can 
appreciate how disagreeable it is to 
be placed in an atmosphere literally 
filled with dust particles. 


The hogs should never be fed in a 
dust mulch. It is much better to feed 
them in the mud, but neither practice 
is advisable or necessary, with water 
and feed floors so cheap. After the 
hogs are fed in dusty lots, often they 
are made to sleep in large numbers 
in dusty quarters where drafts are 
numerous. Invariably the result is 
pneumonia and lung trouble. 


Attention to the eating and sleep- 
ing quarters of your hogs is certainly 
a most important consideration. Lack 
of education along this line is costing 
many thousands of dollars to hog 
raisers annually. A few hours spent 
in cleaning up the quarters, getting 
rid of all dust and applying a good 
coal tar disinfectant will be time well 
spent and will result in the saving of 
many dollars. 


Green Ground Bone For Hogs 


The experiment. stations have 
proven that the bone of animals can 
be strengthened by the feeding of a 
proper amount of mineral matter of 
bone-making material. Practical 
breeders also have found from ex- 
perience that it pays to feed bone 
meal, lime, and other feeds which 
have a high content of ash. Small 
bone, weak legs and pasterns are par- 
ticularly serious faults in, modern 
purebred hogs or any hog, for that 
matter. The old saying used so fre- 
quently by the horse men: “No foot, 
no horse,” is applicable to the hog. 
Without good feet and legs the ani- 
mal will not get to first place in the 
show ring and will not prove to be 
a very serviceable proposition when 
left “to root hog or die” under aver- 
age farm conditions. 


Green, ground bone is a food that 
is used quite extensively by poultry 
raisers., the poultry people claiming 
that this material furnishes the con- 
stituents of the shell of the egg. This 
same kind of bone is being used by 
some hog men with success. They 
say it is easily digested and makes a 
valuable addition to the hog ration. 

Lime water is used by many men 
in the slop. Quick lime is added to 
the water in quantities that will be 
dissolved and about a pint of this is 
used in a barrel of slop.

To N. M. Gordon, Editor, 
Duroc BULLETIN: 


I have been interested in the 
articles concerning paid secretaries 
for State Duroc Jersey Breeders’ 
Associations, and feel that this is a 
step in the right direction. 

A great deal of valuable work has 
been done in promoting the breed 
through the breed record offices and 
through the fieldmen, also through 
the County Breed Associations, but 
it is my belief that if a state associa- 
tion were organized with a com- 
petent man in charge of the secretary 
work, he could do a great deal to 
sorrelate the-efforts of the different 
breed associations, fieldmen and rec- 
ord associations in the state. 

At this time, no one can outline 
the work which a state association 
would “be able to accomplish, as the 
field is large, and as the’ work goes 
on, there would be more and more 
calls upon the state association 
offices. There is a great field for such 
efforts and it would do a great deal 
to bring together the ideas of the 
different breeders of the county and 
also to help impress upon, especially 
the new breeders, also a large num- 
ber of the old breeders, which is the 
most acceptable breed type. The 
state association would be able to 
do a great deal to advertise the 
breed. There is a field for educational 
work in aiding the local county asso- 
ciations in carrying on their work 
and also in handling the pure bred 
sales. 

The state association should be 
able to put on at least one consign- 
ment sale a year which would repre- 
sent the choice Durocs of the state. 
This would prove a great advertising 
factor for the breeders of the state. 

I think the organizing ot a state 
association will meet the endorse- 
ment of a large number of breeders 
in the state of Illinois. It would be 
well for some one to call a meeting 
of the presidents of the various 
County Duroc Jersey Breeders Asso- 
’ ciations of the State of Illinois, also 
the large breeders in the state, to 
meet at some central point and per- 
fect such an organization. 

I notice in your last issue, the 
blank for the breeders to fill out in 
which they promise to consign a 
Duroc Jersey bred sow to a sale, the 
proceeds of which are to be turned 
over to the treasurer of the state 
association to help finance the office. 
This is a good idea, but I believe that 
the work will progress with greater 
rapidity if an organization is formed 
and the breeders of the state be taken 
in on some membership basis, and 
then if the Board of Directors or the 
Executive Committee deem it advis- 
able, it might be well to hold a con- 
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signment bred sow sale, but all of us 
know that if such an organization is 
not built from the ground-up with a 
large membership, it will not meet 
the greatest needs of the state. For 
that reason we will not have a strong 
organization if the funds are fur- 
nished by a few men. If this plan 
for the consignment sale should be 
carried out and the bred sows 
donated to the association are sold 
and do not bring top prices it will be 
doing an injustice to the breed in the 
State. 

There is a question in my mind 
whether it is advisable to hold a 
consignment sale where the _ bred 
sows are not picked by a committee. 
I am speaking from our experience 
in the Peoria County Duroc Breed- 
ers’ Association. The individuals in 
each of our sales were selected by a 
committee and the result of the sales 
showed that such selections .have 
been a benefit to the breed in the 
county. 

I would like to see a meeting called 
in the near future.

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“The Wisconsin State Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Association has 
not at present a paid field secretary, 
altho I am serving in the capacity 
of a recording secretary, giving as 
much time as possible to outside 
work. 

“It is the ambition of the Associa- 
tion to have one or two men in the 
field in the near future, giving their 
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entire time. In fact, we are now ar- 
ranging a whirlwind campaign for a 
Series of meetings to gain support 
for such a movement. We expect to 
get considerable help from the Na- 
tional Association, which is collect- 
ing considerable more money since 
the increase of transfers was voted 
at our last meeting. 


“The plan which we have in mind 
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at present for financing this venture 
is to get our share of this national 
money and to swell the funds by per- 
sonal subscription from our breed- 
ers as well as revenue gained from 
public sales handled by the Associa- 
tion. It is the purpose of the Asso- 
ciation to put on at least one big 
sale a year which ought to net the 
Association five to ten thousand dol- 
lars.” 


Will Hog Market History Repeat Itselfr 


Market Writer Discusses History Made on the Market in 1908 and 1910 


ILL history repeat itself in 
the hog trade? It is a com- 
mon expression that history 
repeats itself; so, if it carries true in 


the hog market the recent sharp de- 


cline in prices will mean a reaction 
that will put values on a level sharply 
higher than recently in force. It will 
make the killers pay for the losses 
that were inflicted upon hog feeders 
who sold their offerings at prices 
smaller than the production costs. 
Alternates have been noted in the 
hog trade and it is nothing else but 
the performance of the market that 
makes the production respond. ‘ Dur- 
ing the recent price readjustment 
considerable dissention was heard 
among hog feeders. They had laid 


their plans with the intention to see 


their offerings sell sharply above the 
prices realized and there is no ques- 
tion that they had a right to be dis- 
couraged when values dropped to a 
level that resulted in losses. 

But the damage has been done. The 
question now is, what will be the re- 
sult of the bargains that killers were 
able to obtain at the expense of the 
feeders? Will the deal of 1908 and 
1910 be duplicated? 

Why is 1908 taken into considera- 
tion in this case? Because it was 
during that year that hog prices were 
forced to a low level and the country 
became discouraged and production 
slumped. Up to that year prices had 
ruled on a basis about in line with

production. Arrivals of hogs started 
to increase. It was commonly known 
that the country had a lot of hogs 
on hand. Killers acted bearish each 
day and predicted that they would

A drove was 


bought below the $4.00 line and the 


a ee HOG PRICES 1908-1910 


general average of hog prices was the 
lowest in many years. The country 
took its medicine at this time, realiz- 
ing that the odds wefe against them. 
Production was on such a large scale 
that receipts continued liberal de- 
spite the low level of prices. 


Hogs Averaged $5.70 in 1908 


For the entire year of 1908 hogs 
averaged only $5.70, which appeared 
relatively low when compared with” 
the few years prior. The high prices 
of the preceding years caused the 
country to become enthusiastic and 
increased production was the result. 
But brood sows have no respect for 
supply and demand so the crop could 
not be decreased as fast as prices 
declined. Thus the producers had to 
go along and be satisfied with the 
prices, altho they were not. 

During that year there were over 
eight million hogs marketed at Chi- 
cago alone while thirteen principal 
markets of the country received a 
total of nearly thirty-two million 
hogs or four million more than the 
year previous. 

Production did not show the ef- 
fects of the price break so much dur- 
ing the year following because con- 
ditions in the country could not be

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Killing and Curing Farm Pork 


Methods Which Are Worth Careful Perusal Before You Butcher 
By Vance W. McCray 


stick the hog, we let him stand up 


HEN we go out to the pen to 

W select a hog for our winter’s 

meat it is natural to pick out 
the best one in the herd. Our home 
cured pork does not have a govern- 
ment stamp on it so it is important 
that we select a thrifty animal. Health 
should be the first consideration and 
condition second. We always select 
a hog in medium condition and avoid 
both thin, skinny, animals and fat, 
oily animals. A certain amount of 
fat always improves the flavor, ten- 
derness and keeping qualities of the 
meat. We like animals between six 
and twelve months of age. Now and 
then we roast a young pig and serve 
him with a baked apple in his mouth, 
but the flesh lacks flavor and is soft, 
due to the high water content of the 
younger animal. 

The hog that is to be killed at home 
should have nothing but water for at 
least twenty-four hours before killing. 
If a hog is fed right up to slaughter- 
ing time, the capillaries will be full 
of blood and he will not bleed so well. 
A bloody carcass will result and the 
keeping qualities of the meat will be 
damaged. The stomach will also be 
filled with gas and may cause the 
meat to become tainted. 

We always kill on a day when the 
temperature is between 25 and 40 de- 
grees F. Never chase a hog down 
and then stick him. Over-heated or 
excited hogs become feverish. This 
-is particularly true of heavy, fat hogs, 
and when the meat becomes feverish 
it will not cure properly and often- 
times will sour. If you have to drive 
the hog use a hurdle, not a whip, 
which will injure and discolor the 
meat. Sometimes men shoot a hog 
or knock him in the head before 
sticking. We always stick them alive 
as they will bleed better. All hogs 
in a packing plant are stuck alive. 
We throw the hog on his back. At 
the point of the breast bone, cut a 
large opening three or four inches 
long which allows a free flow of the 
blood. It is important to~sever the 
veins and arteries in the neck but 
care must be exercised not to stick 
the knife into the shoulder, for when 
the shoulder is struck, the blood settles 
there, and the bloody portion, which 
is a large part of the shoulder, will 
have to be trimmed off. After we 


and walk around, which helps in 
pumping out all of the blood, making 
a much better bled carcass than when 
the hog is first shot or stunned and 
then bled on the floor. The better 
the hog is bled, the better the keep- 
ing qualities of the meat. 


A thermometer is not always at 
hand. We have an efficient method 
of measuring the heat by hand. Stick 
one finger in the water and draw it 
out immediately—repeat this and if 
it burns, slightly, the third time, then 
the water is just right for scalding. 
We usually put some wood ashes in 
the water which helps to remove any 
greasy filth which might be on the 
hog. One should be careful not to 
leave the hog in the scalding water 
too long or the hair will become 
“set.” As soon as the dew claws 
will snap off and the hair will come 
off on the foot it is time to remove 
the hog from the water and the hair 
scraped off at once. After the hog 
is scraped he should be hung up with 
his nose nine inches to one foot above 
the ground. He should be rinsed off 
with cold water before gutting. The 
dressing should be completed as rap- 
idly as possible and the carcass al- 
lowed to cool out all of the animal 
heat but still not freeze before cutting 
up. The carcass should not be al- 
lowed to freeze on the outside and 
form a crust as this will not allow 
all the animal heat to escape which 
will cause an uneven cure. In the 
improper cooling of the carcass lies 
the greatest danger of spoiling the 
meat when one tries to cure it. The 
meat should be thoroughly cooled be- 
fore going into the cure. If it is not, 
the salt will cause the muscles to 
contract or shrivel and a coating will 
be formed on the outside which will 
not let the heat escape. 


Curing the Meat 


There are two common methods 
of curing meat; the brine cure and 
the dry salt cure. Common salt is 
used as a basis of the curing but sev- 
eral other ingredients are essential. 
The salt tends to draw the soft tissues 
together making the muscles hard and 
dry. Sugar is used to counteract the 
action of the salt and besides keep- 
ing the muscles soft it adds a sweet, 


nice, flavor to the meat. Saltpeter 
preserves the color and has an astrin- 
gent effect. Baking soda is some- 
times added to prevent the brine from 
souring. 

The brine cure for each 100 pounds 
of meat use: 

12 pounds of common’ salt, 

3 pounds of sugar, 

2 ounces of saltpeter, 

6 gallons of water. 


Dissolve the saltpeter and sugar 


in some warm water, then add the 
water and salt. Mix thoroughly until 
the salt is all dissolved. Allow the 
brine to become entirely cooled be- 
fore placing the meat in it. Rub 
some salt on each piece of meat and 
place, skin down, in a clean strong 
barrel. 
careful that all pieces are entirely 
covered with brine. Keep in a dry, 
cool place and overhaul in five days, 
fifteen days and thirty days. To over- 
haul the meat, simply unpack it and 
this allows all parts of the meat to 
cure evenly. This also mixes the 
brine. We leave the bacon and other 
small pieces in the brine about six 
weeks, the hams and shoulders about 
seven to eight weeks. A good rule” 
for the hams and shoulders is to leave 
them four days for each pound; i. e. 
sixty days for a 15 pound ham. 

In case the brine should become 
ropy remove the meat, drop in a few 
pieces of baking soda and stir well. 

The dry cure for each 100 pounds 
of meat use: 

5. pounds of salt, 

1 pound of sugar, 

3 ounces of saltpeter. 

Mix the sugar and saltpeter and 
sprinkle it on the face of the meat. 
Rub the salt on the ends and sides 
and sprinkle some on the face of the 
meat but do not disturb the sugar and 
saltpeter. Pack in a box or barrel and 
keep in a dry, cool place.

soak it over night in clean water— 
rinse it off the next day and let it 
hang one day in the smokehouse be- 
fore starting the fire. Any small, 
clean, tight, fireproof building, where 
the meat can hang eight or ten feet 
above the floor, will do for smoking 
the meat. It is best if the fire can be 
built on the outside and the smoke, 
only, in the smoke-house to keep the 
temperature down. If the tempera- 
ture of the room gets up to 120 de- 
grees F., the meat will absorb the 
smoke too rapidly, and will drip out 
some of the fat. Never try to smoke 
Hang the 
meat up with galvanized wire hooks. 
The fire should just smolder. Corn 
cobs and hickory make a fine com- 
bination for the fire. The hickory 
will give the meat a nice flavor. 
Smoke until the meat is a light brown 
color. 

If one preserves his meat this way 
he will not have to rely upon the 
“Big Five” for “Country Cured 
Hams” next summer. 


Will Hog Market History Repeat 
Itself?

adjusted so quickly. However, a de- 
crease at Chicago of more than a 
million and a half was noted. Fol- 
lowing the break, brood sows were 
marketed rather freely. Corn was 
selling high in 1908 but decreased 
and rather than take the low prices 
for hogs in force many feeders car- 
ried them several months longer 
than usual and managed to get a 
better price because values reacted 
after the low levels were reached. 

It was in 1910 that the result of 
the low prices’ was clearly seen. Re- 
ceipts proved two and a half million 
smaller than during 1908 and by this 
time the prices had started on an up- 
turn. From a low point of $4.40 dur- 
ing the opening month of 1908, val- 
ues advanced to $10.55 during the 
third month of 1910. The latter price 
was a record up to that time. Thus 
by taking advantage of the large re- 
ceipts and forcing values to an ex- 
tremely low level buyers were com- 
pelled to pay premium prices just a 
short while later because they found 
the hogs were not in the country. 

The accompanying charts -show 
how the receipts ran during the years 
‘mentioned. The country liquidated 
freely during early months of the 
year, it being the season for cashing 
the spring pig crop of the previous 
season. Arrivals showed a_ steady 
falling off until October when the 
new crop of hogs started to move 
marketward but arrivals never did 
get back to the point at the start of 
the year. 

Then notice the year of 1910 and 
see how receipts materialized. In- 
stead of having more than a million 
hogs during the opening month of 
the year, the supplies were a little 
more than half and then decreased 
until during March that year only 
325,000 were received for one of the 
smallest months on record. The ar- 
_Tivals | were uneven after that, of 
course gaining during the fall and 
‘winter months, but there was not a 

agle month. when the arrivals 
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equalled those of 1908. This showed 
the attitude of the country. 

On the other hand prices traveled 
on a firmer basis. Each month aver- 
aged sharply higher than correspond- 
ing month of 1908 and the general 
average price of 1910 was $3.20 higher 
than 1908. 

What is the conclusion of such act- 
ing markets? It may. be brought 
down to date and give some light on 
the action that may be taken by hog 
men who desire to recoup their losses 
caused by the sharp breaking prices. 
The war period was an _ unnatural 
demand producing occasion. It kept 
values on a high level regardless of 
receipts. The domestic demand was 
taken care of at high prices because 
competition caused values to rule 
strong at all times. The country 
was asked to increase production. 
This it did, thinking that the demand 
would be great enough to allow them 
a profit. 

But this was not the case. Just 
as soon as the demand failed to hold, 
all interests possible were mustered 
together to bring about price read- 


justments. Hogs were looked upon 
as the basis of living costs. The 
committees seemed to aim their 


blows at hogs, evidently thinking that 
high hogs meant high prices for 
everything else. It was early in Au- 
gust this year when buyers started 
to decrease hog prices, not grad- 
ually, but literally knocking the props 
from under the trade and within a 
few weeks prices had been declined 
several dollars. Some reactions were 
noted but within a period of less than 
three months more than $10.00 per 
hundred weight were taken off prices. 

This put values down to a basis 
that did not pay out, figuring that 
many feeders were required to buy 
expensive corn to finish out the hogs. 
But like in former years, the feeders 
had no recourse and had to go along 
and take the prices. Declines of $1.00 
were numerous, a car of hogs depre- 
ciating several hundred dollars from 
the time it left home until it arrived 
at the selling point. 

Now the main question is, how w'll 
roducers take the recent decline in 
og prices? If they figure that the 
man who stays in the business is the 
winner in the end, production will 
undoubtedly be on a stable basis but 
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undoubtedly a large number will de- 
cide to remain out or else operate on 
a smaller scale which will result in 
smaller production during the com- 
ing year. 

It is not necessary to maintain val- 
ues at record levels as the hog feed- 
ers state, but they would like to see 
prices held on a basis that wouid 
allow them a profit on their work. If 
conditions in general were adjusted 
they would not have kicked on the 
price breaks, but regardless of the 
prices they had to pay for necessaries 
the prices of their products contin- 
ued to decline. If the feed costs and 
labor were first lowered, cutting their 
production costs, the situation would 
have been met with a better disposi- 
tion, but as it stands many feeders 
have become discouraged and their 
action in the near future will answer 
the question: will history repeat it- 
self in the hog market and result in 
high prices after the recent slump in 
values?

Feeding Standard Mixtures All the Year 


Secretary Carmichael Replies to Inquiry of New Jersey Breeder 


To Tue Duroc BULLETIN: 


Question: I have been trying to 
lay out a policy where I could feed 
a standard mixture to the whole of 
the herd the year around. I would 
feed this ration to all of my breed- 
ing stock and also market stock dur- 
ing their growing period. When I 
say I would feed this mixture to all 
stock all the time I do not mean that 
I wouldn’t have a few bags on hand 
of some other feed (altho only as a 
change in diet) ,say for instance, for 
sucking sows that are fed the limit 
or backward pigs, etc. In short, 
would use my judgment as to this. 
But to have as few complications and 
to cut down on labor I would have 
my standard mixture as follows: 

35% ground oats. 

35% red dog or white wheat mid- 

dlings 
rye meal 
tankage (60%) 

5% oil meal (old process) 

To this I would add 1% salt and 
2% ground charcoal. I would do 
away with salt, charcoal and other 
minerals in the feed lot, but might 
add 1% or so of bone meal or ground 
phosphate rock to the ration. In 
winter time, all of the stock, which 
will ultimately include 100 brood 
sows, would have free access to al- 
falfa or soy bean hay; in summer and 
fall they have the run of green pas- 
ture and needless to say that corn 
would be fed them in proportion to 
their need. 2 

I would like to have the opinion 
on this of some good authority and 
any changes or suggestion, in regard 
to feed, or policy for that matter, 
would be gratefully es sos

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have such widely divergent require- 
ments. The young pigs just weaned 
need a totally different type of ra- 
tion than do the brood sows from 
which the litters have been -weaned. 
However, as the correspondent has 
indicated, he does not really contem- 
plate using a “standard mixture” to 
the exclusion of other feeds. His 
problem is in reality that of secur- 
ing a good mixture to use to balance 
or supplement the pasture, corn or 
other feeds which are available in 
different seasons of the year, must 
the same as other breeders or hog- 
men use a single feed such as tank- 
age, middlings or even oil meal. 

The suggested combination of feeds 
consisting of ground oats, middlings, 
rye metal, tankage and oilmeal is a 
very good one, but the success ac- 
companying its use depends largely 
upon the proportion of other feeds 
used. For instance the young pigs 
should do very well on such a com- 
bination, without the addition of 
other feeds, altho pasture crops or 
even some corn would improve their 
ration. As the hogs get older a 
larger amount of corn should be used 
than when the pigs are just weaned. 
In the other extreme, the brood sows 
will get along very well between 
breeding seasons if fed a very small 
amount of such a mixture and the 
major part of their ration made up 
of corn and good pasture in the sum- 
mer or legume hay during the win- 
ter. 

Advice relative to the applicability 
of a given mixture depends much on 
prevailing prices for the component 
parts of the ration. At times ground 
barley would prove more satisfactory 
than the ground oats. Or oat mid- 
dlings or oat flour could at times be 
economically used to replace the 
ground oats or even the middlings 
and rye meal. 

For localities as near the Atlantic 
Coast, we would suggest that the 
correspondent attempt to secure fish 
meal to supplant the tankage. It is 
almost, if not quite, as satisfactory 
to use as tankage and should be pro- 
cured at a lower price. (A consider- 
able amount of experimental work 
has been done with this feed at the 
Government Experimental farm, 
Beltsville, Maryland.) 


The addition of 1% of salt, 2% of : 


charcoal, and 1% of bone meal is to 
be commended, altho many believe 
that where tankage or fish meal is 
used it is necessary to add bone 
meal. There is no danger of over- 
feeding on minerals, assuming, of 
course, that reasonable proportions 
are used; many breeders make the 
mistake of too often neglecting the 
mineral end of the ration. 

A ration such as has been men- 
tioned “balanced” with available 
feeds and fed according to the condi- 
tion of the animals should simplify 
the feeding of the hogs for both 
breeding and market. It must be 
borne continually in mind, however, 
with this as with any other ration, 
that no two bunches can be fed just 
alike and show equal results, and as 
one feeder remarked “no bunch of 


hogs will feed alike twice.” The man 
who is doing the feeding or closely 
following it must watch the animals 
with a scrutinizing eye and affect or 
direct changes as needed, both as to 
quantity and quality of feeds fed. 
Unless it is carefully followed no 
“Standard Ration” is practically cef-

Today’s Type Compared With That of 
20 Years Ago 


Some Want the Low-Down Squatty Type, But Todays Requirements 
Demand the Clean-Cut Upstanding Kind 


To Tue BULLETIN: 


IG TYPE hogs as I see 
them today and what 
was termed Big Type 20 
years ago are as far dif- 
ferent as night and day. 

I saw a letter a few 
days ago from a man in 
the southern states 
strongly objecting to the 
long legs, long _ nose, 
high back, spindle shank 
boars we are producing 
today and which the farmers are not 
buying because of these features. He 
speaks of boars, the equal of which 
cannot be found in my territory, but 
assuming there are some of this kind 
they should go to the market. But 
I shall endeavor to give you a little 
history of the section in northwest 
Iowa. Take Sioux County, for in- 
stance; this is one of the youngest 
counties in the state and also where 
the land is highest in price. This 
country is the home of Big Type 
hogs. A number of years ago Peter 
Mouw of Orange City, Iowa, bought 
one of the largest, coarsest boars of 
his breed to cross on his quality sows. 
This was done again the advice of 
his friends, who said, “Pete you will 
ruin your herd.” In less than three 
years he produced A Wonder, a boar 
that revolutionized the breed and

made new history for Big Type hogs. 
This boar weighed close to 1,000 
pounds. This was accomplished in 
the territory in which I used to work. 
And today Sioux County, Iowa, has a 
larger hog population than any other 
county in the state. 

Again take the territory adjacent 
to Sioux City, where, in the first three 
months of 1919, a smaller number of 
hogs were marketed, but showed 
more weight per hog than either 
Kansas City or Omaha. This was 
due to Big Type blood. It must have 
been as there is no other reason for 
it. I have watched the development 
of many of these herds and they have 
been nearly all grown on grass with 
very little grain in the ration until 
they weighed 200 pounds ‘or over. 

Now, 20 years ago, if we made a 
hog weigh from 200 to 350 pounds at 
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a year to a year and a half old, we 
did well. But the twentieth century 
hog must weigh from 300 to 400 
pounds at 10 months old or he has 
lost us money. 

Now the Durocs the southerner 
spoke of, the high off the ground, 
long legged, gun barrelled body is not 
to be found in the hog that could 
not be distinguished from the tam- 
worth. If this breeder would select 
a boar wide between the eyes, he 
could shorten the nose for no breeder 
that I know of ever had a long nosed 
pig if he had the right kind of a head 
on him. He or no one else ever got 
a boar too tall if he had the right 
kind of a body. But he must have a 
good back, deep side lines and be 
smooth, There is no breeder I know 
of who wants one that you could 
throw a bucket under and not touch 
him any where. This kind of a hog 
would never do and I do not believe 
any one is breeding that kind. I 
know of a prominent breeder of 
mighty classy hogs that is doing his 
best to produce one that could step 
over a two foot boar, but he does 
expect to have quality with it, for 
he is one of the breed’s foremost 
producers. 

Now he speaks of the “Printer’s 
Ink” boar. This may have occurred, 
but it is so seldom that they are soon 
lost sight of. I doubt very much if 
our friend was at the National this 
year; there he would have had a hard 
time to find one of these “elm peel- 
ers” he describes. If he was not there 
I would advise him to make the show 
next year as there he will see some 
of the greatest individuals ever drawn 
into a show ring. 

However, the type of Duroc has 
been improved upon greatly in the 
past ten years. A few years ago the 
largest Duroc ever seen at our state 
fair would hardly weigh 600 pounds. 
Today there are any number of herd 
boars that weigh from 800 to 1,000 
pounds. These are high off: the 
ground, with high arched backs, good 
bone and smooth side lines. I haven’t 
seen one of those low down, blocky 


Here is a good specimen of up-to-date type—the big type, upstanding kind with 
good strong back, clean cut and with good bone and feet, 
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ones for years; they are all out of 
the country, comparatively speaking. 
I know one man this year that drove 
two senior yearlings and three two 
year old sows over the scales that 
weighed 4,040 pounds; over 800 
pounds each. Now this never could 
be accomplished if they were the 
short legged kind. All of these sows 
raised litters and are real brood sows.

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It woul, it seems to me, be very 
hard to convince a man that a low 
down, blocky sow that drags her ud- 
der thru the mud in March would 
make as good a brood sow as one 
that stood up high and kept her ud- 
der clean; neither would there be 
the room for litters to nurse nor could 
she take as good care of them as one 
of more stretch. H. A. Sexsmith.

City People Consume More Beef, Veal and Mutton 


That the farmers are the chief pork 
and poultry consumers, when a com- 
parison is made on a per capita basis, 
while the city dwellers eat a greater 
proportion of beef, veal, and mutton, 
is shown by the estimates of the per 
capita consumption of each kind of 
meat and poultry by the urban and 
rural population, which have just 
been completed by the Bureau of 
Crop Estimates, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. This is the 
first adequate information concerning 
the meat consumption of vafious sec- 
tions of the country, and of the city 
and country population, that has ever 
been obtained. The figures in the es- 
timates represent pounds of dressed 
weight as would be sold. by the 
butcher. 

The total meat consumption per 
capita is 9 per cent greater in the 
country than in the city, and excess 
in varying degrees is found in every 
one of the customary geographical

divisions. Beef consumption is nearly 
two-thirds greater in the city than 
in the country. In both veal and 
mutton consumption per capita the 
city exceeds the country, veal by 119 
per cent and mutton by 43 per cent, 
and there is a varying preponderance 
of the city consumption in all sec- 
tions, except that mutton consump- 
tion per capita is greater in the coun- 
try in the West—that is, beween the 
Great Plains and the Pacific Ocean. 
If beef, veal and mutton are com- 
bined, the city exceeds the country 
in per capita consumption by two- 
thirds. 

What the country loses in compari- 
son with the city in the per capita 
consumption of beef, veal, and mut- 
ton is more than offset by what. it 
gains in the consumption of pork and 
poultry. These are the meats, if 
poultry may be called meat, that are 
more especially adapted to the coun- 
try than the others. The per capita 
consumption of pork and poultry in 
the country is everywhere above that 
in the city, and for the United States 
as a whole the country is higher by 
nearly two-thirds for pork and more 
than one-half for poultry. 

The city consumes more beef, veal, 
and mutton per capita than it does 
pork and poultry by 9 per cent, but 
the country consumes more pork and 
poultry per capita than the other 
meats by 150 per cent; and in the 
city pork and poultry are 48 per cent 
of the total meat consumption (in- 
cluding poultry), and in the country 
71 per cent. 

Beef, veal, and poultry consump- 
tion per capita are higher in the 
North than in the South, but in pork 
consumption the South is higher. The 
West is above the other sections in 
beef and mutton consumption, and is 
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barely below the leading section, the 
North Atlantic, in veal consumption, 
but it is lowest in poultry consump- 
tion and, except in comparison with 
the North Atlantic States, is lowest 
in pork consumption.

interest and enthusiasm which such 
competition gives our students for 
all kinds of swine work, including 
breeding, management, etc., as well 
as judging. 

“That many of our agricultural 
students are being interested in pure- 
bred hogs is shown by the fact that 
at our state fair this year the grand 
champion Duroc-Jersey sow was 
owned and shown by a former stu- 
dent of this institution. This was 
also true in the case of the Chester 
White grand champion boar and 
grand champion sow. A graduate 
of this department had charge of 
the Hampshire herd from which 
came the grand champion boar, not 
only at Missouri, but also Lowa, Ne- 
braska and Kansas.

‘were fat.

question it had cost more to produce 
the well finished hogs than those 
that were less fat but the killers were 
unwilling to pay a premium for them. 
Prof. Weaver went on to say that so 
long as this condition prevailed, farm-— 
ers were using good judgment in- 
growing larger framed hogs, using 
the maximum of pasture and cheaper 
feeds, even though they were not so 
highly finished when sold. .

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Timely Pointers for Hog Raisers 


A little more concentrated feed 
from now on will-not hurt; the sows 
need the added heat it produces and 
if they are forced to take plenty of 
exercise it will help, rather than harm 
them. 


The sows should be putting on a 
little flesh now, after being bred and 
should be kept in a thrifty condition, 
their bowels kept regular and a little 
tonic administered with their slop to 
keep them toned up and their sys- 
tems working at top notch. 


Don’t have the slop for the wean- 
lings too thin for if you do, you are 
bound to get a lot of pot bellied, 
paunchy, pigs. You may have a dandy 
lot of stretchy and’ growthy pigs, but 
if you don’t feed them right they will 
_go down hill. Remember, don’t put 
too much water in your slop, but 
give them clean, pure, water in addi- 
tion, 24 hours out of every day.

Too much*emphasis can not be put 
upon the advice to exercise the sows. 
Exercise constitutes a large part of 
the effort to secure strong litters and 
it should not be overlooked that the 
sows will not take the exercise of 
their own free will. The feeder should 
manage the sows so that they will be 
compelled to take exercise. A good 
way to accomplish this is .to scatter 
the corn out in a pasture or corn- 
field where the sows will have to 
rustle for it. Feeding corn in this 
manner will not have the detrimental 
effect that it would, if no exercise 
were given. 


Don’t overestimate the pigs you de- 
scribe when writing to prospective 
customers. In this way you will sat- 
isfy and please them and establish a 
good reputation for yourself. 


The healthy and vigorous pig 
stands a good show of fighting dis- 
ease successfully. Therefore, keep 
him in vigorous health for profitable 
growth and to escape disease. 


Clean your pigs of worms and lice 
for it will be a great help to the pigs 
and at the same time will save you 
feed. 


Treat your hogs like you would like 
to be treated. Teach them to be 
docile and quiet by treating them 
kindly and petting them. They will 
respond to this kindly treatment in 
like action. 


_ Now is the time to get your pedi- 
grees fixed. up to date. Let’s have the 
pedigree ready for every hog in every 
sale, this winter. It will save a lot 
of work and worry if you do it now 
instead of putting it off. 


Have your shipping crates large 
enough for the animals to be shipped 
in. If they are too small the pig. will 
perhaps be crippled and cause a per-

Feeding Floors 


There is of necessity an enormous 
waste of feed when the hog man’s 
feeding lots are poorly drained and 
are a mass of mud. Feeding floors 
come in mighty handy 12 months in 
the year, but particularly so during 
the winter and the wet weather. Feed 
is too high to waste and in order for 
the hog man to secure the maximum 
profits in his operations good feeding 
floors are a prime necessity. 

The advantages of the feeding floor 
are: 


(1) Feed is saved. 

(2) Feeding is made easier. 

(3) Hogs make greater gains. 

(4) Manure is saved. 

(5) Sanitation is greatly improved. 

The cost of the feeding floor at 
present prices should not be more 
than 10c to 15c per square foot. On 
some farms the concrete floor can be 
made cheaper, because, with the ex- 
ception of cement, all the material is 
at hand. Any man who has had any 
experience working with concrete can 
construct a satisfactory feeding floor. 
One good hog at present prices will 
pay for the cost of a floor sufficiently

Age At Which to Castrate Pigs 


The younger the pigs are when 
they are castrated, the sooner will be © 
their recovery and the less blood they © 
will lose and there will be little inter-— 
ruption in the animal’s growth. It is — 
true that it is a difficult matter for the 
breeder of seed stock to pick out the 
best animals in his litter by weaning ~ 
time. Sometimes the scrawniest kind 
of a pig will develop into an outstand- 
ing yearling or aged hog. 

But we are not arguing with the — 
breeder of purebreds to spare the — 
knife. On the contrary, we believe — 
that at least fifty per cent of the boars 
that went through the fall sales 
should have been castrated and sent 
to the shambles. If this had been © 
done the purebred Duroc business 
would be much better off today and 
there would have been fewer disap- 
pointed breeders. It is a mistake 
these days to expect fabulous’ prices — 
for inferior stuff. Outstanding stock — 
will continue to bring splendid prices, 
but inferior animals will bring the © 
breeder more profit if fed out and 
sent to the pork market. : 

But getting back to our subject. 
The Wisconsin experiment station — 
has shed some interesting light on the © 
most desirable age at which to cas- — 
trate young pigs. In the experiment © 
pigs varying from 5 to nearly 300 
pounds have been castrated and the — 
condition following the operation was 
carefully observed. : 

For comparison we will study the 
results of four pigs of different ages: 


Weight of pig A......... 151 pounds — 
Weight of pig B......... 122 pounds © 
Weight of pig C......... 61 pounds © 
Weight of pig D......... 40 pounds — 


After castrating it, was found that 
the losses of live weight i in blood and 
otherwise were as follows: 

A lost 1.3 per cent of live weight. — 

B lost 1.64 per cent of live weight. © 

C lost 1 per cent of live’weight. — 

D lost .5 per cent of live weight. — 

The figures sHow that the smaller 
and young pigs lost but very little 
due to the operation. It required 
very little effort to perform the work 
on the little pigs. It took three men — 
to operate on the two larger ones. ; 

The after effects are interesting. It 
‘was found that the younger the ani-— 
mal the sooner the recovery. The 
large pigs were stiff and sore for sev- 
eral days and did not possess their 
normal appetites. The young pigs 
healed quickly and ate normally. Pig 
A lost weight for four days afterward — 
and required over a ther to get back 
to normal gains. oo ds D recovered — 
normal gains in two ays. 

Several unweaned pigs, six wee 
old, weighing from -ten to fifteen 
pounds, were weighed for a week | 
and casttated. The immediate loss 
was but a few ounces. In no case did — 
they show signs of stiffness or loss 
of appetite. Neither did they lose 
weight afterward, but increased as 
consistently for the week after as the 
week before the operation. 

It is quite conclusive from these in- 
vestigations that castration at an 
early age prevents losses; eliminates — 
much danger, allows the pig freedom 
from soreness and saves much valu 
able time and labor. 
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Obtaining More Size in Breeding 
i Hogs 


For a number of years the breeders 

of pure bred hogs have endeavored 
to produce a bigger type of animal— 
one that will produce more pork on 
a given amount of feed in less time. 
The hog, being the plastic of all farm 
animals, has been changed in type to 
an unbelievable extent in the course 
of a dozen years. Through careful 
selection and strict adherence to a 
definite type, the hog breeder has 
been able to work wonders with the 
material at hand. 
There are a number of things to be 
_ kept in mind by the man who wants 
-more size in his breeding stock. 
Here are a few of them: 

1. Select large, roomy,” stretchy 
sows. 

2. Use boars which are right indi- 
vidually and whose ancestry show a 
tendency toward growthiness. 

3. Keep the sow in prime condition 

_ while she is carrying her litter. 
_ 4, Don’t allow the litters to lose 
one hour’s growth from lack of proper 
feed or care after they have been 
farrowed. 

5. Wean them properly and not too 
early. Have them eating freely be- 
fore they are weaned so that the 
growth will. not be stopped during 
_ this change. : 

6. Bone and muscle’ making feeds 
must predominate in the ration of 
| the breeding hog.

: Silage as a Hog Feed 


An Illinois subscriber has asked the 
BuLietin about silage as a feed for 
\ hogs. Mr. R. L. Comer, our repre- 
sentative in Illinois and Iowa, has 
had considerable experience with 
silos and he says that he will not 
recommend silage as a hog feed 
_ only as a conditioner. A small 
| amount each day, according to Mr. 
| Comer, will act in the same manner 
| aS grass or green forage. One can- 
not get the hogs to eat a considerable 
| amount of it and thus it is a difficult 
matter to get much out of it as a hog 
feed. Mr. Comer says: “You can 
keep hogs living on grass such as 
clover and alfalfa but unless you feed 
other feeds they do not grow very 
_ fast and I am sure if one tried to 
make silage the main ration without 
grain of some kind used liberally, his 
hogs would look badly and would 
soon lose weight. I am for silos and 
would not think of doing without 
| one. I consider my silo as important 
| as my barn. It should be a perma- 
nent fixture on every stock farm, but 
I would not recommend that a silo 
| be built for the furnishing of hog 
| feed.”

The farmer wants’ a hog with a 
quiet disposition which is active and 
a good grazer. Duroc Jerseys are 
frequentiy referred to as_ being 
“rustlers,” the term originating from 
the characteristic vigor and activity 
of the breed.

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Danger in Raw Pork 


At this season there is especial 
danger of illness following the eating 
of pork that is raw or only partially 
cooked. Of course, most Americans 
do not knowingly consume uncooked 
pork, although it is eaten not infre- 
quently either as raw ham or in 
sausages that have been insufficiently 
cooked. At hog-killing time particu- 
larly there are many home-made meat 
products prepared on the farm, and 
consequently special care should be 
taken to make sure that pork, before 
it is eaten, is sufficiently cooked. 

The disease known as trichinosis, 
which may result from eating raw 
or imperfectly cooked pork, is caused 
by microscopic worms known as 
trichine. These parasites in years 
past have been found to be present 
in 1 out of 71 hogs, and if the presence 
of dead trichine and _ trichina-like 
bodies is included in the count, an 
average of 1 out of every 39 hogs has 
been found affected. Unlike many 
other infectious diseases, the sever- 
ity of the attack of trichinosis depends 
upon the number of parasites swal- 
lowed. Large quantities of slightly 
infected pork must be eaten in order 
to produce bad effects; but, on the 
other hand, severe illness may be 
caused by eating small amounts of 
pork that is heavily infected.

_ Dimensions of a Hog 


What is the best way to measure a 
This is a question asked hog 
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hogs and wish to compare them with 
their own hogs. To get the length, 
measure from between the eyes when 
the head is down to the root of the 
tail. The heart-girth is the distance 
around the body in a perpendicular 
plane just back of the fore legs. The 
loin girth is taken in the same way at 
a point just in front of the hind legs. 
The circumference of the leg is meas- 
ured at the largest place in the hind 
leg betwen the hock and the pastern 


joint. The height can be conveniently: 


taken by placing the hog beside a 
building on a level floor and placing 
a board horizontally across his back 
and touching the building, marking 
the lower side of the board on the 
building. The height is then easily 
obtained by measuring from this 
mark to the floor.

A Simple, Cheap Structure to House the Brood Sows 
By Harley M. Ward 


inches above grade. The side walls 
are 5 feet to plate above foundation 
and the ceiling is 6 feet 6 inches from 
the floor to joists. It has a 2x4 
cypress or yellow pine sill bolted to 
foundation at intervals of 8 feet. The 
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One of the buildings on the thor- 
oughly up-to-date farm which is not 
always given the attention that its 
importance warrants is the hog 
house. There are many satisfactory 
ways of building a hog house. Much 
depends on the number of hogs to be 
housed and the amount of money that 
is available for building. The house 
illustrated herewith is known as the 
Nebraska type designed by Professor 
Chase of Nebraska University and is 
used a great deal through Nebraska 
and the Dakotas. 

A house of this type must be built 
with its greatest dimension north and 
south, having windows on both sides 
and the south end. When warm 
weather comes, later on, 
rays are nearly perpendicular and do 
not enter a building of this type, 
which in the summer months will pro- 
vide a grateful retreat from the hot 
sun for the swine. It is nearly as 
profitable to provide shade for swine 
in hot weather as to give the small 
pig a sun bath in February or March. 

This house is designed to be built 


the sun’s- 
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studding and rafters are 2x4, 24 inches 
on center. The roof is sheathed with 
1x6 D. & M. for slate covered roofing 
or 1x4 spaced 2 inches apart for wood 
shingles. Outside walls are 1x6 drop 
siding. This house, 22 feet wide, has 
a 5 foot feed alley and pens 6 feet 
wide and 8 feet deep. The greatest 
dimension of the pens is at right 
angles to feed alley. The windows 
are large 4-light barn sash, hinged at 
the bottom to swing in. Pen doors 
are 2x3 feet and are provided in the 
outside walls for each pen. The 
doors can be arranged to be opened 
or closed by cord and pulley from 
the feed alley. Dutch doors are fur- 
nished for both ends of the feed al- 
ley. The upper half can be left open 
during the summer for ventilation. 


In building a hog house the location 
should be selected with great care. 
The site should be well drained and 
if possible a -high place. 
house should be dry and clean, cool 
in summer and warm in winter.

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the total estimated cost by the num- 
_ber of farrowing pens; for example, if 
it is expected to invest $650 in the 
hog house illustrated herewith con- 
taining thirteen farrowing pens the 
average cost per pen would be $50. 
Adding the items of interest, upkeep, 
depreciation and risk; divide the 
number of litters to be raised an- 
nually and you know the expense for 
housing each litter. The pig must 
pay the bill, so don’t make it larger 
than necessary. 

In conclusion, a hog house should 
be so built as to give most efficient 
shelter, but must not be too expen- 
sive, The farm barns should help the 
farm pay a profit, just as the machin- 
ery and other equipment helps. Lo- 
cate your hog house so it is conven- 
ient to pastures and to other build- 
ings, arrange it so as to save labor 
and to increase the efficiency and 
profit of your hog raising. See that 
it enables you to raise more and bet- 
ter pigs. A straw stack furnishes 
good shelter, but, as an old saying, 
“straw stacks don’t raise pigs.” Right 
there is the point—comfort and 
health for the litter as well as con- 
venience on handling both the pigs 
and older hogs. 

Put your hog houses on well 
drained sites, with windbreak pro- 
tection if possible. Make them com- 
fortably warm in winter but afford 
the hogs sufficient fresh air. Keep 
the beds clean and dry. A hog house 
need not be expensive to be a good 
one. Whether constructed of other 
materials it will be a good house if 
built on right principles and kept as 
the house of the farm’s most profit- 
able animals should be kept. 


Developing Fall Pigs 


Prof. John Evyard says it is entirely 
possible to make fall pigs weigh 300 
pounds when they are eight months old. 
Prof. Evtard knows this is a fact be- 
cause he proved it in experiments con- 
ducted at the Iowa College. Here is 
what hesays about this experiment and 
about the successful management of fall 
litters : 

“The animal husbandry section of the 
Towa Experiment Station in 1916-17 fed 
a drove of fall pigs farrowed before 
Sept.-1 so that they weighed on April 24,

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when 254 days old, 303 pounds. In 1915- 
16 the fall pigs weighed 277 pounds in 
April, just under eight months of age, 
whereas in 1914-15 they weighed 240 
pounds when 230 days old, which is 
about equivalent to 280 pounds at 254 
days. But between 1914-17 we have 
learned considerable in regard to suc- 
cessful fall pig production, and we found 
out that if one wants to raise fall pigs, 
the cold weather pigs, and make them 
weigh 300 pounds in eight months, he 
must have everything about right. There 
must be no poor feeding or poor hous- 
ing or insanitary conditions or skimpy 
brood sow rations during pregnancy, or 
starvation rations during the period of 
suckling. Fail on any one of these par- 
ticulars, and the 300-pound fall pig ap- 
pears asa myth. It does not appear ex- 
cepting in an abbreviated form. 

“In our experience, when we have 
started rightly on our right foot with 
fall pigs, we have been really more suc- 
cessful with them, so-far as economic 
production of pork is concerned, than 
we have been with spring pigs; but the 
job is more hazardous, and is fraught 
with more difficulty. 

“Successfully to raise fall pigs a num- 
ber of essentials must be looked to. In 
the first place, one must see to it that 
the sows are bred so that the pigs will 
come about Sept. 1, under Ames condi- 
tions, Ames being situated approximately 
on the 42d parallel. Other important 
points on this same parallel of latitude 
may be briefly enumerated: Chicago, 


Toledo, Albany, and Boston on the. 


east, and Sioux City, Cheyenne and 
Pocatello on the west. Every section, 
however, should work out its own far- 
rowing dates, and, instead of being 
Sept. 1, in some places it would be 
earlier, in other places later, depending 
on climatic variations. With us the 
main consideration is to avoid the hot 
months of July and August, with stifl- 
ing and often sultry weather, and a 
multitude of flies, and also to have the 
pigs come early enough so that they 
will be especially well developed in 
growth and fattening before the ex- 
treme cold weather comes. By all 
means we should like to be able to 
wean our pigs when they are still on 
grass, which means that they should 
be weaned in Jate October, or the mid- 
dle of November at the latest. In 
other words, have them come early 
enough so that they can get a good 
start to enable them to withstand the 
zero weather of winter, particularly 
the cold, chilly days of early winter. 

“See to it that the sows during the 
summer time while carrying their 
young in utero are given an abun- 
dance of exercise on good pasture, such 
as alfalfa, red clover, rape, green, ten- 
der bluegrass, green, tender timothy, 
or similar kinds. The first year’s growth 
of sweet clover is good. Sows on such 
pasture will naturally exercise freely 
in the daily gaining of their living. 
Eating as they do these better high- 
protein, high-bone-forming and _ stim- 
ulating pastures, they gain much of that 
which is of advantage in balancing their 
grain ration; materials that help to bal- 
ance corn, for instance, so as to make it 
a fine brood sow fed, and thus ensure 
because of their exercise a feed that the 
pigs which are to be farrowed later will 
be healthy, strong, of good size and good 
bone, with abundant coats, and good all- 
round tone and condition. 

“The sows must be fed well during 
pregnancy. It is fine if they can be 
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flushed during the breeding season, so 


that fewer services will be required; and 
furthermore, so that a large number of 
pigs will. be brought forth at farrowing 
time. They can be flushed by feeding 
them abundantly on corn and hilk or 
corn and tankage, letting them run on 
the better leguminous pastures. The 
sows running on alfalfa or rape or red 
clover during the summer can get along 
pretty well on just corn, although we 
like to see them get a little meatmeal 
tankage or milk during the last two 
months of pregnancy,at which time the 
pigs within make their largest growth. 
In the last two months of the period of 
gestation about 90 per cent of the dry 
matter in the bodies of little pigs is 
formed. This emphasizes good care and 
treatment during the last few months. 
“There are no better feeds to balance 
the corn ration or the barley ration or 
the wheat ration or the rye ration than 
alfalfa pasture, rape forage, green, ten- 
der bluegrass, or red clover, meatmeal 
tankage and milk; these stand out pre- 
eminently above the others, and a happy 
combination of these is what counts. To 
be specific, a good brood sow ration — 
during the summer, time on grass with 
the sow weighing 300 to 400 pounds 
would be 2 to 3 pounds of corn per 
head daily, depending on the condition 
and fatness required or desired, in addi- 
tion to %4 of a pound of meatmeal tank- 
age per head daily, or, instead, some 5 
pounds of skimmilk or buttermilk; and 
the better the pasture, particularly if the 
pasture be alfalfa or rape or tender, 
leafy, green red clover, the less the 
grain will be required, and the less the 
high-priced supplement, because these 
particular feed pastures take the place 
to a limited extent of corn, and, to a 
large extent, of the supplement. They 
are economical, and should be used to a © 
large extent. 
“Have the sows farrow out in pastures, 
where they have been roaming through- 
out the summer. Take a little Iowa 
gable-roof hog house out there, and 
provide other shelter, and then let them — 
have their pigs in stillness and content- 
ment. It-is poor policy to take the sows 
from pastures green where conditions 
are conducive to contentment and well- 
being, moving them to the hog houses 
where the lots are dusty, where the veg- 
etation is scanty, if they be any at all, 
and where it is likely to be hot and gen- 
erally uncomfortable: Keep them on ~ 
pasture under natural conditions, and let — 
them do their best in their own way. 
Any sudden changes at farrowing time 
of surroundings or rations are likely to — 
react as boomerangs.” 


Lung worms are parasites which in- — 
fest the vital organs of the hog and 
do an untold amount of damage to 
the business each year. It is thought 
that dusty lots are usually the source © 
of the parasite. The hogs breath the — 
eggs into their system and in a short © 
time small threadlike animals are 
hatched out and begin their dirty — 
work. They cause wheezing and 
coughing and clog up the respiratory — 
system in general. “ 

A number of cures for lung worms — 
have been recommended, but possibly — 
the best method of getting rid of 
them is by using a smudge made from 
crude oil. The oil fumes are inhaled 
by the hog and this proves to be the 
death of the worms.

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Raising Hogs Successtully 


Here Is a Lot of Hog Sense Which Comes from One of the Most Successful Showmen in the Country 


~~ HE practice is prevalent to fatten sows after 
\ | their first litter, and breed gilts in their place. 

4% This is a most wasteful practice, for experi- 
ence shows that the big, growthy litters 
come from the mature sows. While it is true 
that a sow should not farrow two litters 
until she is two years old, it is equally true 
she will farrow two litters a year for the next 
five or six years, and if treated right will do 
better every year. In this way, by keeping 
the sows for more than one litter, the good producers 
and the good mothers can be selected. 

And this brings us to the treatment of the sow. Why 
will men keep a sow until farrowing time and have no 
provision made for shelter and comfort? Meatless days 
were a judgment upon us for not providing the sow with 
a warm, sunny bedroom, A single stall, or a colony hog 
house with artificial heat, just enough bedding, and all 
the sunshine that can be let in, will pay for themselves 
in one season, and are an absolute necessity on every 
farm. 

And another important thing comes with this, and 
that is: A mutual friendship exists between the sow and 
her owner that borders closely upon Jove. Why will men 
persist in fussing and needlessly irritating the brood sows 
at farrowing time? There are almost as many pigs killed 
by foolish men and foolish sows as there are saved and 
raised. There is no mirror that so clearly reflects the 
disposition of a man as do his swine, and this is espec- 
jally true of the brood sows. They have that character- 
istic female disposition that at times try men’s souls. 
The economic as well as manly thing to do when a sow 
gets cross is to back up and speak gently, and show her 
that you are her friend. She will become more than 
amiable; she will pay off that mortgage, educate the 
hiv liberty bonds, and support the Red Cross. 
There is no investment that will declare so many divi- 
dends as a good brood sow properly handled. 

Many men and especially boys will start in the hog 
business this year, and I want to give them a word in 
regard to selecting their foundation stock. Whether for 
strictly pork production or for handling purebreds, pick 
a type that comes closest to the ideal of what a hog 
should be. Buy sows all of one type and conformation, 
and use the same type of boar. In selecting sows of like 
formation, and with type you are seeking prepotent in 
the boar, you will get pigs of a uniform type and of a 
good conformation. Don’t try to raise chuffy pigs from 
big, leggy stock, and don’t raise hogs that require an 
excuse to sell. 

There is another practice that has contributed a full 
share to the shortage of hogs, and that is the crossing 
of the different breeds. Admitting that a crossbred hog 
is a good feeder, he is not as good a feeder as a pure- 


ace 


bred hog. But the thing that condemns this practice is 
the fact that practically all the sows of this cross-breed- 
ing are sent to the market as they are universally con- 
demned as producers, and the man that raises them is 
forced from time to time to buy new breeding stock to 
keep on raising these halfbred nondescripts. If he would 
raise one kind and make close selection he could build 
up a herd that would be of permanent value and pride. 

I wouid not advocate any breed of hogs, for any 
hog is a~good hog that comes nearest the standard of 
perfection of his owner, and produces pork at a minimum 
cost for feed. 


The matter of feed has been a source of annoyance 


to pork producers in this state for several years. Our 
crops have not favored pork production. But with alfalfa 
grown so luxuriantly on so many Kansas farms, furnish- 
ing pasture eight months out of the twelve, and with 
winters as mild as they dare be and still be winters, we 
find that with a grain ration supplementing the grazing 
of alfalfa and the feeding of alfalfa hay, that a maximum 
gain may be had at a minimum cost. There is no economy 
in skimping the grain ration simply because alfalfa is so 
cheap in comparison, for if we are going to produce more 
pork we will have to feed for it—and this means using 
feeds that balance—the year round, fed regularly, and 
mixed with the greatest known conditioner, human brains. 

By the proper use of feeds a competent feeder can 
keep his hogs in condition with but little call for drugs. 
Hogs that have access to pure water, salt, charcoal and 
oilmeal will never need patent conditioners. There is 
one -exception to this, and that is hog cholera. Every 
hog ought to be treated with serum and virus at weaning 
time. We insure against tornado, fire and lightning, and 
death from any cause, but we are slow to immune our 
hogs, which is the cheapest and safest insurance known. 

One of the best methods of increasing pork produc- 
tion is thru the boys’ pig clubs. Every county should 
have one and every bank should finance one. I am not 
a banker and do not speak for them, but since they have 
alwavs told me what to do, I claim the same privilege 
with them. They should cultivate an intimate acquaint- 
ance with every boy in their neighborhood, they should 
stimulate thrift, honesty and honor, and they should 
jump at a chance to buy a boy’s note the same as they 
jump at a chance to buy the bonds of packers or big 
corporations. Any boy’s note is good until repudiated, 
and we are not raising repudiators in Kansas. 

The selection, care and feeding of hogs is of great 
importance, but the thing that will really increase pro- 
duction will be the instilling into the mind of every 
farmer and every farmer boy the fact that real patriotism 


recognizes slop buckets as most essential for national _ 


preservation.

the greatest drawback to south- 

ern development along agricul- 
tural and livestock limes was the 
curse of a system represented by 
the three C’s — “Custom,” “Cot- 
ton,” and “Credit?’ says <A. P. 
Anthony in The Farmer and Stock- 
man. Florida has not been entirely 
free from the blight imposed by the 
three C’s as well as we all know. 
The one that has most directly 
effected us is represented by the first 
—“Custom,” which is a way of saying 
our belief in the idea that it was 
possible to do only certain things in 
Florida for the past twenty-five years 
and see how this idea has hung like 
a millstone about our necks. 


There was for a long time the well 
defined belief that citrus fruits, our 
native cattle and a few straggling 
tourists were about our only sources 
of revenue. To these, of course, 
were added natural resources consist- 
ing of lumber, naval stores, phos- 
phate, fishing, all of which were ex- 
ploited in the most wasteful and ex- 
travagant manner. 


The freeze and other problems 
forced us in a mzasure to break away 
from these false beliefs and we saw 
great fortunes sunk in Florida to de- 
velop a pineapple industry there, a 
celery crop there, tobacco in one sec- 
tion, Irish potatoes in another, a 
whole section given over to tomatoes, 
and another to strawberries, etc., etc.

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Sanitation and the Hog Lot ~ 


What an incomprehensible combi-— 
nation. We have always used the hog 
as a disgusting example of a filth lov- 
ing animal. In a farm paper was no- 
ticed recently a statement that a hog 
was’so constituted that it could resist 
disease producing germs, really ap- 
propriate them to its growth. The 
fact that many hogs live to maturity 
and thrive in offensive, filthy pens 
would seem to give credence to the 
statement. The appearance in the 
herd of conditions caused by filth 
does not lead them to connect the 
effect with the cause. 

Some hog raisers take pride in 
keeping their hog lots clean as well as 
their surroundings, others have no 
pride in such detail but would per- 
haps, clean and disinfect the hog lots 
if one could show them that the 
money and effort expended would be 
profitable. It is to them we are mak- 
ing appeal. We raise the question; 
are the returns in dollars enough to 
justify the slight expense and trou- 
ble in keeping the hog lots sanitary: 
How many pigs and shoats have you 
lost from filth borne diseases? What 
are the diseases and conditions re- 
sulting from insanitary hog lots? 
Worms, all kinds, bred and born in- 
filth, disease producing germs which 
grow in organic matter cause canker 
in the mouths of pigs and “Bull 
Nose” and which also destroy the 
mucous lining of the intestinal tract, 
producing persistent scours and death, 
large tumors following castration and 
other conditions which trace the 
origin directly to filth. Old hogs are 
singularly resistent to these condi- 
tions. The loss of pigs and shoats 
from these conditions each year is 
enormous, and. this economic loss 
stands as a record of carelessness and 
inefficiency on the part of the hog

allow such leaks to go on without 


correction, year after year, the chances ~ 


are that they would ultimately land 
in the hands of a receiver. 

The farmer on high priced land 
needs to be particularly watchful of 
the sanitary condition of his hog lots 
in the spring and early summer 
months for the reason that the warm 
rains, on land rich in decayed vege- 
table matter which provides food for 
the growth of fungi, moulds, etc., 
causes a luxurious growth. Many 
forms of these vegetations are dis- 
ease-producing after gaining entrance 
to the tissues of the hog thru abra- 
sions of the skin and mucous surfaces, 
castration wounds or from  feed- 
ing caustic substances which devital- 
izes the protecting covering of the in- 
testines. On such farms, too, a part 
is fenced off for a hog lot which is 
used for that. purpose year after year 
where droppings fall to the ground 
which contain the eggs of worms, to- 
gether with the germs which cause 
the cankered mouth, etc. These are 
washed into the wallows to contami- 
nate the pigs and sows during the 
suckling period. 

If possible, the hog lots should be 
arranged so that they may be plowed 
up in rotation, thereby utilizing the 
plant food for the growth of the 
useful crops instead of disease-pro- 
ducing germs. These lots should be 
drained. If the lay of the land pre- 
vents natural drainage, all low places 
should be tiled. 

A filthy hog wallow has no place 
on any farm; these should be drained 
and filled. During the hot summer

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for the hogs in the pasture, a wallow 
is necessary. One of concrete can 
be easily made without much expense. 
A small amount of “dip” put in the 
water will destroy the disease produc- 
ing germs in it, } 

Pens should be cleaned and disin- 
fected regularly during the farrowing 
and suckling period, for at that time 
pigs are particularly susceptible to 
worms and filth borne diseases. Re- 
move all litter, spray the posts, walls, 
ceilings and floors with a disinfectant 
solution. It is good practice to scat- 
ter lime on the floor at such a time. 

It surely does pay to include in 
the routine of hog raising the regular 
cleaning and disinfection of the hog 
pens and lots. Your return will be 
the saving of the lives of many pigs, 
the prevention of unthriftiness due to 
filth borne diseases, and what is more, 
the sight of clean pens and surround- 
ings has a psychological effect that 
you cannot estimate in dollars.

Swine Plague 

Mr. Carl Trough, of Hendricks 
County, Indiana, writes as follows: 

“I am having trouble with my pigs. 
Their eyes are sore, they cough consid- 
erably, their hides wrinkle up and they 
are losing weight. I had the same 
trouble last spring, but I did not lose 
very many. They were stunted consid- 
erably, however. I have been using lime 
and creolin regularly, as a sanitary pre-. 
caution.” —— 

Dr. Cudd, a prominent and successful 
veterinary of Monmouth, Illinois, has 
this to say about the condition: 

“The condition mentioned is one 
among many that. cause trouble. and 
losses to pig raisers. 

“The sore eyes and coughing is no 
doubt due to pathogenic organisms 
(germs that produce disease) and the 
drying up is a result of the disease. This 
is commonly called swine plague. 

“Animals as a rule become inoculated 
from dusty quarters, such as straw- 
stacks, sleeping sheds, etc. ; 

“Lime and creoline is O. K. if made 
strong enough. Too often we fail to 
make disinfectants strong enough to kill 
bacteria. a 
_ “When pigs show symptoms of cough- 
ing, clean out sleeping pens, spray floors 
(nine parts dip to one part water.) 
Cover deep with straw, place pigs in and 
keep over night. Give them a physic in 
the morning, using any of them you 
have on hand. Salts are good, dissolved 
in drinking water. Feed on half ra- 
tions. Repeat this for from four to 
seven days until breaks cease and im- 
provements show up. + 

“Sore eyes may be washed with an. 
antiseptic solution—normal saline solu- 
tion is good. Keep pigs out of dust; 
use plenty of stock dips. Dips are cheap 
compared to pork.”

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have been developed on some scale 
and for the most part have been of 
two kinds; one for the purpose of 
shipping market hogs, and the other 
with the end in view of promoting 
and selling registered breeding ani- 
mals. It has beey customary for’ 
either of these organizations to pur- 
chase feed co-operatively whenever 
the need of importing feed arose, 
About eight months-ago a co-opera- 
tive shipping association was organ- 
ized in Smith County, Texas, by the 
extension swine husbandmen of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. During the past winter and 
spring this club has marketed nearly 
$300,000 worth of hogs at an approxi- 
mate saving of $60,000 to the pro- 
ducers. Previous to the formation of 
this marketing club it was customary 
for the local buyers to purchase the 
hogs, ordinarily paying about 5 or 6 
cents below the market price for the 
fat stock. The get-together club 
has saved for its members much of 
the profit formerly made by local 
stock buyers. Its secretary reports 
that under co-operative shipments 
the average cost of freight, shrink- 
age, commission, and yardage a hun- 
dred pounds of hog on the hoof has 
amounted to only $1. . 


How Shipments Are Made 


The secretary of this shipping or-. 
ganization is the local county agent,- 
and whenever enough hogs are ready 
to ship from farms of the club mem- 
bers to make up half a carload he 
orders a car and advertises the fact 
that he will ship hogs from the 
county seat on a certain date. At the 
specified time the other farmers in 
the county that belong to the associa- 
tion assemble their hogs at the sta- 
tion, where the stock is loaded and 
shipped to the Fort Worth market, 
the county agent accompanying each 
shipment in order to see that it is sold 
to the best advantage and also to 
make sure that the different grades 
of hogs are weighed separately. 

When the stock are loaded at the 
shipping point the animals are 
weighed and usually classified into 
three grades and thus tagged. A 
receipt is given to each member who 
is shipping hogs for the number of 
pounds that he delivers to the car 
and the grade that his hogs come 
under. After the hogs are sold and 
the county agent returns to the 
country, he divides the net receipts 
among the various shippers, after the 
entire costs have been deducted, ac- 
cording to the number of pounds of 
pork, on the hoof, each man shipped. 

Recently the hog farmers of mn ith 
County have organized a pure bred 
swine breeders’ association that is 
under the same auspices and has the 
same officers as their market asso- 
ciation. This fall these stockmen in- 
tend to purchase, in the North, one 
or two carloads of good, registered 
breeding stock of the highest type 
and quality. The local banks have 
agreed to furnish the money, giving 
the members one year’s time in 
which to pay the debt and requestin ig 
each of the members to purchase 
least one pure bred animal.

Co-operative Sale Pavilions 


This pavilion was erected of stone 
and brick at a cost of $15,000. The 
money was raised by selling stock in 
the company at $100 a share. Many 
sales are held in this pavilion during 
the year. Stock holders in the com- 
pany owning the pavilion are charged 
one per cent of the proceeds from 
their animals sold in the pavilion and 
the cost to non-stock holders is one 
and one-half per cent. 


There are many things to be kept 
in mind when such pavilions are built. 
H. A. Sexsmith, who has been on the 
road among the hog men for many 
years, has this to say about the pa- 
vilions: 

“One of the worst drawbacks I 
find in most sale pavilions is that they 
are built in such a way as to place 
the crowd too far back from the ani- 
mal which is being sold. One of the 
best arranged sale pavilions—just the 
right size for hog sales—is at Lu- 
verne, Minn. In this pavilion the 
hogs are up high and the ring is com- 
paratively small, still there is plenty 
of light and room for selling. A num- 
ber of sale pavilions I have seen are 
too large; this places the animal too 
far from the auctioneer and the crowd. 
Others have no temporary or built in 
platforms which I consider an essen- 
tial. 

“There is a fine pavilion at Mitchel, 
S. D., where twenty sales are held 
each year; another at Aberdeen, S. D,, 
which is quite convenient. There is 
one at De Smet, S. D., which is very 
popular among the breeders. Per-— 
haps the most convenient pavilion I 
know of is on the farm of F. M. 
Washburn, at Lake Crystal, Minn, 
Ames Bros., at Weaver, Minn., also 
have a very practical one. It is a 
splendid idea for, breeders who are 
abfe to hold a couple of sales each 
year to have their own pavilion, be> 
cause it is very handy for feeding 
and housing the hogs in winter when 
it is not being used. 

“Hogs do not sell well unless upon 
a platform as people imagine they 
are smaller than they are when sold 
in the ring like cattle.”

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Feeding Alfalfa to Hogs

We have your letter of recent date 
asking the following questions: 

1. Can alfalfa be fed to hogs with 
success in a self feeder? 

2. Should it be ground or chopped? 
Or would it be better to soak over 
night and feed in troughs? 

The simplest method of self-feed- 
ing alfalfa is to put the hay in a rack 
of box.-that has 
such as enable the hogs to readily 
reach the hay, yet prevent their pull- 


ing it out so freely as to waste it. : 
always, 


Last cutting of alfalfa is 
preferable for this purpose (and is 
one of the most valuable hog feeds 
available). 


Ground alfalfa, alfalfa meal, can be — 


fed through almost any kind of self- 
feeder though it will have some ten- 


dency to lodge in the hoppers. With — 


chopped alfalfa there would be more 
probability of waste. 

It is doubtful whether soaking and 
feeding in troughs would prove 
enough better to cover the additional 
labor cost. 

I have fed alfalfa hay to all sorts 
of hogs, to 50-lb. pigs, to brood sows, 
growing stock, and fat hogs. I like it 
for all of them and they all relish 
good alfalfa hay. The relative prices 


of grain and alfalfa would determine 


the economy of its use, but good 
alfalfa (fine stems and 
leaves) is an addition to any ration.

Many Swine Ills Are Due to Careless- 


ness and Neglect 


Annual Losses Can Be Reduced By the Practice of Eternal V igilance 


AST year one farmer in Indiana 
L lost $10,000 worth of hogs through 

carelessness. Due to lack of 
care and sanitary conditions, the 
cholera got into his herd and wiped 
it out. “I have myself to blame for 
my loss,” says he. “When I first be- 
gan farming the cholera took all my 
hogs one year. After that I was 
careful to observe all the rules of 
sanitation and to feéd my hogs prop- 
erly to keep them in the best of 
health. As a consequence, I did not 
lose any for a good number of years, 
but I gradually became careless and 
paid less attention to the little de- 
tails of swine management until the 
cholera paid me another visit, to 
wake me up I suppose. It will not 
find conditions quite so inviting here- 
after, if I have anything to do with 
it.” He has constructed a concrete 
feeding floor and is taking every pre- 
caution to keep his hogs and their 
surroundings clean, satisfactory and 
Sanitary. 

It is a fact that many hog troubles 
are due to carelessness and neglect, 
either in feeding or management. 
Only a short while ago a farmer was 
in this office complaining about the 
bad luck he was having with his 
hogs. Upon inquiry we found that 
he had been keeping a husky Jersey 
calf in the pen with his sows and 
pigs. The calf, being playful, had 
killed several of the pigs and injured 
several of the sows. He had two

side. One man, who expected to hold 


a sale of purebred hogs, and he had 


some good ones, too, had to spend 
several days in cleaning up his lots 


so that prospective buyers on the day 


of the sale might be able to get about 
the place without wearing rubber 
boots. Last summer we visited a 


farm, the buildings of which looked 
spick and span from the road, but 
when we got back of the barn we 


found the hog lot a vile smelling mud 
hole, coated with green scum a

for the hogs, and apparently no effort 
had been_made to improve it. Such 
a place is a veritable breeding place 
for disease. Germs of all kinds thrive 
under such conditions. It has been 
estimated that a thimble full of water 
from such a wallow would contain 
nearly three million germs. Is it any 
wonder that hogs kept in such pens 
get cholera, swine plague, tubercu- 
losis, worms and parasites of all 
kinds? It is surprising that farmers 
will continue to keep their hogs in 
the insanitary surroundings that 
many of them do, when it has been 
fully demonstrated that such condi- 
tions pave the way for many swine 
ills. Hogs kept in filthy pens and 
poorly ventilated sleeping quarters, 
or allowed to sleep on manure heaps 
and around old straw stacks, or fre- 
quent foul wallows that are fed on 
putrid and decomposed slops are 
favorable candidates for such dis- 
cholera, swine plague, 
tuberculosis, stomatitis, indigestion, 
inflammation of the stomach and in- 
testines, scours, sore feet, infectious 
sore mouth, bronchitis, pneumonia, 
pleurisy, eczema and other skin dis- 
eases and the various parasites. 
Blows, kicks, rough handling and ex- 
posure to wet and cold lead to ca- 
tarrh, sore throat, rheumatism, in- 
flammation of the kidneys, etc, And 
then improper feeding and lack of 
exercise are predisposing causes of 
a whole train of ills, such as liver 
and stomach troubles and diseases of 
the nervous system, sterility, thumps,

tion to the feeding, care and man- 
agement of their hogs their annual _ 


loss would be materially reduced.

At South St. Paul 


The Boys’ and Girls’ Livestock Ex- 
position that will be held at South St. 
Paul on November 19, 20 and 21 will 
mean much for the future of pig club 
work in our state. Plans have been 
made so that twenty-five counties in 
the state could be represented with a 
market pig at this baby beef, lamb, 
and pig exhibit, put on by club mem- 
bers. 

Formerly all our pig club work 
was completed at State Fairs, but as 
this exhibit has gradually developed 
into an exclusive purebred show, 
there was no chance for the boy or 
girl who was unable to secure a good 
purebred, eligible for registry. — 

The breeders who exhibit at State 
Fair are more willing to give sup- 
port to boys and girls who try, and 
learn their methods. The record as- 
sociations prefer to give prizes for 
registered pigs only. This would 
soon practically exclude the grade pig 
in club work and would not give 
much chance for continued devel- 
opment of the swine industry by boys 
and girls in the northern counties. 

As the greatest number of market 
pigs are sold to the packers a plan 
was formulated by Mr. W. A. Mc- 
Kerrow, secretary of the Minnesota 
Livestock Breeders’ Association, in

Enough prize 
money will be given to all contest- 
ants to at least cover the cost of 
shipment. As it is planned to auction 
off the pigs after the show, they will 
no doubt get an extra amount above 
what would be received on an open 
market. o 

There are still three trips to the 
International Livestock Show at Chi- 
cago and three trips to the junior 
short course to be awarded. Two 
trips to each place were given to win- 
ners at State Fair. These trips are 
provided for the encouragement of 
pig club work in our state by Ar- 
mour’s Bureau of Agricultural Re- 
search and Home Economics. The 
records will be taken into consid- 
eration in awarding the above trips, 
but the general prizes will be given 
on conformation only. 

While at South St. Paul, it may be 
possible to take the more mature 
contestants thru the packing plant 
and let them see their own animals 
after they are dressed. No oppor- 
tunity will be lost to make this show 
as great an educational exhibit as 
possible.

Barley Versus Corn as a Hog 
Feed 


With corn at the present high price 

hog feeders are trying to find a good 
feed which can be purchased more 
cheaply. Barley costs less per pound 
and hence is being used by a large 
number of feeders. The University 
of Missouri College of Agriculture 
has results from a recent feeding 
trial which indicate that barley makes 
a very satisfactory corn substitute. 
- Twenty hogs, averaging in weight 
about 130 pounds, were divided into 
two lots of ten hogs each and full 
fed for forty-nine days. Lot I re- 
ceived ground corn 9 parts, shorts 2 
parts and tankage 1 part, while lot 
II was fed this same ration except 
that ground barley was substituted 
for the corn. 


At the end of the feeding period 
the hogs fed corn had gained an aver- 
‘age of 1.93 pounds per day, while the 
hogs fed barley gained an average of 
1.85 pounds. Thus the hogs getting 
corn gained more rapidly, but they 
also consumed more feed. 


Lot I.(corn, shorts and tankage) 
gained 100 pounds on each 409.9 
pounds of feed, while lot II (barley, 
shorts and tankage) required 426.6 
pounds of feed for 100 pounds gain. 
In other words, for each 100 pounds 
of pork produced about 4 per cent

more of the barley ration was re- 
quired than of the ration containing 
corn, 

These results are inside the allow- 
ance usually made, namely that 
ground barley has about 10 per cent 
less value than corn as a swine feed. 

Owing to its hard flinty covering 
barley should be ground or rolled 
for hog feeding purposes. Since its 
composition is very similar to corn, 
like corn it should be supplemented 
with feeds like shorts, tankage, lin- 
seed oil meal or milk by-products.

stronger in the winter months than in 
the summer months but as green hams 
are fresh pork it seems that there 
should not be the discrimination 
against fresh pork hams that now 
exists. Fresh pork hams come under 
the same general classification “Fresh 
Pork Cuts” as fresh pork loins do. 
Inasmuch as they are both fresh pork 
and the fresh pork hams are much 
cheaper than fresh pork loins it would 
seem that there should be as strong 
a demand for the one as the other, 
unless the objection could be made 
that fresh pork hams are not as palp- 
able as and do not contain the food 
value of other fresh pork. We do 
not believe this to be so and here- 
with give such data and information, 
as is available, concerning the rela- 
tive food value of fresh pork hams 
as compared to fresh pork loins and 
other fresh meats. 


Data 

The following data secured from 
bulletin No. 28 of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, Office of 
Experiment Stations gives the chem- 
ical composition and the fuel value 
of fresh pork loins, sugar cured ham, 
fresh beef round and fresh beef loin 
as purchased by the consumer. In 
this table fuel value represents the 
energy in calories that each meat 
furnishes to the human body.

_dicates clearly that fresh pork con- 
tributes much more fuel value to the 
human body than does beef provided 
of’ course that none of the fat per’ 
cent of the fresh pork is lost in its 
preparation. Authoritative sources 
~ state further that there is no differ- 
ence in the digestibility of fresh pork 
hams, or pork chops or cuts of other 
fresh meats.” This analysis proves 
that there is no sound reason for the 
discrimination in demand against 
fresh pork hams. The reason cer- 
tainly does not lie in the fact that 
fresh pork hams do not make a favor- 
able showing in nutritive food fur- 
nished to the human body, while it 
is admitted that fresh pork hams do 
not furnish the same amount of fuel 
values as fresh pork loins, we think, 
due to the difference in price of the 
two, the more general use of fresh 
-pork hams would result in only a 
very small percentage of loss in nu- 
tritive value which would be greatly 
over-balanced by the cheaper meat 
ration. 

Then why, we ask, is the demand 
for fresh pork loins so much in excess 
of the demand for fresh pork hams? ~~ 
It would seem that the difference in — 
price would make fresh pork hams 
much more preferable and it would 
unquestionably cheapen the cost of — 
our meat ration. It may be that we 
are living too fast to give such things 
thought or it may be the American 
is insane on buying that article which 
costs the most without regard to the 
value of the article or whether the 
article is the most economical that — 
can be used. We can not explain 
this except to ascribe it to habit.

Fresh Air Is as Necessary as Grain and. Costs Nothing—Use It 
: Bye Cea sitiay. 


Despite the volumes written about 
ventilation it is still difficult for you 
or me to get definite and simple in- 
structions for the successful ventila- 
tion of an ordinary hog barn. The 
following paragraphs simply present 
my Own experience and do not as- 
sume to speak with any engineering 
authority. 

The main hog barn at the Minne- 


sota Experiment Station (Fig. A 
shows its cross section) was built 
without any special provision for 


ventilation. The overhead windows 
could of course be opened but in 
cold weather they let out all the 
warm air and made the house too 
cold for fall pigs. Moreover, in cold 
weather the house was usually damp 
and frosty. 

In 1915 the Butler Mfg. Co. (Min- 
neapolis) sent us two metal venti- 
lator outlets for use on our building. 
The barn proper is 90 feet long by 
23 feet wide. We placed these at 
equal distances on the roof and con- 


nected them to flues as shown in 
Fig. B. These air shafts were 8 in. 
by 12 in. in size and built of matched 
lumber. While the air did move 
through them the openings were too 
small and the two angles or turns 
checked its flow. Results were not 
good. 

The next year we tore these out 
and installed new flues 12 in. by 12 
in. as shown in fig. C. These had a 
6 ft. clearance from the floor. They 
proved satisfactory. (In extremely 
cold weather we had planned to at- 
tach extensions, of frame or canvas, 
that would reach within 12 in. or 18 
in. of the floor, but this was never 
done). When the adjusters (a, fig. 
C) were properly looked after we 
found the frost and dampness almost 
eliminated and the house in much 
better condition. By the use of the 
new outlets the house would smell 
fresh and dry when the doors were 
first opened in the morning, after be- 
ing closed all night with 50 to 65

hogs inside. If the building had 
housed more hogs probably a third 
flue would have been needed. When 
a hog barn smells damp and foul, 
whether by day or nights it is time 
to trade air. 

No air inlets need be built in most 
hog houses because plenty of air en- 
ters through door cracks and around 
windows. 

Special outlets are desirable be- 
cause they make it possible to draw 
off the cold air from the floor while 


retaining the warmer’ air above. 
Moreover they are more readily 
regulated. Openings directly at the 


peak of the roof are not satisfactory 
in cold weather. 

The height from the barn floor to 
top of outlet was about 16 feet. Un- 
der Minnesota conditions this was 
sufficient for good results. Greater 
height of outlet would have increased 
the rate of air-flow. If preferred- 
frame outlets can be constructed in 
place of any commercial metal

Farmers Should Welcome the 
Census Enumerator 


The work of taking the 1920 Cen- 
sus will soon be under way. There 
is no other single project undertaken 


by either state or federal govern- 


ment that should yield such Jarge 
and valuable results as a complete 
census of our population and its in- 
dustries. This year the director of 
the census has received aid from the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture .in 
preparing the questions for farmers. 
He is making a great effort to get the 
data from the farmers that will be 
of most value to them when it is 
compiled. For this reason farmers 
should give every assistance possible 
to the enumerators when they call. 
The director of the census is sending 
to every farmer an advance sheet to 
give some indication of what will be 
asked. If each one will make a par- 
ticular effort to have this data ready 
for the enumerator it will not only 
facilitate the work but will add great- 
ly to the accuracy of the final results. 

The data collected from farmers 
and published in the census is quoted 
thruout the land by representatives 
in our legislative bodies, by newspap- 
ers, and by other agencies in an 
effort to influence the state policy 
toward the farming population. Much 
harm can be done in this way unless 
the farmers themselves take every 
means of getting for the enumerator 
accurate and reliable data regarding 
farming conditions. Most of our 
agencies presenting such information 
to the public have a sincere desire 
to see the agricultural population 
fairly treated, says O. R. Johnson of 
the University of Missouri College of 
‘Agriculture. But if the data as col- 
lected by enumerators is not reliable, 
we can at once see that all conclu- 
sions drawn therefrom may be very 
erroneous and harmful. 

The collecting of census data is, not 
in any way connected with the for- 
‘mation of schemes of taxation. It is 
an impartial and honest attempt to 


| get at facts without any thot of in- 
_ creasing the farmers’ burdens by tam 


lecting of the material in the fielé is 
done very hurriedly by enumerators 
and this gives an additional reason 
for farmers being ready with the in- 
formation desired when the enumer- 
ator arrives. Farmers are only help- 
ing themselves and other men in the 
farming occupation by giving accu- 
rate and complete data and doing it 
promptly. It is true that the agricul- 
tural statistics given in the census in 
the past have not been as useful as 
they might be. The cooperation of 
the U. S. Department-of Agriculture 
for the 1920 census is remedying this 
fault to a considerable degree. 

One of the new phases of the work 
which is of interest to all farmers is 
the attempt to obtain information 
which will show how easy or how dif- 
ficult it is and how long it requires 
for a young man starting out to farm 
for himself to become a land owner.

It seems to most of us that it is be- 
coming more and more difficult for 
a young man to own a farm—that the 
number of tenants in our agricultural 
communities is increasing, Whether 
this is true or not and just how true 
it is must be known before any defi- 
nite steps can be taken to remedy the 
situation. This census should give 
some of the information needed. 

; Another important question deal- 
ing with a source which has caused 
the farmer great losses in the past 
and for which he has received no 
price credit is the matter of aban- 
doned acreage of various crops each 
season. Price commissions in var- 
ious parts of the country have at- 
tempted to get cost of producing 
various farm crops so that farmers 
would be allowed cost of production. 
In collecting this information acre- 
age that is a total loss has seldom 
been figured. This is a fair and legit- 
imate charge to add.to the costs of 
producing the various crops and the 
farmer should have credit for it. This 
census will attempt to determine how 
much this is. 

Farmers must cooperate with the 
enumerators in getting this data be- 
fore the public. The information is 
essential if any corrective measures 
are to be undertaken in justice to the 
farming profession, which includes 
approximately one-third of the pop- 
ulation of our country. 


If there is any defect in that hog 
you are shipping out on mail order, 
you had better mention this in the 
letters which you write your custom- 
ers. The defect may be slight and 
not interfere with the animal’s prac- 
tical value whatsoever, but if the 
buyer is not informed relative to the 
defect before he receives the animal 
he is apt to kick like a bay steer and 
cause you no end of trouble.

Water Is Accessible at All Times 


One of the best judges of hogs in 
the country and a man who has raised 
hogs successfully both for market and 
show ring for many years told us a 
short time ago that hog men’ waste 
more money in overlooking the wa- 
ter supply for their pigs than thru 
any other thing. Water—clean and 
pure—is a first essential in profitable 
hog raising. 

Means of supplying that water is 
a problem but one that has been 
largely solved by the modern waterer. 
One will find few up-to-date hog men 
these days without one or more com- 
mercial waterers. 

The editor of The Iowa Homestead 
recently asked his readers for an opin- 
ion of the waterer and he received 
many interesting replies. Among them 
are the following: 

To the Editor:;I wish to say that 
I have three non-freezable stock wa- 
terers on my farm. I have one large 
100-gallon tank for summer use. It 
keeps the water cool and clean in hot 
weather and I wouldn’t be without it 
for anything. I fill this as well as 
my other waterers early in the morn- 
ing and go away to the field feeling 
certain that my hogs have all they 
want to drink every minute of the 
day. Hogs that are given water in 
a trough three times a day are thirsty

To the Editor: In reply to your 
recent letter of inquiry, I wish to say 
that I have used modern hog waterers 
for some time and consider them the 
greatest joy that ever came to Hog- 
ville. A few years ago I bought two 
of the 50-gallon size and found them 
to be a great improvement over the 
old-time hog trough, which is about 
the only thing one who hasn’t a water 
supply tank can use if he hasn’t a wa- 
terer. With a big bunch of hogs I 
found it a big chore to keep the 
troughs full of water by means of 
buckets. Now I have a supply tank, 
made of cement blocks, that holds 
about 200 barrels of water. My auto- 
matic watering tanks are connected 
with this supply tank, two of which 
are out in the yard and two in the 
hog houses. Those in the lots I use 
during the summer season. I con- 
sider the modern waterers as far 
ahead of the 50-gallon waterer that I 
first bought as_they are ahead of the 
old way of filling the hog trough with 
a bucket: These modern waterers are 
filled, as stated before, direct from 
my supply tank and the inlet is con- 
trolled by a float valve. They are full 
of cool water all the time during the 
summer season. The floats are al- 
ways on the jump. They never sleep 
late in the morning and never strike 
for higher wages. I raised and sold

To the Editor: The hog waterer 
that I am using suits me to perfec- 
tion. In the first place it provides 
water for the hogs, chickens and 
calves at all times. It doesn’t make 
any difference whether I am out in 
the field plowing or away on a neigh- 
bor’s farm threshing, when I get home 
I know that my stock has had an 
abundance of water all day long. The 
hogs cannot get into the water so it 


is always clean. I cannot give definite 
figures as to the direct benefits that 
accrue from constantly keeping water 
before hogs and other stock, but I 
am satisfied that a thirsty animal 
never does well and I think any 
farmer will agree with tnat statement. 
If he doesn’t, I suggest that for a 
week or so during the hot summer 
weather he drink only three times a 
day instead of whenever he is thirsty 
—serve himself, in other words, like 
some people serve their hogs. After 
a course of this sort of treatment I 
believe he will be in favor of auto- 
matic waterers for the hog lot. A 
waterer is not only valuable in sum- 
mer, but perhaps even more so in 
winter, for at a very low cost for 
kerosene one can keep the water in 
it above freezing point day and night 
the whole winter thru, and strange as 
it may seem to those who have never

To the Editor: I received your let- 
ter of inquiry in regard to automatic 
non-freezable hog waterers a few days 
ago and wish to say that I wouldn’t 
be without these waterers for any 
reasonable sum of money you could 
mention. I have one waterer for my 
hogs and two for my chickens. We 
have about 450 chickens of all sizes 
on the place and they empty a 10-gal- 
lon and a 5-gallon waterer once a day 
and sometimes oftener. I like water- 
ers because they always contain fresh, 
clean water and during the winter 
time I can keep the water in them 
above the freezing point, with very 
little expense. When water is supplied 
in that way during the cold winter 
weather, the hogs will drink a great 
deal more than if they are forced to 
drink ice water, and the more water 
a hog drinks the better it thrives. 

Chickens that are forced to drink 
ice water or that are watered in icy 
troughs are not going to lay many 
eggs during the winter season.

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Hand Vs. Self-Feeding Corn, 
Tankage and Middlings in

Since the self-feeder has come so 
generally into use, there is much dis- 
cussion concerning the economy of 
hand and self-feeding, it being recog- 
nized that if labor is taken into ac- 
ace self-feeding is more econom-

A Practical Hog Waterer 


J. L. Ahart in The Iowa Agriculturist 


x 


For a long time the farmer has 
been looking for a good, serviceable 
hog waterer. He wants a device 
which will insure a constantly avail- 
able supply of pure water for his 
stock. On most farms the hogs must 


be watered two or three times a day 


with a pail. On other farms, the 
trough has been replaced by a patent- 
ed waterer which must be either filled 
by hand or from a hydrant. Some 
few farms have the waterer connected 
directly to the pipe line of the run- 
ing water system and this has proved 
to be the best because it eliminates 
the need of the farmer’s constant at- 
After having experienced it, 
the farmer appreciates a thing which 
automatically takes care of one or 
more details for him. 


The advent of a running water 
system on a farm makes many things 
possible—things which help make the 
farm a better place to live. The evi- 
dent possibility that this article deals 
with is that one may butld a hog 
waterer, connect it to his system and 
have something which will give last- 
ing service. It is so simple that a 
farm boy can build it. He will be 
glad to do it if the father will furnish 
the materials. It consists chiefly of 
a reservoir in which a float and float 
valve are located and an outer re- 
ceptacle out of which the stock drink. 
The former is deep enough so that 
the water pipe enters on its own level 
or far enough below the surface. to 
prevent freezing. This depth is four 
and one-half or five feet. The inside 
form is made of two salt barrels, one 
of which is cut off slightly to fit over 
the other, making a strong connec- 
tion without further fastening. The 
outside form is the ground, for the 
most part. That part which is above 
the ground is simple and made of 
lumber, preferably two-inch stuff for 


‘the outside and inch lumber for the 


receptacle form. (See sketch.) 

This receptacle is about 20 inches 
long on top, 12 inches wide and 10 
inches deep. All the sides of it are

slanted so that the bottom dimen- 
sions are smaller by 4 inches than the 
top dimensions. A cover made of 
iron is arranged across the center of 
it and its fastenings set into the con- 
crete, so fixed that it may be raised 
and the receptacle cleaned with a hoe. 
The connection between the reser- 
voir and the outside is made by plac- 
ing a round stick, about 1% inches 
thick, between the forms before pour- 
ing the concrete. The stick is bored 
out after the forms are taken out. If 
the stick is placed on a slant, dirt 
will be prevented from entering the 
reservoir should the receptacle be- 


| TT 
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come full of dirt above the outer 
opening. : 

The cover may be made of concrete 
or a cast iron cover may be used. It 
must be heavy and provided with a 
flange to prevent its being pushed or 
rooted off. A concrete cover should 
have good, substantial handles set in 
it. To insure a good fit, it is best to 
make the cover on the waterer. 

Any hardware man can furnish the 
fittings. It is advisable to adapt the 
float valve to the pressure that it will 
have to work against and have the 
arm just long enough so that it will 
work well in the space at the bottom. 
A cut-off valve will make it possible 
to shut off the water when it is neces- 
sary to look after the working parts. 
Brass fittings will be the cheapest in 
the long run and will need the least 
attention. One inch fittings are plen- 
ty large enough and a larger pipe in 
the main line should be reduced be- 
fore it reaches the waterer. 

Good results are obtained by using 
a one to three mixture for the con- 
crete and running it in wet enough 
so that it will reach all the parts. It 
will do no harm to have it wet enough 
to keep water on top while the con- 
crete is being run in. This waterer 
requires about three-fourths of a load 
or yard of sand. After the forms are 
taken away, the inside is coated with 
a pure cement wash and a small con- 
crete floor is made about the recep- 
tacle for cleanliness. 

_ The beauty of this device is that it 
is stable and reliable. It cannot be 
moved about the yard by the hogs 
and there are no parts that they can 
injure by rooting, which is so com-

mon in the cheap patented waterers. 
Another point is its capacity. The re- 
ceptacle is large enough to extend 
into two yards, which is a great ad- 
vantage, as most farmers have occa- 
sion to have two separate hog yards. 
Its capacity is practically unlimited 
and no animal will have to wait for a 
drink. The one the writer has in use 
has supplied a herd of cattle with 
water. It can do this because there 
is a large amount of water at the 
same level in the reservoir. 

This waterer will give good service 
in any weather. In winter the main 
part is banked with manure. The re- 
ceptacle is left open. Ice will form in 
it, but not enough will form to give 
much bother, as it is easily chopped 
out. If located in a sheltered place, 
not more than an inch will form ona 
cold night. Our experience is that it 
will keep open during the day when 
in use. 

It is best to have a structure of this 
kind reinforced in some manner. It 
is a good place to put the old rods 
and irons that are found on every 
place. It is advisable to set the bar- 
rels on iron pins at the bottom, for 
if wood pins are used the waterer 
would leak after wood rots out. If 
rods are laid around the barrels and 
at the corners, the danger of cracks 
in the finished structure will be re- 
duced. The concrete must be hard 
before the fittings are put in. In any 
event, do not twist the pipe in the 
concrete or there will be a leak at 
that place. It is a good thing to 
make the wall thicker at that place 
for this reason. 

The accompanying sketch will give 
a general idea of the plan of this 
waterer and how it should appear 
when built. When excavating for it, 
it is best to make the hole large 
enough in diameter for the walls to be 
at least five inches thick at the thin- 
nest place. In order to get a good 
job on the waterer, it is advisable to 
leave the forms on the concrete as 
long as possible.

“At the time I 
had grades, and I figured it a good 
idea to get hogs with a little more 
bone and general ruggedness. Ac- © 
cordingly I sold my sows, and went — 
out and bought six pure bred sows 
from a neighbor. 

“They were pure bred, of course, 
but not the kind that were sired by 
a prize winning boar. They were 
good sows as market hogs go, and 
that was what I looked for. The man 
bred them for me, he having a mighty 
good boar. é 

“These sows cost me $75 apiece, © 
but I never regretted paying that 


much. True, they were worth more ~ 


than I could buy grade sows for, but —

“These pigs came in May. As soon 
as they learned to eat, I-fixed a little 
trough with them, into which I 
placed ground oats and barley. Then 
I let them run out on nice blue 
grass pasture with the sows. They 
did well on this ration, and grew fine. 

The grass was nice and tender, and 


I figured they didn’t need any of that 


high priced tankage. 


“T gradually increased the feed, un- 
til they were getting all they would 
eat. Along in July, after I had cut 
the first crop of alfalfa, the blue grass 
was getting pretty dry and not so 
good as it was in May, so I turned 
them into the alfalfa. I have eight 
acres of the forage, and it is now in 
its fifth year. 


“They rooted up the ground a lit- 
tle, but not to amount to anything. 


They kept the crop down pretty 


short, although I got a second cut- 
ting off it. All this time they were 
still getting a full feed of ground oats 
and barley, and growing like the 
dickens. They remained on the alfal- 
fa and this ration until corn was 
ready to eat. Then I turned them 
marketing 
them off corn. 


“They had no tankage at all. I 
figured the juicy blue grass and the 
alfalfa provided them with enough 
growth and muscle, and I was able 
to save a lot of money. 

“The pigs did right well, as I said 
before. The sows had fair litters. 
We saved an average of eight pigs, 
although some of the sows had as 
high as 13 pigs. They lost them by 
pune on them, or some were born 
ead. 


_“T have marketed my sows, and all 
but 16 of the female pigs. I have 
been feeding them all season, so that 
now they are in great shape. Half of 
these sows have been sold to one of 
my neighbors, to be delivered the 
first of March, at 15 cents a pound. I 
contracted for them some time ago. 


“The other eight I will keep for 


_ myself, and next year will have a few 
| Tove ve than I did this year. 


ave been casting around for an aged 


boar which I can buy cheap—one 
that some breeder has used to good 
advantage, but now wants to sell be- 
cause he is getting too old or where 
he has a better one. 


“After I use him, I will sell him to 
one of the farmers in my section.-We 
do quite a bit of dairying in that lo- 
cality, and all raise a few hogs. In 
this manner several of the farmers 
have the advantage of using a good 
sire. It would be too costly for me 
to buy a boar for my batch of sows. 

“This alfalfa is no mite, either. I 
think it is the finest thing in the 
world for all kinds of hogs. I keep 


my sows on it as long as I can; in 
fact, they are generally on this pas- 
ture when I turn the boar out with 
them. After it gets so they can’t go 
out into the field, I feed them alfalfa 
hay. 

“Tt is for this purpose that I cut 
the second crop of alfalfa. It is 
mighty short, and some might think 
it not worth while cutting, but I do. 
It is short, but very leafy, so this 
makes it valuable for the size. More- 
over, by virtue of its being short 
saves me the time and expense of 
chopping it.” 


Feeding Alfalfa to Hogs 
A. C. Wilson, 
Barstow, California. 

We have your letter of recent date 
asking the following questions: 

1. Can alfalfa be fed to hogs with 
success in a self feeder? 

2. Should it be ground or chopped? 
Or would it be better to soak over 
night-and feed in troughs? 

The simplest method of self-feed- 
ing alfalfa is to put the hay in a rack 
or box that has slatted openings 
such as enable the hogs to readily 
reach the hay, yet prevent their pull- 
ing it out so freely as to waste it. 
Last cutting of alfalfa is always 
preferable for this purpose (and is 
one of the most valuable hog feeds 
available): 

Ground alfalfa meal can be fed 
through almost any kind of self- 
feeder, though it will have some ten- 
dency to lodge in the hoppers. With 
chopped_alfalfa there would be more 
probability of waste.

Wherever labor can be saved on the 
farm and results accomplished just as 
satisfactorily, by all means save the 
labor. Results of experiments at the 
University of Missouri College of Agri- 
culture with self-feeders for fattening 
hogs show that those eating from a self- 
feeder gain more rapidly than those de- 


pending on the hand-feeding methods.- 


The amount of feed necessary to pro- 
duce a pound of pork remains practi- 
cally the same, but the amount of labor 
is usually reduced. It is this decrease 
in labor which enters as a factor -in 
cheapening the cost of producing pork.

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The Death of Andrew J. Lovejoy 


One of the constructive improvers 
and loyal friends of the pure bred 
hog, a good and useful citizen, a 
leader in Illinois agriculture and ani- 
mal husbandry, and an outstanding 
personality, Andrew J. Lovejoy, who 
died at his home, Riverside Farm, 
near Roscoe, Ill., on Nov. 19, will de 
long remembered by his host of 
friends. For the past year or more 
he had been in declining health. In 
1918, for the first time since the show 
was founded, he was unable to attend 
the International Live Stock Expo- 
sition, of which at one time, he was 
president, and for many years a di- 
rector. In recent months it was 
known and he seemed to realize that 
the end of his long and busy life was 
near. A strong constitution, an un- 
conquerable spirit and a will to live, 
postponed the final day for many 
weeks. He lived an active, whole- 
some life, was addicted to none of the 
companionable vices that sometimes 
shorten the years of men, took a 
keen, personal interest in his farm 
and stock, and with Mrs. Lovejoy en- 
joyed the comforts 
farm home, and a fair share of the 
world’s goods. 

Mr. Lovejoy was the superinten- 
dent of the swine department at the 
International show from the time it 
was established until last year; a 
member of the 48th Illinois General 
Assembly; asmember of the old state 
board of agriculture, and general 
manager of the state fair at Spring- 
field for ten years; the state game 
warden under the administration of 
Gov. Richard Yates; a judge of all 
breeds of swine at many of the lead- 
ing fairs and shows; a popular speak- 
er at farmer’s and stockmen’s meet- 
ings and at agricultural colleges in 
many states; a writer with a genius 
for imparting practical information; 
the author of a notable book entitled 
“Forty Years of a Practical Hog 
Man,” and the president of a local 
insurance company, with headquar- 
ters in Rockford, Ill. As a young 
man he was a dry goods peddler in 
Illinois; later he became the _travel- 
ing representative of a Chicago 
wholesale dry goods store. He 
worked hard and saved money, and, 
in due course, realized his ambition 
to own and breed Berkshires on the 
old farm on which he was born (Dec. 
5, 1844) and reared, and on which he 
spent his last days. 

“Andy” Lovejoy, as he was fa- 
miliarly known, was educated in the 
public schools and in the school of 
experience. He was a_ big. man, 
physically and morally. He lived up- 


rightly and honorably. He was true — 


to his firm. conviction regarding per- 
sonal conduct, privately and publicly. 
He was a good neighbor, inbued with 
an earnest, unselfish public spirit. His 
home life was an inspiration to those 
who were privileged to come within 
its atmosphere. His farm was com- 
petently managed, and uncommonly 
productive of pecuniary rewards and 


durable satisfactions to a born lover 


of the basic profession in one of the 
garden spots of the world, Mr. Love- 


joy is survived by Mrs, Lovejoy and 


their son Wyman. The deceased was 


buried on Sunday, Noy, 23, in the 


local cemetery.

Feeding the Young Pig 


~NOTE—Perhaps the inquiry we 
answer below is “first grade” informa- 
tion to most readers of this paper. 
But it indicates there are new men 
going into the hog business who are 
anxious to begin at the beginning and 
learn the A, B, Cs of the business. 
Questions of all kinds are welcomed 
We

tion they have on any subject. 


To the Doty Pub. Co.: 

I am taking advantage of your offer 
to help me out if I wanted to ask 
you for information. I am getting a 
young pig November 2, and would like 
to know the best way to care for it. 
I have plenty of milk, but I don’t 
know how to feed it to do the most 


good. I would also like to know 
how warm to keep it in cold weather.

Reply 


We are glad to have your letter 
asking about the feed of a young pig 
and to tell you all we can about it. 
Unfortunately you do not say how 


old the pig will be when you get’ 


it, so we cannot give you quite as 
direct information as we could other- 
wise. 

If the pig is only a day or two old 
you should feed it warm cow’s milk 
as clean as you can get it, at body 
temperature, giving about two table- 
‘spoonfuls at a feed, two hours apart. 


But if the pig should be four or five 


_weeks old, 


-most to body temperature. 


then it would not need to 
be fed more than once in four or 
five hours and should be given sweet 
milk which is better if warmed al- 
About 
that age you can feed a pig about 


what it cares to take at each feeding, 
‘but if too much is fed or if the milk 


is sour or the troughs are not kept 
iclean, your pig is very apt to develop 
scours or indigestion. 

By the time a pig is three or four 
weeks old it usually begins to eat 
‘grain, such as shelled corn or wheat 
middlings. Then you can mix wheat 
middlings or shipstuff with the skim- 
-milk, using about three pounds of 
milk to one pound of meal. Corn- 


meal can be used in the same way 
or shelled corn may be fed. Good 
whole oats are also a valuable feed 
for young pigs, but should not be 
used exclusively. The oats are best 
fed by putting them in a separate 
trough where the pigs can get them 
/as they wish. Probably it would be 
best not to begin feeding oats until 
‘the pigs are about eight or nine weeks 
old. 

You may have other feeds than 
those we mentioned or you may have 
some questions which have not been 
‘touched upon at all. In either case 
we shall be very glad to give you any 


further information.

We are in receipt of the following 
from the Nebraska Experiment Sta- 
tion: 

Thru the ceaseless vigilance and 
prompt action of fifty county farm 
bureaus the state is practically free 
from hog cholera, according to the 
college of agriculture. From an an- 
nual loss running into the millions of 
dollars, the loss from cholera so far 


this year will reach but a few hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Credit is also 
given the federal department of ani- 
mal industry, which furnished several 
specialists to fight cholera outbreaks, 
and the veterinarians of the state, 
who worked hand in hand with the 
farm bureaus and gave valuable as- 
sistance. The hog-raising sections 
of the state are now thoroly organiz- 
ed and practically all of the farmers 
schooled to report the immediate ap- 
pearance of cholera. A few years 
ago many farmers thought it good 
policy to remain silent when the dis- 
ease appeared in their herds. Vac-

I had these hogs vac- 
cinated three times. Is there any- 
thing that can be done?

No assembled automobile has ever made the success 
that the manufacturers of automobiles, who make all 
the parts and build their own cars out and out have 
made. No breeder of live stock has ever left any 
great influence for the permanent upbuilding of any 
herd by always assembling the different blood lines to 
build up his herd. Nothing permanent has ever been 
done by a continual changing policy. You must re- 
member that animals reproduce themselvés through 
their blood and not in the way they look. If an animal 
has the blood of four different families of different 
types and is mated to animals of the same four families 


according to percentage it will only produce very few 
animals that look alike. 


If, on the contrary, animals of similar type and con- 
centrated blood lines be mated the litter will have a 
very large per cent of uniform animals. Now the aim 
of every good breeder is not to produce an occasional 
extra good animal, but to produce a very large number. 
The higher the percentage of animals that conform to 
the correct type the greater is the art and science of 
breeding. 


In these days you should be interested in knowing 
who bred the animals. It is equally important to visit 
the farm of the breeder to see the result of the matings 
there. Not how a few choice ones are produced but 
what is the per cent of good ones, not quantity so much 
as quality. When you buy from a breeder you do so 
with the hope of selecting animals that will reproduce 
themselves. Ask to see the herd that he has produced 
and the herd sows, the result of his own matings, that 
are in his seed stock. Now look at the litters and the 
young animals in process of development. Not one or 
two choice ones but all of them. You owe it to your- 
self to do this. A good manufacturer will show you 


in his factory why and how he makes the different 
parts for his cars. Study the manufacturing plant of 
the breeder if you are a business man. 


In 1914 we wrote an article for the Duroc Bulletin 
in which we said the Durocs were not large enough. 
We were breeding for size then, and we are breeding 
for size now. We purchased Defender because he was 
the largest Duroc boar that ever lived. Harry Browning 
said he was too large for the judges to tie on and ten 
years ahead of the breed. He was the only boar that 
was ever twice grand champion of the International. 
Charley Marker says he was the best big type Duroc- 
Jersey boar he ever saw. ‘Charley, you know, judges 
at the National Swine Show. Defender was a Col. boar 
being by King of Col., the one family that breeds espe- 
cially strong high backs.

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Depreciated Foreign Coin Causes Receding 
Hog Market 


Ratification of Peace Treaty and Legislation by Congress Will Help Solve Problem 
By Thomas J. Delohery 


THE “WHY” OF IT 


The depletion of the herds and flocks of the Old 
World by the war and the crying demand.for the 
products of our breeding and feeding pens has 
caused those in best position to know to hold forth 
those facts as a logical basis for the belief that the 
. market price of our products would not suffer a 
material decline—due to the tremendous demand 
from overseas. 

But—the decline in price has come, the market 
tor live hogs dropping several cents in a few weeks, 
even tho the continued demand from overseas has 
increased rather than lessened. 

The producer wonders why—? He wonders why 


his product—grown at great risk and expense. Per- 
haps he feels a certain lack of confidence in the trade 
“talent” that makes such confident predictions. And 
perhaps the result is a tendency toward a lack of 
confidence in the stability of his industry. 

Mr. Delohery here points out, backed with elo- 
quent figures, the reason why the demand in Euro- 
pean lands for American pork products has not been 
wholly translated into action—and he offers his 
opinion as to what will be required to bring about 
a trade relation that will bring a permanent, profit- 
able market thru the influence of the foreign 
demand for the products of our hog pens.

O the present time, the 
American hog producer 
has paid no attention to 
the foreign financial sit- 
uation, for the simple 
reason that he was not 
interested. There always 
has been some foreign 
meat trade, of course, 
but outside of producing 
pork to fill this want, the 
farmer paid little attention to the 
business. 

The rest of the business was up to 
the packer. He

Now the situation has changed; 
the producer is vitally interested in 
foreign finance, because it means a 
whole lot to him. In fact, it has 
meant something like eight cents a 
pound for pork during the past few 
months, and the decrease has been 
laid principally to the condition of 
the foreign exchange market.

made but the packer has had to 
finance the deals—that is, buyers 
would take products if they could get 
them on a year’s time. 

‘he Gerinan mark at the present 
time is not bringing anywhere near 
what it was worth in normal times. 
It has been some time since I looked 
into the exchange value of foreign 
coins, but the accompanying table, 
while not up to the minute, gives 
some idea of the situation, as_ it 
shows both normal and present value, 
and the comparative percentage of 
purchasing power: 

Unabie to sell this product abroad 
without giving a long credit, and then 
not being sure of the money, has 
made the packers a little cautious. 
Of course, they are doing some busi- 
ness, but not nearly as much as they 
would if the rate of exchange were 
on a normal basis. 

Instead of shipping the stuff, the 
packers have it over here in their 
storage houses. Large quantities are 
abroad in warehouses; but there is no 
telling when it will be sold. The 
packers, at the present rate of ex- 
change, stand to lose a whole lot of 
money on the stuff sold abroad, un- 
less they get marks at the present 
price and hold them until they reach 
their normal value. They would clear 
lots of money on a proposition cf this 
kind; but since the 
packers cannot af- 
ford to tie up mil- 
lions in such deals, 
they are doing a 
cash business wher- 
ever possible. 

Keeping this stuff 
in storage has left 
them without stor- 
age space to absorb 
very much of the 
stuff being mar- 
keted from day to 
day. Moreover, it has resulted on 
much of this stuff being thrown on the 
market at reduced prices in order to 
move it. The decline in value is re- 
flected'in the market for live hogs. 

Packers were hopeful the hog mar- 
ket would not decline as much as it 
has. Only recently Armour & Co., at 
the start of this big decline, issued a 
statement saying that the break could 
not last long because of the enormous 
quantity of stuff they had laid in at 
long prices. 


Ratification of Treaty Necessary 


I have been talking to some bank- 
ers, and foreign financial men on the 
subject. They declare that the situa- 
tion is bad, and no relief can be had 
until after the peace treaty has been 
ratified. One man, M. A. Traylor, 
president of the First Trust & Savings 
Bank, of Chicago, talked at length on 
the subject. Formerly he was con- 
nected with the Live Stock Exchange 
National Bank. at the Chicago Stock 
Yards, in the capacity of president, 
and was known as a man who was in 
touch with the live stock situation 
from a financial standpoint. 

At the time I talked with Mr. Tray- 
lor, he said prices were due to come 
down. and that live stock values nat- 
urally would be among the first hit, 
since the increase was due largely to 


war-time demand. He predicted 
prices would decline in a course of 
time, but hoped that something 


would be done to make the decrease 
gradual, instead of abrupt.

“Unless we finance those countries,” 
he said, “prices will go down abruptly. 
If we loan them $4,000,000,000 to $5,- 
000,000,000, for a year or two, it will 
give them a chance to buy stuff, and 
work up a trade balance with other 
countries. Once this balance is 
gotten, the value of their money will 
increase toward pre-war levels. 

“And unless we do this live stock 
prices are not going up to their natu- 
ral level. I am hoping for a ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty, so this mat- 
ter can be taken up. Until this is done 


we cannot loan those people any 
money. 
“There is a bill now before Con- 


gress, known as the Edge bill, which 
has been passed by one of the houses, 
which authorizes trusts to handle the 
individual export businesses? This 
would have a tendency to stabilize the 
market, for it would permit the buy- 
ing up of bonds of these countries, or 
the loaning of money to them until 
that time when they are ready to pay. 

“IT expect a year or two would be 
sufficient for those people to get on 
their feet. 

“As it stands now, the packers are 
in danger of losing millions of dol- 
lars on the product they have abroad. 
Every available storage space over 
there is loaded with their products, 


and they will not be moved for some 
time. 

“To get their’ money out of this 
stuff, on sales, the packers must 
charge many times over what they 
would have to charge in normal times. 
For instance, a pound of lard, which a 
mark would almost buy in pre-war 
times, won’t nearly cover the cost 
now. The packers must get over five 
marks for this article. This makes it 
pretty hard for the Germans to get 
along, especially the workmen, whose 
wages are not much above those of 
pre-war times. They do.not begin to 
compare with the wages our men are 
drawing in this country. Our men 
are able to pay prices for this stuff, 
but the Germans can’t. 

“The story you told of the German 
miners willing to work overtime, and 
instead of drawing money, get two 
pounds of fats, is illustrative of the 
condition Over There and how far 
the mark goes in the purchase of 
necessary foodstuffs. 

Conditions abroad are well por- 
trayed in the interview, and letter from 
an Amsterdam representative which 
I will auote. The interview, with 
Charles Roberts, a Chicago provision 
man, and rated as one of the wisest 
in the country, is very good. He has 
been abroad, and has investigated the 
situation at length, and speaks from 
first hand information. 

“While in Paris last spring,” he 
said, “Mr .Hoover said to us that the 
world at large got up in arms and 


particularly the public press when he 
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came out last winter with the state-— 
ment that the people of the war- 


ravished countries would have to be 


fed and the Central Powers financed 
before any indemnity could even be 
partially paid, and that in his opinion 
they were in the same position as a 
man who took a horse for a bad debt, 
only to find that the horse to be put 
in shape for work must be fed sub- 
stantially on oats, and otherwise. 
taken care of. 

“In my opinion, all continental 
stocks that have been referred to by 
Mr. Hoover, recently, would have 
been absorbed overnight by the var- 
ious countries including Germany, 
Austria, Finland, Poland, Czecho- 
Slovak, etc., had they been in a posi- 
tion to obtain this product on the 
basis of reasonable values. 

“By this I mean values not» ficti- 
tiously fixed by the unstable exchange

“For example, take the mark of to- ©

There is a good market abroad for 
our products. Witness what Mr. 
Chapman, Amsterdam representative 
of the American Provision Co., has to 


‘say in a letter to one of his clients: 


“As we have already written you, 
these last three weeks our market has 
been in a very bad condition, and the 
reason is and remains the low rate of 
exchange of German marks. Today 
100 marks were only equal to Florine, 
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11.60, a difference of almost 50 per 
cent, with the price of exchange at 
the end of July. This puts the Ger- 
mans in a most hopeless condition 
and prevents them from operating. 
We wish to state once more that we 
do not believe at all that the German 
needs are filled. On the contrary, we 
feel pretty sure that the German 
needs must still be large, and if you 
would be on the spot here, you would 
feel that the Germans are still largely 
interested, but simply cannot buy on 
account of this rate of exchange ques- 
tion.” 


It’s Up to Congress to Loan Money 
to Europe 


I believe that the foregoing infor- 
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tion, and gives the hog producer food 
for thought. Something need be done 
by Congress, in the way of loaning 
these people this money. 

Should conditions improve in the 
foreign countries within a short time, 
I believe it would be a good idea to 
advance this money. In the first place 
I can’t help but imagine they would 
be honest. If they were not, the 
League of Nations, Mr. Wilson’s pet, 
probably would take care of the situa- 
tion. In the second place, these peo- 
ple cannot help but favor us if we 
help them along now; and this ad- 
vancement may go a long way toward 
cementing a trade relationship which

High Notcher, by Old Top Notcher 
to produce Belle’s Duchess 360958. 
Then we mated her to the scientific- 
ally line bred boar, Graduate Col. 
We then bought a gilt by All Col. 2d, 
by Perfect Col., by Prince of Cols., 
out of a grand daughter of Crimson 
Wonder 3rd 76867, and mated her to 
the boar Undergraduate and you see 
we got Undergraduate 2d 303779, a 
double scientifically line bred pig. If 
you will again refer to the tabulation 
you will see in the fourth generation 
back, Prince of Cols. and Crimson 
Wonder 3rd (in sire) also Prince of 
Cols. and Crimson Wonder 3rd (in 
dam) both in the same bracket. Then 
in third bracket we have King of 
Cols. and Perfect Col. both of the 
‘same paternal blood lines. Then 
Crimson Wonder 4th and Crimson 
Duchess, both by the same sire. Then 
we have Scottish Rose, by Col. Scott 
on sire’s side, which is offset on dam’s 
side by Cols. May, the dam of Crim- 
son Wonder 4th and Lady Burketta. 


Thus when you analyze this pedi- 
gree you will see that we practically 
have the same percent of Col. blood 
on both his sire’s side and his dam’s 
side, and exactly the same percent of 
Crimson Wonder blood on each side. 
‘Now this is what we term scientific 
line breeding and to show we prac- 
tice what we preach and to show the 
‘three different constructions, we have 
tabulated a young boar of our own 
‘breeding, which we consider one of 
the greatest double line bred pigs 
ever produced and one. that we. feel 
sure with opportunity will prove a 
good sire. His grand sire, Graduate 
Col. was, in our opinion, the greatest 
sire of his day and the only boar we 
ever saw who could get good stuff 
out of any kind of a dam. To illus- 
trate his ability in 1912 we sold for 
$35 a gilt by Red Advance 89481 bred 
to him. She raised Graduate Prince 
and Graduate Princess, both show 
hogs and good winners and Graduate 
Prince in turn sired Graduate Queen 
527832, the grand champion sow at 
the Kansas State Fair in 1917. 

We prefer to sefect the line of 
breeding we wish and then hunt the 
best individual we can get. Our 
theory is breeding first—individual- 
ity second. But both must go together 
to be successful. 

The fundamental principles are 
blood lines properly blended and 
those who follow that theory using 
good judgment with plenty of good care 
will be the successful ones in the end 
—not those who buy high priced 
boars just to boost their herds and 
try to fool the public.

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Lowest Hog Market Is Found During 
Cold Months 


This Is Due to Fact That the Spring Pigs Are Marketed Then 


HY are the cold weather 

months generally the lowest 

_in the hog market? This is a 
question that is commonly asked. 
The movement of hogs from the feed 
lots to market explains this. Records 
show that all banner receipts have 
been received during the winter 
months and all the month’s records 
have been established during Jan- 
uary and December. The two latter 
months lead in hog marketings, mak- 
ing the start and finish of the year 
the high water mark in hog liquida- 
tion. 

It is during the months of cold 
weather that the spring pig crop is 
finished and shipped to market. The 
common practice of spring farrowing 
results in the excessive receipts dur- 
ing the winter months and the light- 
est supplies during the warm months. 

Figures by months for the past ten 
years were taken to work out the ac- 
companying graphic, each month’s 
figures being an average for the past 
ten years. In observing the figures 
it is found that the largest receipts 
come during December while the 
smallest marketings are during Sep- 
tember. 

Starting the year at a high point, 
the average figures show that around 
842,000 hogs arrived during January 
during the past ten years. After the 
opening month there is a steady de- 
crease and during April only 510,000 
have been received onan average. But 
the arrivals increase during May, ad- 
vancing to 573,000, being the result of 
a freer movement due to.marketing of 
fall pigs at this time as well as some 
discarded brood sows. 

However the arrivals fall off again 
and drop steadily until September. 
The average figures show that only 
a few over 400,000 arrive during Sep- 
tember, the lightest month of the 
year. Figures also show that this 
month is generally the highest in 
normal years. The country at this 
time is practically cleared of old crop 
hogs. Most of the arrivals at this 
time are of the carry over crop, many 
brood sows that are given some feed 
before marketing. 

But after September, the receipts 
again start to increase and show large 
gains each month and the year closes 
up with receipts running at the high 
point, average December arrivals for 
ten years being over 850,000. There 
are several instances where the De- 


cember arrivals have passed the mil- 
lion mark at Chicago alone and all 
other markets show like comparisons. 
The largest month’s receipts on rec- 
ord at Chicago totaled 1,227,508, re- 
ceived during January 1916. ~ 

The accompanying graphic show 
the receipts dip in mid-year and climb 
again at the close. As it is known 
that the cheap hogs are due to the 
large receipts, the logical point 
which feeders should endeavor to 
overcome is to miss the glutted 
months and try to have hogs for the 
market during the periods when ar- 
rivals are smaller. 

Breeding would have to be regu- 
lated to make such a movement pos- 
sible. The receipts in the past really 
have been too irregular for the good 
of the market. Figures show that the 
small end of the year’s raising are 
cashed during the months when 
prices are highest and then with ar- 
rivals more than double during the 
late months of the year buyers are 
able to eliminate all the advance that 
was scored during the period of small 
receipts. 

It is a question of too many hogs 
maturing within» a short period. 
Feeders are in the custom of market- 
ing their hogs at a certain weight and 
too many following such _ ideals 
cause a congestion on the market and 
low prices result. The new crop of 
spring pigs generally starts moving 
to market in October. The liquida- 
tion increases as the season progres- 
ses and reaches its height during De- 
cember and while January is a large 
month the arrivals start to taper 
from that time on until early summer. 

Judging from the figures a solu- 
tion of the problem would be the 
raising of a larger number of fall 
pigs than could be marketed during 
the summer months when receipts are 
house is the time that the pigs are 
running at low ebb. 

Increased hog production in the 
warmer states is making for better 
distribution of the hog receipts as 
breeding can be regulated to a better 
extent in such sections. But in the 
northern states the spring seems to 
be the ideal time for farrowing as 
many farmers are not equipped to 
have fall pigs, the cold weather pre- 
venting such change in their pro- 
gram. The marketing of a greater 
number of fall pigs from the warmer 
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states during the summer months has 
tended to even up arrivals but 
through the corn belt, where the bulk

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of hogs are produced, spring pigs 
form majority of offerings and while 
such is the case it appears that the

Don’t Get Your Sows Too Fat 


Watch Their Digestion and Give Them Exercise 
By H. A. Sexsmith 


- As we commence our bred sow 
sales let us be careful not to over- 
load the sows with fat this year. If 
you are selling what most people are 
advertising, “Big Type Durocs” they 
will look big without all that big, deep 
tat that is so easily secured with a 
corn ration. Let us try and have 
them in good condition with a sleek 
coat of hair, good. digestion, show- 
ing well along in pig but not over- 
fed. I honestly believe there has 
been many a herd practically ruined 
by over feeding. Now, if some ot 
them are putting on fat too fast, put 
them over in another yard. There is 
always a ne’er-do-well in every herd. 
Too much flesh over-works the sow. 
She is short of breath, cannot walk 
well, has to lie on her stomach too 
much, which is detrimental to a good, 
strong, healthy litter of pigs. Quite 
often we hear complaints about sows 
drying up on their milk and pigs 
starving to death. This is due to im- 
proper feeding, lack of exercise, and 
being too fat at farrowing time. Did you 
ever know a medium fleshed, well 
exercised sow that gets out and hus- 
ties for her feed, having this trouble? 
Now, in the first place a lot of men 
shut up the sow too early. They leave 
her in a little 6x8 pen for a week or 
ten days before farrowing. She gets 
no chance to exercise. She becomes 
constipated from overfeeding and no 
exercise, has clear, fresh water only 
once a day when she is used to plenty 
of water whenever her instinct di- 
rects her to drink. She is carrying, 
say 100 pounds more flesh than nec- 
‘essary, is used to roam at-will over 
pasture and yards. All at once she 
is put in prison to 
farrow her young 
and rear them. On 
account of excess 
flesh she is fever- 
ish. Constipation 
denotes that. Now, 
- why not get ‘her 
~ used to her- quar- 
ters by letting her 
sleep in her far- 
rowing pen alone 
nights -and let. her 
run daytimes? Af- 
ter a few days she 
will become  ac- 
customed to this 
way of living and 
find her own. bed. 
All you will have 
to do is close the 
gate. 

After she — far- 
rows’she should be 
left alone with no 
feed the - first 36 
hours, but plenty 
of good clear wa- 
ter with the chill « 
taken. off... Do not 
rush’ out with a 
bucket of milk for

her or a big shovel full of short 
slop. Do not fill her up. She is fever- 
ish and does not know what she 
really wants and in addition to this, 
you can start too large a flow of milk 
—more than the little fellows can 
handle. They gorge their stomachs 
with it, for it is their nature to eat 
all they can hold, before their diges- 
tive organs have developed strong 
enough for this kind of feed. In a 
few days you notice them begin to 
scour. Their eyes are watery, they 
do not eat well; their hair becomes 
rough and in two or three days you 
begin to lose them. The sow drys 
up, fever sets in; in three or four 
more days she loses her iitter and 
comes nearly losing her own life be- 
cause some one did not know how to 
feed her. Ninety-nine cases out of 
100 the feeder has thrown her into 
milk fever, which was his fault and 
uot the sow’s, but you bet she always 
gets the credit. When he talks of her 
afterward, it is always “that old 
hussy that lost her litter.” She goes 
to market early when she could have 
been made one of the best sows on 
the farm. 

Think this over this year. Keep 
corn away from your brood sows. 
Don’t watch so much what they eat 
but see that it is digested properly. 
In other words you watch the wrong 
end of your hog. ,

This issue of the BULLETIN is a few days late because 
the Chicago printers were forced to adopt the short 
hour schedule laid down by the fuel administrator on 
account of the coal strike. Coming at this time with an 
unusually large issue on our hands and with the ban 
on the use of light in our offices before 9 a. m. and 
after 3:30 p. m., we have been up against a proposi- 
tion that was impossible to overcome. Late advices 
indicate that the miners have gone to work again and 
thus prospects are very good for a let-up on the re- 
strictions soon enough so there will be no interruption 
in our work on the big New Year’s edition, which 
promises to be the largest number we have ever pub- 
lished.

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PROMOTE THE BREED INSTEAD OF THE 
RECORD ASSOCIATION 


Duroc breeders generally thruout the country sare pos- 
sessed with a real desire to promote the breed and the hog 
business. Evidences of this desire are showing up on every 
hand. The subject of ways and means of best promoting the 
business occupied much of the time at the recent meetings of 
the Duroc record associations, Each record has outlined ex- 
tensive campaigns for the year. County and state Duroc breed- 
ers’ associations are being formed all over the country for the 
purpose of “making a united noise in favor of good Durocs” 
as one Ohio County association secretary expressed it. The 
breeders of the Missouri Valley will be formed into what 
should be a powerful association the last of this month for 
the purpose of perfecting some teamwork in bettering con- 
ditions in the business. The Michigan breeders are contem- 
plating an advertising campaign in their own state to teach 
their farmers the increased value of the purebred over the 
scrub hog. Other promotion plans too numerous to men- 
are under way. | 

Thus we are assured that during 1920 there will be more 
real breed propaganda disseminated than during any previous 
year in the history of the breed. These promotion cam- 
paigns should accomplish much for the business. To make 
them most efficient, it behooves the leaders to do quite a 
little united thinking, planning and acting. There is a 
best method to accomplish what we want done and it will 
be nonsense to allow sectional or association prejudices and 
jealousies to stand in the way of consolidated action. All 
of us have to get on the same end of the wagon and, after 
deciding upon a definite goal and the best course to take to 
reach that goal, it is most essential that there be the right 
kind of team work en route and that we keep on the main 
track and not go astray. To attain this, there must be brains 
and broad mindedness, hold of the reins—the directing forces. 
The holding of these reins logically falls to the two record 
association boards and to these boards we submit an appeal 
to break down the barriers that have long stood in the way 
of team work, efficiency and breed advancement. 

The field open to the promotion of the purebred hog 
generally and the Duroc breed in particular is without limits; 
it covers all of this country and many foreign lands. There is 
no need for covering the same ground twice and duplica- 
tion of work in a given field. 

It has been suggested by one of the association secre- 
taries that in the publicity campaigns to be carried on by 
the two records, the plans be worked out together in order 
to eliminate duplication; that advertisements from each asso- 
ciation should not appear in the same publications and like- 
wise field work for the purpose of getting new business 
should not be duplicated. This is certainly a most sensible 
suggestion and we hope that it amounts to more than that._ 

A rumor was recently circulated that one of the asso- 
ciations was contemplating putting on a field man to work 
a certain section which is already the other association’s 
stronghold—where this latter association, thru years of hard 
work and the expenditure of thousands of dollars, has put 
the Duroc in the lead of any other breed in that section. The 
business in that part of the country is being developed to 
the utmost by this association and we can think of nothing 
so petty or ridiculous as the contemplation of such a move 
by the other record. We are happy to say, however, that 
it was only a rumor. ; 

If the associations will follow the general policy of 
promoting the breed rather than the association much 
more efficiency will be attained and the Duroc breeders’ 


money invested in the associations will pay many times 
the dividends it has heretofore paid. 


ALL DUROC BBREEDERS SHOULD MEET 


At the stockholders meeting of the American Duroc 
Association held in Chicago during the International, Sec- 
retary Pfander of the National Association suggested that 
Duroc breeders from all sections have at least one big 
annual meeting and banquet for the purpose of getting ac 
quainted, and discussing problems confronting all breeders, 
On account of the fact that there are two record association 
in the breed such a meeting where all sections were rep’ 
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sented has never been held. Secretary Pfander’s suggestion 
is certainly full of common sense and there is no good reason 
why the proposition cannot be carried thru. The logical 
time and place for such a meeting is at the annual National 
Swine Show, where every section of the Duroc business is 
represented. Let us plan for such a meeting for 1920, 


THE DUROC MOVIES 


Both of our Record Associations have a number of 
splendid moving picture films showing a large number of the 


best hogs in-the breed, scenes on many of our large breed- 
ers’ farms, the office organization which does your recording 
work and many other things of interest and value to the 
breeder of red hogs. During the next year these movies 
will be shown to thousands of people in this country with 
the result that a large proportion of these people will gain 
a new conception of Duroc type and the Duroc business. 
These pictures will make an admirable feature and draw- 
ing card for the various association meetings to be held this 
winter.

PORK PUBLICITY 


In the editorial columns of our last issue we called 
attention to the need for and what might be accomplished 
by a National publicity campaign for pork products. The 
substance of our suggestion was presented to the National 
Swine Growers’ Association by Mr. A. Y. Bartholomew, 
the well-known Illinois Duroc breeder, which resulted in 
a motion being passed by that body instructing President 
Evans to appoint a publicity committee to look into the 
proposition and take some action. Thus we have started 
the ball rolling and let us urge that the committee, the 
chairman of which should be Secretary Carmichael, under- 
take the raising of a fund for publicity purposes. We be- 
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lieve there are a number of commercial organizations that 
would gladly subscribe to such a fund. The swine papers 
no doubt would make donations. The swine record asso- 
ciations could invest some of surplus funds in no better 
way than in propaganda to increase the consumption of 
pork and the price which the producer gets for his pro- 
duct. The National Duroc Jersey Record Association has 
taken the initiative in supporting this campaign. A reso- 
lution was passed at their stockholders meeting urging 
the National Swine Growers to undertake such a campaign 
and pledging their co-operation and some financial aid. 

The need for a better and more stable pork market is 
more fully realized each day. Since the market hit the 
tobaggan some weeks ago, it has descended with ever in- 
creasing momentum. The tide could have been materially 
stemmed had the National Swine Growers been financially 
able to institute a national campaign of propoganda for 
pork products. 

This is an age of invention and the inventors seem to 
have spent considerable time on lard substitutes which 
have made terrible inroads on the lard market. Through 
advertising, the manufacturers of these substitutes have 
been able to make thousands of customers for a product 
far inferior to lard. Producers of lard through lack of 
organization have stood by in silence and seen their busi- 
ness taken from them. 

Recent figures collected by the government indicate the 
small per capita consumption of pork in the city as com- 
pared with the beef and mutton and showed us what a 
field there is to be cultivated by publicity setting forth the 
real facts about pork products. The fact that the consumer 
can order ham and bacon any place at any time and be 
assured of good food is not true of beef, mutton or other 
fresh meat foods and this fact, which was brought out by 
Prof. H. W. Mumford at the swine growers’ meeting is 
not appreciated by the public. This is only one of the 
many good facts which the general public can be made to 
assimilate by national advertising. We have so many 
good hard and fast facts in favor of pork products, the 
public will readily sit up and listen to reason.

Wolverine Duroc Men Hope to Better Business Thru State Publicity 


The Duroc breeders of Michigan 
are possessed with the breed promo- 
tion idea so common among Duroc 
breeders at this time, according to 
H. C. Taylor one of the Wolverine 
states’ most progressive breeders, 
who lives at Milan. Mr. Taylor paid 
a visit to the Bulletin office during 
International week and told us of the 


_ proposed publicity campaign to be 


carried on by the Michigan State 
Duroc Breeders’ Association in their 
own state to improve their market 
for pure bred Duroc hogs. 

Mr. Taylor stated that he was 
hopeful that the publicity proposition 
would be put into operation at the 


~ annual meeting and consignment sale 


of the state association which’ has 
been scheduled for January 13th at 
Lansing. The American association 
according to Mr. Taylor has signified 
its willingness to appropriate a fund 
for the Michigan. campaign. The 
Duroc BULLETIN will also make a do- 
nation and it has been proposed that 
the animals going through the asso- 


ciation sale be taxed a few dollars 


per head, this sum to be added to the 
advertising campaign fund.

load of select Durocs to the National 
Swine Show next year. The Wol- 
verine breeders believe that they have 
the right kind of Durocs and they 
want to bring them out in the best 
society for they feel sure the hogs 
will hold their own. Nothing in our 
opinion will do more to establish 
Michigan bred Durocs and Michigan 
breeders than the carrying out of this 
propositon. Here is a splendid idea 
that could be used to immense profit 
by the breeders from a number of 
outlying sections. 


Michigan farmers, like those in 
every other state in the union, have 
not an adequate appreciation of the 
improved pork producing value of the 
pure bred hog over the kind that is 
ordinarily raised.

HE story of this year’s Inter- 
national Livestock Exposition 


runs much the same as that of 
most of our state and national shows 
of 1919, viz: that all previous rec- 
ords in most every department were 
broken. It is fitting that the last 
great livestock round-up of the year 
should terminate the greatest year in 
livestock history with a magnificent 
performance—one which _ truthfully 
measures the immense strides which 
the industry has made during the 
past twelve months. 

As the curtain was drawn on the 
big exhibition this year the secretary- 
manager, B. H. Heide, than whom 
there is no more capable man in the 
fair managerial field, appeared most 
enthusiastic over the fact that his 
year’s work had achieved new records. 
Mr. Heide said: 


“The International, which has 
just ended, has been a success from 
the opening day. It is the biggest 
livestock show ever staged in this 
or any other country, and I have 
good reasons for saying that.

together. But this 
years show con+ 
vinced most breed 
followers ‘that such 
a step would be a 
grievous error.

Conse- 
quently the shows put up by the va- 
rious breeds at the International are 
the indices to many folks of the pop- 
ularity and influence which the breed 
enjoys in this country. Therefore re- 
gardless of the fact that it comes at 
a time when it is rot convenient for 
the swine breeders to bring their 
stock to Chicago, the importance of 
this show to breed progress must not 
be -overlooked by the _ individual 
breeder and leaders in the business. 


* * 


This year’s show of Duroc breeding 
swine perhaps establishes a new rec- 
ord for this department of the Inter- 
national. There were more good Du- 
rocs on hand than there has been at 
any other International within our 
recollection. It is true that one saw 
some of the undesirable kind in the 
red hog breeding classes but, as a 
whole, the show brought out a lot of 
good individuals, especially in the sow 
classes, and. Durocs which are repre- 
sentative of the breed and the type 
which the modern breeder is produc- 
ing. 

The most disappointing feature of 
the 1919 International (and this has 
been true of most International 
shows) was the absence of Duroc 
herds from west of the Mississippi 
river. With the single exception of 
Harry S. Fain, Emmettsburg, Iowa, 
who showed one hog, Royal Sensa- 
tion, the first prize junior yearling 
boar, all of the exhibitors came from 
that territory ordinarily designated 
by Duroc breeders as the East. Mr. 
Fain is to be congratulated for bring- 
ing his boar to. the International; we 
hope that other Western breeders will 
see the advantage in making an ex- 
hibition at this show and will come 
out in future years.

The swine show place at the In- 
ternational no longer will accommo- 
date all of the folks who are inter- 
ested in the shows of breeding swine. 
While’ the Durocs were being ex- 
hibited, the ring side seats were con- 
stantly filled and the overflow crowd 
stood eight or ten deep at either end 
of the show ring. There has never 
been so many people present at the 
International who manifested such 
intense interest in what the Duroc 
breeders are producing.

One hundred and thirty-one Du- 
rocs were shown in the breeding 
classes by fourteen breeders from 
seven, different states. The sow 
classes as usual made up the feature 
of the show, the exhibition of females 
ranking well up with many of our 
good state fairs this year. In the 
aged and senior yearling classes there 
were twenty-eight excellent females 
shown, many of these being state and. 
national show prize winners of the 
year. The size and type of these sows 
was commented on and praised by 
the multitude of interested ringside 
fans and this exhi- 
bition, so repre- 
sentative of the Du- 
roc breeders’ stock 
in trade, undoubt- 
edly converted many 
visitors to the Du- 
roc ranks. 

The boar show 
was far below the 
standard set by the 
sows, but as a rule 
the tops were good 
hogs and fairly rep- 
resentative. In the 
aged boar class. 
Jackson had _ the 
top on a Walt’s 
Top Col. boar and 
Mayfield Farm 
stood second with 
Ultimas, a splendid 
type of hog by Tax- 
payer’s Model, 
Mumford was third

for some time in the University of 
Missourri Duroc herd. 

In the senior yearling boar class 
Peacock & Hodge and A. F. Hughes 
had outstanding individuals. The first 
named entry was an Orion Cherry 
King Junior boar which they call 
Quality Orion Cherry King, Jr., 
whose dam was by Monarch. He was 
placed first in the class and later 
made the grand champion boar of 
the show. This boar was a typical 
specimen of the modern big type 
Duroc, the kind the breeders are try- 
ing to produce. While a little light 
in bone and a little coarse in coat, 
this boar is a real big type and worthy 
of carrying away the grand cham- 
pionship of the show. A. F. Hughes, 
Sherman, Illinois, showed a mighty 
good specimen in the senior yearling 
class in Choice Col. of Sangamo 5th 
by Rajah of Sangamo 2nd. 

H. S. Fain’s Royal Sensation was 
an easy winner in the junior yearling 
class. This boar was sired by Great 
Sensation and his dam was Royal 
Critic, the grand champion sow at the 
1917 National Swine Show. His 
breeding ‘is unexcelled and it would 
be difficult to improve upon his type. 
This boar is much similar in type to 
the Peacock & Hodge grand cham- 
pion, being the upstanding big type 
kind with a wonderful arched back 
and a hog that as an aged animal, 
barring accidents, will be a wonder 
in conformation. This boar showed 
somewhat heavier bone than _ the 
grand champion hog but did not carry 
as much flesh and was not so highly 
fitted. 

In the senior boar pig class after 
some deliberation, judges Matern & 
Kraschel finally put Jackson’s pig 
at the top—a boar sired by Jackson’s 
Orion King. Mumford won second 
on Brookwater Demonstrator 26th. 
The first prized boar was considerably 
larger than the Mumford entry but 
he could be seriously faulted for his 
crooked hind legs. 

- A good many at the ringside did 
not agree with the judges in their 
placings in the junior boar pig class. 
A couple of mighty good pigs in this 
ring did not get a ribbon, and many 
good judges agreed that one of them 
would have made a first-class top in 
the class Perry M. Barker won first 
in this class on an American Orion

The Sow Classes 


The aged sow class brought out 
fourteen real big type matrons. The 
class, as a whole, compared very fa- 
vorably with the aged females which 
were exhibited at our leading state 
fairs this year. Jackson’s big sow, 
Joe’s Orion Nellie 5th by Orion 
Cherry King stood at the head of this 
class and later was made grand cham- 
pion of the show. This sow was the 
fourth prize aged sow at the National 
Swine Show this year and is a full 
sister to the noted Scissors, one of the 
leading sons of the old hero, Orion 
Cherry King. The Jackson sow 
looked bigger and better than she did 
at the National and she was returned 
winner and grand champion in some 
of the keenest competition that has 
been seen in our shows this year. 

Mumford’s Brookwater Jane D. by 
Brookwater Principal was placed at 
the head of the senior yearling sow 
class with fourteen exhibitors. This 
was also a fourth prize senior yearling 
at the great National Swine Show, 
and one of the best sows of her class 
out this year. She has ample scale 
and combines that smoothness and 
feeding quality which the good hog 
man so much desires. The Mumford 
entry had anything but a walk-away 
in this class; for there were three ex- 
cellent individuals all by Col. Jack, 
shown by Jackson and Johnson. 
Hughes showed the fourth prize sow 
which furnished no mean competition. 

In the junior yearlings Jackson won

barrow was tied at the Inter- 
national Livestock Show Tuesday 
morning. Just what the judge had in 
mind no one but he seems to know. 
Breeders and feeders who have 
watched the barrow champion judging 
here for years conceded the grand 
championship to the Iowa _ barrow. 
He was fit in every way for the lead. 
The Iowa college pens might have 
been added to the champion list also 
without violating any rule of fitness, 


but they were not so absolutely en- 
titled to the purple as was the single 
animal, as there was one of the three 
not just quite good enough. 

The Duroc barrow show was an eye 
opener to the breeders of Durocs as 
well as to the devotees of other breeds 
and we had a number of competent 
men who have won in barrow shows 
and watched the ribbons being tied, 
that no breed has ever come up to any 
International with a barrow show 
such as the Durocs staged this year. 
They were nearly all college-fed, ten 


state colleges winning in the Duroc 
classes. 7 

We hope the extra prizes which the 
International and the two associations 
furnish for these events is attracting 
the attention of these college men to 
our classes and we hope the breeders 
will think enough of it to put into the 
feeding pen next year some of theif:

call the business meeting to order and 
adjourn to make the business session 
the following evening legal. This was 
done and then the president wel- 
comed the members and their friends 
at this, the associations annual event, 
and he felt that great good to all 
would come from these annual gather- 
ings. He introduced as the first 
speaker of the evening B. H. Hunni- 
cutt of Lavras, Minas, Brazil, who has 
been in this country for a year’s vaca- 
tion from his work in a mission and 
experimental farm in that country. 
He has been exporting and raising 
Durocs for the past seven years and 
has been able to increase the price 
that the Brazilian will pay for pigs, 
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from $25 to $250. He said the Duroc 
had made good in every instance, and 
that the business was opening up fine 
for the red hog of the United States 
if we, as business men and promoters 
of the breed, pull together and fur- 
nish the means to broaden the market. 
Brazil is the second country in hog 
production and the climate and crops 
are very well adapted to the business. 
Brazil has between eighteen and nine- 
teen million head. The native hog is 
superior to the hog we had in the 
U. S. when we began to improve and 
the cross of the Duroc on these make 
a good market hog. The native pas- 
tures and grass are superior to any 
grass grown in this country. It is no

ionger a conjecture as to what the 
Duroc will do in that country. He has 
already made good and found a home 
there, and is leading. Transportation 
problems and New York Commission 
problems among other things have 
stood in the way, but these are being 
weeded out and brought into better 
condition. Mr, Hunnicutt said he 
would like to see the association un- 
derfake some reasonable amount of 
advertising in that country. The field 
is open and it is safe and profitable. 
The government is promoting the heg 
business and has posted advertising 
all over that great country, urging the 
people to raise more hogs. ‘Lhere is 
no reason we should not get that busi- 
ness. In closing, Mr. Hunnicutt said: 
“Let us take for our slogan ‘Pigs is 
pigs, but it takes a Duroc to make a 
hog.’” 


Keeping Your Feet Untangled 


Col. H. L. Igleheart spoke a few 
moments on “Keeping Our Feet Un- 
tangled.” He found some fault with 
his subject, saying he thought Mr. 
Evans meant to make keeping our 
head untangled, and he also said the 
greatest busybody in the world, one 
which he met in every state into which 
he went, was the tongue, and if we 
could keep that member untangled, we 
would save a world of trouble. He 
gave a very apt comparison regarding 
the thought we so often. hear ex- 
pressed about “crooks” in the busi- 
ness, and said things looked crooked 
to a crook and if we kept our own 
minds and tongues untangled we 
wouldn’t think so often that the other 
fellow was a crook. He said auction- 
eers and fieldmen have some serious 
temptations and he mentioned a few 
of them and put the question direct to 
the breeders: “Now who was crooked, 
the auctioneer and fieldman or you?” 
If you want to know how to keep your 
feet untangled, do not cross them. 


Stretching the Rim of Hog Belt 


V. W. Lewis of the South Carolina 
extension work, was next called upon 
to touch on the question of stretching 
the rim of the hog belt. Mr. Lewis is 
familiar with the hog conditions in 
the southeastern states particularly, 
and knows the opportunity before hog 
growers in extending the hog belt. 
Mr. Lewis was here last year with a 
couple of carloads of Carolina breed- 
ers and came back this year with a lot 
more, and a number of their wives 
accompanied them. He said he wished 
the people of the North generally 
could visit the South and see the pos- 
sibilities of the country as a livestock 
country. He said there were plenty 
of acres down there, but it wasn’t all 
cheap land. He told of a plantation 
being divided into farms and sold at 
$172.50 per acre. The farmer in those 
sections is turning to livestock and 
he hoped the association would en- 
courage public sales and other promo- 
tion enterprises. 


_Pfander’s Remarks 


Secretary J. R. Pfander of the Na 
tional Duroc Record addressed the* 
banqueters next on some suggestions 
for ‘co-operation between the two or- 
ganizations that record Durocs. He 
regretted that there were not fifteen 
hundred Duroc people gathered 
around these tables and havea real 
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representative gathering. He sug- 
gested co-operation regarding those 
who in either association disobey 
rules and record dishonestly, and said 
one association should keep out any- 
one who was rejected by the other. 


He also suggested teamwork in ad-, 


vertising and helping the sister asso- 
ciation with any good work they put 
on and not throwing any obstacles in 
the way. Neither association can hope 
to work all the field. There is room 
for both. Much money can be saved 
by not duplicating the work. 


Pulling Together 


Mr. Harris said in passing in re- 
gard to the matter of a joint banquet 
which had been proposed by the Na- 
tional that this was the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Amer- 
ican, and while members of the other 
association were invited as well as 
every Duroc man in the United States, 
the officers believed that we wanted

Mohler Makes Happy Talk 


President Harris next introduced 
Secretary J. C. Mohler of the Kansas 
State Board of Agriculture who made 
a very happy address and introduced 
a copy of the recent report which he 
issued from his office on the hog busi- 
ness. This is one of the best hog 
books that has ever been put in be- 
tween two covers and we were glad 
that Secretary Mohler has offered to 
mail these to any of our breeders or 
anyone else interested. He said he 
was doing some advertising for his 
book and said that conducting a busi- 
ness without advertising was like 
winking at a girl in the dark. You 
know what you are doing but she 
doesn’t. He thanked the secretary for 
his kind invitation to meet the breed- 
ers and expressed a willingness to 
help the cause in any way he could. 


American Members Voted to 
Consolidate 


Secretary Evans asked for the floor 
a few moments and was granted the 
privilege. He said:*“I went to a sale 
of Durocs in northern Ohio the other 
day and as usual, the matter of con- 
solidation of the two associations 
came up and I was asked why we 
sidetracked the proposition. I want 
to say the American association or 
none of its officers sidetracked the re- 
organization. If you will come with 
me tomorrow to our office I will show 
you the proxy votes of two-thirds of 
our members ready to vote on this 
proposition as soon as the National 
gets their votes. I am not finding 
fault with the officers of the National. 
I understand the secretary sent out 
the same number of letters we did, 
but I just want to clear my own skirts 
and the record of our board and make 
it clear that we did our duty.” 


McKee Talks Teamwork 


Mr. Harris announced that he had 
saved the last for the best and in- 
troduced Mr. James McKee of Ken- 
tucky for a two-minute speech. Mr. 
McKee. responded in his happiest 
mood and gave some excellent ideas 
on teamwork and efficiency and asked 
for the combined effort of the breed- 
ers in advancing the cause of Durocs, 
forgetful oi the petty jealousies that 
arise between us. “It took the youth 
of America to go over to Europe and 
show them what co-operation, team- 
work and efficiency could do to bring 
the war to a close. I believe the time 
has come for the American people to 
solve every problem that confronts 
human souls and human nature. -We 
have the strength, the power and the 
virtue. Whatever else may come I 
believe this great country will come 
out with teamwork and co- operation 
and sail on with the masthead in the 
right direction. If any officer i in either 


association is standing in the way of © 


righteous co-operation between. the 
two, or an effectual and honest com- 
bination into one big association, he 
is fighting directly against the best 
interests, of the breed. What we need 


is a. broad visualization; men actuated 
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by the best interests of the breed and 
the industry, men who are full of true 
American spirit. 


Business Meeting 


The annual meeting was called to- 
gether Wednesday evening in the 
Italian room of the Sherman and 
there were eighteen states represented 
in memberships present. Among 
these was C. H. Searle of Kansas, who 
had not attended a meeting for 
twenty years and who was a member 
of the board and president in 1892. 

The revised by-laws as printed in 
the notice of annual meeting was 
passed without amendment. The 
question of increase of directors was 
settled by the same vote, because the 
officers named in-that revision called 
for a board of seven directors the 
same as has been conducting the busi- 
ness heretofore. 

A resolution forbidding the record- 
ing of an animal bearing what is com- 
monly known as a swirl was passed 
and made a part of the rules of re- 
cording. 

A resolution was passed after much 
discussion, making it obligatory that 
every patron of the American associa- 
tion shall, after March 1, 1920, keep 
an accurate record of the service of 
every boar in his herd, an accurate 
record of the date of mating of every 
sow, the date of farrow of every litter 
and the markings of every litter, this 
record to be open for the inspection 
of the pedigree committee if the cor- 
rection of any record is in question, a 
pedigree committee to be appdinted 
each year by the president. 

A resolution making it a rule to re- 
port to the office the farrow date of 
all litters, together with marks and 
number in each litter, within sixty 
days after the farrowing of said litter, 
was laid over for action at some fu- 
ture meeting.

Report was signed by the associa- 
tion auditor and was accepted and 
placed on record. The secretary also 
read the list of fairs and shows which 
were assisted in money expended by 
this association. This list comprises 
seventy-five shows and pig clubs. 

One of the important resolutions 


introduced into the meeting and 


‘passed by a unanimous vote was the 


resolution calling for a vote at the 
next annual meeting on the reorgani- 
zation of the American Association 
under the laws of Ilinois as a not-for- 
profit organization, This new method 
of organization fits into the scheme 
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of recording association work much 
better than the old form under which 
both Duroc associations are now 
working. Circulars and requests for 
these votes will be sent out later by 
the secretary. 

Every question before the assem- 
bled members got good attention and 
the discussion of the various questions 
and the different phases of the asso- 
ciation’s business as well as. the 
breeder’s business was most interest- 
ing and instructive. The association 
has not held such an interesting meet- 
ing in years. 


Williams and McKee New Directors 


Messrs. W. A. Williams of Marlow, 
Okla., and James McKee of Kentucky 
were elected as directors in place of 
Messrs. Jackson and_ Harris, whose 
terms had expired and who had served 
the association for more than two 
terms. 

Immediately after the members ad- 
journed the new board met with Di- 
rectors Bruce, Peacock, Matern, Stew- 
art, McKee and Mahan present. Ab- 
sent W. A. Williams. W. H. Pea- 
cock was chosen president and Henry 
Matern vice-president. Robt. J. Evans 
and Ira Jackson were re-elected sec- 
retary and treasurer, respectively.

The secretary was instructed to pre- 
pare a budget of expenses for prizes 
and other usual expense of the asso- 
ciation and present the same to the 
president for his approval or revision, 
the revised budget to be presented to 
the board for adoption at a later 
meeting.

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Purebreds Prove Their Value 


Purebreds Make Cheaper and Faster Gains 


Last year, when E. C. Noonan, of 
Henry County, in northern Illinois, 
marketed his spring pigs, he accom- 
panied them to market. He had a fine 
bunch of hogs, and they brought well 
up toward the top of the market. 
While at the yards, he looked over the 
stuff which was being marketed and 
compared it with the stuff he had. 

He found his hogs were a little too 
fine, compared with the rest of the 
good hogs at the yares. On talking 
with the farmers who marketed the 
best stuff—hags which compared fav- 
orably with his own in quality, he 
found they had changed their stock 
from time to time, and always sought 
out boars with good big bone. 

Some of the men he ttalked to also 
told of using purebred sows and 
boars, with very good results. 

On getting home, ke looked at the 
sows he had, and gilts he was geep- 
ing over, and examined their bone. 
He found they, too, were a little bit 
too fine for market hogs, and after 
much thought decided to get rid of 
them and lay in a new batch of hogs. 

He knew what well bred hogs meant 
to the producer in the way of good 
gains, and good prices, so the more he 
thought of the idea the better it looked 
for him to get purebred sows. 

“IT went out around the public sales 
near home during the last winter, 
figuring I could pick up a bargain here 
and there.” he said. “I did, and got 
a nice bunch of purebred sows which 
had been bred. They cost me about 
$50 each. I bought them all of one 
man, too, and that I got uniformity 
in the stock and had practically the 
same sire in all of the pigs. 

“The first cost may have looked 
rather steep but there 1s no upkeep, 
and in the first crop I realized the dif- 
ference between the cost of purebred 
sows and grades. Because of this 


breeding I was able to make pigs 
weighing more than 200 pounds in 
seven months, on a ration used by 
practically every farmer, who feeds 
for 10 months to get the same results. 

“T figure my pigs made one pound a 
day gain during their lives. And it 
was done at a cost cheaper than if I 
had grades. My plan of handling 
them was simple. “3 

“As soon as I saw the pigs had 
learned to nibble, I provided them with 
shelled corn. When grass was ready, 
I turned them and the sows on clover 
and fed them ear corn. I had a self- 
feeder containing tankage in the hog 
lot, and they ate of that morning and 
evening, before and after they were 
on grass. 

“T had no trouble with them all sum- 
mer; they went right along gaining at 
a good rate. The tankage and clover 
made them grow in good shape so 
that when I had them ready for the 
corn they did not require anl more 
tankage to make growth. 

“As soon as the corn passed the 
roasting stage I turned them in, and 
marketed them when they were seven 
months old. Out of my litter of pigs 
I kept 15 of the best gilts for breeding 
purposes. I have ordered a purebred 
boar to breed them. My crop next 
year will be a big one, and you may 
be sure I’ll take better care of it than 
I did my grade stuff. 

“T have found that it is cheaper to 
have purebreds, even tho they be un- 
registered, than it is grades. In the 
first place, they have the quality. This 
is a big point, I think. I don’t like 
fineness in a hog, and neither do I 
like them too rough. A happy me- 
dium is a good thing, even tho they 
are being fattened for the block. 

“Purebred hogs do more on a lim- 
ited arnount of feed than will grades, 
I have found.” 


Two General Methods of Handling Pigs 
in Winter 


When the fall pig crop has been 
weaned the future management of the 
hogs becomes of paramount interest 
to the grower. Specialists of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture report two general methods 
for the profitable handling of fall 
pigs during the winter. One system is 
to push the hogs as rapidly as pos- 
sible in order to sell them on the 
market before the hot weather of 
the following summer. This really is 
the “hothouse” method of producing 
pork, as the animals are given ex- 
tra care and feed in rushing them 
toward rapid maturity. This method 
involves particularly good housing 
for the hogs, as protection from the 
severe weather of winter in the 
colder locations is essential; One 
of the most important -factors is 
clean bedding. Above all things fall 
pigs should never be allowed to sleep 
in damp bedding, as it is a’ prolific 
source of colds and pneumonia. 

Another method of carrying fall 
pigs through the winter is to main- 
tain the animals on a good growing 


ration which is relatively rich in pro- 
tein-carrying materials. These are 
prerequisite for the making of a 
large, bony framework. The idea is 
to prime the hogs into good condi- 
tion so that they may be turned out 
on the grass the next spring with a 
well-developed framework on which 
they can store a surplus of fat. These 
animals can then be carried through 
the summer on good pasture with the 
addition of a little grain, thereby 
making some gain in weight and con- 
siderable gain in size, and be in splen- 


did condition the following fall to. 


fatten rapidly on the new corn crop. 
This system involves maintaining 
the hogs on the farm in some in- 
stances until the animals are 15 to 16 
months of age, but often the porkers 
can be fed more cheaply where this 
method is practiced than where the 
hogs are pushed rapidly to market 
maturity.

A Most Successful Year in History of National 


Duroc Jersey Record 
A Report of Proceedings at the Stockholders Meeting 


The annual meeting of the National 

Duroc Jersey Record Association was 
held as usual this year in Peoria, Illi- 
nois, the home of the association, on 
December 5th, International week. 
Quite a number of stockholders in 
this, the largest swine record asso- 
ciation in the world, were present 
and took part in the election of two 
new directors and a new president and 
in the discussion of ways and means 
of best promoting the breed during 
the year ahead of us. 
__ The year which ended October 31st 
has been the largest in the history of 
this association. The gross income 
for the year was $98,455.91. This 
does not include $20,970 which was 
taken in during the year for 2,097 new 
memberships. This number of new 
members represents by far the largest 
increase in membership in twelve 
months that a swine record associa- 
tion ever received, and it certainly 
is indicative of a tremendous and ever 
increasing interest in Duroc breed- 
ing throughout this country. 

The National recorded this past 
year a total of 97,452 hogs which is 
Over 26,000 more than was recorded 
by this association in 1918. The total 
membership of the Record on Octo- 
ber 31st was 10,667.

Election of New President and Two 
Directors 


W. M. Putman, prominent Ne- 
braska breeder, was elected to the 
presidency of the association to suc- 
ceed F. S. Vanderhyde of Minnesota. 
W. H. VanMeter of Illinois was 
elected first vice-president and C. P. 
Dexheimer of South Dakota, second 
vice-president. A. Y. (Bert) Bar- 


‘tholomew of Illinois and George P. 


Lilliard of Texas were elected direc- 
tors to succeed W. H. Garber and 
W. H. VanMeter, both of Illinois. 

In responding to call for an address 
as soon as he took the floor, the new 
president, W. M. Putman, thanked 
the members for the honor bestowed 
upon him and assured them that his 
administration would be one devoted 
to real breed promotion. In this he 
sounded the keynote of the entire 
meeting and his address was later fol- 
lowed up by short, spicy talks by sec- 
retary Pfander, assistant secretary Joe 
Haaga, newly elected director, A. Y. 
Bartholemew, Dr. W. B. Dorman of 
Arkansas, Perry Hanks of Iowa, W. 
C. McGavock of Illinois, G. G. Luthy, 
treasurer of the association, Mr. 
Woolner of Peoria, Mr. Harding of 
Peoria Co., and N. M. Gordon, Edi- 
tor of Tue Duroc Buttetin, all of 
whom talked along the lines of gen- 
eral promotion of the Duroc breed 
and the swine business. 

Mr. Bartholomew urged that the 
National Duroc Record Association 
undertake a national advertising cam- 
paign to promote the Duroc breed 
and make more customers for Duroc 
breeders. He also strongly advocated 
that the association give their co-ope- 
ration and some financial aid to the 
National Swine Growers Association 
in the proposed general publicity com-- 
paign designed to increase the con- 
sumption of pork and stabilize the 
hog market. He suggested that the 
association publish literature of vari- 
ous kinds setting forth the merits of 
the Duroc-Jersey, same to be dissemi- 
nated thruout this country among 
prospective customers of the breed. 
The record association has on hand at 
present $30,000 worth of Liberty 
bonds. Mr. Bartholomew indicated 
that he was strongly in favor of put- 
ting this money into breed promo- 
tion, 

Mr. Joe Haaga, the enterprising field 
secretary of the association who took 
up his work last August, followed 
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up Mr. Bartholomew’s suggestions 
strongly endorsing all Bartholomew 
said and outlined the work which the 
association has already done along 
publicity and promotion lines. <A 
resolution urging the National Swine 
Growers Association to go ahead 
with the publicity campaign for pork 
products and promising cooperation 
and financial aid was passed. 

Mr. Harding, the oldest Duroc 
breeder in Peoria County, Illinois, 
where there exists such a large num- 
ber of progressive breeders and such 
an enterprising county association, 
made some pertinent remarks relative 
to the pure bred Durocs as a more ef- 
flcient pork producer than scrubs, 
and the lack of appreciation of this 
fact which exists commonly among 
feeders of market hogs. Mr. Harding 
said that the average feeder could 
well afford to pay from $200 to $500 
for a good pure bred boar to use in 
his pork herd. The added pork pro- 


campaigns. 
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ducing value of the offspring would 
amply compensate the farmer for the 
extra expense which his pure bred 
hog represented. This is the message 
which should be taken to the pro- 
ducer of pork through publicity 


The Duroc Banquet 

The record association held that its 
annual banquet the evening of Decem- 
ber 5th at the Creve Coeur Club in 
Peoria where a large number of mem- 
bers and employees gathered and en- 
joyed a delightful feast consisting of 
seven courses. There was no speak- 
ing at the banquet but the evening 
was devoted to the presentation of 
several reels of moving picture films 
which the National Association took 
at the last National Swine Show and 
on the farms of ten or twelve promi- 
nent Duroc breeders in the central 
States. These films were a treat ex- 
traordinary, which was enjoyed by all 
present and which will be shown at 
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swine breeders’ meetings and other 
places all over this country during 
the next year.

Much Breed Promotion Work 


Planned by National Association for 1919—A Report of National Association Board of Di- 
rectors Meeting 
By J. R. Pfander, Secretary 


N another part of this issue is a 
| report of our annual stockholders’ 

meeting by Editor Gordon. 
Close study of this report and com- 
parison with former years will reveal 
the gratifying information that 1919 
was by far the greatest year for the 
“NATIONAL” in its 28 years of 
activity, which in my estimation is 
the best barometer by which to 
judge the real condition of the Duroc 
business. Think of it, over two 
thousand new breeders joined the 
National Duroc-Jersey Record Asso- 
ciation during the past twelve months 
—more than joined the association 
the first 15 years of its existence. 
This, indicates first the increased in- 
terest in improved livestock; next it 
proves that swine growers have found 
Durocs profitable animals to raise. It 
also proves that the breeders do not 
hesitate to affiliate with an associa- 
tion that is putting forth all possible 
effort for breed promotion as well as 
maintaining the records, the primary 
object of the association. 


A Far Reaching Program for Breed 
Promotion 


During the past ten years the Na- 
tional board of directors has each 
year increased its program for breed 
promotion, but all of the years in the 
past combined do not contain the 
program for breed promotion that 
does 1920. 

The larger volume of business, the 
consequently increased revenue and 
the wide-awake attitude of the per- 
sonnel of the board has resulted in a 
program for breed promotion that is 
startling, and we who are to carry 
out the program realize that we have 
a gigantic task before us and have 
entered upon same the minute the 
last committee of the board left town 
by taking the work to our homes to 
‘do on account of the fuel administra- 
tion’s orders which require us to 
* tleave our offices at 3:30 p. m. 

At this time I wish to introduce to

the Duroc Breeders my assistant Jos. 
Haaga. We employed Joe in June, 
but he did not receive his discharge 
from the Intelligence Department of 
the U. S. Army until August 1st. He 
was very much of a stranger to us 
so we have not had much to say of 
him until after a few months of per- 
sonal contact. And it is a pleasure 
for me to tell the breeders that Mr. 
Haaga has been employed for one 
year from January 1st, and he and I 
together with our able office clerks 
intend to do more the next twelve 
months for Duroc promotion than we 
have accomplished in ten years pre- 
ceding. 

Mr. Haaga will have charge of the 
promotion work. He 1s running over 
with enthusiasm, energy and ambi- 
tion. You will like him when you 


meet him and I propose that he cover 


a vast amount of territory within the 


next year. 


What We Plan to do in 1920 


Under the supervision of the Prem- 
ium committee, consisting of W. H. 
Van Meter, Ltd Bishop and Mr. 
Haaga and myself, we expect to en- 
large our plans of Futurity Shows by 
adding a Futurity for under one year 
pigs. This class will be available for 
District, State and Round Up Shows; 
full particulars and conditions will 
appear in the next issue of the BuL- 
LETIN. I will say, however, that the 
classification for fall pigs, will be the 
same as for spring pigs. Then at 
shows similar to those held at Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, Portland, 
Seattle and Denver we will offer $100 
divided in five places to best breeder’s 
herd consisting of boar and five fe- 
males. We will offer cash prizes on 
young herd at State Fairs where we 
do not promote Futurities and will 
offer Trophy prizes at County fairs 
where no Futurities are held. We 
also have liberal appropriations for 
Ft. Worth, Oklahoma City, Marshall-_ 
town and Crookston. : 

For the Pig Club boys and girls we 
intend to show our interest in them 
by enlarging several times upon our 
former offers of premiums and very 
soon we will advise the youngsters 
of our plans for them. 


$12,000 for Publicity 


The Publicity Committee consist- 
ing of G. G. Luthy, A. Y. Bartholo- 
mew, Joe Haaga and myself, have an 
appropriation of $12,000 that we pro- 
pose to invest in publicity work for 
Durocs the ensuing year. .Our pro- 
gram will be made public soon "but 
one feature is ready now. ‘

We had made a complete film of 
the winners at the recent National — 
Swine Show and it is the intention 0 
the committee to make it possibl 
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within the next few months for every 
one interested in Durocs to see the 
parade of the most magnificent ag- 
gregation of Durocs ever assembled. 
In addition to the National film, we 
have a film showing the complete 
working of our office, the world’s 
largest swine record. We also have 
for distribution farm films of 500 feet 
each of the herds owned by W. H. 
Garber, Hanks & Bishop, J. R. 
Walker, R. G. McDuff, Vipond & 
Sons, Lloyd Wellendorf, C. P. Dex- 
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heimer, Ed. Kern, Ahrens Bros., 
David Boesiger, Ortell Lininger, J.

Mason W. Spicer of the Meadow

ing over the good ones at the Inter- 
national. Mr. Spicer is president of 
the Minnesota Duroc Breeders’ As- 
sociation and stated that they would 
have their next meeting in Minneapo- 
lies on December 29th and 30th. 


Mr. Art Ames, the “largest” mem- 
ber of the Ames Bros. firm of Weaver, 
Minn., was an interested spectator at 
the ringside, Thursday. 


Prof. H. W. Vaughn, head of the 
Swine Husbandry Department of the 
University of Minnesota, was around 
ae ringside while the ribbons were 
tied. 


There were a good many good hog 
judges, who did not agree with the 
judge in his placing of the grand 
championship barrow award on the 
Missouri College Poland China. The 
Iowa College Duroc barrow should 
have been a winner in this class as 
he was a much better finished hog. 
But the best barrow in the entire 
show was the second prize aged 
Duroc shown by the Missouri college. 
Had Matern and _ Kraschel put 
this barrow at the head of his 
class where he belonged, the Durocs 
would have won the grand champion- 
ship, as this. was the. type of 
hog the judge, who tied the champion- 
ship, liked. Prof. L. A. Weaver, Uni- 
versity of Missouri, showed this good 
Duroc barrow and also the grand 
champion Poland China barrow.

Winning in the barrow show should 
be the best possible way of getting 
the pork producers trade for breeding 
stock.

W. T. Harris, the former president 
of the American Duroc Association, 
in his remarks at the Association 
banquet during the International, 
called attention to the fact that the 
receipts of that record association 
have grown from $7,000 in 1912 to 
$70,000 in 1919. Some growth. 


B. H. Hunnicut of Brazil made.most 
interesting addresses at both the:Na- 
tional Swine Growers Association 
meeting and the American Duroc’As- 
sociation banquet held during the: In- 
ternational. Mr. Hunnicut has lived 
in Brazil for 12 years and he has done 
quite a little valuable work in getting 
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the Duroc breed established in that 
country. He made the statement that 
the Berkshire and Poland China 
breeds were the first to be imported 
into that country but the Duroc which 
came later has far outstripped the 
others and is making great strides in 
all sections. In this issue there is 
an extended article dealing with the 
Duroc breed in Brazil which was writ- 
ten by Mr. Hunnicut. We urge that 
all readers read this article carefully. 
We believe that some concerted ac- 
tion should be taken to promote the 
business in the Latin American coun- 
tries and particularly in Brazil where 
our breed has such a firm footing. 


Secretary Pfander also suggested in 
his talk that all the members of the 
two associations be gotten together 
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once annually at a big Duroc meet- 
ing and banquet. Here is another 
proposition that should be pro- 
moted during the coming year, for 
there is nothing more important to 
the progress of this business than 
getting all the breeders from north, 
east, south and west together at least 
once annually where they can ex- 
change ideas, get acquainted and 
thrash out problems which confront 
all. A logical place for such a meet- 
ing is at the National Swine Show. 


W. T. Harris Morganfield, Ken- 
tucky, who has efficiently served the 
American Association for a number 
of years, has retired from the Board 
of Directors, and W. H. Peacock, of 
the Duroc firm, Peacock & Hodge, 
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Cochran, Georgia, was elected to suc- 
ceed him. The association lost an 
able president in Mr. Harris, but 
gained in Mr. Peocock, a man whose 
heart is with the business and who is 
capable of doing much _ valuable 
executive work for the breed. 


There was much talk of the con- 
solidation proposition at the Ameri- 
can meeting.

National Swine Growers Meeting 
Big Vear’s Work Accomplished by Association and Plans Laid for Work in 1920 


of the National Swine Growers 

Association was held at the Hotel 
Sherman in Chicago the evening of 
December 1st during the Interna- 
tional Live Stock Show. Following 
up the plan adopted last year to hold 
no banquet at this meeting, this 
year’s assembly was strictly a busi- 
ness affair. Pres. Robt. J. Evans pre- 
sided. After the reading of the sec- 
retary’s and the treasurer’s reports 
there was a general discussion in 
which many took part relative to the 
best means of enlarging the member- 
ship and influence of the association 
and promoting the purebred swine 
industry. 

Mr. A. Y. Bartholemew, prominent 
Duroc breeder and business man of 
Peoria, Illinois, laid before the asso- 
ciation a proposition to put on a na- 
tional advertising campaign for pure- 
bred hogs and also to increase the 
consumption of pork and better the 
pork markets for the producer of 
hogs. Mr. Bartholemew called atten- 
tion to the dire need of extensive 
propaganda among farmers and feed- 
ers pointing out the increased pork 
producing value of the purebreds 
over grades and cross breds and 
mongrel stock such as is raised by 
the average farmer in this country. 
He said that the National .Swine 
Growers Association represented an 
industry second to none in America 
and urged that hog breeders, the var- 
ious record associations and all other 
organizations interested in the swine 
business to lend their co-operation 
and financial asistance in a compre- 
hensive publicity campaign for the 
promotion of the swine industry in 
a big way. Bartholemew cited a few 
interesting facts relative to the re- 
sults achieved through co-operation 
and publicity by the fruit growers 
associations on the Pacific coast, em- 
phasizing the fact that the swine 
growers had a much more substantial 
and essential product to advertise 
and sell; he maintained that the busi- 
ness would never progress as it 
should and continue remunerative to 
the producers unless such concerted 
action is taken by the organization 
representing the entire hog industry.

Giant Wonder I Am was a junior yearling and the 
grand champion at the second best Duroc show of the 
year. He was a tremendous junior (weighing 850 pounds, 
according to his owner) and every inch a hog. Here is 
a type which will please any man who likes good hogs. 

With all the size desired, Giant Wonder I Am has a 
remarkable middle, wonderful rib and abundant bone. 
The boar might be a little longer, but his excellence in 
other features makes one overlook this fault. He combines 
that mellowness and easy feeding quality so necessary in 
profitable pork hogs. Here we are furnished a type 
pattern which, if adhered to generally, will inevitably 
mean greater popularity for the leading breed of swine. 

The ultra progressive breeder of Durocs might tell 
you this type of hog is one which in the hands of the 
farmer and feeder, who feed a ration consisting largely 
of corn, will rapidly deteriorate; they will say that this 
type is prone to fatten rather than grow, but here we do 
not agree. This type is tall enough, broad and deep 
enough, with sufficient bone and a wealth of stamina and 
sturdiness which we like in real boars. 

A glance at the pedigree of Giant Wonder I Am will 
convince you that he is no accident. He would be called 
a Protection bred boar, tracing on his sire’s side three 
times to Ohio Chief (twice thru Lincoln Wonder) and on 
his dam’s side three times to Ohio Chief thru Cherry 
King. The blood of Orion and the Cols. is to be found 
also in this pedigree, for he traces twice to Orion Chief

On his dam’s side Giant Wonder I Am has an abund- 
ance of the prepotent blood of Joe Orion 2nd, that noted 
sire of brood sows now standing in Mississippi and traces 
twice to old King of Cols. In addition, this boar goes 
back three times to Cherry King, the most noted great 
grandson of Ohio Chief and the hog that is responsible 
for Orion Cherry King and his famous tribe. So much 
for his breeding. 

The owner of Giant Wonder I Am is G. O. Satre, 
Stanhope, Iowa, who bought the boar in dam from J. A. 
Vipond and Sons, Algona, Iowa. Seldom has one seen 
a hog more beautifully fitted than was Giant Wonder 
I Am at the Iowa state fair, all credit for which is due 
to his owner. The man who believes that big hogs 
cannot be raised without corn’ should have seen this 
boar. Up until the time of the Iowa fair this hog had 
never eaten a grain of corn. He was fed on oats, tankage, 
oat meal, prepared feeds and sour milk was given him 
twice daily. He had access to blue grass and white 
clover pasture at all times, During the time the boar 
was being fitted he was driven three quarters of a mile 
twice a day, and this exercise was no doubt largely re- 
sponsible for the excellent condition which the animal 
showed and the ease with which he could be handled 
by his owner. 

When the most noted showman of Poland Chinas in 
fowa looked over this boar at the state fair he made the 
statement that the animal was the best fitted hog he had 
ever seen. 

It is not amiss to say something about the man who 
produced this champion boar. It is an interesting fact 
that Mr. Satre was formerly a breeder of Chester Whites 
but quit that breed after the 
first National Swine Show when 
Wildwood Price, an excellent 
big type Chester, was turned 
down by the judge and a small, 
compact type of animal, 300 
pounds lighter, was placed up. 
Mr. Satre realized then that 
the large type hog filled pres- 
ent-day demands and came to 
the Duroc breed feeling that 
the type Duroc breeders were 
working toward filled the bill.

FIRST PRIZE—NOVEMBER 
CONTEST 


Tue Duroc BULLETIN, 
Dear Mr. Ashby: 

As I stated in my August letter, I 
was awarded the blue ribbon at the 
Jefferson Co. Fair, but at the Kentucky 
State Fair, I failed to get any ribbon, 
The judging was fair and impartial so 
I have no complaint to make, but it only 
makes me more anxious for another 
season. The men in charge of the swine 
department did every thing they could 
for the boys of the pig club and the 
pigs were well attended to. 

A great deal of credit is due our Mr, 
J. T. Taylor, Agricultural Agent for 
Jefferson Co., who kept after the boys 
and girls during the feeding season 
and who was everywhere on the job 
at the Fair. 

I forgot to tell you, however, that 
I did not leave thé State Fair without 
getting some prize; I was awarded the 
medal for keeping my pig in best con- 
dition and showing him to best ad- 
vantage. I have not received it yet, 
but will in a short time as it is being 
engraved. It was offered by the Swine 
World. 

I have placed my pig’s winter quarters 
in good condition by spraying it 
thoroughly with carbolic acid diluted 
with water and spreading air slacked 
lime all around the run. The trough 
was treated the same way. The house 
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is eight feet wide, by six feet deep, 
six feet high in front and four feet 
in rear. The front faces the south with 
plenty of light so sun can penetrate 
into. it, which is the best medicine 
against germs of any kind. It is tight- 
ly made so there is\no draft from any 
side to give the pig a cold. 

I had to put my pig on winter rations 
much earlier than usual in this section, 
on account of the dry weather during 
part of August, all of September and 
part of October, which cut short the 
pasture, but in the past two weeks there 
has been considerable improvement. 

I am now feeding a ration made up 
‘of three parts shorts or middlings, one 
‘part tankage to one and a half gallons 
or hotel garbage twice a day. In this 
‘proposition I find the above a very 
‘well balanced feed to keep a young gilt 
‘in good condition to breed, which will 
‘be as near as possible around the tenth 
to fifteenth of November. I will con- 
‘tinue. to feed the above ration during 
the winter. 

Iam well pleased with my experience 
\this season but am making preparations 
‘to do better next year. ' 

I shall be glad to give more of my 
‘experience next season for the Duroc 
Buttetin, which I like to read, and I

PIGS SEND HIM TO COLLEGE 

Last spring when my folks moved to 
Hampton I had a half interest in, two 
purebred Duroc Jersey sows. My Dad 
and I purchased them at a winter sale 
of a large breeder. We planned to get 
a start for a herd from these two sows 
and so when I found out about the 
Pig Club in Franklin County I became 
a member. I thought that I would learn 
a lot about caring for them and that 
I would take better care of my pigs 
if I had some particular reason for 
wanting them to fare extra well. I 
bought his half so I could have both 
litters of pigs in the club.

‘ ee At the close of their Duroc-Jersey 
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On March 6th, Orion Jane 2nd, as 
we call her farrowed 11 pigs but 2 of 
them were dead and one of the others 
a runt. Volunteer Rosy, the other sow 
farrowed six dandy little rascals on the 
11th of the same month. Both of the 
sows did well by their pigs and raised 
14 up to weaning time. After wean- 
ing the pigs I lost 3 out of the litter 
of 9 which disappointed me quite a little. 
The other lit‘er did fine from start to 
finish and made up somewhat for what 
I lost on Orion Jane’s litter. 

I got my pigs started well before 
I weaned them by giving them a lot of 
skim milk and feeding them corn and 
tankage in a self-feeder. After I had 
weaned them I introduced Schumacher 
feed into their ration, and they liked it 
so well that I bought a ton to feed in- 
stead of so much high priced corn. 
However, they still received a limited 
supply of corn and had tankage in a 
self feeder along side the one contain- 
ing Schumacher. These feeds with 
plenty of good water and good grass 
pasture formed their ration up to the 
13th of September. Then they were 
given 2 small lots of corn to hog down. 
They still had the Schumacher and 
tankage but they did not care much for 
either of them then as they had reached 
a weight where corn seemed to be more 
to their good use. My pigs finished the 
feeding period in these lots. ‘They 
averaged 218 pounds each at the finish. 
This amounted to nearly a pound of 
gain on each pig for every day of its 
life which is a fair gain. 

I showed a boar and a gilt at the 
North Iowa Fair in the regular and 
in the pig club classes. They both. 
brought me two first prizes of $10.00 
each, in the pig club class and the gilt 
took a third prize of $2.00 in the regu- 
lar class, but the boar failed to place

among the first five in that class. I have 
since received a duplication of the two 
first prizes from the Quaker Oats Co. 
Then I sent the gilt to the State Fair 
Pig Club exhibit where she took 5th 
prize of $7.50, so I have received $49.00 


in prize money on these two pigs. At the 


county pig club exhibit Orion Jane’s lit- 
ter took 4th place and Volunteer Rose’s 
second. There were 13 litters shown. 

The next day after this County ex- 
hibit we had a big sale of all the 
pigs which the pig club owners cared 
to sell. I sold all of my boars but did 
not let any of the gilts go as we want 
them for next year. The boars brought 
me $527.50. Three of them were not 
very good and they brought the average 
down by selling for $50 each. We es- 
timated the value of the 6 gilts at $600 
as they are all real gilts. Then we still 
have the two old sows which are worth 
not less than $350. This makes a total 
of $1,477.50. My feed records show 
a total cost for 2 litters of $269.50. Of 
course this includes only feed expense. 
There were other expenses such as vacci- 
nation, sale expenses etc. However, you 
can see the enterprise has been very suc- 
cessful to me in a financial way. We 
have 8 real Duroc sows for next year. 
I have also received much valuable ex- 
perience which is worth a great deal. 
We sure had a successful pig club in 
our county due largely to the efforts 
of our leader, Mr. J. F. Thomas, and 
we hope to have greater success next 
year. 

At present I am attending college at 
Mt. Vernon, Iowa, and my pigs fur- 
nished the money that is paying my 
way.

Realizing under existing conditions 
the necessity for more and _ better 
hogs, better care, pasture, etc. all 


of which“are indispensable in -the up- 
building and development of any agri- 
cultural community, arrangements are 
now under way for putting Union 
county (S. C.) in line with other pro- 
gressive counties of this and other 
states in the matter of hogs, with a 
view to putting out not less than 100 
pure bred pigs in Union county for 
the coming year.

it would be a good thing and would in- 
terest me during the summer. It soon 
came time to get a pig. My father said 
I could feed two. He had around thirty 
sow pigs in the bunch. I selected two 
sow pigs. I thought I had two good 
ones. They had good quality, bone, 
length, good hams and shoulders. After 
I had my pigs selected I got a place to 
put them, and when it was time to begin 
feeding them was ready. The club 
leader came and weighed them. They 
each weighed 54% pounds, and were 11 
weeks old. I put them in the lot. I had 
a good pen in the lot, in which I kept 
plenty of straw all summer. I made a 
place for them to wallow and put water 
in it about every day. After they would 
get their feed eaten at noon they would 
lie in the water about all afternoon on 
hot days. I fed my pigs a ration of mid- 
dlings, corn and skimmilk. I thought 
this was a balanced ration. I didn’t give 
them much corn, for I didn’t want them 
very fat. I kept them in a lot where 
they could have plenty of exercise. 
About six weeks before the fair I com- 
menced to feed them all they would eat. 
I made the slop thick with middlings, 
because I had to use half water. I 
wanted to keep them growing as fast as 
I could, as I am intending for father to 
take the pigs, and he doesn’t want them 
fat, but as large as possible. I think 
from my summer’s experience in raising 
pigs I have learned what feeds to use, 
amount to feed and how to care for 
pigs. My sister also joined the ‘club, 
and we both like it. i

[sexe pounds’ of pork marketed in 

10 years is something that very 
‘few men have achieved and is indeed 
something of which to be proud. Mr. 
J. H. Latta of Missouri Valley, Iowa, 
has not only accomplished this but 
has fed many carloads of cattle in 
addition. He always had some hogs 
following the cattle but usually feeds 
_his hogs as a separate feeding opera- 
_ tion. 

Mr. Latta is a very congenial man 
of 50 years and has been a resident 
of Harrison County, Iowa, all his 
life. Teaching school occupied most 
of his time when he was about 21 
years of age but this occupation soon 
gave way to the one that he is now 
‘engaged in, that of a practical farmer 
‘and feeder. His three brothers, W. 
ieee W. L. and F. F. Latta, are all 
‘veteran feeders and residents of Har- 
rison County. 

The unique experience and pleas- 
‘ure of topping the Chicago market 
on September 5th, 1917, with 14 cars 
consisting of 973 hogs which sold 
at $18.35, was afforded him. The com- 
‘mission firm of Clay Robinson & Co. 
sold them to Armour & Co. This 
deal was consummated early in the 
day and when Armour & Co. had 
purchased them they recalled their 
buyers for the day. A few years pre- 
vious to this he topped the market 
with 10 carloads, This is no mean 
record and is one that all hog feed- 
ers are striving for. 


Latta Buys His Feeders 


Mr. Latta does not raise his hogs 
‘but buys all his feeders on the Kan- 
sas City market, which he considers 
‘the best market for feeder hogs be- 
cause on that market he finds “na- 
tive pigs” from Kansas, Missouri and 
Nebraska that have had a lot of grass 
and are in good shape to take corn 
and tankage and utilize it to the best 
advantage. The commission firm that 
duys his feeders is given an order for, 
say 500 pigs. This firm then goes out 
ind buys around 575 pigs and has 
them double treated for cholera. Mr.

Latta is then notified that his feed- 
ers are ready. He goes down to Kan- 
sas City where he sorts them over 
and calls the ones he does not want. 
In this way he never has a lot of 
runts shipped to him. He is a very 
discriminating buyer and culls closely 
for he knows just the type of pig 
that will do well in his feed lot. The 
southern, or acorn pigs, he is espe- 
cially discriminate against for he 
says that he cannot feed the “soft 
pork” hogs as economically as the 
pigs that have been raised on grain 
and pasture—as are the native pigs. 

The one hundred-pound shoat is 
his ideal weight for a feeder, but of 
course, ten pounds more or less does 
not make them undesirable. When 
asked what -he thought about the 
lighter pigs for feeding purposes, he 
said: “I am afraid of getting too 
many runts and pigs that will not do 
well if I buy the 50 to 60-pound 
weights for they have not grown out 
enough for one to tell whether they 
wiil be good feeders or not.” 

After his trip’ to... Kansas. City. 
where the feeders are selected, the 
pigs are shipped up to his 550-acre 
farm which is located three and one- 
half miles south of Missouri Valley, 
Iowa and one-half mile south of the 
loading station of Euchid on the IIli- 
nois Central R. R. It is located on 
one corner of his farm so he has no 
trouble in driving his hogs over the 
public highway, which, of course, is 
not allowed if the pigs have not been 
held at the market for three weeks 
following vaccination. His feed is 
also shipped to this station and this 
does away with many long hauls 
which are very costly. The hogs are 
usually over the reaction of the vac- 
cination within a short ‘time after he 
receives them, and are in good con- 
dition to come right along and gain 
rapidly. In the spring he runs them 
into dry lot with corn and tankage 
in self-feeders with automatic water- 
ers which furnish them with water 
at all times. Salt is also furnished 
them and at times they are given

He believes in the hog 


stock powder. They have ample 
shade and shelter but the buildings 
are practical—that is, they are not 
too expensive. The: hogs are given 
access to alfalfa pasture and at the 
present time Mr. Latta has only a 
small field, but expects to increase 
his alfalfa acreage untikg he has 
enough to run thru the summer, 

If the feeders are bought in the 
fall they are run into the corn field 
where there are also self-feeders of 
tankage. They have access to water 
at all times,’ Latta husks very little 
corn aside from his seed corn and 


“runs the hogs into the corn fields in- 


stead and finds it a very profitable 
method of feeding. 

Last year there was very little corn 
in that part of the country so he 
bought hominy feed which he 
found compared very favorably with 
corn. The only objection that he 
could find to it was that if the feeder 
were placed where the strong winds 
could hit them, the feed often was 
whipped out and wasted. But this 
objection could be overcome by shel- 
tering the feeders from the wind. He 
tried rye shorts but found the pigs 
do not relish it and consequently 
would not eat as much as of corn. 


Losses During Feeding Period 5% 


His losses during the feeding 
period were a little over 5 per cent, 
which was low compared with the 
usual loss that nearly all hog feeders 
experience. This included all losses 
from vaccination, pneumonia, mixed 
infection, accidents, etc. 

Mr. Latta tries to market his hogs 
at 225 to 300 pounds, the definite 
weight being determined by the way 
the market acts; that is, if his hogs 
weigh 225 pounds and the market is 
as high as he expects it to be for a 
while, he ships but if it is not as high 
as he thinks it will be, he holds them 
for a while.

I expected to see good Durocs at 
Lewiston, Idaho, and they had them 
even better than I expected to see. 

While a little more scale and stretch 
will improve the Durocs in the North- 
west, they are going after it with en- 
thusiasm that stops at nothing short of 
success. 

Of course there were seen among the 
exhibits too many off-type, short and 
wrinkled ones, but it was strikingly no- 
ticeable that these were more in evi- 
dence in the older class, showing that 
the present tendency is in the right 
direction, and even at that there were 
several good type animals with plenty of 
quality for the higher places in nearly 
all the older sow classes. 

The Duroc futurity at Lewiston was 
the climax of the Duroc show, with 
over 100 spring pigs on the. grounds.:

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Hog Raising a Business 
Dangers in Speculating 


Recent -heavy slumps in the hog 
market, as well as the high prices of 
corn, have caused hog raisers in 
various parts of the country to reduce 
the number of sows in their herds, ac- 
cording to reports received by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. But hog raising on the farm 
should be made a stable, regular busi- 
ness, Department specialists believe. 
The man beginning to raise hogs 
should resolve to follow it year in 
and year out, regardless of the price 
he may obtain for his hogs or the 
cost of the feed which he converts 
into pork. Like every other farming 
activity, pork production has its ups 


and downs, but, according to long- 
time averages, the farmer who sticks 
realizes a fair and dependable profit, 
the specialists declare. 

One source of failure is that too 
many follow it as a speculation rather 
than as a business. They plunge on 
hogs just as they would gamble on 
grain futures or on the stock market. 
Operations of this character are never 
beneficial for any business. Because 
of the recent decline in the hog mar- 
ket it does not necessarily follow that 
the selling price of the pigs that will 
be raised from the sows bred this fall 
will not be satisfactory. The pigs of 
this fall will not be ready for a year, 
and untold changes may come about. 
' Every farmer who is conservative, 
careful, and painstaking in his hog- 
raising operations is able after a few 


years of experimentation to determine’ 


approximately the maximum and 
minimum number of sows that he can 
maintain on his farm at the greatest 
net profit. When he has accurately 
ascertained this number he should 
breed that many sows every year, 
other conditions being equal. In ad- 
hering to this plan the farmer is, in 
no sense, a speculator, but is in reality 
a business man practicing common- 
sense business management. Hog 
raising throughout the localities where 
pork is made as a regular and de- 
pendable cash crop has proved one of 
the most reliable farm activities in 
which the farmer engages, and despite 
market fluctuations and the spasmodic 
irregularities in prices the prospects 
are that pork production will be as 
profitable in the future as it has been 
in the past—Weekly News Letter, 
Department of Agriculture.

Put Your Duroc Sign on the Barn, at the Front Gate and at the Cross Roads 


J OHN BLANK and I were sitting 

on the front porch of his IIli- 
nois home one evening in September 
discussing the purebred hog busi- 
ness in general and in particular try- 
ing to decide whether it would be ad- 
visable for him to hold a fall boar 
sale or depend on selling his sur- 
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This sketch illustrates the farm sign 
which can be used near the roadside, 
preferably nearby the gate, which leads 
from the main road into the farm pas- 
ture or, if the farm house is located 
right on the roadside, at some conspicu- 
ous spot in the yard, where it can be 
seen by all passersby. 


plus stock to his local trade and by 
mail order. We had spent all after- 
noon going over John’s hog propo- 
sition from top to bottom and had 
agreed, among other things, that 
John should castrate two-thirds of 
his boars and market them, that he 
should hire a man to take his place in 
the field and that he should devote all 
his time to the Duroc herd. We also 
had agreed that the best way for him 
to get ahead faster in farming was 
to make his hog business a specialty 
rather than a side line. 

I might not have advised every 
breeder as I did John, for John I 
know to be a hog man from the 
ground up; I know that he is a feeder 
from the old school and that he can 
work wonders with a hog herd when 
he hasn’t a lot of other farm work to 
bother with. 

He is one of these fellows who 
likes the business better than any- 
thing else he ever tried his hand on. 
But he has a whale of a big place and 
with help scarce and worthless, he 
has had little time to give to the sows 
and pigs and consequently most of 
his stock was 
poorly developed 
and not what it ee 
should have been. 

Mrs. Blank was 
just serving us 
with a delightful 
home made bev- 
of which I well 


along the rock road over yonder by 
the school house, when we saw your 
hog sign. We are going to need a 
boar later on and, as we had the time, 
we thought we would just drop down 
and see what you had. We just raise 
ordinary hogs for the market, but 
I always like to use a pedigreed boar 
when I can get hold of one.” 

“T’ve got twenty-five boars out 
here,’ John remarked, ‘“‘and I believe 
I can fix you up.” 

And so the four of us strolled out 
to the hog lots, and, in twenty min- 
utes the farmer had picked out his 
boar and John had a check for $150. 
The farmer drove off saying he 


would return for the boar in a week 


or ten days and John and I resumed 
our discussion on the front. porch. 

“It pays to advertise,” remarked 
John casually, as he fingered the 
check and lit up the old’ pipe. “You 
know I was down in Kentucky last 
winter and attended McKee Bros.’ 
sale. As we drove out to Versailles 
from Lexington, I noticed the Mc- 
Kees had signs at the cross roads 
advertising their farm and_ their 
Durocs. That struck me as a worth- 
while plan soI had the hardware man 
up town fix me up four of those signs 
when I got back home and I placed 
them on the highway. That fellow 
is the second buyer I know of those 
signs have brought me in the last 
two weeks.” 

The above incident is cited to 
prove the value of “outdoor advertis- 
ing” to the live stock farmer. 

The breeder of purebred hogs who 
is not using one or all of the forms 
of advertising illustrated on this page 
is overlooking a splendid opportun- 
ity for inexpensive publicity and the 
building of much needed local trade. 
It matters not whether you live on 
the main transcontinental highway or 
the most isolated byway, you are 
overlooking a good bet if you have 
no sign either on the barn, nearby 
the front gate or at the main cross- 
roads in your neighborhood.

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If the barn is located near enough 
to the road so that your sign can be 
read by the passersby, the live stock 
farmer, who sells purebreds, should not 
overlook the advertising which he is 
able to secure from a sign such as is 
shown in this illustration, 


of whether you are the best known 
breeder in the land or just started in 
the business last month. 

Everyone who passes your front 
gate may not be a hog breeder and a 
prospective customer himself. But 
it’s certain he has a tongue and does 
a lot of talking. Chances are if he 
is impressed with your sign he will 
tell his friends about it, particularly 
if his friends are hog breeders. 

There is no question but, what 
these signs establish your herd 
locally and local trade is almost es- 
sential to the prosperity of most 
Duroc herds. 

Note the illustrations on this page. 
They explain three different methods 
through which you can do some 
worthwhile local advertising. If your 
barn stands near the road by all 
means put your Duroc sign on it. 
If not paint a big sign three or four 
feet deep and twenty or twenty-five 
long—and put it up near by the gate 
which leads into 
your place.

Kansas College Ships Purebreds to Brazil 


Twenty-Nine Durocs and Polands in Shipment 


Twenty-nine head of purebred Po- 
land Chinas and Durac Jerseys left 
Brooklyn, November 25th, for Brazil. 
There were a baker’s dozen of Du- 
rocs and sixteen Polands. The Brazil 
Land and Cattle Company, which is 
making the shipment, expects to use 
five of the boar pigs, four Poland 
Chinas and one Duroc Jersey for 


their herd. 

The remaining number, two boars 
and ten gilts of each breed, are to 
go to a Brazilian rancher to found a 
herd. This is not the first shipment 
the Kansas college has made to Bra- 
zil. Mr. Murdo Mackenzie, who rep- 
resented the buyers, said: “The hogs 
we got from you two years ago did 


remarkably well, and this I suppose 
is one of the reasons why I received 
the order above referred to.” 

This lot consisted of four Duro 
Jerseys, bred by the Kansas State 
Agricultural College, and shipped to 
the Brazil Land and Cattle Company, 
Sao Paulo, Brazil. 

Mr. Mackenzie reports a strong de- 
mand for breeding stock in Brazil. 
With the markets that are now avail- 
able he expects hog raising to in- 
crease very rapidly. With breeding 
stock from Kansas making good in 
Brazil there is opened up a broad 
field for the sale of purebred hogs. _ 


Durocs Win Out in Brazil 
The Reds Were Not the First to Get There, but They Have Won Out Among Strong 


‘ T ISTORY has been made in the 
H hog business in Brazil. My 
only claim to authority to speak 

on the subject is based on the experi- 


ence I have had during the years 
I have been raising hogs at the 
Lavras Agricultural School. When I 


came to Brazil I .was quite young, 
and had only a short experience as a 
hog-breeder. I was charged with or- 
ganizing and directing an agricultural 
school and one of the first great pos- 
sibilities that opened up was that of 
raising hogs. I fourd that the school 
was located in a district where hoy- 
breeding was one of the principal 
sources of income to the farmer. 

I arrived in Brazil in December, 
1907. The next May I came home to 
buy cattle and hogs for the school 
and for some farmer friends. After 
a couple of months I returned on a 
freight vessel with 18 Poland-Chinas 
and Berkshires, and other stock to 
the total number of 33. Overcoming 
red tape and shipping these cattle 
was to one of my limited experience, 
interesting, to say the least, as all 
who export or import cattle can af- 
firm. Nevertheless, after the vessel 
had once run aground, and another 
time been nearly sunk by a gasoline

Durocs Won Out Among Other 
Breeds 

We started out at Lavras to breed 
purebred hogs to supply the local de- 
mand. We never lacked a market. 
After some six years’ experience, at 
the suggestion of a co-worker, I 
bought, or rather begged, some Du- 
roc-Jerseys and imported them along 
with another shipment of high-priced 
Berkshires and Poland-Chinas. We 
had been crossing on native stock 
and selling pigs for breeders, but were 
not entirely satisfied with our results 
when the Duroc-Jerseys came into the 
camp. After maintaining the three 
breeds two or three years side by 
side, we summarized our experiences | 
and decided that while we liked the 
Poland-Chinas and while they made 
excellent crosses on the native stock, 
we did not progress rapidly. The 
sows were not prolific nor were they 
good breeders. Other breeders whom 
we knew had no better results than 
we. As for the Berkshires, we de- 
cided that while they were good 
mothers and fairly prolific, for som 
inexplicable reason they were not sat- 
isfactory. Sold to a farmer they soon 
degenerated’ to a marked degre 
Eyen with the good treatment a 
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The Hog Pens at Lavras Agricultural College in Brazil. 


care we gave them, they did not do 


well. 
We had started out with Duroc- 
Jerseys feeling somewhat skeptical 


about them, but they seemed to be 
the winners in the contest. They 
proved to be prolific, we found that 
we were raising as good and some- 
times better individuals than we im- 
ported, and that they made a magnifi- 
cent cross on the native hogs.  Fi- 
nally we crossed our other sows with 
them to produce market hogs, and 
sold the boars and decided to go in 
exclusively for Duroc-Jerseys. 
Six Million Hogs in Lavras 

Natural conditions in Lavras, state 
of Minas, are favorable for hog-rais- 
ing, but they typify conditions in most 
of southern Brazil in the plateau re- 
gion. Minas Geraes is a state larger 
than pre-war Germany and has some 
5,000,000 inhabitants. The state has 
6,000,000 hogs and more than that 
many cattle. Most of the cattle are 
dual or triple-purpose beasts, that is, 
they must furnish milk, beef cattle 
and working steers, as all of the haul- 
ing is done with oxen. As at least 
a million or more cows are milked 


every day, there are available enor- 
mous quantities of skimmed milk, 
buttermilk and whey. Minas is the 
great milk, butter and cheese pro- 
ducer of the Brazilian nation. Corn 
is the universal crop, grown on prac- 
tically every farm. Pasturage is com- 
mon everywhere. Pigs are generally 
allowed to run in the pastures until 
a year or a year and a half old, with 
little supplementary feed and then 
they are shut up in a closed pen and 
fattened on corn. The climatic con- 
ditions are ideal, neither too hot or 
too cold. The high altitude seems 
to account for the general absence of 
hog cholera, as it seems to be preva- 
lent mostly in the lower altitudes. 
Almost every farm has good running 
water, and with proper care there is 
no reason why as healthy hogs and 
as profitable hogs cannot be grown 
in Brazil as anywhere in the world. 

The native stock hog of Brazil is 
far better than the old razor-back 
stock of the United States. A first 
cross with a purebred boar will prove 
that to anyone who doubts. What is 
needed is the purebred hog to bring 
earlier maturity, better form and 
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more fixed characteristics. Results 
of these crosses have proved most 
satisfactory whenever the hograiser 
had even an elementary knowledge of 
the principles of breeding. The na- 
tive system of feeding could well be 
improved upon. Balanced rations 
should be used so that the hog may 
grow and fatten at the same time. 
The common Brazilian belief is that 
a hog must have his growth before he 
can be fattened; that is true if he is 
to be fed corn exclusively. 


Equipment at Agricultural School 


We have model hog barns at the 
Lavras Agricultural Schools. Elab- 
orate buildings are not necessary, 
but a good installation is a wise in- 
vestment for it betters the sanitary 
conditions and in every way facili- 
tates the handling of the herd. On 
account of the high price of woven 
wire, due to a protective tariff duty, 
we found it out of the question to 
use it in our pens. Lumber is scarce 
and high-priced, so we built the pens 
of brick and mort*r, plastered over 
with enough cement to prevent the 
hogs from tearing it up. ‘Cement is 
expensive in Brazil, and its use is 
limited to the most essential things, 
while we can buy brick for about $7 
or $8 a thousand. 

The pens are in a row and average 
approximately 13x20 in size, Each 
pen accommodates one sow with her 
litter, three sows without pigs or ten 
or twelve weanlings. Only one boar 
is put in a pen. 

A trough for running water goes 


the length of the row. The center pen- 


is built up into a room for feed. 
The pens all slope away from the 
front, so by flushing the water over 
the cemented floors they caa be thor- 
oly cleaned in a half-hour by one 
man. The roof covers only the back 
614 feet of the pen and on the ce- 
ment floor is a raised wooden floor. 
Under this floor the water passes and 
out thru holes in the back wall into 
another trough that carries the water 
and manure off to the irrigation fields. 
The location is such that all the pens 
have sunshine part or most of the

The solid brick walls are very satis- 
factory for they break the cold winds 
and still are not teo hot when warm 
weather comes. lt is our belief that 
nothing retards a pig’s fattening and 
growth like exposure to cold, raw 
weather. The doors are solid and 
slide up and down in grooves in the 
cement. This does away with break- 
ing hinges and hardware, and makes 
it impossible for the hog to open the 
door. It also prevents the sow’s see- 
ing outside, which we consider an ad- 
vantage. For farrowing guards are 
used, and in the case of valuable lit- 
ters a watch is kept over the*sow 
and litter. These pens are situated 
in a pasture of Bermuda grass, near 
a running stream that furnishes water 
for the pens. Nearby are located 
eight small enclosures. The land is 
hilly and broken; otherwise the ideal 
way would be to have each pen open 
into its little pasture. The hogs, ex- 
cepting the sows with very young 
pigs, are turned out every day and 
shut up at night. 

Alfalfa is not a profitable pasture 
crop as yet with us on account of the 
weeds, but Bermuda grass seems to 
be an ideal hog pasture, because the 
more they root and eat the better it 
does.

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ters of Duroc-Jersey pigs we sold a 
number locally, but found ourselves 
with a big surplus and small demand. 
We decided’to make the new breed 
known. At that time, 1915, Duroc- 
Jerseys were not recognized by the 
Brazilian Government ‘in its official 
list of hogs whose importation was 
to be encouraged. Having obtained 
free transportation for 20 head we 
tried an auction in Sao Paulo, the first 
auction of purebreds to be held in 
Brazil, so far as we know. We man- 
aged to sell them at an average of 
more than $25, and thought oursélves 
lucky.

The government, as a war measure, 
wanted to import some purebred hogs 
for breeding purposes, and on our ad- 
vice they bought Duroc-Jerseys. The

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matter of history. This large impor- 
tation of high-grade stock should 
prove a great boon to the breed in 
Brazil. The importations did not stop 
then, for more are on the way. How 
much this trade develops depends on 
how the matter is handled at both 
ends. 

With the stimulus of a war demand 
the packing business has gone for- 
ward at leaps and bounds within the 
last three or four years. There are 
some four or more companies now, 
operating ten plants. The immense 
Armour plant in Sao Paulo is prob- 
ably the finest in South America. A 
great deal will have to be done to ed- 
ucate the Brazilian breeder up to fur- 
nishing the type of cattle and hogs, 
as well as the quantity, that they need 
for their successful operation. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture is sending David Harrell 
to make a survey of conditions and 
advise American breeders how best 
to get in the trade in Brazil and 
neighboring countr‘es. It is to be 
hoped that as a result of his visit 
there will be a healthy stimulation 
for this trade, because without doubt 
Brazil needs to better her cattle. But 
the proper educational work must be 
done alongside, for it is folly to put 


high-grade stock into the hands of © 


stockmen not accustomed to handling 
purebreds. The Brazilians have taken 
the easiest road in their cattle breed- 
ing and used the Indian Zebu, because 
it was hardy and would stand any 
conditions. The same is.true of hogs. 
Tankage is available now from the 
packing houses and must be used 
where skim-milk cannot be had. Hogs 
must be made to mature and fatten 
at a much earlier age, The hog which 
weighs 400 or 500 pounds when fat, 
even if it took two years growth to 
make that weight, must give way to 


the 250-pounder at eight or nine 
months. 
Brazil probably is now _ second 


among nations in number of hogs, 
with some 18,000.000. Germany was 
second, but surely she sacrificed 
greatly during the war. An equally 
significant fact is that Brazil is sec- 
ond in corn production, producing 
some 187,000,000 bushels each year. 
These two make a mighty combina- 
tion, and as the packing houses cre- 
ate a steady demand and pay better 
prices for higher grade fat hogs, the 
whole business will grow rapidly, as 
it has already grown in the last two 
years. No country in the world of- 
fers greater possibilities in this field 
of activity than does Brazil.—B. H. 
Hunnicutt (Lavras Agricultural

European People Starving; Ratification of Treaty Would Establish

settled of late that it has been 
almost impossible to tell from 
one day to another what was going 
to happen in the hog market. The 
general trade has proved very indif- 
ferent, so many factors being present 
that had their affects on values. 
Flow of hogs to market has been 
‘irregular. At times liquidation has 
been in excess of demand but as soon 
-as prices would suffer a setback the 
supplies would moderate and prices 


OF ONDITIONS have been so un- 


given a chance to react from the 
weak period. The unevenness of the 
receipts have been responsible to a 
large extent for the fluctuations in 
the market. For a while Chicago was 
receiving supplies up to a year ago, 
but during late days the arrivals have 
been smaller than last year. 
Stormy weather to some extent has 
held hogs back in the country while 
talk of improvement in the trade has 
given feeders more confidence to hold 
stock. Supplies have moved in a

paratively small during recent weeks. 
Corn was plentiful in the territory 
tributary to these markets and feed- 
ers displayed a willingness to use 
some of it before the hogs were sent 
to market. 

At Chicago the average weight of 
hogs continues to decrease, but it 
still stands up well compared with a 
year ago and is above the average 
for this time of the year when a num- 
ber of years are taken into considera- 
tion. 

During late weeks there has been 
a larger proportion of light weights 
in the supply. The colder weather 
has driven some hogs out of the fields 
where they were able to make cheap 
gains during the mild weather. Snow 
has visited the major part of the corn 
belt, necessitating to a great extent 
the feeding indoors. When this is 
done many feeders trim down their 
herds by sending part to market. 

The number of pigs offered at the 
market has-been rather large but not 
as great as noted some years at this 
time. The demand for feeding pigs 
has been very small, leaving the sup- 
plies for the killers, and as their call 
has not been very urgent prices for 
pigs have declined rather sharply — 
when compared with a few weeks 
previous. For a while desirable pigs 
were selling right up with matured 
hogs, but of late they have been sell- 
ing anywhere from 50c to $1.00 below 
choice hogs, depending upon quality 
The cold weather acted 
as a damper on the feeding pig de- 
mand. During the cold weather feed- 
ers do not think it advisable to move 
stocker and feeder pigs from the 
market, especially after undergoing 
the treatment as mortality is likely 
to result. 

General range of hog prices con- 
tinues rather narrow. The . heavy 
hogs are enjoying a good call but 
the lighter weights are holding up 
comparatively well as orders from 
Canadian houses is creating a demand 
for such grades to be used for bacon 
and light pork cuts. 

The lard market is almost wholly 
on a domestic basis but dealers re-

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port a fair trade for this product. 
The future options on the board of 
trade have been unsettled because no 
progress is being made in a direction 
that tends to clear up the foreign 
exchange matter. But in this coun- 
try lard is selling at relatively high 
prices, because of the demand for 
cooking purposes, many household- 
ers using it as a substitute for butter 
since the latter product has advanced 
to such high levels.

Making Charcoal for Hogs 


To THE Duroc BULLETIN :— 

I noticed an inquiry in the BuLLe- 
TIN about burning charcoal for hogs. 
Your plan of making a grate with 
iron may be good, but it is not neces- 
sary to have any grate. 

If you only want to burn a small 
amount, cut your wood say two feet 
long, any size that a man can handle. 
Set the:wood on end, in a circle and 
gradually bring the ends of the wood 
that rest on the ground out, so the 
wood will have the proper pitch, and 
so the covering of straw and dirt will 
lay on the pit after you have set the 
first section of wood. Start another 
section on top of the first, which will 
form the head of the coal pit. Leave 
a small opening in the center of top

“Experiments carried on at differ- 
ent stations show that on the aver- 
age it takes less feed for 100 lbs. gain 
in live weight when pigs are self-fed

One of the best hog barns built 
this year is now being completed by 
the Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege.

of this part of the building. A shower 
bathe and toilet are placed on this 
same floor. A driveway runs thru 
the central section from front to back 
and conveniently located near it is a 
hand-operated elevator. The second 
floor is intended for storage of feed, 
crates and straw, with the exception 
of a room sixteen feet by nine feet 
six inches, to be occupied by the 
herdsmen. This, like the office below, 
is plastered and heated by a furnace 
in the basement. Since experimental 
work required frequent weighing of 
the pigs, a scale is placed on the 
ground floor just off the central 
driveway.

when the sows are to farrow in cold 
weather. 

Each of the wings, the one running 
north, the other south from the cen- 
tral section, contains twenty farrow- 
ing pens. Four different kinds of 
floors, giving a splendid opportunity 
for comparing their desirability, are 
used. Four pens are floored with 
cork brick, four with creosote block, 
twelve with concrete over cinders, 
and twenty with concrete over hol- 
low tile. Three rows of pens and two 
alleyways occupy the width of the 
hcuse. The central pens are anchored 
by using concrete inserts into which 
bolt heads slip. It is planned to keep 
these pens in place only during far- 
rowing time in the spring. The re- 
mainder of the year the partitions 
will be taken out and stored in the 
central section, leaving a clear space 
sixteen feet in width, the length of 
the wing. A litter carrier runs thru 
both alleyways in each wing. Water 
hydrants are located at both ends of 
each alleyway. Low side walls and 
dcuble wall construction give a warm 
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building and ventilation is accom- 
plished by hinging windows in the 
monitor. ‘a 

This is one of the most modern 
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hog plants in the country and will 
be a means of trying out some of 
the most up-to-date ideas in swine 
housing. 


Sort Out Some Sows 
Something About Selecting Sows and Feeding Them 


F one should visit the herds of the 
| men who are breeding and feed- 


ing butcher hogs, he would’ be © 


surprised to see how few old sows 
there were left in the herd. Last 
summer when old sows were selling 
for 21 cents the market was flooded. 
Then when the market began to take 
on a bearish aspect the farmer de- 
cided there would be more money in 
selling his sows than in raising pigs. 
As a result brood sows are scarce. 
This applies more to butcher herds 
than to purebred herds. 

In the past it has always been more 
profitable for one to sell his corn on 
the hoof and there is no reason why 
this practice will not continue to be 
most profitable, considering the value

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of manure. One cannot afford to sell 
his grain in the bin and run down 
his farm. Livestock constitutes. the 
best insurance of an income of any 
type of farming. In an experiment 
at one of the agricultural stations it 
was shown that under a system of 
livestock farming the productivity of 
the soil was increased from 20 to 80 
bushels of corn in 16 years, while 
under a system of grain farming the 
yield was reduced from 20 to 7% 
bushels per acre in the same length 
of time. 

We must turn to our young herd 
for our future brood sows. Very 
often the way some men determine 
which sow they shall keep for a 
brood sow is to go out in the herd 
and sort out all the piggy sows. In 
the first place there is no way to tell 
when these sows will farrow and that 
is enough to condemn the practice. 
They may be mated to an inferior 
boar, as a result the pigs will be of 
inferior type and quality, and it costs 
no more to feed a good pig than it 
does to feed a scrub. The most suc- 
cessful man selects his future brood 
sow before she is old enough to 
breed—many select them while they 
are still sucking their dam. Select 
sows of the best breeding you have, 
that is the way to start the selection 
of the pigs that are going to grow 
and develop into mothers of a long 
race of profitable hogs. Select a sow 
from a large litter. Some men think 
that this is a non-important point, but 
even if it does no good there is no 
harm to come from it and there is a 
chance that it may help increase the 
size of her litter. In studying the 
record books we find sows from a 
small litter which produce large lit- 
ters’ and sows from large litters 
which produce twins or triplets so 


.some men have reason.to believe-that. 


this point is a mere whim. There is 
one factor that we can bank on and: 
that is feed and care. Before we 
touch upon that subject let us con- 
sider type. Suppose a sow is from a> 
litter of sixteen—if she is short and 
narrow how is she going to shell out 
any such number as that? Select a: 
sow of good length and depth of 
body, especially one which is deep. 
just back of the shoulder with good 
width between the front legs. There: 
should be not less than fourteen well 
spaced teats. This-will be more than 
will be needed perhaps, but it insures 
length. It is more than a young sow. 
should nourish but an old sow can 
raise sixteen as well as twelve if. 
properly fed. Which will cost you 
the most, 24 six-weeks-old pigs from 
two litters of twelve, or 21 pigs of 
the same age from three litters of 
seven each? Many men market their 
gilts after they have raised their first: 
litter and when a man is just raising 
hogs for the market this is a good 
practice but I prefer to raise mine 
from old sows. We select one-third

Monitor Hog House Construction 


Locating the Windows for Maximum Sunshine 


This is the second of a series 
of illustrated articles on hog 
houses of all types, prepared by 
Harley M. Ward, a practical 
agricuitural engineer, who has 

“made a comprehensive study of 
hog houses trom both practical 
and theoretical standpoints. Mr. 
Ward was born and raised on a 
farm and he has had much expe- 
rience in the practical end of the 
hog business. 

As these articles are running, 
we have made arrangements 
with Mr. Ward to answer any 
questions relative to the plans, 
which our readers wish to ask. 
This service will cost the reader 
nothing. We urge that hog men 
make a careful study of these 
houses and be sure to keep the 
copies of the Bulletin which 
contains the articles for ref- 
erence in the future, when the 
question of building a hog 
house comes before you. 


in designing or building a saw- 
tooth or monitor type of hog 
hcuse is the time that the pigs are 
to be farrewed so that the proper 
location of windows may be figured. 
A great many of these hog houses 
are built and after they are finished 
it is found that the sunlight does not 
strike the floor when most needed. 
Figure 1 is a cross section of build- 
ing built about thirty miles north of 
the fortieth parallel. It is well built 
and of the best material on the mar- 
ket. It is twenty feet wide and the 
cross section shows where the sun’s 
rays will strike at noon March Ist. 
It will be seen that there can be no 
appreciable amount of sunshine on 
the floor of the north pens until 
about the middle of the month. In 
this case the common mistake was

made of placing the windows too 
high above the floor and thus impair- 
ing the usefulness of the north pens. 
The walls should have been lower 
and the south roof flatter, so as to 
lower the upper windows. 

Figure 2 is.of hog house built near 
the fortieth parallel. The north roof 
is shingled; the south roof has pre- 
pared roofing. This is a very good 
house, especially if one wants to feed 
inside. The upper windows, how- 
ever, are too low for the width of 
the house. It is true the windows 
are in the right positon for farrow- 
ing about February 1st, but if the 
pigs are wanted a month later, then, 
as the cross section shows, the sun- 
shine will not strike the nest. 


Soft Bone Hogs 


When hogs act as if they were bone- 
less, dragging hind parts, they are not 
getting enough salt and charcoal and 
you may lose them. 

Ask your neighbors—your farm pa- 
pers—anybody who knows. They say: 
“Feed charcoal to every hog to make 
big, strong bones and to prevent worms 
and scours.” 

Hogs must have minerals. Confined 
hogs soon exhaust that in the ground 
and should constantly be fed—

Another set of windows higher up 
would correct the error, and should be 
put in.

The exhibitor, blessed with 
true sportsmanship, recognizes this 
fact. If a pig you have bred and sold 
beats one of your own you should 
feel proud because you get the adver- 
tising.

OGS introduced into the United 
States from Europe were al- 
most exclusively of the bacon 
type. This hog was the result of the 
environment which was placed about 
it. The feed it consumed was a very 
important factor in its development. 
Upon the introduction of the bacon 
breeds in the Miami Valley of the 
United States quite a perceptible 
change took place.

quality. This process of intelligently 
related selection, is all there,is to the 
much discussed line breeding, the 
only safe, sure, progressive, scientific 
way to breed for animal improve- 
ment. 

A good Duroc should possess a 
long, high, arched back. It is neces- 
sary to have a good back, otherwise, 
when sows become thin from nursing 
large litters, they will sag down be- 
hind the shoulders. Nothing is more 
unattractive in a hog than to see it 
standing with its back down and 
prominent coarse shoulders. The 
middle of a Duroc should be deep 
and smooth.. This is the work-shop 
of all the vital organs. There should 
be an abundance of room for effi- 
cient work. The hog that pays is the 
hog that weighs, for the long, lank, 
thin, narrow chested hog can not put 
on the weight. 

The Duroc Jersey should have a 
strong, tense bone. A* hog with a 
small bone will go down on his 
pasterns, will become lame, and will 
be unable to carry weight. As the 
hog that pays-is the hog that weighs, 
so no hog is better than his under- 
pinning. No horse without foot and 
no hog without bone. Bone is the 
foundation upon which to build an 
animal that must carry weight in a 
short length of time. 

The planters of the South know 
the biggest and best mules have the 
longest ears and largest bone. It is 
impossible to produce big rugged 
Durocs with fine tippy ears and small 
bone. 

The day of the small fine bone, 
dumpy, Duroc is a thing of the past. 
Breeders are demanding bigger and 
deeper Durocs, because they realize 
that a hog to pay must be the hog to 
weigh. 

The Duroc Jersey must not only 
be big, but must possess feeding abil- 
ity. Big Durocs which have the abil- 
ity to economically consume feed 
are the popular hogs of the day.

more sows than we expect to breed 
and then just before breeding time 
turn one-third of them into the fat- 
tening pen. Then we select one-half 
of the others after their first litter 
and keep the best mothers for old 
brood sows. We turn off half of the 
oldest sows each year. 
After the young sows have been 
selected they should be placed by 
themselves and fed a bulky ration. 


A ration which produces growth and - 


not fat. Ground alfalfa adds bulk to 
the regular grain ration. Middlings 
work in fine with the ration also. The 
sows should.have something besides 
corn and tankage. Self-feeding is all 
right but one must feed a bulky ra- 
tion. Clover hay, will take the place 
of alfalfa and the cheapest grain ra- 
tion will depend upon the kind of 
grains raised and the locality and 
season of year. When a sow can get 
out on forage she does not need al- 
falfa in the feeder but bran or shorts 
will add bulk in that case. Fresh 
drinking water is essential at all 
times This is often neglected in the 
winter time. Too often in the winter 
time is the matter of ventilation 
overlooked. Most of the pens are 
cold enough but fresh air and dry 
bedding cannot be overemphasized. 
When you enter your hog house from 
the fresh, pure, frost-laden air, of the 
out-of-doors, do you get a pleasant, 
refreshing sensation or is it a de- 
pressing, foul, bad smelling sensa- 
tion? Remember the litter can. have 
no more vigor and strength than the 
dam. Don’t cuss the luck if your 
sows throw small weak litters. Search 
for the reason and then correct it.

Use Molasses in Place of Sugar 


In the present sugar shortage it is 
advisable, even if sugar can be pro- 
cured, to use molasses or some kind 
of sirup in place of it in the formulas 
used for curing pork, according to 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture specialists. 

If sugar is used for dry curing, it is 
better, anyway, to make it into a 
sirup before using, for salt mixed with 
sugar will not stick on meat as well 
as salt mixed with sirup. The use of 
molasses or commercial sirup does 
away with this extra work. 


The following formulas have been 
found to give good results: 
Sweet Pickle or Brine Cure 


Select pieces 12 pounds or less. 

Make a pickle consisting of: 

3% pounds salt. 

134 pounds sirup or molasses, or 
if preferred, 1%4 pounds sugar, 
preferably brown. 

1 ounce saltpeter. 

2% gallons water. 

(These amounts are based on 59 
pounds of meat. If more or less meat 
is used, the amounts of the ingredients 
should be correspondingly increased 
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or decreased, as the case may be. Un- 
der no circumstances should the indi- 
vidual piece of meat weigh over 12 
pounds.) 

Place the meat in a stone jar or 
hardwood barrel, and weight it down 
with a board and stone. Do not use 
iron, for it will rust. 

Then pour in just pickle enough to 
cover the meat. 

Leave the meat in the pickle 3 days 
to the pound of meat, so that a 10- 
pound ham would be left in the pickle 
for 30 days, and a 6-pound bacon, 18 
days. 

After the meat has been in cure a 
week, take it all out of the jar or 
barrel, remove the pickle, replace the 
meat, weight it down, and again pour 


the same pickle over the meat. Re- 
peat every week. 
Dry Cure 
(Applicable to either light or heavy 


meat.) 

Mix thoroughly— 

3% pounds. salt. 

1 ounce saltpeter. 

1 ounce red pepper. 

1 ounce black pepper. 

Then add 1% pounds warm sirup 
or molasses, and mix with the above 
until it assumes the appearance of 
sawdust. 

Apply a liberal coating of the above 
mixture to all surfaces of the meat, 
excepting the skin. 

The meat should then be placed on 
a table, clean floor, or in a hardwood 
barrel, after first sprinkling the sur- 
face of the table. floor, or bottom of 
the barrel with salt. 

Leave all the meat in cure undis- 
turbed until the heaviest piece has

Thus if the heaviest ham 
weighs 20 pounds, leave all the meat 
in cure 30 days. 

Meats cured in sweet pickle or brine 
should be consumed within 90 days 
from date of cure. Meats cured with 
dry cure may be consumed immedi- 
ately upon removal from cure but 
the flavor improves with age, and the 
meat is better 60 days after curing. 
Dry-cured hams have been known to 
keep three or four years. 


Don’t overlook the fact that in car- 
ing for and feeding those brood sows 
you are also caring for and develop- 
ing next spring’s litter. The same 
rules which govern the development 
of the young pigs hold good in the 
development of the pigs in embryo. 
Those old sows can’t be expected to 
come through with good litters of 
profitable pigs if they are subjected 
this winter to neglect and improver 


feeding.

Nail Slats on the Outside 


Specialists of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture recommend a crate in 
which the side slats are nailed on the 
outside, where they are just as secure 
and safe, and by which the same 
amount of lumber will give 2 inches 
more space than if the slats were 
placed on the inside, as is commonly 
practiced. 

The front of the crate is closed by 
putting in a board standing endwise, 
instead of nailing slats crosswise, the 
commonly accepted procedure. The 
former method is better, because the 
end can be opened readily and the 
hog can walk out with ease instead 
of being forced to back out, as in the 
ordinary crate. In addition, when the 
slats are nailed crosswise, especially 
when the crate is used for old hogs, 
they may be pushed off or broken 
into while in transit, and sometimes 
allow the hogs to escape. 


Make Sides First 


For a properly constructed crate 
the sides should be made first, and 
the floor, top, and ends built around 
them. The floor should be laid 
crosswise, which will make the crate 
stronger. Only good, strong boards 
should be used. One 12-inch board 
or two 8-inch boards are sufficient 
for the ends. <A block should be 
nailed to the door 1 inch from each 
end to keep the end boards from slip- 
ping inward. The crate should be 
built to fit the hog to be shipped and 
should be large enough for comfort. 
A well-built crate may prevent serious 
injury to the hog in transit.

Clinch the Nails 


In building the sides of the crate it 
is essential to use nails sufficiently 
long to allow %4-inch clinch, the nails 
being bent crosswise of the grain of 
the wood. The nails in the end 
boards are not clinched and the nail 
heads are left to protrude enough so 
that the nails can be removed easily 
with a claw hammer. The usual top 
cross board just above the animal’s 
hind quarters is omitted. 


“Tailored” Crates 


It is quite apparent that it would 
be foolish to build a tailored crate 
by measuring each hog, for one would 
not know until after the sale which 
hogs were to be delivered by express. 
But that does not stand second 
thought. Build your crates following 
the principle of the hand-me-down 
clothier. One Suit may fit several 
men and one crate may fit several 
hogs. Build two or three crates to 
fit the various groups of hogs. Sup- 
pose you do have a few left over, 


they will keep and can be used some 
other time. 
Ship Hog with the Owner 

By being so prepared, ofttimes the 
buyer from a distance can accompany 
the hog home on the same train. If 
there is a transfer point en route, 
ofttimes the new owner can see that 
crated hog is immediately  trans- 
ferred, so as to make best possible 
conenctions. If a supply of crates has 
not been provided usually the hog is 
held until a day or two after the sale, 
then shipped. If neglected at a trans- 
fer point the trip may be lengthened 
another day. 


Water All the Year Round 


A man who has made $20,000 dur-

What Hogmen Feed in California 


Corn is, of course, the basis of 
most of the pork production in-this 
country, writes J. I. Thompson in the 
Poland China Journal. However, 
each year the hog business widens its 
area in all directions, and much of 
the territory newly acquired is not 
corn country. Particularly is this 
true of California. Corn will grow 
here and is utilized by at least one of 
this state’s leading Poland Chita 
breeders. However, barley can be 
grown at perhaps one-third the labor 
cost per hundred pounds yield that 
corn can, for it is harvested in a 
single operation by the combined har- 
vesters. Quite naturally then it is the 
basis of our pork production. On 
irrigated ranches it is becoming quite 
a common habit to grow a crop of 
milo maize following a crop of bar- 
ley. A considerable amount of this 
latter crop is also grown between 
rows of young trees, and also on 


“newly broken alfalfa land where bar- 


ley may grow too rank. 

The supplementary feeds used with 
these two cereals may be skim milk, 
tankage, fish meal, linseed meal, or 
cocoanut meal. : 

A considerable number of market 
hogs are grown or fattened on vari- 
ous by-products of the ranches, such 
as barley or wheat left on the ground 
after harvesting—and this amount is 
sometimes very considerable—dried 
grapes and raisins, spoiled or wormy 
fruit and “windfalls,” beans, rice, beet 
tops, etc. In fact, I doubt if there 
is any other area where hogs are 
used so extensively to salvage so 
much material which would otherwise 
be wasted. 

The first list, however, includes the 


‘basic feeds most commonly used in 


pure-bred herds, except mill by-prod- 
ucts, such as wheat and rice mid- 


dlings. 


Each year finds an_ increasingly 
greater percentage of the pure-bred 
hogs running on alfalfa pasture. The 
long growing season of at least nine 
months in most of the hog-growing 


sections, the enormous yield of at 


least 7 to 10 tons of this feed on a 
hay basis, and the high protein and 
ash content make it an almost ideal 
hog pasture. The majority of high- 
class hogs now growing are likely to 
be found grazing on alfalfa, and re- 
ceiving a daily ration of barley or 
milo, with skim milk or tankage. Such 
a ration is almost an ideal one for 
the production of either market or 
breeding animals. 

Some breeders use oats as a part 
of the ration for breeding animals, but

Climate Has Great Effect 


Smooth hogs, with ample bone to 
carry them readily, are easier to pro- 
duce here than in the cornbelt. In 
fact, hogs with too light bone for 
their size are the exception. 

It would be difficult to secure the 
same rate of grains here as in the 
cornbelt, because of a bulkier ration, 
were it not for the excellent climatic 
conditions. Fall pigs grow as rapidly 
as spring pigs, and even in the hottest 
weather the nights are cool, so that 


the rate of gain can be just as high 


here as elsewhere. 
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Slow to Adopt Big Type 


The barrows shown by this institu- 
tion at the last International at Chi- 
cago were just as heavy for their age 
as the largest of the entries in the 
same classes. 

Average rations here are about the 


same percent, too, narrow as the av- 


erage cornbelt rations are too wide, 
but this abundance of protein tends 
to produce a much smoother animal

New Packing Plant In Arizona 


We have word from Phoenix Ari- 
zona to the effect that the packing 
plant of the Arizona Packing Co., 
which is located four miles east of 
Phoenix is rapidly being completed 
and that the managers expect to be- 
gin operating the plant by April 1, 
1920. Hog production in this south- 
eastern country, we learn, has lagged 
during the past few years principally 
because there has been no large pack- 
ing plant capable of handling the 
hogs which the farmers have pro- 
duced. The Kansas City market has 
been one of the main market places 
for Arizona bred hogs and it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that this new 
plant will receive in the future the 
major portion of the hogs produced 
in that state. Increasea pork produc- 
tion is being urged by this packing 
company because the managers feel 
that their company will be in a posi- 
tion to make the business more pro- 
fitable for Arizona farmers. 

A perusal of the report of the 
Duroc show at the Arizona state fair 
which appears in this issue gives us 
reason for believing that the swine 
business is making considerable pro- 
gress in this southeastern state. A 
packing company should assist ma- 
terially in the development of the 
hog industry in Arizona.

_ Preventing Common ‘Pig ‘Ailments 


Specialists Report on Iowa Conditions; Suggestions for 
Prevention of Losses 


By H. J. Metcalf 


[Editor’s Note—In the face of rec- 
ord prices for pork and pure bred 
hogs this past year, hog men have 
suffered record losses. Many causes 
have been suggested as contributory 
to the loss of litters and the unusual 
number of runts and “ne’er do wells” 
in the herds. Dr. K. W. Stouder of 
the Extension Department of Iowa 
State College, has covered many 
counties in Iowa studying conditions 
of hog business and he has issued 
the following instructive report on 
his finds]: 

There is always some loss from 
disease among our swine between 
the farrowing pens and the stock- 
yards, but this year we have an un- 
usual amount of disease. For many 
years when hog losses of any conse- 
quence occurred in a community we

usually attributed the trouble to hog 
cholera. This was based upon years 
of experience and investigation and 
in most instances was correct, but 
thanks to a quite universal belief in 
the virtue and power of the anti-hog 
cholera serum and virus to check the 
spread of this disease; men use it 
where cholera is known to exist to 
such an extent and with such good 
satisfaction that we have a very small 
amount of cholera so far, as careful 
inquiry and wide travel among the 
farmers can reveal. 


Some Hogmen Discouraged 


In spite of this the fact remains 
that many pigs are dying in the corn 
belt and some men are more discour- 
aged with the pig crop this year than 
they have been in many seasons. I 
think part of the discouragement is 
due to the fact that they are ignorant 
of the cause of the loss. There is 
some satisfaction after the loss of an 
animal if we feel we know the cause 
of death, because we can strive to 
prevent future losses. As I have

them have mentioned the fact that 
the large part of their annual profits 
that were derived from hogs is being 
taken from them by a new and un- 
known disease. 

Among the many communications 
that have come to me regarding this 
trouble one says: ‘“For.several sea- 
sons I have farrowed about 200 pigs, 
but have not marketed over 100 an- 
nually for three years due to this

trouble.” I have had hundreds ot 
letters and have answered many of 
them till I have seen the disease re- 
peatedly in all its forms on almost 
every kind of farm in the Middle 
West. For several seasons I have 
observed this disease and an unusual 
amount of it this spring and sum- 
mer. Some folks seem unable to 
name the disease while others give 
it very descriptive names, but no one 
can embrace all forms of the disease 
to my mind quite so well as the words 
“filth infection, or mixed infection,” 
because it is caused by a group of 
germs infecting the digestive tract, 
it may be in the mouth, or perhaps 
further on in the stomach or intes- 
tine, and occasionally we see it in 
the skin. 


Canker Sore Mouth 


If it appears in the mouth it may 
be called canker sore mouth. In the 
nose it produces sniffies or, bullnose. 
If of the intestinal form it is called 
infectious enteritis and when it ap- 
pears on the skin, producing a 
wrinkled cracking skin with sores 


~ 


that are hard and dry, but refuse to - 


heal, it is called dermatitis. Some 
have called it necro-bacillosis. This is 
not a good name because the bacillus 
necrophorous from which this name 
is derived is not always the responsi- 
ble factor. It is usually a secondary 
invader when it is present. 

The most common form of this 
disease is the intestinal form. In this 
the pig may show a good appetite, but 
gets poor in flesh, later the appetite 
becomes at times upset. He loses 
flesh and the skin seems too large 
for the body. It wrinkles and may 
appear mangy. Some cases scour at 
times and at other times are consti- 
pated. Progressively the pigs get 
thin, weak and finally die, but are 
usually sick for several days before 
dying and now and then appear to 
get better only to relapse in a few 
days again. Under good care some 
will recover, but they are usually 
stunted in size and slow of growth. 
Remember this because these pigs 
seldom pay for the feed they eat. 
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The mouth form is usually well 
known and easily recognized. It is 
probably seen most in small pigs be- 
cause it is due to infection entering 
the gums where the teeth are cutting 
thru or due to the pigs fighting at 
the teat and the cuts produce on face 
and jaws become infected with barn- 
yard filth and the result, especially 
if it enters the bone, making it spongy 
and large, gives it the name of bull- 
nose. 
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It is not uncommon for an owner to 
notice that he has some pigs which 
are not thriving as well as normal 
pigs should, but he is unable to actu- 
ally see signs of any condition he 
would call sickness. Later one or 
more will die and probably breathe 
rapidly and thump in the flank some 
days before death. The rapid breath- 
ing is, of course, due to pneumonia 
or congestion of the lungs, but this 
is only again a secondary condition. 
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The pig was first weakened from the 
intense and continuous infection of 
the bowel by the filth taken in with 
his feed and water. In this weak- 
ened condition most every slight 
change of temperature is enough to 
give him a cold or pneumonia. 
Bad Weather Caused Losses 

One of the principal reasons why 
we have seen so much of this trouble 
among swine this summer is because

Devote most of your ef- 
forts to saving those which still look 
well by employing the system of man- 
agement outlined above. There are 
some vaccines used as a preventive 
for this trouble. For sick pigs, how- 
ever, they are not to be recommended. 
For the rest of the herd they may 
do some good, but not unless sanitary 
measures are also employed and san- 
itation alone is often enough to bring 
success in the control of this disease, 
which until quite recently has been 
considered sure death to a herd of 
hogs. 


Tubercular Sows May Produce 
Healthy Pigs 

A number of swine experiments by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, recently have been completed 
or have been continued sufficiently 
far to make possible the announce- 
ment of results. Recent develop- 
ments along this line follow: 

Tuberculosis among brood sows 
does not seem to be a menace to 
their progeny if other exposure to 
infection is eliminated. 

Feces of tuberculous cattle have 
been found to be the most dangerous 
tuberculous material to which hogs 
are exposed under natural conditions. 

It now appears that the disease 
known as thumps in young pigs may 
in some cases at least be the result 
of intestinal worms, which in the 
larval stage migrate to the lungs, 
causing pneumonia. Some very thor- 
ough work leads to that conclusion, 


and research is now being directed . 


to prevent infection of suckling pigs 
with this parasite. 

_ The disease causing the birth of 
immature and hairless pigs seems to 
be most prevalent in the far West. Its 
investigation is being continued. 

It appears from the experiments 
with hog-cholera virus that the ways 
in which cholera spreads that pigeons 
and similar birds are unlikely to trans- 
mit hog cholera. 


Successful Management of the 
Pig Crop 

Dry, well-ventilated quarters, which 
have been disinfected and cleaned up 
for the reception of the pig crop, 
should be provided for every sow 
which is to farrow, says an exchange. 
A guard rail, made of 2 by 4 inch 
pieces set 4 inches from the sides of 
the pen and about 10 inches above the 
bed, should be provided in order to 
prevent injury to the pigs. An atten- 
dant should be accessible, particularly 
in cold weather, in order to assist the 
sow and, if necessary, to rescue the 
pigs from freezing. Before the pigs 
are placed with their mother the 
eight, black, tusk-like teeth should be 
cut off with bone forceps or wire nip- 
E Care must be taken to not in- 
jure the jaw bone. Give the sow 
plenty of warm water after farrow- 
ing, but do not feed her for the first 
24 hours unless necessary, and then 
provide a thin slop of bran and mid- 
dlings. The sow should be fed lightly 
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for the next four or five days and 
should not be put on full feed again 
until the pigs are about 10 days old. 
Aim to feed the sow in such a man- 
ner that the pigs will develop rapidly 
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and will prosper from birth until 
weaning time. 

Handle the pigs so that they will 
gain in weight as rapidly as possible.

lowed they will notice practically no 
difference at weaning time and will 
never be stunted in their growth. 

It is more difficult to raise pigs in 


the winter than in the summer, due 


to the cold weather as well as to the 
fact that the animals have to be kept 
indoors so much of the time. Ex- 
treme variations in temperature are 
liable to induce colds and even cause 
the development of pneumonia. The 
careful breeder should practice every 
precaution to protect his young pig 
crop against disease. He should keep 
plenty of charcoal before the hogs at 
all times and should provide them 
with condition powders if necessary. 
A charcoal mixture of one bushel of 
charcoal, 1 bushel of hardwood ashes, 
8 pounds of salt, 4 pounds of air- 
slaked lime and 4 pounds of sulphur 
supplies a good mineral mixture. The 
lime, salt and sulphur should be mixed 
thoroughly, and then combined with 
the charcoal and ashes.

In regard to the recent decline in 
the hog market, Swift & Co., of Chi- 
cago, say: 

There are two principal reasons for 
the recent drop in hog prices. The 
first is that foreign demand has prac- 
ticaly disappeared. The extremely 
high prices of the spring and early 
summer were due to the heavy for- 
eign shipments of pork products.
